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FOREWORD 


The Digest of Public General Bills and Resolutions was 
first prepared for the Second Session of the 74th Congress and 
has been prepared for all subsequent Congresses. 


The principal purpose of the Digest is to furnish, in 
the form of a brief summary, the essential features of public 
bills and resolutions and changes made therein during the 
legislative process. It also indicates Committee action, floor 
action by either body of Congress, enactments, and includes a 
subject and an author index, 


The Digest is normally published during each session 
of the Congress in five or more cumulative issues with biweekly 
supplementation as may be needed and a final edition at _ the 
conclusion of each session. 


The Cover Page of each issue includes the numbers of 
all measures introduced on and prior to the dates indicated 
after each category of Congressional measures. 


A Bleed Index is provided for ready access to the 
various Parts (or subdivisions thereof) of the Cumulative 
Issues, 





Each Cumulative and Final Issue is divided into five 
parts. 


Part I. Status of Measures Receiving Action. This 
Part includes digests of all measures receiving action, as well 
as brief legislative histories thereof indicating, as 
appropriate: (1) the date reported and the report number; (2) 
the date the measure passed each House of Congress; (3) dates 
considered in each House; (4) Conference Action and Reports; 
and (5) date of approval (or veto) and Public Law number. 


Part II. Public Laws. This contains a numerical 
listing of all enactments during the then current session of 
Congress indicating both the Bill and Public Law number. 


Part Ill. Digests of Public General Bills and 


Resolutions. This includes digests (or, in some instances, a 


brief indication of the subject) of all Public Bills and 
Resolutions in numerical order as _ introduced; they are 
separately categorized, with respect to each House of Congress, 
as to Bills, Joint Resolutions, Concurrent Resolutions and 
Simple Resolutions. 








If a measure is identical to one previously digested 
in the same issue, reference is made to the prior digest. With 
respect to measures having multiple sponsors, only the Member 
whose name appears first on the bill is indicated; however, all 
sponsors are listed in the Author (Sponsor) Index. Because of 
the present limitation on the number of co-sponsors (25) 
permitted in the introduction of measures in the House of 
Representatives, there may be reference to several identical 
measures having the name of the same original sponsor. 


The Digest does not undertake to include summaries of 
Private Bills; however, the introduction of such measures is 
indicated by reference only to bill numbers. 


Part IV. Author (Sponsor) Index. This index provides 
a reference, by number, to all Public Bills and Resolutions 
sponsored by each Member of Congress. Also, a one-word or 
brief phrase description of the subject-matter is added with 
respect to each bill so listed. 


Part V. Subject-Matter Index. This is preceded by a 
list of Principal Subject-Matter Headings under which detailed 
index entries thereafter may more readily be found. This list 
does not purport to be all-inclusive.

Consumer Credit Protection Act - Title I: Truth 
in Lending Act - Provides for safeguarding the 
consumer in connection with the utilization of 
credit by requiring the disclosure of the terms and 
conditions of finance charges in credit transactions 
or in offers to extend credit, including disclosure 
of the cost of the credit expressed as an annual 
rate and a description of any security interest held 
or to be retained or acquired by the creditor in 
connection with the extension of credit, and a clear 
identification of the property to which the security 
interest relates. Exempts from this annual rate 
disclosure requirement “open-end credit plans" and 
requires instead the disclosure of the periodic or 
monthly rate in connection with such transactions, 
Permits disclosure of the creditor's average annual 
rate of return for open-end credit plans. 

Requires that disclosures required by the Act 
be made at least three days before the consummation 
of any transaction where a_ security interest is to 
be acquired or retained in the obligor's residence, 
except for purchase money first mortgages. Gives the 
obligor the right to rescind any such transaction 
within three days following its consummation, 

Provides for civil suits against a lender who 
knowingly fails to disclose required information, 
with liability in the amount of the greater of $100 
or twice the finanical charge up to a maximum of 
$1,000. 

Requires that, where any specific credit terms 
are advertised, all of the material terms be set 
forth, Exempts from the above requirement 
advertisements of residential real estate not 
included within the Act by regulation, 

Exempts from the requirements of Title I: (1) 
credit extensions for business or commercial 
purposes, to governments, and to organizations; (2) 
securities and commodities transactions; (3) credit 
transactions other than real property transactions 
where the amount to be financed exceeds $25,000; (4) 
transactions under public utility tariffs, where 
there is adequate State regulation, 

Provides criminal penalties for willful presen- 
tation of false or inaccurate information of $5,000 
and/or one year in prison. 

Authorizes the Board of Governors of the Feder- 
al Reserve System to issue regulations to carry out 
the provisions of this Act. Preserves the authority 
of other agencies having administrative enforcement 
responsibilities to make rules respecting their own 
procedures in enforcing compliance, 

Title II: Extortionate Credit Transactions - 
Prohibits extortionate extensions of credit (i.e., 
any extension of credit with respect to which it is 
the understanding of the creditor and the debtor at

the time it is made that delay in making or failure 
to make repayment could result in the use of 
violence .or other criminal means to cause harm to 
the person, reputation, or property of any person). 
Provides that there is prima facie evidence that the 
extension of credit is extortionate if: (1) the 
creditor is unable to obtain a personal judgement 
against the debtor for the full obligation; (2) the 
rate of interest exceeds 45 percent per year; (3) 
the debtor reasonably believes that the creditor 
either had used extortionate means in collecting 
other extensions of credit or had a reputation for 
the use of such means: and (4) the total amount 
involved between the creditor and debtor exceeds 
$100, 

Prohibits the willful financing of others 
extortionate extensions of credit and the collection 
of extensions of credit by the use of extortionate 
means. Makes it a crime to conspire to make 
extortionate credit extensions or collect by extor- 
tionate means. 

Prescribes criminal penalties of not more than 
$10,000 fine (or, in the case of the financing of 
extortionate extensions of credit, the greater of 
$10,000 and twice the value of money or property 
advanced for financing) and/or not more than 20 
years imprisonment. Allows a U.S. attorney upon the 
approval of the Attorney General to compel the 
testimony of witnesses in obtaining evidence for 
violations of this Act. Grants immunity to. such 
witnesses from prosecution if their testimony 
incriminates them and such witnesses have invoked 
the right against self-incrimination, [Adds 18 
U.S.C. 891-896] 

Title III: Limits garnishment of any wages, 
salary or other compensation for personal services 
in any week to the lesser of (1) 25 percent of the 
debtor's "disposable earnings" for that week and (2) 
the amount by which his disposable earnings for that 
week exceed 30 times the Federal minimum hourly wage 
prescribed by the Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938, 
Exempts from the above limitation: (a) court 
support orders; (b) State or Federal taxes; and (c) 
orders of courts of bankruptcy. Prescribes a 
maximum fine of $1,000 and/or imprisonment for not 
more than ‘one year for willful violations. 
Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to exempt from 
this Title garnishments issued under the Law of any 
State which provides substantially similar 
restrictions on garnishments. 

Title IV: Establishes a nine member National 
Commission on Consumer Finance to study the 
structure and functioning of the consumer finance 
industry, as well as consumer credit generally, and 
report its findings and recommendations to the 
Congress and the President by January 1, 1971.

Wild Rivers Act - Establishes a national wild 
river system which initially will comprise segments 
of seven rivers in five western States and provides 
for a procedure to include additional public lands 
and rivers in the system. Administration would be by 
Secretaries of Interior and Agriculture jointly 
with the States. The wild rivers area would be 
administered for water conservation, scenic, fish, 
wildlife, and outdoor recreation values, Places a 
limitation on condemnation by providing that where 
50 percent or more of the acreage within the entire 
wild river area is owned by Federal, State, or local 
governments, neither Secretary can condemn for 
acquisition of fee title, but may condemn for scenic 
easements.

Authorizes the President to provide necessary 
shelter for the owners or tenants of places of resi- 
dence made uninhabitable by a major disaster and 
who are unable to provide suitable accommodations 
for themselves and their families. Establishes a new 
grant system for farmers who sustain extensive 
losses in major disaster areas. Permits the 
Secretary of Agriculture to make grants equal to 
two-thirds of the cost of restoring lands to 
cultivation or replenishing livestock herds, with 
the maximum amount paid to any farmer limited to 
$10,000,

Intergovernmental Cooperation Act: 

Title I - Definitions - Defines such terms as 
“Federal Agency", “political subdivision," and 
“grant-in-aid." Asserts that Federal assistance 
means programs that provides assistance through 
grant or contractural arrangements. 

Title II = Improved Administration of Grants- 
in-Aid to the States - Provides for the notification 
in writing to the Governor of the purpose and 
amounts of actual grants-in-aid to the State or 
political subdivisions. Asserts that a copy of 
requested information shall be furnished the State 
Legislature or Governor. Requires that all Federal 
grant-in-aid funds made available to the States 
shall be properly accounted for as Federal funds in 
the accounts of the State. Insists that the head of 
the Federal agency and the Comptroller General of 
the United States shall have access for the purpose 
of audit and examination to the documents, papers, 
and records that are pertinent to the grant-in-aid 
received by the States. 

Revises the scheduling of fund transfers to the 
States and permits the States to budget Federal 
grant funds in a manner similar to that in which 
other revenues are budgeted. 

Title III - Permitting Federal Departments and 
Agencies To Provide Special Or Technical Services To 
State And Local Units Of Government - Authorizes 
the Federal departments and agencies to render 
technical assistance and training services to State 
and local governments on a reimbursable basis. 
Authorizes the head of any Federal department or 
agency to provide specialized or _ technical 
services, upon payment, to the department or agency 
of salaries and all other identifiable direct or 
indirect costs of performing such services. 

Title IV - Coordinated Intergovernmental Policy 
And Administration Of Development Assistance 
Programs ~ Establishes a coordinated 
intergovernmental urban assistance policy, which 
requires local government review of certain 
applications for Federal aid in urban programs. 

Requires the President to establish rules and 
regulations governing the formulation, evaluation, 
and review of Federal programs having an impact on 
area and community development. Asserts that all 
viewpoints shall be fully considered in planning 
Federally assisted programs.

agency's policies with local zoning regulations and 
development objectives. 

Provides that whenever the Administrator con- 
templates the disposal of any property of any 
Federal agency, he shall notify the head of the 
local government in order to afford it the 
opportunity of Zoning for the use of such land in 





accordance with local comprehensive planning.

District of Columbia Parking Facility Act - 
Provides for an effective method for dealing with 
the present and future needs for motor vehicle 
parking facilities in the District of Columbia by 
creating a Parking Board. Provides that the Board, 
in carrying out its duties, shall take such action 
as necessary to insure the equitable distribution of 
parking facilities among the properties of the 
Government. 

Establishes a Parking Advisory Council to be 
composed of nine members to advise and assist the 
Board. Authorizes the Advisory Council to make 
periodic comprehensive reports on parking and its 
role in creating a balanced transportation system in 
the District of Columbia metropolitan area. 

Authorizes the Parking Board to acquire proper- 
ty for the operation of off-street parking 
facilities, including limited condemation powers. 
Provides that the Parking Board shall not acquire by 
condemnation any parking facility operated as such 
on October 8, 1968, Authorizes the Commissioner of 
the District to make available to the Parking Board, 
air and subsurface rights.

Requires that each House 
of Congress be notified of the proceedings to 
initiate the condemnation of real property. Provides 
that such proceedings shall be instituted and 
conducted in the United States District Court for 
the District of Columbia.

Federal Magistrates Act - Abolishes the United 
States commissioner system and establishes in its 
place a system of U.S. magistrates and deputy U.S. 
magistrates. 

Changes the title of the office of the front 
line of Federal justice to U.S. magistrate, and 
formally classifies U.S. magistrates as either full 
time or part time. Requires that all U.S. 
magistrates be attorneys unless it is impossible to 
find a qualified attorney to fill a particular 
position, and establishes other minimum 
qualifications in order to insure judicial 
independence and disinterest. 

Eliminates the fee system of compensation, and 
replaces it with a system of salaries set on a 
sliding scale according to anticipated work-load. 
Gives full-time U.S. magistrates a secure 8-year 
term of office, and part-time U.S. magistrates a 
secure 4-year term of office; both full-time and 
part-time magistrates are subject to removal only 
for cause, 

Provides that full-time U.S. magistrates are to 
be supplied with office space, clerical assistants, 
and all necessary stationery and other materials; 
and that part-time U.S. magistrates are to receive 
reimbursement for all necessary expenses incurred in 
the performance of their offical duties, 

Allows U.S. magistrates to be assigned duties 
by the U.S. district courts in addition to those 
normally undertaken by U.S. commissioners today. 
These additional duties may include, but are not 
limited to, service as special masters, supervision 





of pretrial or discovery proceedings, and 
preliminary consideration of petitions for post- 
conviction relief. 

Gives the U.S. magistrate an expended trial 
jurisdiction over minor criminal offenses when the 
accused executes a knowledgeable waiver of both his 
right to trial before a U.S. district court and any 
right to trial by jury he may have. Under present 
law, U.S. commissioners have trial jurisdiction 
over misdemeanors committed on Federal reservations 
when the offense is punishable by not more than 6 
months imprisonment or a fine of $500, or both. The 
magistrate's trial jurisdiction, with certain 
exceptions, will extend to misdemeanors, wherever 
committed, that are punishable by imprisonment for 
not more than 1 year, or a fine of not more than 
$1,000, or both. Appeal of right to the district 
court is accorded those who elect to be tried before 
the magistrate.

Jury Selection and Service Act - Establishes 
judicial basic procedures for the random selection 
of Federal grand and petit jurors so as to 


eliminate discrimination in such selection. Requires 
such juries to be composed of a cross selection of 
the community, Provides that sources of names other 
than voter lists may be used to supplement voter 
lists. 
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Provides that no citizen shall be excluded from 
service as a grand or petit juror on account of 
race, color, religion, sex, national origin, or 
economic status. Provides that prejudice in 
selecting jurors is established when a party shows 
that a jury selection system fails to comply 
substantially with this Act. 

Qualifies a person for jury service unless he 
(1) is not a 21 year old citizen of the United

rights have not been restored by pardon or amnesty.

District of Columbia Public Space Utilization 
Act - Authorizes the Commissioner of the District of 
Columbia to enter into leases for the private use 
of air space to an extent not inconsistent with the 
public use of any street or alley. 

Requires the Commissioner, in addition to any 
other terms or conditions he determines to be 
necessary or desirable, to include certain 
provisions in any lease of air space for private 
use. Provides that such lease shall require a 
clearance of at least 15 feet above the grade of 
the street or alley and shall protect the easements 
of light, air, and access to adjacent property not 
owned by the lessee. Provides that the expiration 
or termination of the lease of air space, the lessee 
may be required to remove the structure and restore 
the air space to its original condition at his 
expense, if the Commissioner so determines. Requires 
all of the terms and conditions of the lease to run 
with the abutting real property owned by the lessee 
and shall apply to all of his successors in 
interest. Requires the terms of the lease to 
specify the payment of rents and fees, the posting 
of bond or other security and provides that the 
lessor shall record a copy of the lease with the 
recorder of deeds. 

Provides that the Commissioner must find that 
the Zoning Commission has held public hearings, 
determined the proper use to be permitted in such 
air space, and establish regulations for such use. 
Such regulations are to be consistent with those 
applicable to the privately owned real property 
abutting the air space including requirements as to 
height, parking, and floor area ratios. 

Requires the Zoning Commission to also develop 
and establish regulations relating to easements for 
light, air, and access to be made applicable to air 
space uses along with other zoning regulations. 

Requires the Commissioner to transmit to the 
Commission of Fine Arts all information concerning 
any proposed air space structure and have received 
from the Commission such report and recommendations 
as may be required under the Shipstead-Luce Act 
(approved May 16, 1930) and the "Old Georgetown Act"

facilities in a street or alley required in 
connection with the construction of an air space 
structure shall not be borne by the government of 
the District of Columbia and any changes in such 
facilities are subject to the approval of the 
Commissioner.

or maintain compensating balances for any loan to 
any affiliate by any third party.

or to retain control of it more than 1 year after 
the effective date of this amendment, or from the 
date on which such control was acquired, whichever 
is later. 

Sets up guidelines and requirements for the 


Corporation to follow in granting or denying 
applications for its approval of the conditionally 
prohibited activities. 

Requires that every subsidiary insured institu- 
tion give the Corporation 30-days advance notice of

District of Columbia Retail Installment Sales 
Act: 

Title I = General Provisions And Definitions - 
Asserts that the purposes of this Act are to 
regulate retail installment sales of consumer goods 
and services. Provides that this Act shall become 
effective on the first day of the first month which 
begins more than 90 days after enactment. 

Title II = Regulations And General Authority To 
Commissioner And Council - Authorizes the District 
of Columbia Council to make and provide for such 
regulations as the proscriptions of advertising 
sales and the disclosure of finance charges. 
Provides for public hearings as a prerequisite to 
the adoption of regulations by the Council and for 
the procedures governing judicial review, 

Title III - Maximum Finance And Other Charges - 
Provides that no fees shall be charged in any retail 
installment transactions except those authorized 
under this Act. Authorizes the Council to establish 
by regulation maximum rates for finance charges in 
all retail installment transactions including open 
end credit agreements, 

Title IV - Restrictions On Retail Installment 
Contracts = Provides that retail installment 
contracts be contained in a single document or set 
of documents to be signed by both buyer and seller. 
Provides that the seller in a retail installment 
transaction may not take a negotiable instrument as 
evidence of the obligation of the buyer. Prohibits 
certain contract clauses such as provisions for 
acceleration of payment. 

Provides that consumer goods which are subject 
to a retail installment contract shall serve as 
security only for such contractual obligation. 
Prohibits signing in blank by the buyer. Requires 
the seller to deliver to the buyer a completed copy 
of the retail installment contract. Regulates 
retail installment transactions negotiated or 
entered into by mail or telephone. 

Title V - Payments - Provides that, unless the 
buyer has written notice of actual or intended 
assignment, he may make payments to the person last 
known to be entitled to payment. Provides that the 
payee shall give the buyer a written receipt for all 
cash payments. Provides for payments in full before 
maturity and for refunds for such payments. Allows 
the unpaid balance of a single retail installment 





contract to be refinanced by agreement, 

Title VI = Repossession - Provides that in the 
case of defaults, the secured party may retake the 
good or proceed to recover judgment for the balance 
without retaking the goods. Provides that the buyer 
may redeem the goods within 15 days after notice is 
delivered. Allows the secured party, after default 
and repossession to dispose of the goods ina 
commercially reasonable manner.

Title I - Health Professions Training - Extends 
for an additional 2 years, through the fiscal year 
1971, appropriations for grants to construct 
teaching facilities for health professions personnel 
and limits the Federal share for such projects to 50 
percent of the cost except when the Secretary of 
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HEW determines unusual circumstances (then 66-2/3 
percent of the cost).

Housing and Urban Development Act: 

Title I. Low Income Housing - Establishes a 
homeownership assistance program for low income 
families in the form of periodic payments to reduce 
interest costs on a market-rate home mortgage or a 
cooperator’s share of a cooperative association's 
mortgage; and makes eligible to receive such 
payments, nonprofit organizations sponsoring 
projects as well as the individual lower income 
purchasers, broadly revising the National Housing 
Act. 

Limits the amount of mortgage to $15,000 ($17,- 
500 in high-cost areas) except that for families of 
five or more persons the limits are to be $17,500 
and $20,000; and these mortgages are to be insured 
under the new Special Risk Insurance Fund. 

Allows assistance payments for both urban and 
rural areas, and assigns administration of the 
payments in rural areas to the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Authorizes the Secretary to provide budget debt 
management, and related counseling to homeowners 
with mortgages under the Act. 

Authorizes mortgage insurance for families of 
low and moderate income who cannot qualify for 
mortgage insurance under regular FHA programs 
because of credit histories but who the Secretary 
finds are "reasonably satisfactory credit risks" and 


capable of homeownership. 

Establishes a Special Risk Insurance Fund out 
of which claims would be paid on mortgage insured 
under the new Act and authorizes $5,000,000 to be 
advanced from the General Insurance Fund to 
establish the new fund. 

Allows a low or moderate income purchaser to 
buy an individual family unit and undivided interest 
in the common areas and facilities of the’ project, 
which could be financed with a mortgage with an 
interest rate no less than the below-market interest 
rate under the National Housing Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to undertake a 
program of assistance to nonprofit sponsors of low 
and moderate income housing, including provisions 
of information and technical assistance with respect 
to construction, rehabilitation and operation of low 
and moderate income housing. 

Creates a National Homeowership Foundation to 
provide technical and limited financial assistance 
to public and private organizations who provide 
increased homeownership and housing opportunities 
for lower income families. Provides that the 
Foundation would be administered by an 18-member 
Board, Authorizes an appropriation of $10,000,000 to 
carry out the Foundation's functions. 

Directs the Secretary of HUD to institute a 
program under which public and private organizations 
shall submit plans for lower income housing using 
new and advanced technologies. Directs the Secretary 
to approve not more than five of such plans as most 
promising, considering such factors as: (1) 
adaptability to large scale construction at moderate 
cost; (2) maintenance of environmental quality; (3) 
the possibility of mass_ production of the 
technology; and (4) the financial soundness of the 
organization submitting the plan. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD, in cooperation 
with the private insurance industry, to develop a 
plan for establishing an insurance program to 
enable homeowners to meet their monthly mortgage 
payments in time of personal economic adversity. 
Directs the Secretary to make a report on his 
actions along with his recommendation for estab- 
lishing such a program within 6 months following 
enactment of this Act. 

Establishes a National Advisory Commission on 
Low-Income Housing to undertake a comprehensive 
study and investigation of the resources and 
capabilities in the public and private sectors of 
the economy which may be used to fulfill more 
completely the objectives of the national goal of 
"a decent home and suitable living environment for 
every American family" particularly as such goal 
relates to low-income families, Directs the 
Commission to make an interim report to the 
President and Congress by July 1, 1969, and a final 
report by July 1, 1970. 

Title II, Rental Housing for Lower Income Fami- 
lies, Establishes an assistance program for rental 
and cooperative housing for lower income families 
in the form of periodic payments to the mortgagee on 
behalf of the mortgagor, serving to reduce interest 
costs on a market rate project market; and allows 
the Secretary to reimburse the mortgagee for its 
expenses in handling the mortgage. 








Increases the authorization for rent supplement 
program payments by $40,000,000 for fiscal year 
1970, and by an additional $100,000,000 for fiscal 
year 1971, 

Increases the authorization for annual contri- 
butions contracts for the low-rent public housing 
programs by $100,000,000 on the date of enactment 
and by $150,000,000 in 1969 and 1970, 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to make grants 
to public housing agencies to assist in financing 
tenant services for families living in low-rent 
housing projects, with preference given to programs 
providing for maximum feasible participation of the 
tenants in the development and operations of such 
services. 

Permits local housing authorities to sell any 
low-rent housing unit to a tenant if suitable for 
individual ownership without regard to the present 
limitations, 

Permits public aid to Indian families without 
regard to the present limitation that such a family 
may not live on property located on or adjacent to 
their farm, 

Provides an additional subsidy under section 
2(2) of the United States Housing Act of 1937 for 
large families and families of unusually low income. 

Title III. FHA Insurance Operations - Permits 
payment of FHA mortgage insurance premiums by the 
Secretary of Transportation in cases where a 
serviceman assumed home mortgage previously insured 
under any other provision of the National Housing 
Act. 

Directs the Secretary of Defense or the Secre- 
tary of Transportation to continue making the 
premium payment on behalf of the widow of a 
serviceman who dies in service for two years after 
his death or until she sells the house, 

Requires the Secretary of HUD to approve a re- 
quest for the extension of time for curing a default 
on any FHA-insured mortgage on multifamily housing 
or for a modification of the terms of such a 
mortgage only pursuamt to regulations prescribed by 
him, 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to establish 
the interest rates on all FHA mortgage insurance 
programs except the land development program and the 
below-market interest rate program. 

Extends the sales housing program for two, 
three, and four family residence to all low and 
moderate income families, and removes dividend 
restrictions for nondwelling facilities. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to insure sup- 
plemental loans made by financial institutions 
approved by him to multifamily projects and group 
practice facilities covered by  FHA-insured 
mortgages. Defines "supplemental loan" as a _ loan 
made to finance improvements or additions to a 
project or facility. Prescribes qualifications of 
the supplemental loans making them eligible for 
insurance, 

Increases the maximum loan limitation for home 
improvement loans of $3,500 to $5,000 and the 
maximum maturity from 5 years and 32 days to 7 
years and 32 days, and also increases the maximum 
finance fees, 


Extends the term of FHA land development 





mortgages from 7 to 10 years. Permits the extension 
of maturity of land development mortgages beyond 10 
years if such an extension is determined warranted 
by unusual or unforseen circumstances, 

Permits the Secretary of HUD to establish in- 
terest rates for new mortgage insurance programs at 
such rates as he believes necessary to meet the 
market, 

Permits the rehabilitation and sale of individ- 
val units in a multifamily structure, and permits 
the blanket mortgage to cover 4 or more units (now 5 
or more units). 

Increases the maximum mortgage obligation under 
the insurance program for mortgages on single-family 
housing in outlying areas from $12,500 to $13,500. 
[Amends 12 U.S.C, 1709(i)) 

Authorizes FHA to insure mortgages on seasonal 
homes not exceeding $15,000 and 75 percent of the 
appraised value on an acceptable risk basis. 

Title IV. Guarantees for Financing New Commun- 
ity Land Development. New Communities Act - Author- 
izes the Secretary of HUD to guarantee the bonds, 
debentures, notes, and other obligations to help 
finance new community development projects. 

Sets forth the requirements to make a new com- 
munity development eligible for assistance, and any 
obligation eligible to be guaranteed under the Act, 
limiting to $50,000,000 any obligation for any 
single new community development project. 

Authorizes the Secretary to establish guarantee 
fees and to make such other charges as he considered 
reasonable and to establish a guarantee revolving 
fund and make any guarantee by the Secretary con- 
clusive evidence of the eligibility of the 
obligations. 

Requires the Secretary to adopt measures to en- 
courage small builders, and requires payment of 
prevailing rates as determined by the Secretary of 
Labor, in accordance with the Davis-Bacon Act to 
laborers and mechanics employed in land development. 

Authorizes the Secretary to make supplementary 
grants to States to local public bodies carrying out 
new community assistance projects, 

Title V. Urban Renewal - Authorizes the Secre- 
tary of HUD to provide financial assistance to local 
public agencies to assist them in carrying out 
neighborhood development programs. 

Increases the amount of funds available for 
urban renewal by $1,400,000,000 and for urban 
renewal in model cities area by $350,000,000 and 
increases the rehabilitation grant to low-income 
homeowners from $1,500 to $3,000. 

Removes the present limitation on the 
acquisition and rehabilitation of residential 
properties by a local urban renewal agency. 
Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to make grants for 
property determined to be uninsurable after 
inspection in order to make it meet reasonable 
underwriting standards imposed by a _ statewide 


property insurance plan approved by the Secretary 
under title XII of the National Housing Act, 

Permits capital grants for low and moderate 
housing open land projects, limiting the amount, but 
permits a local public agency to borrow funds to 
finance project undertakings on the private market 
at an interest rate in excess of the Federal lending 








rate set out in its loan contract with the 
Government. 

Permits payment of capital grants for urban 
renewal projects and deems such projects completed 
upon a determination by the Secretary of HUD that 
not more than 5 percent of the acquired land remains 
to be disposed of, that the local public agency does 
not expect to be able to dispose of such land in 
the near future, that the agency has agreed to 
retain such land for use in accordance with the 
urban renewal plan, and that all other project 
activities are completed. 

Extends the rehabilitation loan program from 
October 1, 1969, to June 30, 1973, and authorizes 
such loans: (1) in areas which are definitely 
planned for rehabilitation and where the property is 
an owner-occupied residential structure in violation 
of local housing codes, and (2) for property 
determined to be uninsurable after inspection 
pursuant to a statewide insurance plan approved 
under title XII of the National Housing Act. Limits 
rehabilitation residential loans to persons whose 
income does not exceed locally applicable limits for 
occupants of projects financed with below-market 
interest rate mortgages insured under section 
221(d)(3) of the National Housing Act [12 U.S.C. 
1715(d)(3)]; | but exempts from the above limitation 
urban renewal and code enforcement projects now 
receiving financial assistance under title I of the 
Housing Act of 1949, which contemplate the use of 
these loans. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to make grants 
for demolition of nonresidential structures that are 
harborages or potential harborages of rats. 

Permits the carrying out of air rights urban 
renewal projects and the construction of necessary 
foundations and platforms to provide educational 
facilities, 

Requires that a majority of housing units in 
each community's urban renewal projects to be 
developed for predominately residential uses be for 
low and moderate income families, and that at least 
20 percent of the total units in such projects in 
each community be for low-income families, except 
that the Secretary of HUD may waive the 20 percent 
requirement to the extent that units for low-income 
families are determined to be unnecessary. 

Defers the effective date for meeting the code 
enforcement requirement for certification of 
workable programs for community improvement in the 
case of Indian tribes until January 1, 1970. [Amends 
42 U.S.C. 1451(c) } 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to contract to 
make grants, in an aggregate amount not to exceed 
$15,000,000 in any fiscal year, to cities and other 
municipalities or counties to assist in taking 
interim steps to alleviate harmful conditions in any 
slum and blighted area of the community which is 
planned for rehabilitation or Federally assisted 
code enforcement in the near future. 

Provides for the utilization of local private 
nonprofit agencies for rehabilitation grants in code 
enforcement areas. 

Provides for an additional relocation payment 
for displaced families, handicapped individuals, and 
individuals 62 years of age or over, of not to 











exceed $500 in the first 12 months and $500 in the 
second 12 months (present payment of not to exceed 
$500 may be made only during the first 5 months) 
after displacement. Authorizes a relocation payment 
of not to exceed $5,000 to a displaced individual 
who is the owner of real property occupied by him 
acquired for a project, if he purchases and occupies 
a dwelling within one year subsequent to 
displacement. 

Title VI. Urban Planning and Facilities - Auth- 
orizes the Secretary of HUD to make planning grants 
to State planning agencies for assistance to 
district planning agencies for rural and other non- 
metropolitan areas, and makes planning’ grants 
directly to tribal planning councils or other 
bodies for planning on Indian reservations. 

Broadens the definitions of comprehensive plan- 
ning to include planning for the provision of 
governmental services and for the development and 
utilization of human and natural resources but not 
to include planning aimed at encouraging businesses 
to relocate from another area. 

Changes the conditions for acquisition of land. 

Provides that any funds authorized but not 
appropriated for the basic water and sewer 
facilities, neighborhood facilities, and the 
advance acquisition of land programs will remain 
available for appropriation through fiscal year 
1970, Authorizes an appropriation of $115,000,000 
for fiscal year 1970, for grants for water and sewer 
projects. 

Provides funding provision for open-space land 
program. 

Title VII. Urban Mass Transportation ~- 
Increases the amount appropriated under the Urban 
Mass Transportation Act by $190,000,000, 

Broadens the definition of "mass transporta- 
tion" to allow greater flexibility and scope and 
eliminates the present requirement that such 
transportation must serve the "general public" and 
operate "over prescribed routes." 

Extends the emergency program from November l, 
1968, to July 1, 1970, 

Permits private transit companies to furnish up 
to 50 percent of the local share of the net project 
cost of a mass transit project, or in cases of an 
applicant's (State or local public body) financial 
inability to put up any portion of the local share, 
private companies would be permitted to put up 100 
percent of such share, 

Title VIII. Secondary Mortgage Market, Amends 
the Federal National Mortgage Association Charter 
Act to divide the heretofore existing FNMA into two 


separate corporations: (1) a Federal National 
Mortgage Association to continue its present 
secondary market operations as a  Government- 


sponsored private corporation; and (2) a Government 
National Mortgage Association, to remain in the 
Government, which will exercise the special 
assistance and management and liquidating functions 
formerly exercised by the FNMA, 

Permits the Government National Mortgage Assoc- 
iation as a trustee under trusts created for sales 
of participation certificates to issue such 
certificates for refinancing purposes without regard 
to the requirement of appropriation Act authority. 
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Allows the FNMA to issue and sell securities 
backed by a_ set-aside portion of its portfolio of 
mortgages. 

Authorizes an additional $500,000,000 for the 
purchase of mortgages by the Government National 
Mortgage Association in its special assistance 
function, 

Makes certain transitional provisions regarding 
the capital stock of FNMA and provides for the board 
of directors during a transitional period. 

Title IX. National Housing Partnerships - Auth- 
orizes the creation of private corporations for 
profit, not to be government agencies, with one to 
be called "the Corporation", which shall have a 15- 
member board of Directors, 12 elected by stock- 
holders and 3 appointed for 3 year terms by the 
President with the advice and consent of the Senate. 

Authorizes the President to create additional 
corporations and outlines the powers of the 
corporation as well as process of organizations and 
financing of it. 

Authorizes the Corporation to form, as a separ- 
ate organization, a limited partnership called the 
“Partnership” under the D.C, Uniform Limited 
Partnership Act. Permits the stockholders of the 
Corporation and other persons to become limited 
partners in the Partnership. Provides that the 
Partnership may engage in any of the activities 
authorized for the Corporation. 

Requires the Corporation to submit an annual 
report to the President for transmittal to Congress 
and to make audits annually. 

Title X. Rural Housing - Authorizes direct and 
insured loans in rural areas (areas with 5,500 
population or less) to low and moderate income 
families, and provides for aid for rental or 
cooperative housing where no other aid is available, 

Authorizes financial and technical aid to pro- 
vide, in rural areas, housing and related facilities 
for rural trainees and their families enrolled in 
Federally-aided training courses; but requires the 
Secretary of Agriculture to first consult with the 
Secretaries of Labor, HEW and HUD, and Director of 
OEO to ascertain that no other aid is available. 

Requires a labor area survey and full 
coordination among all Federal, State and local 
government agencies administering related programs 
before training and housing sites can be selected, 

Requires that advances for land purchasers be 
payable within periods not longer than 33 years and 
to bear interest but other advances would be 
nonrepayable or repayable without interest. 

Broadens the eligible purposes of domestic farm 
labor housing loans to include the purchase of 
necessary land for building sites. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to make 
grants to or contracts with public and private 
nonprofit organizations for the development, 
administration, or co-ordination of programs to aid 
low-income individuals and families in carrying out 
mutal or self-help housing efforts. Authorizes the 
Secretary to establish the Self-Help Housing Land 
Development Fund for such purposes, and to make 
loans to such individuals for the acquisition of 
land and building materials in order to construct 
decent dwellings under’ mutual or self-help 
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programs, Authorizes not to exceed $5,000,000 for 
each of the fiscal years 1969 through 1973, 
Prohibits the making of grants or contracts after 
June 30, 1973, except pursuant to a commitment or 
other obligation entered into before that date. 
Title XI. Urban Property Protection and Rein- 


surance = Urban Property Protection and Reinsurance 


Act - Establishes an Advisory Board, consisting of 
19 members, to be appointed by the Secretary of 
HUD, representing the general public, the insurance 
industry, State and local governments, and the 
Federal Government, to advise the Secretary with 
respect to the following programs, which will 
terminate in 1973 (except for the reinsurance 
program, which will be liquidated in 1976): 

Part A creates: (1) statewide plans to assure 
fair access to insurance requirements called "FAIR" 
plans, (2) an all-industry placement facility, (3) 
industry cooperation and plan evaluation programs, 

Requires every insurer re-insured under this 
program to cooperate with the State insurance 
authority in each State in which it acquired 
reinsurance in carrying out statewide plans to 
assure fair access to insurance requirements, and 
requires these "FAIR" plans to be designed to make 
essential property insurance more readily available 
in urban areas. 

Requires all plans to include an All-Industry 
Placement Facility authorized to do business with 
every insurer in the State participating in the 


‘ plan, helping agents and brokers place insurance up 


to full insurable value of a property, and to 
distribute risks equitably among insurers, 

Requires every insurer participating in a plan 
to file a statement pledging its full participation 
and cooperation in carrying out the plan with the 
State insurance authority and with the Corporation. 

Provides for the State insurance authority to 
transmit copies of a plan and any amendments, to the 
Secretary and to advise him concerning the 
operation of the plan, and the need to adopt other 
programs to make essential property insurance more 
readily available, 

Authorizes the Secretary to modify the criteria 
for plans if he finds that such action is necessary 
to carry out the purpose of the program. 

Part B provides: (1) reinsurance coverage by 
specifying reinsurance of losses from riots or civil 
disorders, (2) conditions for reinsurance 
agreements, and (3) recovery of premiums, 

Authorizes the Secretary to offer to any 
insurer, subject to conditions of the Act, 
reinsurance against property lossess from riots or 
civil disorders. 

Authorizes the Secretary to enter into rein- 
surance contracts for riot losses, and to establish 
the amount of losses from riots or civil disorders 
each insurer must retain before the Secretary will 
reimburse the insurer for its losses, 

Sets forth various conditions under which the 
Secretary will terminate existing reinsurance and 
provides that the Secretary will not offer 
reinsurance in any State if the State itself does 
not assume a portion of the responsibility for 
assisting the Secretary to reinsure against losses 
resulting from riots or civil disorders within one 
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year after the enactment of the Act. 
Authorizes the Secretary to recover any unpaid 
premiums for reinsurance, and imposes a 5-year

to the Secretary.

Provides that the property owner 
will bear part of the cost of flood insurance in the 
form of a premium. 

Authorizes an alternative program where the 
private insurance companies would act as _ fiscal 
agents for the Government, with the Government 
taking all financial risks involved, in the event 
that the program of private industry risk 
participation cannot be carried out, 

Limits coverage to $17,500 for single family 
dwellings, with a total of $30,000 coverage for any 
single structure occupied by two- to-four families. 
Insures contents for $5,000 per dwelling unit. 
Provides subsidized coverage of $30,000 for business 
and other properties which would also be eligible 
for a certain amount of unsubsidized coverage. 

Provides that the Federal subsidies to the in- 
surance pools represent the difference between the 
actuarial rate and the chargeable premium rate, 
both to be determined by the Secretary. 

Gives preference in providing coverage to those 
areas which give assurance that they will adopt 
effective land use and flood control regulations by 
June 30, 1970, and those which show a positive 
interest in the program, Prohibits the writing of 
policies both after June 30, 1970, unless permanent 
land use regulations with effective enforcement 
provisions have been adopted, and at any time for 
property declared to be in violation of State or 
local land development ordinances. 

Prohibits the granting of Federal disaster 
assistance with respect to property which is covered 
or could under certain circumstances have been 
covered by flood insurance under this Act, 

Authorizes the Secretary to identify within 5 
years all flood plain areas and within 15 years to 
establish flood risk zones and make estimates of 
flood-caused losses in those zones. 

Title XIV. Interstate Land Sales. Interstate 
Land Sales Full Disclosure Act = Provides for the 
regulation of sales of interests in subdivisions in 
commerce or through the mails. Requires a statement 
to include: the name and address of each person 
having an interest; a description of the property; 
the condition of the title to the land; the terms 
and conditions of the proposed disposal of the 
land; the condition of access to utilities; any 
blanket encumbrances; a copy of articles of 
incorporation; a copy of the deed; a_ copy of 
council or title insurance policy; copies of forms 
of conveyance to be used in selling parcels; and 
other information as may be deemed necessary. 

Exempts certain property transactions from 
coverage, unless the method of disposition is 
adopted for the purpose of evasion of this Act, 

Title XV. Mortgage Insurance for Nonprofit Hos- 
pitals - Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to insure a 
mortgage covering a new or rehabilitated hospital, 
including operational equipment, if the mortgage 
involves 2 principal obligation of not more. than 











$25,000,000 and does not exceed 90 percent of the 
estimated replacement cost of the property or 
project. Permits the Secretary also to insure a 
mortgage which provides permanent financing or 
refinancing of existing mortgage indebtedness in the 
case of a hospital presently lacking permanent 
financing which was completed after 1965 and the 
date of enactment of this Act. Provides that the 
aggregate principal balance of all insured mortgages 
covering hospitals in need of permanent financing or 
refinancing shall not exceed $20,000,000 at any one 
time. 

Title XVI. Housing Goals and Annual Housing 
Report - Directs the President to make a report to 
the Congress, not later than January 15, 1969, 
containing a 10-year plan for the national housing 
needs, along with legislative recommendations for 
fulfilling these needs. Requires annual reports to 
be made by the President on January 15, 1970, and 
on each succeeding year, showing the progress made 
under the plan and the reasons why, if any, the 
goals set forth in the plan have not been’ reached 
along with estimates of the need for the following 
year. Requires a final report to be submitted by 
January 15, 1979, 

Title XVII. Miscellaneous - Increases funds 
appropriated for planning assistance for Model 
Cities by $12,000,000 for the fiscal year 1969. 

Increases funds appropriated for Model Cities 
program financial, technical, and relocation 
assistance by $1,000,000,000 for the fiscal year 
1970. 

Permits grants for developing and testing urban 
renewal demonstration grant program and authorizes 
funds necessary for urban information and technical 
assistance program, and studies of advances in 
technology in housing and urban development. 

Establishes a new program of annual grants to 
the existing college housing direct loan program. 

Makes limited profit sponsors eligible for 
loans to provide housing for the elderly (only 
private nonprofit corporations now eligible), but 
limits such loans to 90 percent of development cost 
(other borrowers receiving up to 98 percent of 
development cost). 

Expands the Federal-State training programs in 
the field of housing and community development, 

Permits the Secretary of HUD to include the 
study of self-help in the construction, 
rehabilitation, and maintenance of housing for low- 
income persons and families in the low-income 
housing demonstration program.

Higher Education Amendments: 

Title I - Student Assistance - Authorizes an 
appropriation of $100,000,000 for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1970, and $140,000,000 for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1971. Authorizes the 
Commissioner to make grants to carry out’ such 
programs as Talent Search programs and Upward Bound 
programs.

(c) a Senator who is a chairman of a 
subcommittee which has its own staff and financial 
authorization is the supervisor of the professional, 
clerical, or other assistants to the subcommittee 
except that minority staff members shall be under 
the supervision of the ranking minority on the 
Committee; 

(d) the President pro tem is the 
supervisor of the Secretary of the Senate, Sergeant- 
at-Arms and Doorkeeper, the Chaplain and the 
employees of the Office of the Legislative Counsel; 

(e) the Secretary of the Senate is the 
supervisor of the employees of his office; 

(f) the Sergeant-at-Arms and Doorkeeper 
is the supervisor of the employees of his office; 

(g) the Majority and Minority Leaders 
and the Majority and Minority Whips are the 
supervisors of the research, clerical, or other 
assistants assigned to their respective offices; 

(h) the Majority Leader is the 
supervisor of the Secretary for the Majority and of 
the employees of the Office of the Secretary for the 
Majority; and 

(i) the Minority Leader is the 
supervisor of the Secretary for the Minority and of 
the employees of the office of the Secretary for the 
Minority. 

3. This rule shall take effect ninety 
days after adoption. 

III. Contributions - Provides that: 

i. A Senator may accept a contribution 
from (a) a fund-raising event organized and held in 
his behalf, provided: (1) he has expressly given 
his approval of the fund-raising event to the 








sponsors before any funds were raised; and (2) he 
receives a complete and accurate accounting of 
source, amounts and disposition of the funds raised 
or (b) an individual or an organization, provided 
the Senator makes a complete and accurate accounting 
of the source, amount, and disposition of the funds 
received. 

2. The Senator may use the contribution 
only to: (a) influence his nomination for election, 
or his election; or (b) defray the reasonable 
expenses, incurred or contemplated, of his office 
and shall not preclude printing, radio, television, 
telephone, or postage; and shall not use directly or 
indirectly any part of any contribution for any 
other purposes. 

3. All gifts in the aggregate amount or 
value of $50 or more received by a Senator from any 
single source during a year, except a gift from his 
spouse, child, or parent, and except a contribution 
under section 1 and 2, shall be reported under rule 
XLIV. 

4. This rule shall take effect ninety 
days after adoption, 

IV. Political Fund Activity by Officers and 
Employees - Provides that: 1. No officer or 
employee whose salary is paid by the Senate may 
receive, solicit, be the custodian of, or distribute 
any funds in connection with any campaign for the 
nomination for election, or the election, of any 
individual to be a Member of the Senate or to any 
other Federal office. This prohibition does not 
apply to an assistant to a Senator if the assistant, 
with the express approval of the Senator, receives 
the funds solely to transmit them either to the 
candidate or to the treasurer of a_ political 
committee in accordance with Federal law if this 
designation is in writing. 

2. This rule shall take effect sixty days 
after adoption, 

V. Disclosure of Financial Interests - 
Provides that: 

1. Each Senator oor person who is 
compensated at a rate in excess of $15,000 a year, 
shall file with the Comptroller General of the 
United States, in a sealed envelope marked 
“Confidential Personal Financial Disclosure of 
(Name)," before the 15th day of May in each year, 
the following reports of his personal financial 
interests: 

(a) a copy of the returns of taxes, 
declarations, statements, or other documents which 
he, or he and his spouse jointly, made for the 
preceding year in compliance with the income tax 
provisions of the Internal Revenue Code; and 

(b) the amount or value and source of 
each fee or compensation of $1,000 or more received 
by him during the preceding year froma client for 
legal service; and 

(c) the name and address of each 
business or professional corporation, firm, or 
enterprise in which he was an officer, director, 
partner, proprietor, or employee who was 
compensated during the preceding year; his capacity; 
and the period of time; and 

(d) the identity of each interest in 
real or personal property having a value of $10,000 
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or more which he owned at any time during the 
preceding year; and 

(e) the identity of each trust or other 
fiduciary relation in which he held a beneficial 
interest having a value of $10,000 or more, and the 
identity if known of each interest of the trust or 
other fiduciary relation in real or personal 
property in which the Senator, officer, or employee 
held a beneficial interest having a value of $10,000 
or more, at any time during the preceding year. If 
he cannot obtain the identity of the fiduciary 
interests, the Senator, officer, or employee shall 
request the fiduciary to report that information to 
the Comptroller General in the same manner that 
reports are filed under this rule; and 

(f) the identity of each liability of 

$5,000 or more owed by him, or by him and his spouse 
jointly, at any time during the preceding year; and 

(g) the source and value of each gift 
received by him during the preceding year and 
required to be reported, 

2. Requires all papers to be kept by the 
Comptroller General for not less than seven years, 
shall be confidential, and shall be made available 
only to persons authorized by the Select Committee 
on Standards and Conduct for examination and audit 
for any purposes within the jurisdiction of the 
Committee, under a resolution by a _ recorded 
majority vote of the full Committee on the reports 
of each individual. Permits the Committee to 
receive the papers as evidence, after giving to the 
individual concerned due notice and opportunity for 
hearing. The Comptroller General shall report to 
the Select Committee on Standards and Conduct not 
later than the first day of June in each year the 
names of Senators, officers and employees who have 
filed a report. 

3, Provides that each Senator, or person

Title I: Interference with Federally Protected 


Activities: Makes it a Federal crime to use force or 
the threat of force to attempt to injure or 
intimidate: (A) any person engaged in (1) voting or 
election activities, (2) anv Federally administered 
or financially assisted program, (3) applying for or 
enjoying Federal employment, (4) jury service in any 
court of the United States; (B) any person because 
of his race, color, religion or national origin and 
because he is engaged in (1) attending public 
school or college, (2) jury service in any State 
court, (3) any State administered program, (4) 
applying for or enjoying employment by any private 
or State employer, including the use of any labor 
*rganization or employment agency, (5) enjoying thie 
services of any common carrier or public 


accommodation; (C) any person engaged in a_ business 
affecting commerce during or incident to a riot or 


civil disorder; and (D) any person lawfully 
encouraging others to participate, without 
discrimination, in activities outlined in (A) and 
(B) above. 

Provides a penalty of not more than $1,000 or 
imprisonment for not more than one year, or both. If 
serious bodily injury results the penalty shall be 
not more than $10,000 or imprisonment for not more 
than 10 years, or both. If death results the penalty 
is imprisonment up to life. [Adds 18 U.S.C. 245] 

Increases the penalty for conspiring against 
rights of citizens (from $5,000 and/or imprisonment 
for not more than 10 years) to $10,000 and/or 10 
years and if death results, to imprisonment for any 
term of years or for life.

Riots - “Makes it a Federal crime to travel in 
or to use the facilities of interstate commerce to 
incite, organize or commit any act of violence or 
to aid another in such conduct in furtherance of a 
riot. Defines the term "riot" to include an act of 


violence by at least one person in a _ group of at 
least three persons or the threat thereof by such a 
group constituting a danger of injury to persons or 
property. Provides penalties of up to $10,000 fine 
and/or imprisonment up to five years. 

Title II through Title VII - Indians: Limits 
the activities of Indian tribes in the exercise of 
self-government by the terms of the Bill of Rights. 
Provides for the assumption of 2 measures of 
jurisdiction in civil and criminal matters by the 
various States concerning activities involving 
Indians. 

Title VIII - Fair Housing: Makes it the policy 
of the United States to provide, within 
constitutional limitations, for fair housing 
throughout the United States. 

Prohibits discrimination in the sale or rental 
of all dwellings or land for construction thereof 
after December 31, 1968, except: (1) a single- 
family house sold or rented by an owner who was’ the 
most recent resident of such house prior to such 
sale or rental; (2) sale or rental by an owner of 
as many as three single-family homes to the extent 
of one sale per twenty-four month period and three 
rentals per twelve-month period; (3) rooms or units 
in dwellings occupied by no more than four families, 
if the owner resides therein, and (4) rooms or 
dwellings operated for other than commercial 
purpeses bv religious organizations, unless 
membership is discririnatory, or by private clubs 
with occupancy limited to its members. 

Provides that the exception for single-family 
dwellings shall apply only if the transaction is 
completed without the aid of professional brokerage 
service or published advertising. 

Prohibits discrimination effective upon the 
date of this enactment in dwellings: (1) owned, 
operated or financed by the Federal Government, (2) 
financed by loans insured or guaranteed or otherwise 
secured by the Tederal Covernment, other than 
mortgages held by an FDIC or FSLIC institution, and 
(3) financed by an agency receiving financial 
assistance for slum clearance or urban renewal under 
contracts entered into after November 20, 1962. 

Establishes the discriminatory practices herein 

prohibited to include: (1) the refusal to sell or 
rent, (2) discrimination in the terms, conditions, 
services or facilities connected with a _ sale or 
rental, (3) advertising any preference or 
limitation based on race, etc., (4) the 
representation to any person, based on race, etc., 
that a dwelling is not available when, in fact, it 
is, (5) the attempt to induce, for profit, any 
person to sell or rent by representations regarding 
the entry into the neighborhood of persons of any 
race, etc., (6) discrimination in the terms or 
availability of financing the sale of a dwelling, 
and (7) denial, based on race, etc., of 
participation in any multiple-listing brokerage 
service. 
Places the responsibility for the administration of 
this Act in the Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development. Directs the Secretary to make studies, 
disserinate reports, recommendations and_ technical 
services concerning the extent of the methods of 
dealing with housing discrimination. 





Provides for enforcement of the rights granted 
under this Title by a series of procedures 
including: (1) informal and confidential 
conciliation by the Secretary, (2) cooperation with 
State and local agencies under a State or local fair 
housing law or ordinance, (3) a civil action 
brought by the Secretary in a Federal District 
Court, unless a State or local law or ordinance 
provides remedies substantially equivalent to this 
Title, (4) a civil action brought in the Federal 
District court by the party aggrieved, provided a 
bona fide purchaser, tenant or encumbrancer without 
notice and whose interest was acquired prior to any 
court order shall not be affected, and (5) a civil 
action brought by the Attorney General when he has 
reasonable cause to believe any person or group is 
engaged in a _ pattern or practice of resisting the 
full enjoyment of any rights granted by title. 

Title IX - Intimidation in Fair Housing: Makes 
it a Federal crime to use or threaten force to 
intimidate or interfere with any person because of 
race, etc., and because he is exercising some right 
safeguarded or obligation imposed with regard to 
fair housing, or because any person has participated 
in various fair housing related activities. Provides 
penalties of up to $10,000 and/or imprisonment up 
to ten years, and if death results, imprisonment for 
any term of years or for life. 

Title X - Civil Obedience: Makes it a Federal 
crime to: (A) teach or demonstrate the use of any 
firearm, explosive or incendiary device or 
technique capable of causing injury or death while 
having reason to know or intending that it will be 
used in a civil disorder which will adversly affect 
commerce or any Federally protected function; (B) 
transport or manufacture for transportation in 
commerce any such device used in a civil disorder, 
and (C) obstruct or interfere with any fireman or 
law enforcement officer lawfully engaged in his 
duties incident to and during a civil disorder which 
adversely affects commerce’ or any Federally 
protected function. Provides penalties of up to 
$10,000 and/or imprisonment up to five years. 
Defines “civil disorder" as any public disturbance 
involving acts of violence by assemblages of three 
or more persons causing an immediate danger of or 
resulting in injury to the person or property of 
another.

Title I: Law Enforcement Assistance. Part A - 
Law Enforcement Assistance. Creates in the 
Department of Justice a three-member Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration, to be supervised by the 
Attorney General, to administer the Law Enforcement 
Assistance program. 

Part B - Planning Grants. Authorizes grants of 
up to ninety percent of expenses to the States for 
the establishment and operation of State law 
enforcement planning agencies. Requires the 
agencies to formulate comprehensive plans for the 
improvement of law enforcement in cooperation with 
the units of general local government in the State. 
Directs the Administration to allocate $100,000 to 
each State and to distribute the remaining funds on 
a population basis. 

Part C - Grants for Law Enforcement Purposes. 
Authorizes grants to States which have developed 
adequate law enforcement plans. Provides that the 
grants shall be used (1) to improve and strengthen 
law enforcement (grant may cover sixty percent of 
cost), (2) to recruit and train law enforcement 
personnel (grant may cover sixty percent of cost), 
(3) to educate the public about law enforcement and 
crime prevention (grant may cover fifty percent of 
cost), (4) to construct facilities for these 
purposes (grants may cover fifty percent of cost), 
(5) to develop special techniques to combat 
organized crime (grant may cover 75 percent of 
cost), (6) to develop techniques and trained 
personnel to prevent, detect, and control riots and 
civil disorders (grants may cover 75 percent of 
cost), and (7) to recruit, train, and maintain 
community service officers who work to improve 








police-community relations and to encourage 
community participation in crime prevention (grant 
may cover sixty percent of cost). Requires that any 
Federal funds used to increase compensation of 
personnel must be matched by equal amounts of State 
money, and limits the amount of Federal funds to be 
used to compensate personnel to one-third of a 
grant. 

Requires applications to: (a) provide for 
State administration through planning agencies; (b) 
make available at least 75 percent of the grant to 
local units; (c) demonstrate new initiatives in 
crime prevention and the ordering of priorities in 
law enforcement; (d) contain assurances that Federal 
funds are not supplanting State and local funds and 
that the State and local governments will assume 
full costs after a reasonable period; and (e) 
provide for adequate administrative details. 

Permits local governments to apply for both 
Part B and Part C grants, if the State has not 
applied for Part B grant within six months or if the 
State has not applied for a Part C grant within six 
months of approval of its planning grant. Requires 
the local unit to notify the Governor of its 
application. 

Allocates 85 percent of available Part C funds 
to the States on a population basis, with discretion 
vested in the Administration as to the allocation of 
the remaining 15 percent. Requires, where 
appropriate, special emphasis under Part C to be 
given to plans for combatting organized crime and 
for preventing and controlling riots and violent 
disorders. 

Part D - Training, Education, Research, 
Demonstration, and Special Grants. Creates in the 
Department of Justice a National Institute of Law 
Enforcement and Criminal Justice, to contract for 
research projects on strengthening law enforcement, 
crime prevention, and correction procedures, as well 
as to carry out particular research itself. 
Authorizes the Director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation to conduct training programs for local 
police personnel and to develop improved law 
enforcement techniques. Authorizes the continuation 
of funding of programs under the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Act of 1965, which is repealed. 
Authorizes grants at the undergraduate and graduate 
educational levels to assist people in programs 
leading to careers in law enforcement. 

Part E - Administrative Provisions. Prohibits 
the cutting off of funds by the Administration or 
the conditioning of grants on the basis that this 
Title authorizes it to require any percentage or 
quota system in order to achieve racial balance in 
any law enforcement agency. Provides that nothing 
in this Title authorizes any Federal control over 
local police systems. Authorizes $100,111,000 for 
fiscal 1968 and 1969 (to be allocated as follows: 
$25,000,000 for Part B, $50,000,000 for Part C, and 
$25,111,000 for Part D), and $300,000,000 for fiscal 
1970. 

Title II: Admissibility of Confessions and 








Eyewitness Testimony. Requires a Federal judge to 
decide, when it is contested, the question of the 


voluntariness of a confession or other incriminating 
statement which the prosecution seeks to have 





admitted against a defendant. Requires the 
voluntariness issue to be decided out of the 
presence of the jury. Requires the judge, if he 
decides the confession or other’ statement was 
voluntarily made, to admit it into evidence, to 
permit the jury to hear the evidence relating to 
voluntariness, and to instruct the jury to give the 
confession the weight the jury believes it deserves. 
Sets forth the following factors for the judge to 
consider in passing on voluntariness: (1) whether 
the defendant was deprived of "a free choice to 
admit, to deny, or to refuse to answer" and whether 
physical or psychological coercion was of such a 
degree that "the defendant's will was overborne at 
the time he confessed"; (2) the time between the 
suspect's arrest and his arraignment, if the 
confession was made during this period; (3) whether 
the suspect knew the nature of the offense with 
which he was charged; (4) whether he was advised or 
knew of his right to remain silent and that 
anything he said could be used against him; (5) 
whether he had been advised prior to questioning of 
his right to counsel; and (6) whether he had the 
assistance of counsel at the interrogation and when 
he confessed. Provides that the absence or presence 
of any of factors (2) through (6) need not be 
conclusive on the issue of voluntariness. 

Makes admissible in Federal courts and those of 
the District of Columbia incriminating statements 
madé by a _ suspect within six hours of his arrest. 
Provides that failure to bring the defendant before 
a magistrate within the six-hour period will not 
operate to make inadmissible any such statement. 
Provides that nothing in the Title shall make 
inadmissible any voluntary, spontaneous confession 
made to anyone without interrogation or when a 
suspect is not under arrest or being detained. 

Provides that eyewitness testimony of witnesses 
identifying a defendant as the perpetrator of a 
crime shall be admissible into evidence in Federal 
courts. 

Title III: 
Surveillance. 
electronic surveillance (and attempts to do so) by 
persons other than duly authorized law enforcement 
officers engaged in investigation or prevention of 
specified types of serious crimes, and only after 
authorization by a court order obtained after a 
showing and finding of probable cause. Exempts 
acts: (1) by the President in the interest of 
national security; (2) by employees of the Federal 
Communication Commission discharging their 
monitoring responsibilities under Federal law; and 
(3). by employees of a communications common carrier 
while engaged in any activity necessary to the 
rendition of service, or protection of the rights of 
property of the carrier. 

Specifically prohibits any interception or 
attempted interception: (1) by the use of a device 
linked in any way to the interstate or foreign 
network of wire communications; (2) through the use 
of a device which transmits communications by radio 
or which interferes with the transmission of radio 
communications; (3) through the use of a device 
which itself (or any of its components) has been 
sent through the mail or moved in interstate or

Prohibits all wiretapping and 





foreign commerce; and (4) on the premises of a 
business whose operations affect interstate or 
foreign commerce. Prohibits disclosure or other use 
of the intercepted information by any person knowing 
or having reason to know the information was 
obtained through an illegal interception. Provides 
criminal penalties of up to $10,000 fine and/or 
imprisonment for not more than five years. 

Prohibits the manufacture, distribution, sale, 
possession, and advertising of devices whose design 
renders them primarily useful for the surreptitious 
interception of private wire or oral communication. 
Exempts communications common carriers dealing with 
such devices which are needs in the normal course of 
the communications carriers’ business. Exempts 
Federal and State employees, and persons under 
contract with Federal and State governments, when 
the otherwise prohibited acts are required in the 
normal course of the activities of the United States 
or the State. Provides for the seizure and 
forfeiture of any intercepting device used in 
violation of the above provisions. 

Grants immunity from prosecution to witnesses 
in the investigation of violations of the above 
provisions. : 

Excludes from evidence in a State, Federal, or 
municipal court, grand jury, department, officer, 
agency, regulatory body, or legislative committee 
any intercepted communication the disclosure of 
which would violate this Title. 

Authorizes the interception of particular wire 
or oral communications under court order issued 
pursuant to an application by appropriate Federal, 
State, or local prosecuting officers. Limits such 
interception to the investigation of certain 
specified offenses, including national security 
offenses, any offense under title 18 of the United 
States Code involving murder, kidnapping, robbery 
or extortion, aid of racketeering enterprises, and 
narcotic violations. Requires State applications to 
be made under a specific State statute which must 
meet minimum standards set forth by Federal law, 
but permits State applications to be made also where 
interception might provide evidence of felonies 
under State law which are dangerous to life, limb, 
or property. 

Authorizes the use and disclosure of 
intercepted communications in specified 
circumstances including disclosure of authorized 
interception by Federal officers to State officers, 
or by a witness in a criminal trial. Sets forth in 
detail the procedure to be followed in obtaining 
consent to an interception authorized by this Title 
and provides for a series of reports on the 
administration of the court order system. ; 

Authorizes the recovery of civil damages by any 
person whose wire or oral communications are 
intercepted, disclosed, or used in violation of this 
Title, 

Establishes a National Commission for the 
Review of Federal and State Laws Relating to 
Wiretapping and Electronic Surveillance to undertake 
a comprehensive study of the operations and 
effectiveness of this Title with a final report to 
be submitted within one year. 

Title IV: State Firearms Control Assistance. 
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Defines "firearm" to include any weapon which will 
or may readily be converted to expel a projectile or 
projectiles by the action of an explosive (this 
definition is designed to include firearms which 
while unserviceable may readily be converted to 
serviceability). 

Forbids any person to engage in the business of 
importing, manufacturing, or dealing in firearms or 
ammunition without a Federal license. 

Prohibits licensed importers, manufacturers, 
and dealers from shipping in interstate or foreign 
commerce firearms, other than rifles or shotguns, to 
unlicensed persons. Forbids all interstate mail 
order shipment by licensees of hand-guns, 
destructive devices (such as bomb, incendiary and 
antitank weapons), or ammunition (but not rifles or 
shotguns), unless they are returning a repaired or 
replacement firearm to the person from whom it was 
received, or unless the firearms are being shipped 
for use by Federal or State armed forces in their 
official duties. Exempts from this prohibition 
shipments between licensed manufacturers, importers, 
and dealers and shipments by a _ licensee in the 
District of Columbia or territory or possession to a 
resident of the District of Columbia or of that 
territory or possession. Extends the prohibition to 
rifles and shotguns if the State or local law of the 
transferee's residence would be violated by purchase 
or possession of the weapon. Makes it unlawful for 
any person knowingly to make false oral or written 
statements or exhibit false identification in an 
attempted acquisition of any firearm from licensed 
importers, manufacturers, or dealers. 

Prohibits licensees from selling any firearm to 
any individual who they know or have reasonable 
cause to believe is under twenty-one years of age, 
to any person when such sale would violate any State 
law or published ordinance applicable to the place 
of sale, delivery, or other disposition, or to any 
person the licensee knows or has cause to believe 
does not reside in the State in which the licensee's 
business is located (permits, however, the sale of 
shotguns or rifles to nonresidents). Requires the 
licensee to have in his possession a sworn statement 
executed by the chief law enforcement officer of 
the locality in which the purchaser or dealer 
resides attesting to the purchaser's residence, the 
legality of such person's receipt or possession, 
and his satisfaction that the firearm is intended 
for lawful use, before the licensee may sell any 
destructive device, machine gun, short-barreled 
shotgun, or short-barreled rifle. Requires 
licensees to keep records of all firearm sales 
including the name, age, and place of residence of 
purchasers. Prohibits sales to persons believed to 
be fugitives from justice, under indictment, or 
convicted of crimes punishable by imprisonment for 
more than a year. Prohibits the knowing sale of 
stolen firearms shipped in interstate commerce and 
the sale of firearms with altered or obliterated 
serial numbers. 

Sets annual licensing fees at $1,000 for 
manufacturers, importers, and dealers in destructive 
devices and/or ammunition — and at $500 for 
manufacturers and importers of other weapons. 
Requires pawnbrokers dealing in firearms other than 





destructive devices to pay an annual $250 fee and 
all other dealers to pay a $10 annual fee. 
Specifies grounds under which the Secretary of the 
Treasury may refuse to issue a license. Authorizes 
the Secretary to prescribe regulations for the 
maintenance of records of importation, production, 
shipment, and sale of firearms, which must be 
available for inspection, and on which regular 
reports by licensees may be required. 

Provides the following penalties for violation: 
(1) knowingly making false statements with regard to 
records required under this Title or violating any 
provision: fine of not more than $5,000 and/or 
imprisonment for not more than five years; and (2) 
shipment, transportation, or receipt of firearms for 
the purpose of committing a felony, or with 
knowledge or reasonable cause to believe that such 
an offense is to be committed with the weapon: fine 
of up to $10,000 and/or imprisonment for not more 
than ten years. Subjects all firearms and 
ammunition used or shipped in violation of this 
Title to seizure by the United States Government and 
forfeiture. 

Provides certain exceptions to the Title and 
relief from disabilities, including sales of 
firearms or ammunition to the United States or State 
or territorial governments and importation of 
firearms into the United States to be used for 
scientific or research purposes (as determined by 
the Secretary). Permits the importation of foreign 
surplus military rifles and shotguns into the United 
States. 

States that it is not the intent of Congress to 
exclude State law in the same area unless Federal 
and State law so conflict that the two cannot be 
reconciled or consistently stand together. Provides 
that the effective date of this Title shall be six 
months after its enactment, except that all licenses 
now in effect under the Federal Firearms Act shall 
continue until they expire or are revoked. 

Title V: Makes ineligible for Federal and 
District of Columbia employment for a period of five 
years from conviction any person convicted of 
inciting, organizing, promoting, encouraging, or 
participating in a riot or civil disorder, or of 
aiding and abetting one who does any of these 
things. Grants to the head of each employing agency 
discretionary authority to determine that other 
offenses for which a person was convicted were in 
furtherance of a riot or civil disorder and 
activate the disqualification. Requires the acts 
referred to in this Title to have been committed 
after enactment of this Title in order for the 
disqualification to apply. 

Title VI: Provides for Senate confirmation for 
future nominees to the post of Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

Title VII: Makes it a Federal offense for 
convicted felons, persons discharged other than 
honorably from the Armed Services, adjudged 
incompetents, persons who have renounced their 
United States citizenship, and aliens illegally in 
this country to receive, possess, or transport in 
commerce or affecting commerce any firearm. 
Provides criminal penalties of a maximum $10,000 
fine and/or imprisonment for not more than _ two 

















years. Prohibits the receipt, possession, or 
transportation of a firearm by anyone employed by a 
member of the above-named classes if such activity 
occurs in the course of his employment. 

Title VIII: Authorizes the Government to 
appeal decisions of Federal trial judges granting 
motions for return of seized property or motions to 
suppress evidence, provided that the prosecutor 
certify that the appeal is not for purposes of delay 
and that such evidence is vital as proof against the 
defendant. Permits similar appeals from the Court 
of General Sessions of the District of Columbia. 

Title IX: Authorizes the issuance of warrants 
authorizing searches for purely evidentiary material 
(that is, material other than contraband, fruits of 
crime, and the instrumentalities of crime). 

Title X: Prohibits the extortion of money or 
other thing of value by: (1) demanding ransom for a 
kidnaped person; (2) threatening to kidnap or injure 
any person; or (3) threatening to injure the 
property or the reputation of any person. Prohibits 
threats to kidnap or injure any person or damage any 
person's property for whatever reason. Provides 
criminal penalties of $5,000 maximum fine and/or 
twenty years imprisonment.

Radiation Control for Health and Safety Act - 
Directs the Secretary of HEW to establish and carry 
out a program to protect the public from unnecessary 
electronic product radiation. Requires, as a 
minimum, that the program include the establishment 
and administration of performance standards for the 
control of radiation emission from electronic 
products, and the planning, conduct, coordination, 
and support of research, development, training, and 
operational activities in the control of electronic 
product radiation. Provides the constant evaluation 
of hazards from known sources of electronic product 
radiation and intense magnetic fields. Requires the 
continuation and extension of research and inves- 
tigation to identify potential sources of, and the 
consequences of exposure to, electronic product 
radiation. Requires procedures and techniques for 
minimizing exposure to such radiation to be 
developed, tested, and evaluated. Directs the 
Secretary to consult with the Departments of 
Commerce and Defense, the Atomic Energy Commission 
and any other appropriate Federal agencies on 
testing and evaluating electronic product radiation 
and developing performance standards for electronic 
products. Requires him to maintain liaison with and 
receive information from other Federal and State 
agencies with related interests, professional 
organizations, industry and industry organizations, 
labor organizations, and other organizations on 
present and potential electronic product radiation. 

Authorizes grants to and contracts with public 
and private organizations and individuals to carry 
out the research, evaluation, training, and testing 
aspects of the program. Permits the Secretary to 
collect and disseminate information coming from 
research and studies concerning the nature and 
extent of the hazards and control of electronic 
product radiation. Permits the Secretary to 
procure (by negotiation or otherwise) and to sell or 
otherwise dispose of electronic products. 

Directs the Secretary to make a study of the 
present State and Federal control of health hazards 
from electronic product radiation and other types of 
ionizing radiations, a study to determine the 
necessity for the development of standards for the 
use of nonmedical electronic products for commercial 
and industrial purposes, and a_ study of the 
development of practicable procedures for the 
detection and measurement of electronic product 
radiation which may be emitted from electronic 
products manufactured or imported prior to the 
effective date of any applicable standard 
established pursuant to this Act. Requires the 
Secretary to report to Congress on the results of 
these studies on or before January 1, 1970, and 
from time to time thereafter as he may deem 
appropriate, together with his legislative 
recommendations. Provides for the following 
contents of the study on the present Federal and 
State control: (1) the control of hazards from 
radioactive materials not regulated under the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1954; (2) any gaps and 
inconsistencies in present controls, such as the 


control of radium and accelerator-produced 
radioisotopes; (3) measures to assure consistent 
and effective control of the aforementioned health 
hazards; (4) the feasibility of authorizing the 
Secretary to enter into arrangements with individual 
States or groups of States to define their 
respective functions and responsibilities for the 
control of electronic product radiation and other 
ionizing radiation; and (5) the need for 
controlling the sale of used electronic products, 
particularly antiquated X-ray equipment, unless such 
products are upgraded to meet the standards for new 
products or separate standards for used electronic 
products. 

Requires the Secretary to invite the 
participation in the studies of appropriate Federal 
agencies and State government--particularly of 
States having delegated authority from the Atomic 
Energy Commission for the regulation of radioactive 
materials under its jurisdiction. Requires’ the 
Secretary, upon request, to keep interested 
committees of Congress currently informed on the 
progress of these studies and to admit observers 
from such committees to meeting of the study groups. 

Requires the Secretary to prescribe from time 
to time, by regulation, performance standards to 
control electronic product radiation whenever he 
determines, with respect to a product or products, 
that a standard is necessary for the protection of 
the public health and_= safety. Allows the 
regulations to include standards for the testing of 
such products and the measurement of their 
electronic product radiation emission, to require 
the attachment of accessories and warning signs and 
labels, and to require the provision of instructions 
for the installation, operation, and use of such 
products and the provision of output information 
related to safety. 

Requires the Secretary to prescribe, on or 
before January 1, 1970, those standards or interim 
standards for which there is sufficient knowledge of 
the particular type of electronic product radiation 
and its biological effects, and a determined need 
for prescribing such standards. 

Requires the Secretary to review at least 
biennially and, if need be to amend or revoke in the 
light of such review, any standards prescribed by 
him. 


Provides for safety standards which would 


include such provisions as the testing and 
measurement of radiation emissions from products. 
Provides for the attachment of warning signs and 
labels. 

Requires the Secretary to: (1) consult with 
Federal and State departments and agencies having 
related responsibilities or interests and with 
appropriate professional organizations and 
interested persons; (2) give consideration to (A) 
the latest scientific and medical information on 
electronic product radiation, (B) current relevant 
standards recommended by other agencies and expert 
groups, (C) the reasonableness and technical 
feasibility of a standard as applied to a particular 
product, and (l) whether the standard meets the need 
for uniformity and reliability of testing and 
measuring procedures and equipment. 
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Provides that the performance standards. shall 
not apply to any electronic product which is 
intended solely for export if: (1) it is labeled for 
export, (2) the label names the country of 
destination, and (3) the country to which such 
product is intended for export has established 
comparable standards. 

Authorizes the Secretary to exempt any 
electronic product from applicable standards if the 
product is intended for use by departments or 
agencies of the United States provided they have 
prescribed procurement specifications governing 
emissions of electronic product radiation and 
provided that such product is of a type used solely 
or predominately by departments or agencies of the 
United States. 

Provides that a new or amended standard shall 
be made to take effect no sooner than 180 days and 
no later than one year after the date the regulation 
prescribing or amending the standard is issued, 
unless the Secretary, for good cause, finds that an 
earlier or later effective date is in the public 
interest. Makes regulations prescribing standards 
or making prior standards more restrictive 
applicable only to products manufactured or 
assembled on or after the effective date of the 
regulation. 

Provides that any person who is or will be 
“adversely affected" (which term is defined to 
include exposure to tlie risk of personal injury, 
including genetic injury, from radiation) may 
obtain judicial review of a regulation prescribing, 
amending, or revoking a performance standard by 
filing a petition for such review in the appropriate 
court of appeals within sixty days after the 
regulation is issued. 

Directs the Secretary to establish a Technical 
Llectronic Product Radiation Safety Standards 
Committee composed of fifteen technically qualified 
members appointed by him, of whom five are to be 
selected from governmental (including Federal and 
State) agencies, five from the affected industries 
(after consultation with industry representatives), 
and five from tle general public of which at least 
one shall be a representative of organized labor. 
Gives the Committee ninety days (unless extended by 
the Secretary) to report on the technical 
feasibility, reasonableness, and practicability of 
each proposal to establish or amend a standard under 
this section. Requires publication of the report, 
including any minority views, as a part of tie 
proceeding involving the standard, and, if the 
Secretary rejects the conclusions of the Committee 
majority, requires him to publish his reasons for 
doing so. 

Allows the Committee to propose electronic 
product radiation product radiation safety standards 
to the Secretary for his consideration. 

Requires the Secretary to review and evaluate 
on a continuing basis testing programs carried out 
by industry to assure the adequacy of safeguards 
against hazardous electronic product radiation and 
to assure compliance with applicable standards 
prescribed under this Act. 

Requires the manufacturer of any electronic 
product subject to a standard in effect under this 





Act to certify that the product conforms to all 
applicable standards. Requires the certification to 
be in the form of a tag or label permanently affixed 
to the product or, if impracticable, in some other 
form approved by the Secretary. Bases the 
certification on a test, in accordance with the 
standard, of each individual article to which the 
certification is attached or upon a testing program 
that is in accord with good manufacturing practice 
and that has not been disapproved by the Secretary. 

Provides in general: (1) for notice to 
dealers, distributors, and purchasers of electronic 
products when either the manufacturer or the 
Secretary discovers that the product contains a 
radiation-related defect or fails to comply with a 
standard; and (2) for the correction of the defect 
or noncompliance or replacement of the product. 

Provides that in case of a notification to a 
person, the notification shall also advise the 
person of his rights. 

Requires a manufacturer to notify the 
Secretary, if he discovers that an _ electronic 
product produced, assembled, or imported by him does 
not meet an applicable standard or (e.g., where 
there is no standard) has a defect which creates a 
risk of injury (including genetic injury) to any 
person by reason of radiation, and if the product 
has left the place of manufacture. Requires hin 
also to notify with reasonable promptness the first 
purchasers of such product other than .for resale and 
subsequent transferees, if known to him, and 
dealers or distributors to whom the product was 
delivered. Permits the Secretary to require the 
manufacture to give this notice, if the Secretarv 
determines, for considering the views of the 
manufacturer, that an electronic product fails to 
meet an applicable standard or has a defect which 
creates a risk of injury. 

‘Provides that, if any electronic product fails 
to comply with an_ applicable standard, the 
manufacturer of such product shall without charge: 
(1) bring such product into conformity with such 
standard; or (2) replace such product with an 
equivalent product which complies with the 
applicable standard prescribed; or (3) make a refund 
of the cost of such product. 

Permits the manufacturer to obtain from the 
Secretary an exemption from the notice requirement, 
and from repair and replacement requirements to be 
discussed below, if he satisfies the Secretary that 
the defect or noncompliance is not such as to create 
a significant risk of injury to any person, 

Requires the notifications to describe clearly 
the defect, to evaluate the hazard, and to state the 
measures to be taken to repair the defect. Requires 
notifications to first purchasers other than for 
resale to advise them of their right to free repair 
or replacement (if exercised with reasonable 
diligence). 

Requires the manufacturer or selling 
distributor of a nonconforming or defective 
electronic product which was sold to a distributor 
or dealer who has not resold it to repurchase the 
product at the price paid by the purchaser, plus 
all transportation charges involved and a reasonable 
reimbursement of not less than one percent per month 











of such price paid prorated from the date of notice 
of such nonconformance to the date of repurchase. 
Requires, alternatively, that the manufacturer or 
distributor furnish the purchaser, free of charge, 
conforming parts or equipment for installation and 
reimburse him for the value of the installation. 
Allows a purchasing distributor or dealer to bring 
suit (within three years) in a U.S. district court 
for damages sustained by him, plus court costs and 
reasonable attorney's fees. Exempts selling 
manufacturers and distributors from the above 
requirements where it is shown that the 
nonconformity or defect in the product is the result 
of an act of the dealer or his agent which is the 
dealer's or agent's fault. 

Exempts electronic products manufactured before 
this date of enactment of the Act from the 
notification, repair, repurchase, and replacement 
requirements of this Act. 

Prohibits admission into the United States of 
new electronic products offered for importation into 
the United States which fail to comply with an 
applicable standard or which have no. required 
certification. Permits the deferral of a final 
determination in order to allow products to be 
brought into compliance. Requires upon final 
refusal of admission, the Secretary of the Treasury 
to dispose of the products, unless they are exported 
within ninety days of notice of refusal, or such 
additional time as may be permitted by regulations. 
Requires every manufacturer offering a new 
electronic product for importation into the United 
States to designate an agent in the United States 
for service of administrative and judicial papers 
and processes. 

Provides that, if the Secretary finds for good 
cause that the methods and programs related to 
electronic product radiation safety may not be 
adequate or reliable, the Secretary upon presenting 
appropriate credentials and a written notice to the 
owner may enter and inspect any area in such factory 
which is related to electronic product radiation. 

Authorizes officers or employees designated by 
the Secretary of HEW to enter and inspect the 
facilities -and procedures related to radiation 
safety in establishments in which electronic 
products are manufactured or held for introduction 
into commerce, or are held for sale after such 
introduction. Requires manufacturers of electronic 
products to establish and maintain such records 
(including testing records) and to make such reports 
and provide such information as the Secretary may 
reasonably require to enable him to ascertain the 
manufacturers’ compliance. Provides for inspection 
of manufacturers" books and records. Provides that 
accident and investigation reports of the Department 
of HEW shall be available for use in any civil, 
criminal, or other judicial proceeding arising out 
of the accident to which the report relates and that 
the authors of the report may be required to testify 
in such proceedings as to the facts developed in 
this investigation. Provides for the availability 
of such reports to the public, but permits this to 
be done without identifying individuals. Assures 
the confidentiality of information obtained by the 
Secretary which constitutes a trade secret. 








Authorizes the Secretary to: (1) require dealers 
and distributors of electronic products to furnish 
the manufacturer the information necessary to enable 
the manufacturer to identify and locate the 
ultimate purchasers of the product in the event that 
notice of a defect or noncompliance with a_ standard 
must be given; and (2) require the manufacturer to 
preserve such information. Permits dealers to delay 
transmittal of such information until the manufactu- 
rer informs them that it is needed for notification 
purposes. 

Provides that any manufacturer receiving 
information concerning first purchases of products 
for purposes other than resale shall treat it as 
confidential. 

Makes unlawful the following actions and 
omissions (or the causing thereof): (1) the 
introduction or delivery for introduction, into 
commerce, or the importation into the United States, 
by a manufacturer, of any electronic product which 
fails to comply with an applicable standard 
prescribed pursuant to this Act; (2) the failure to 
furnish any notification or other material or 
information required by this Act, or to remedy any 
defect as required by this Act; (3) the failure or 
refusal to establish or maintain records, or to 
permit access to or copying of records by the 
Secretary, or to permit entry or inspection; (4) 
the failure or refusal to make any report required 
by this Act; (5) the failure to issue a 
certification required by this Act, or the issuance 
of a certification which is not based on a test or 
testing program authorized by this Act, or the 
issuance of a certification that the issuer has 
reason to know is false or misleading or when the 
issuer would have reason to know that such 
certification is false or misleading in a material 
respect; (6) the receipt in commerce and delivery 
(or proffered delivery) of a product to which no 
certification is affixed; and (7) the commission of 
any act while an electronic product is held for sale 
after shipment in commerce, which results in a 
failure of such product to comply with an applicable 
standard. Authorizes the Secretary to exempt any 
electronic product from the application of all or 
part of the above prohibitions for the purpose of 
research, investigations, studies, demonstrations, 
or training, or for reasons of national security, 
upon such conditions as he may find necessary to 
protect the public health and welfare. 

Confers on U.S. district courts jurisdiction to 
enjoin the above acts and to restrain dealers and 
distributors from selling or otherwise disposing of 
electronic products that do not conform to an 
applicable standard. 

Provides for a civil penalty of not more than 
$1,000 for each violation of the above prohibition, 
and provides that such violation shall, with respect 
to each electronic product involved, or with 
respect to each unlawful act or omission, constitute 
a separate violation, with the maximum civil penalty 
for a related series of violations by any person not 
to exceed $300,000. Permits any civil penalty to be 
remitted or mitigated upon application to the 
Secretary, based on the size of the business and the 
gravity of the violation. 





Provides that any such civil penalty may be 
remitted or mitigated by the Secretary. Asserts 
that, in determining the amount of such penalty, the 
size of business of the person and the gravity of 
violation shall be considered. 

Provides for judicial seizure and condemnation 
of electronic products found to be in violation of 
an applicable standard. Provides for certain 
exemptions and for release of such products to an 
owner-claimant under bond, to be brought into 
conformity with the applicable standard under the 
Secretary's supervision, when this is feasible. 

Authorizes the Secretary to refrain from 
instituting public proceedings in the case of minor 
violations, when he believes that the public 
interest will be adequately served by a suitable 
written notice or warning. 

Provides that compliance with this Act or 
regulations thereunder shall not relieve a person 
from product liability at common law or under 
Statutory law. 

Requires the Secretary of HEW to prepare and 
submit to the President, for transmittal to 
Congress, by April 1 of each year, a comprehensive 
report on the administration of this Act. Specifies 
the subjects which the report must include. 
Requires the report to include such recommendations 
for additional legislation as the Secretary deems 
necessary to promote cooperation among the several 
States in the improvement of electronic product 
radiation control and to. strengthen the national 
electronic product radiation control program. 

Authorizes the Secretary to accept from State 
and local authorities, on a reimbursable basis or 
otherwise, assistance in the administration and 
enforcement of this Act which he may request and 
which they may be able and willing to provide. 

Requires any State standard applicable to an 
electronic product covered by a standard under this 
Act to be identical to such standard. Provides that 
nothing in this requirement is to be construed to 
prevent the Federal Government or the government of 
any State or political subdivision thereof from 
establishing a requirement with respect to the 
emission of radiation from electronic products 
procured for its own use if such requirement imposes 
a higher or more restrictive standard than that 
required to comply with the applicable Federal 
standard. 

Directs the Secretary, in cooperation with 
appropriate professional organizations and State 
Health departments, to develop and issue advisory 
standards for the licensing of X-ray technicians and 
for the assurance of adequate training of such 
technicians.

statement of organization with the Commission. 
Brings candidates for President and Vice President 
as well as primary campaigns and convention 
nomination contests under these disclosure 
provisions. 

Establishes a Federal Elections Commission 
composed of five members appointed by the President 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 
Provides that more than three of the members can be 
of the same political party, and that all members 
must be members of a major political party. The 
President shall designate one member as Chairman and 
another as Vice Chairman. 

The Commission shall have the duties of 


developing prescribed forms, establishing uniform 
reporting procedures, accepting required reports and 
making them public, publishing other reports it 
deems appropriate, and reporting suspected 
violations of law to the appropriate law enforcement 
authorities. 

Requires each candidate and Member of the 
legislative branch of the Federal Government to 
report: (1) each honorarium (fees in excess of $100 
for personal services) received by him during the 
vear; and (2) all gifts of over $100 received by 
him, his wife, and minor chilcren. Exempts gifts 
from spouse, child, parent, grandparent, brother, or 
sister, not given or used in connection’ with 
campaign. 

Prohibits the promising of employment, 
position, compensation, contract, or appointment to 
anyone as consideration or reward for his support or 
opposition to any candidate or political party in 
any election. 

Limits to $5,000 the total amount that can come 
from any single source, directly or indirectly to 
the campaign of any candidate. (At present the 
Hatch Act limits contributions of $5,000 to a single 
candidate or a single political committee supporting 
that candidate, however, there is no limit to the 
number of such committees). 

Repeals the present ceilings on total 
expenditures by candidates for Federal offices. 

Extends the present prohibition against 
political contributions by government contractors to 
fully cover corporate contractors including such 
contributions made at the State and local level - 
where finances are, inevitably, related by party to 
national political campaign finances. 

Makes it a crime for any Member of Congress to 
receive funds from any fundraising activity 
organized in his behalf and use’ such funds for 
personal living, or family purposes.

Provides that eligibility for such 
benefits are those defined in subchapter 1 of 
chapter 81 of Title V of the United States Code 
which provides for compensation for work injuries 
suffered by employees of the United States. 

Provides that the Secretary of Labor make the 
determination of eligibility for benefits. 

Provides at the the time of injury the individ- 
ual must have been a law enforcement officer engaged 
in the apprehension or attempted apprehension of 
any person (a) for a commission of a crime against 
the United States, or (b) at that time was sought 
by a law enforcement authority of the United States 
for a commission of a crime against the United 
States, or (c) who at that time was sought as a 
material witness in a criminal proceeding instituted 
by the United States. 

Provides that an eligible officer would also be 
an individual injured while protecting or guarding 
an individual held for the commission of a crime 
against the United States, or as a material witness 
in a criminal proceeding instituted by the United 
States. Also covered is an officer injured in the 
lawful prevention of or lawful attempt to prevent 
the commission of a crime against the United States.

Juvenile Delinquency Prevention and Control Act 
- TITLE Zs Planning and Prevention and 
Rehabilitative Services. Part A: State and Local 
Planning and State Assistance to Localities - 
Authorizes the Secretary of HEW to make grants to 
State and local public agencies to assist them in 
preparing or revising comprehensive plans based on a 
thorough evaluation of problems of juvenile 
delinquency and vouths in danger of becoming 
delinquent. Limits grants to ninety percent of the 
cost of the planning. Authorizes similar grants to 
public and private nonprofit agencies to assist them 
in meeting the cost of planning any project or 
program for which a grant might be made under other 
provisions of this title. 

Part B: Rehabilitative Services - Authorizes 
direct block prants to States not to exceed sixtv 
percent of costs of programs for the prevention of 
delinquency, including diagnosing, treating, and 
rehabilitating youths in danger of becoming 
delinquent. Requires assurances that the applicants 
for such grants will provide, to the extent 
feasible, for coordinating its operations with the 
operation of public and private nonprofit agencies 
and organizations furnishing related services in 
the community for youths. Requires assurances that, 
in the case of construction grants, financial 
resources will be available for the non-Federal 
share of the’ cost of the construction and for 
continued operation of the facility when 
construction is completed, and that public and 
private agencies and organizations providing 
services related to the rehabilitation of youths 
will be consulted in the formulation of the project 
or program. lEnumerates other assurances which must 
be piven by the applicants. 

Part Cc: Preventive Services - Authorizes 
grants to meet 75 percent of the cost of programs 
and projects designed to provide preventive services 
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for youths in danger of becoming delinquent. 
Requires applicants to provide satisfactory 
assurances that: (1) a program of services will be 
provided within a reasonable period of time; (2) 
the applicant will make special efforts to make 
services available to youths with serious behavioral 
problems; (3) the applicant will coordinate its 
operations with other agencies and organizations 
providing services for youths in tlie community; (4) 
the applicant will make reasonable efforts to secure 
or provide services which are necessary for 
diagnosing, treating, and rehabilitating vouths, 
including educational delinquency prevention 
programs, which are not provided in the community or 
which if being provided are inadequate to meet its 
needs; (5) maximum use will be made of other 
Federal, State, and local resources available for 
provision of such services; and (6) public and 
private agencies will be consulted in setting up 
programs. 

Part D: General Provisions - Requires any 
State which desires to receive a grant under Part B 
or C of this title in order to make program or 
project grants within such State to submit to the 
Secretary a comprehensive juvenile delinquency plan. 
Sets forth the requirements for approval of such 
plan. Provides for direct, interim grants to 
public agencies and nonprofit private agencies and 
organizations until a State has submitted such a 
plan and the Secretary has approved it. 

Authorizes the following uses of funds to 
agencies and organizations under Parts B and C: (1) 
meeting the cost of securing or providing services 
designed to carry out the purposes of such part, to 
the extent and for the period reasonably necessary 
for the community to provide such services; and (2) 
in the case of part B, meeting not to exceed one- 
half the cost of construction of community-based, 
unusual, and special purpose of innovative types of 
facilities, including (a) combination detention and 
diagnostic facilities, (b) halfway houses, (c) 
small, special-purpose, residential, community-based 
facilities for diagnosis, treatment, and 
rehabilitation of youths, (d) training schools for 
youths in the custody of public agencies. Provides 
that not more than 25 percent of the funds 
appropriated for any fiscal year under this Act may 
be used to meet such costs of construction. 

Requires a copy of the application to be 
submitted to the Governor of the State, and requires 
the Governor to submit to the Secretary an 
evaluation of the comtemplated program, before the 
Secretary may approve an application for a Part A or 
direct interim grant. Requires also submission of 
the application to and an evaluation of the program 
by the governing bodies of the political units 
principally affected, before approval of a Part A or 
direct interim grant. 

Sets forth factors to be considered by the 
Secretary in deciding whether or not to approve 
applications, including: (1) relative costs and 
effectiveness of the program; (2) incidence and 
rate of increase of juvenile delinquency; (3) school 
dropout rates; (4) adequacy of existing facilities 
and services; (5) the extent of comprehensive 
planning in the community; (6) youth unemployment 
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rates; (7) the extent to which the proposed program 
incorporates innovative techniques; and (8) the 
extent to which the proposed program incorporates 
programs for the parents of delinquent or 
potentially delinquent youths, as well as for other 
adults who offer guidance or supervision to such 
youths. 

TITLE II: Training. Authorizes the Secretary 
of HEW, with the concurrence of the Secretary of 
Labor, to make grants or contracts for projects for 
the training of personnel employed in or preparing 
for employment in fields related to the diagnosis, 
treatment, or rehabilitation of youths who are 
delinquent or in danger of becoming delinquent, or 
for the counseling or instruction of parents of such 
youths. 

TITLE III: Improved Techniques and Services. 
Authorizes the Secretary of HEW to develop improved 
techniques and practices which, in his judgment, 
hold promise of making a substantial contribution 
toward prevention of delinquency and treatment of 
delinquent or potentially delinquent youths, or 
toward improvement in rehabilitative services. 
Authorizes the Secretary to make grants to and enter 
into contracts with State, local, and other public 
agencies and private nonprofit agencies and 
organizations for such purposes. Limits the funds 
to be used to carry out these provisions to ten 
percent of the funds appropriated for any fiscal 
under this Act, or $2,000,000, whichever is less. 

Authorizes the Secretary to render technical 
assistance to public and nonprofit agencies and 
organizations in matters relating to the prevention 
of delinquency or to rehabilitative services. 
Authorizes grants to State agencies of up to ninety 
percent of the cost of providing technical 
assistance to local agencies engaged in or preparing 
to engage in activities for which aid may be 
provided under this Act. Directs the Secretary to 
collect, evaluate, publish, and disseminate 
information and materials relating to research, 
programs, and project under this Act and other 
matters relating to prevention of delinquency and 
rehabilitative services. f 

TITLE IV: Administration. Authorizes 
appropriations of $25 million for fiscal 1969, $50 
million for fiscal 1970, and $75 million for fiscal 
1971. Limits the amounts available for each State 
in any fiscal year under title I to fifteen percent 
of the total of the funds available for title I 
grants in such fiscal year. Directs the Secretary 
to provide for the continuing evaluation of the 
programs, projects, and other activities under this 
Act. Directs the Secretary to submit an annual 
report to the President for transmittal to Congress 
of all Federal activities in the fields of juvenile 
delinquency, youth development, and related fields. 
Authorizes him to appoint advisory committees to 
advise him with respect to both general policy and 
technical matters under this Act.

Liberalizes various provisions of the retired 
serviceman's family protection plan as follows: (1) 
requires survivorship election prior to completion 
of nineteen years of service (now eighteen years), 
or at least two years (now three vears) before thie 
first day for which retired or retainer pay is 
granted. Bars annuities under elections made after 
the date of enactment, if death occurs within 
thirty days of retirement with pay for a disability 
rated at 100 percent; and if dependency and 
indemnity compensation is payable by the Veterans' 
Administration. kxempts from the above bar deaths 
from disease or injury received in armed conflict. 

(2) Permits an immediately effective change or 
revocation of election, when made prior to nineteen 
years of service or when made after nineteen years 
of service, provided such change or revocation does 
not increase the amount of the elected annuity, is 
made to reflect a change in marital or dependency 
status, and is made within two vears of such change 
in status. 

(3) Permits election of an annuity amount of 
not more than 50 percent nor less than 12-1/2 
percent (in no case less than $25) of full retired 
pay (existing law restricts annuity to 50 percent or 
25 percent or 12-1/2 percent of reduced retired pay, 
rather than full retired pay). Provides that no 


reduction shall be made in a serviceman's retired or 
retainer pay after the last of the month in which 
there is no beneficiary who would be eligible for an 
annuity following the serviceman's death. Makes 
eligible, in the case of annuities for children 
only, those at least 18 but under 23 years of age, 


even though not pursuing a full-time course of 
study, unless the serviceman's application to the 
contrary is approved. Permits no deduction from 
retired or retainer pay, in the case of an annuity 
for a spouse and after her death or divorce, after 
the last of the month in which there is no eligible 
spouse. 

(4) Extends eligibility to receive an annuity 
to unmarried surviving children at least 18 but 
under 23 years of age pursuing a full-time course of 
approved study or training in an accredited 
educational institution. 

(5) Specifies that an otherwise eligible child 
will be considered as pursuing a full-time course of 
study during intervals of not more than 150 days 
between school years, if he has satisfied the 
Secretary of the service concerned that he intends 
to resume study after such interval. 

(6) Allows the Secretary of the service 
concerned, subject to presidential regulations, to 
permit a retired serviceman to: (a) reduce the 
amount of annuity elected; (b) withdraw from 
participation in an annuity program; (c) elect an 
annuity for his spouse only, in the place of the so- 
called family annuity for spouse and (after ier 
death or divorce) for children, under certain 
circumstances; or (d) in the case of an annuity for 
children only, elect that a child at least 18 but 
under 23 years of age (other than a child incapable 


of self-support due to mental or physical defect) 
shall not be considered eligible for such annuity. 

(7) Provides for dates of accrual of annuities 
payable to children over eighteen and pursuing a 
full-time course of study. [Amends 10 L.S.C. Ch. 73] 

Provides that, in the case of all servicemen 
retired after the date of enactment of this Act, 
reductions in retired pay to provide an annuity for 
survivors under the retired serviceman's family pro- 
tection plan will cease automatically whenever there 
is no surviving eligible beneficiary. 

Provides that a retired serviceman who 
heretofore elected an annuity but did not elect the 
option providing for restoration of full retired 
pay if there are no remaining eligible 
beneficiaries, may before the first day of the 
twelfth month beginning after the date of enactment 
of this Act elect that restorative option.

National Visitors Center Facilities Act: 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior, in 
consultation with the Administrator of General 
Services, to make agreements and leases with the 





Washington Terminal Co. for the use of its Union 
Station property in the District of Columbia for a 
National Visitor Center and a parking facility for 
the Center. 

Provides that such agreements and leases will 
be subject to the following terms and conditions: 
(1) The company will alter the Union Station 
building to provide adequate visitor facilities, 
construct a 4,000-vehicle parking facility in the 
air space immediately northerly of the building, and 
lease the building and the parking facility to the 
United States for a term not to exceed 25 vears; (2) 
the total cost of such alterations may not exceed 
$5 million, and the total cost of such alterations 
and construction may not exceed $16 million; (3) the 
rentals paid by the United States may not exceed 
the fair rental value of the property, and the 
aggregate annual cost to the United States of the 
above leases may not exceed $3,500,000; (4) after 
the first year of the leases, the United States will 
have the option to purchase the leased property from 
the company on 1 year's written notice at not more 
than fair market value, and on such terms and 
conditions, including credit toward the purchase 
price of rentals paid by the United States, as are 
mutually agreed upon; (5) the company will construct 
a new railroad passenger station in the area between 
or adjacent to the National Visitor Center parking 
facility; and (6) the agreements and leases will be 
subject to such other terms and conditions as the 
Secretary of tlie Interior and the Administrator of 
General Services jointly prescribe. 

Requires the Secretary on or before April 5, 
1968, to report to Congress the results of a 
complete study of the problems of transporting 
visitors along tiie Mall and its vicinity, the U.S. 
Capitol Grounds, and the National Visitor Center, 
together with proposed legislation to carry out his 
recommendations. 

Requires the District of Columbia, in 
connection with the construction of the National 
Visitor Center parking facility, to transfer to the 
Secretary of the Interior any real property under 
its jurisdiction needed for vehicular access to 
public roads and highwavs in the immediate area of 
such facility. 

Directs the Secretary to make a continuing 
study of the needs of visitors to the Washington 
metropolitan area. 

Directs the Administrator to select the 
National Visitor Center parking facility for a 
permanent heliport.

Advisory Commission to conduct a continuing review 
of the National Visitor Center; to conduct 


continuing studies of sites and plans for additional 
facilities for visitors and students to the Nation's 
Capital; and to advise the 


Secretary of the 
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Interior and the Administrator of General Services 
with respect to the planning, construction, 
acquisition, and operation of all such facilities. 

Directs the Architect of the Capitol, in 
consultation with the Senate and House Office 
Building Commissions, to provide adequate space and 
facilities in the Capitol Building for an 
educational and informational center and information 
and distribution stations for the benefit of 
visitors to the Capitol Building. 

Provides that whenever the Secretary of the 
Interior determines there is a _ need for the 
acquisition or construction of any facility for 
visitors to the Nation's Capitol (other than those 
specifically authorized by title I of this bill), or 
a need to alter any existing visitor facility, he 
shall recommend such action to the Administrator of 
General Services who shall transmit to Congress a 
prospectus.

National Cemeteries Act - Establishes in the 
Veterans’ Administration a National Cemetery System. 
Specifies the cemeteries to be transferred to the 
jurisdiction of the Veterans’ Administration. 

Specifies who is eligible to be buried in 
National cemteries, and sets aside plots for 
servicemen missing in action. 

Authorizes the Administrator to purchase land 
for the National Cemetery System.

Act - District of Columbia Election Act - Vests. the 
control of the public schools of the District of 
Columbia in a Board of Education consisting of 
eleven members, three of whom are to be elected at 
large, and one to be elected from each school 
election ward established under the District of 
Columbia Election Act for 4 year terms. 

Requires that each ward member: (a) be a 
qualified elector in the ward from which he seeks 
election; (b) have resided in the ward at least one 
year preceding nomination; (c) have been an actual 
resident of the District of Columbia for three years 
preceding nomination; and (d) hold no other elective 
office, except to a national political convention. 

Requires that each member at large: (a) be a 
qualified elector in the District of Columbia; (b) 
have been an actual resident in the District for 
three years preceding nomination; and (c) hold no 
other elective office except to a national political 
convention. 

Provides that no person may hold the office of 
member of the Board of Education and also be an 
officer or employer of the District of Columbia 
Government. 

Sets forth the procedures for filing nomination 
and conducting the elections of the Board of 
Education. Provides for run-off elections. 

Provides that the first election be held on 
November 5, 1968, and subsequent elections in 
November of odd numbered years. 

Provides that Members receive compensation at a 
rate fixed by the District of Columbia Council not 
to exceed $1,200 per annum.

Makes numerous amendments to the Commodity 
Exchange Act. Extends the definition of "commodity" 
to include livestock and livestock products. 
Extends the definition of "floor broker" to any 
person who executes trades for another person with 
or without compensation. Permits each of the three 
members of tiie Commodity Exchange Commission to 
designate an employee of his department to act in 
his stead. Makes it clear that the CEC may impose 
limits on speculative positions as well as on 
speculative trading and gives it authority to impose 
limits on positions which may be held. 

Prohibits the holding of net-long or net-short 
positions in excess of any position limit fixed by 
the Commission.

Prohibits expressly 
customers’ fund from being used to offset 
liabilities of the futures commission merchants. 

Revises and expands the provisions relating to 
reports by future commission merchants and floor 
brokers and _ reports on cash or controlled 
transactions. Requires contract markets to enforce 
all of their bylaws, rules, and regulations. 

Gives the Secretary the authority to issue, 
after opportunity for hearing, cease-and-desist 
orders against persons other than contract markets 
for violation of the Act, rules, regulations, or 
orders. Provides for cease-and-desist proceedings 
against boards of trade. Enlarges the grounds for 
refusing registration to future commission merchants 
and floor brokers. 

Gives the Secretary of Agriculture the 
authority to disapprove any bylaw, rule, regulation, 
or resolution of a contract market relating to 
contract terms and trading requirements if he finds 
that such bylaw, rule, or regulation violates or 
will violate the Act or any rule, regulation, or 
order issued under the Act.

Foreign Assistance Act - Makes the following 
amendments to the Foreign Assistance Act of 1961: 
increases interest rates on development loans and 
Alliance for Progress loans to 3 percent during the 
first ten years (now 2 percent) and 3-1/2 percent 
thereafter (now 2-1/2 percent). Authorizes 
appropriations of $350 million for development loans 
for fiscal 1969, and requires that not less than 50 
percent of development loan funds shall be available 
for loans made to encourage economic development 
through private enterprise. Makes available in any 
fiscal year $10 million of technical assistance 
funds to be used for assistance to research and 
educational institutions in the United States for 
the purpose of strengthening their capacity to 
develop and carry out programs of economic and 
social development for less-developed countries, and 
authorizes appropriations of $200 million for 
technical cooperation and development grants for 
fiscal 1969. Authorizes appropriations of $14.6 
million for fiscal 1969 for assistance to American- 
sponsored schools and hospitals abroad, and 
appropriations of $5.1 million in excess foreign 
currencies for the same purpose. 

Makes the following further amendments: 
revises the investment guaranty program so as to add 
negligence as an additional cause of loss for which 
no payment can be made under the extended risk 
guaranty for loss of an equity investment. Limits 
payments on guaranties of investments in foreign 
financial institutions to cases in which the 
original L.S. investment has been lost through the 
actual or threatened insolvency of the foreign 
institution in which the investment has been made 
(existing law authorizes guaranties of not only the 
above, but also of the reinvestments which the 
foreign financial institution makes in turn). 
Repeals the authority of the Agency for 
International Development to pay one-half the cost 
of making a survey of private investment 
opportunities in an underdeveloped country.

Prohibits the use of 
military assistance funds for sophisticated weapons 
systems, such as missile systems and military jet 
aircraft, unless the President determines that this 
important to the national security of the United 
States and so reports to the Congress within thirty 
days of such determination. Carries foward through 
fiscal 1969 the authority permitting the drawdown of 
Defense Department stocks up to a maximum value of 
$300 million for use in the military assistance 
program, Reduces the ceiling on grant military 
assistance to Latin America from $55 million to $25 
million, 

Earmarks $10 million of the military assistance 
to Latin America for coastal patrol activities 
directed against landings by Communist or other 
subversive elements originating in Cuba. Limits 
military assistance to Africa to $25 million in any 
fiscal year, but excludes military sales from the 
limitation. Deletes the prohibition of military 
sales to Africa except for internal security or 
civil action requirements, unless the President 
determines otherwise and reports to Congress 
(continues such prohibition with respect to military 
assistance). 

Makes further amendments: provides that before 
paying suppliers under commodity import programs, 
AID must approve the commodity in question as 
eligible and suitable for AID financing on the basis 
of information furnished by the supplier describing 
the commodity and its condition. Provides that 
Government-owned excess property cannot be used for 
purposes of economic assistance unless AID makes an 
advance written determination of: (1) the need for 
and suitability of the property; (2) the 
responsibility of and capacity of the end-user to 
use and maintain the property; and (3) the fact that 
the residual value, serviceability, and appearance 
of the property would not reflect unfavorably on the 
image of the United States, and that it would 
justify the accessorial and shipping costs (with the 
residual value equalling at least the total of these 
costs). Directs the President to withhold economic 
assistance in an amount equivalent to the amount 
spent by a country for the purchase of sophisticated 
weapons sytems, unless the President determines 
that such purchase is important to the national 
security of the United States and so reports to 
Congress within thirty days. Provides that the 
prohibition against furnishing aid to communist 
countries shall not be waived in any case until the 
crew of the U.S.S. Pueblo shall have been released 
by the government of the North Korean Peoples 
Republic.

The Foreign Military Sales Act - Consolidates 
and revises foreign assistance legislation relating 
to reimbursable military exports. Makes it the 
policy of the United States to facilitate the common 
defense by entering into international arrangements 
with friendly countries which further the objectives 
of applying agreed resources of each country to 
programs and projects of cooperative exchange of 
data, research, development, production, 
procurement, and logistics support to achieve 
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specific national defense 
objectives of mutual concern. 

Authorizes sales by the United States to 
friendly countries having sufficient wealth to 
maintain and equip their own military forces at 
adequate strength, or to assume progressively larger 
shares of costs thereof, without undue burden to 
their economics, in accordance with the restraints 
and control measures and in furtherance of the 
security objectives of the United States and of the 
United Nations Charter. 

Makes it the sense of Congress that all _ such 
sales be approved only when they are consistent with 
the foreign policy interests of the United States.

Directs the President to prescribe appropriate 
procedures to assure coordination among 
representatives of the Lnited States.

(1) Declares that it shall be the policy of 
the Congress to promote and protect interstate and 
foreign commerce in grain by providing for official 


U.S. grain standards, promoting the uniform 
application thereof by official inspection 
personnel, and providing for a national grain 


inspection system;

District of Columbia Revenue Act - Title I: 
Federal Payment Authorization - Increases the 


authorization for Federal payments to the District 
of Columbia to $90 million (now $70 million) for 
each fiscal vear beginning July 1, 1968. 

Title II: Amendments to the District of 
Columbia Income and Franchise Tax Act of 1947 - 
Increases levies on taxable income and “requires 
employers to deduct and withhold tax at the 
direction of District Council.

Wholesome Poultry Products Act 

(1) Finds that unwholesome or adulterated 
poultry substantially affects commerce and that 
regulation by cooperation with tiie States is 
appropriate to regulate such commerce and protect 
the consumer; 

(2) Declares the policy of Congress to be 
provision for regulation preventing the sale of 
poultry products which are adulterated or 
misbranded;

Gun Control Act - Makes it unlawful: (1) for 
any person, except a _ licensed importer, licensed 
manufacturer, or licensed dealer, to engage in the 
business of importing, manufacturing, or dealing in 
firearms, or ammunition, or in the course of such 
business to ship, transport, or receive any firearm 
or ammunition in interstate or foreign commerce; (2) 
for any importer, manufacturer, or dealer licensed 
under this Act to ship or transport in interstate or 


foreign commerce, any firearm or ammunition to anv 
person other than a licensed importer, licensed 
manufacturer, or licensed dealer; (3) for anv 
person, except a licensed importer, licensed 


manufacturer, or licensed dealer to transport into 
or receive in the State where he resides any firearm 
purchased or otherwise obtained outside that State 
unless he acquired it through inheritance in another 
State; (4) for any person except a licensed 
inporter, manufacturer, or dealer to transport in 
interstate or foreign commerce any destructive 
device, machine gun, short-barreled shotgun, or 
short-barreled rifle, except as specifically 
authorized by the Secretary of the Treasury; (5) for 
any person, except a licensed importer, 
manufacturer, or dealer, to transfer, sell, trade, 
give, transport, or deliver any firearm to anv 
unauthorized person who the transferor knows or has 
reasonable cause to know resides outside the State 
in which the transferor lives or in which his 
business is located unless he acquired it through 
inheritance; and (6) for any unauthorized person to 
knowingly make any false or fictitious oral or 
written statement or to furnish or exhibit any false 
or fictitious or misrepresented identification, 
intended to deceive an importer, manufacturer, or 
dealer with respect to any fact material to the 
lawfulness of the sale of such firearm or 
ammunition. Authorizes a licensee to sell or deliver 
a shotgun or rifle to a resident of a State 
contiguous to the State of the licensee's place of 
business if the purchaser's State of residence 
permits such sale or delivery by law, and if the 
sale conforms to the laws of both States. 

Makes it unlawful for any licensed importer, 
licensed manufacturer, or licensed dealer to sell or 
deliver: (1) any firearm or ammunition to any 
individual who the licensee knows or has_ reasonable 
cause to believe is less than 18 years of age and, 
if the firearm or ammunition is other than a 
shotgun or rifle, or ammunition for a shotgun or 
rifle, to any individual less than 21 vears of age; 
(2) any firearm or ammunition to any person in any 
State where the purchase or possession by such 





person would be in violation of any State or 

local law applicable at the place of sale, 
delivery, or other disposition, unless the licensee 
knows or reasonably believes that the purchase or 
possession would not be in violation of such law; 
(3) any firearm to any person who the licensee knows 
or reasonably believes resides out of State or to a 
corporation or business that does not maintain a 
place of business within the State of the licensee; 
(4) to any person any destructive device, machine 
gun, short-barreled shotgun, or short-barreled 
rifle, except specifically authorized by the 
Secretary of the Treasurv; and (5) any firearm or 
ammunition to any person unless the licensee notes 
in his records the name, age, and place of 
residence of such person if the person is an 
individual, or the identity and principal and local 
places of business of the person is a corporation or 
business entity. 

Makes it unlawful: (1) for any licensed import- 
er, licensed manufacturer, or licensed dealer to 
sell or dispose of firearms or ammunition to any 
person known to be a fugitive from justice or who is 
under indictment or been convicted of a crime 
punishable by imprisonment for a term in excess of a 
year, or a drug addict; (2) for any person to 
deliver or cause to be delivered to a common or 
contract carrier for shipment in interstate or 
foreign commerce, to an unlicensed person, any 
package or container in which there is any firearm 
or ammunition without written notice to the carrier 
that such firearm or ammunition is being 
transported; (3) for any common or contract carrier 
to transport or deliver in interstate or foreign 
commerce any firearm or ammunition with knowledge 
or reasonable cause to believe that to do so, would 
be a violation of the provisions of this Act; (4) 
for any person who is under indictment, has been 
convicted of a felony, or is a fugitive from justice 
or a drug addict to ship or transport any firearm 
or ammunition in interstate or foreign commerce; (5) 
for any person under indictment, or has been 
convicted of a felony, or who is a fugitive from 
justice or a drug addict, to receive any firearm or 
ammunition which has been shipped or transported in 
interstate or foreign commerce; (6) for any person 
to knowingly transport or ship stolen firearms or 
ammunition; (7) for any person to receive, store, 
barter, sell, dispose of, or accept as security for 
a loan, any stolen firearm or ammunition related to 
interstate or foreign commerce, knowing or having 
reasonable cause to believe the same to have been 
stolen; (8) for any person to knowingly transport, 
ship. or receive in interstate or foreign commerce, 
any firearm on which the serial number has_ been 
removed, obliterated or altered; (9) for any person 
to knowingly import or receive as imports into the 
United States or its possessions any firearm or 
ammunition other than by the provisions of this 
Act; and (10) for any licensed importer, licensed 
manufacturer, or licensed dealer knowingly to make 
any false entry in, or to fail to make the 
appropriate entry in, or to fail to properly 
maintain, any record which is required by this Act. 

Permits the loan or rental of a firearm to a 
non-resident for temporary use for lawful sporting 
purposes. 


CXXV 


Requires that no person shall engage in busi- 
ness as a firearms oor ammunition’ importer, 
manufacturer, or dealer without a license which is 
issued by the Secretary of the Treasury after a 
proper application has been filed and the prescribed 
fee has been paid. The fees vary except for a 
pawnbroker, according to the firearm being 
manufactured, imported, or sold. 

Provides that any non-over-the-counter 
intrastate sale of a firearm by a licensee to an 
unlicensed person or to a resident of a contiquous 
state would be subject to the execution of a sworn 
Statement to the giving of notice of the sale to the 
chief law enforcement officer of the purchasers’ 
residence and to a seven-day waiting period. 

Denies licenses to applicants: (1) under 21 
years of age; (2) prohibited by this Act from 
transporting, shipping or receiving firearms or 
ammunition in interstate or foreign commerce; (3) 
who have violated any of the provisions of this Act; 
(4) who willfully fail to disclose required 
information or make false statements in their 
applications; and (5) who do not have or intend to 
have business premises in a State or possession. 

Requires that each licensed importer, licensed 
manufacturer, and licensed dealer shall maintain 
records of importation, production, shipment, 
receipt, and sale or other disposition of firearms 
and ammunition as prescribed by the Secretary of 
Treasury. Such records may be examined at any time 
by the Secretary or his delegates and may be made 
available to the States, or possessions, or anv 
political subdivision of them. 

Requires that the licenses be kept available on 
the business premises and that all licensed 
importers and manufacturers identify each firearm 
as prescribed by the Secretary of Treasury. 

Imposes a $5,000 fine and/or five years impris- 
onment for violating any provision of this Act and a 
$10,000 fine and/or ten years imprisonment for 
shipping, transporting, or receiving firearms or 
ammunition in interstate or foreign commerce with 
the intent to commit a felony or with reasonable 
knowledge that such a felony is to be committed. 

Authorizes the seizure and forfeiture of any 
firearm or ammunition involved in any violation of 
the provisions .of this Act or in any violation of 
any criminal law of the United States. 

Exempts the United States or any of its agen- 
cies or departments and the States and possessions 
and any political subdivision of such, from the 
provisions of this Act concerning shipment, 
transportation, receipt, or importation and use of 
firearms and ammunition. 

Exempts from the provisions of this Act 
transactions in firearms and ammunitions by members 
of the Armed Forces and their clubs outside the 
United States and exempts shipments of firearms and 
ammunitions into the United States by members of the 
Armed Forces abroad.

Occupational Safety and Health Act - Authorizes 
the Secretary of Labor by rule to promulgate anv 
occupational safety and health standard for working 
men and women which is a national consensus 
standard. Permits him to promulgate, modify or 
revoke any occupational safety and health standard 
when he is of the opinion that such a rule should be 
prescribed. Before such a rule is made he is 
directed to appoint an advisory committee which 
shall submit to him within 270 days its 
recommendations regarding the rule to be prescribed 
and requires such recommendation be published in 
the Federal Register. After such submission of the 
recommendations requires the Secretary to give 
notice of a hearing on the recommendations and allow 
interested persons to submit comments, evidence, 
data, views, or arguments.

Permits any person aggrieved or 
affected to obtain judicial review. Permits the 
Secretary of Labor to appoint advisory committees 
to recommend occupational safety and health 
standards. Requires such committees to be equally 
represented by persons qualifed to present the 
viewpoint of employers and employees. 

Authorizes the Secretary to enter upon at rea- 
sonable times any factory, etc., for inspections and 
investigations. If violations are found, permits 
the Secretary of Labor to issue such orders, and 
make such decisions, based upon finding of fact, as 
are deemed to be mecessary to enforce such 
standards, regulations, or requirements. Permits a 
hearing and judicial review. 

If such inspection or investigation discloses 
that such violation may result in imminent harm to 
the safety or health of workers, permits the 
Secretary to issue cease and desist orders. Permits 
such orders to remain in effect during the pending 
of any proceeding pending final disposition. 

Protects the confidentiality of trade secrets. 
Sets forth civil penalties up to $1,000 for each 
violation. Provides criminal penalties up to $5,000 
fine and up to six months imprisonment, or both for 
first convictions and for subsequent convictions a 
fine up to $10,000 and imprisonment up to one year, 
or both. 

Provides criminal penalties for any person who 
forcibly assaults, resists, opposes, impedes,

Vocational Education Amendments - Title I - 





Education - General 


Vocational Provisions. 
Authorizes appropriations of $565 million for fiscal 
year 1970, $675 million for fiscal year 1971, and 
$750 million each for fiscal years 1971 and 1972. 
Provides that of the sums appropriated for any 
fiscal year, ninety percent shall be for grants for 
State Vocational Education Programs, ten percent for 
grants for Research and Training in Vocational 
Education. Authorizes the appropriation of such 
sums aS may be necessary to pay the cost of 
administering State plans and of the activities of 
advisory councils under this title and of evaluation 
and dissemination activities required by the title. 

Authorizes $5,000,000 to be appropriated 
annually to the Secretary of Labor to finance 
national, regional, State, and local studies and 
projections of manpower needs for the use and 
guidance of Federal, State, and local officials, and 
of advisory councils charged with responsibility 
under this Act. 

Provides for allotting the sums appropriated 
for any fiscal year on the basis of per capita 
income and the number of persons in the various age 
groups, so that, as multiplied by the State's 
allotment ratio, 50 percent is based on the 
population aged 15 through 19, 20 percent on the 
population age 20 through 24, and 15 percent on the 
population aged 25 through 65, so that each State's 
allotment ratio is determined by subtracting from 
1.00 the product of 0.50 multiplied by the quotient 
obtained by dividing the State per capita income by 
the national per capita income. 

Allows no State to have an allotment ratio 
higher than 0.60 or lower than 0.40, and the 
allotment ratio for Puerto Rico, Guam, American 
Samoa, the Virgin Islands, and the Trust Territory 
of the Pacific Islands shall be 0.60. 

Creates a National Advisory Council on 
Vocational Education consisting of 21 members 
appointed by the President. Includes persons 
representative of labor and management, persons 
representative of new and emerging occupational 
fields, persons familiar with manpower problems and 
administration of manpower programs, persons 
knowledgeable about the administration of State and 
local vocational education programs, persons 
experienced in the education and training of 
handicapped persons, persons familiar with the 
special problems and needs of individuals 
disadvantaged by their socio-economic backgrounds, 
persons having special knowledge of postsecondary 
and adult vocational education programs, and 
(constituting at least one-third of the total 
membership) persons representative of the general 
public, including parents and vocational students. 

birects the National Council: (1) to advise 
the Commissioner concerning the administration of, 
general regulations for, and operation of, 
vocational education programs; (2) to review the 
administration and operation of this title, in- 
cluding the effectiveness of such programs in 
meeting their purposes; (3) to conduct independent 
evaluations of programs and disseminate the results 
thereof; (4) to make recommendations for the 
improvement of administration and operations, 
including recommendations for legislative changes; 
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and (5) to prepare an annual report’ on its 
evaluations, recommendations, and other activities 
and on vocational education and its effectiveness in 
meeting the need for vocational education throughout 
the Nation and submit such report to Congress and 
the President before January 31 of each vear. 

Provides that anv State desiring to receive a 
grant under this title for any fiscal vear_ shall 
establish a State advisory council. 

Directs each State advisory council to include 
as members persons who are familiar with the 
vocational education needs and the problems of 
management and labor in the State, who represent 
State industrial and economic development and 
planning agencies; who are representative of 
community and junior colleges, area vocational 
schools, technical institutes, and other 
postsecondary oor adult education agencies or 
institutions which may provide programs of 
vocational or technical education and training, and 
other institutions of higher education, who are 
familiar with the administration of State and local 
vocational education programs. 

Provides that the State advisory council shall 
evaluate vocational education programs, services, 
and activities and shall prepare and submit an 
annual evaluation report through the State board to 
the Commissioner and to the National Advisory 
Council on Vocational Education. 

“States that nothing in the Vocational Education 
Act of 1963, shall be construed to authorize any 
payment for religious worship or instruction, or for 
the construction, operation, or maintenance of any 
facility to be used for such purposes. 

State Vocational Education Programs - 
Authorizes the Commissioner to make grants to the 
States to assist them in conducting vocational 
education programs for persons of all ages in all 
communities of the States which are designed to 
insure that educational training programs for career 
vocations are available to all individuals who 
desire and need such education and training. 

Provides that grants to States may be used for 
the following purposes: (1) vocational education 
programs for high school students which is designed 
to prepare them for advanced or highly skilled 
postsecondary vocational and technical education; 
(2) vocational education for persons who have 
already entered the labor market and who desire or 
need training or retraining to achieve stability; 
(3) vocational education for persons who have 
completed or left high schools and who are available 
for study in a program of postsecondary vocational 
or technical education; special programs designed to 
meet the special vocational education needs for 
persons who have academic or socio-economic 
disadvantages which hinder them in other vocational 
education programs which may be available, or who 
are handicapped; (4) ancillary services and 
activities to assure auality in all vocational 
education programs, such as teacher training and 
supervision, guidance and counseling, program 
evaluation, special demonstration, and experimental 
programs, and development of instructional 
materials; (5) vocational education for persons who 
have completed or left high school and who are 
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available for study in preparation for entering the 
labor market; (6) construction of area vocational 
education school facilities; (7) vocational euidance 
and counseling designed to aid persons enumerated in 
paragraphs (1) through (4) of this subsection in the 
selection of, and preparation for, employment in 
all vocational areas; and (8) provision of 
vocational training through arrangements with 
private vocational training institutions where such 
private institutions can make a significant 
contribution to attaining the objectives of the 
State plan, and can provide substantially equivalent 
training at a lesser cost, or can provide equipment 
or services not available in public institutions. 

Provides that funds may be used to provide 
training through contractual arrangement with 
private vocational training institutions if such 
institutions can make a significant contribution to 
attaining the objectives of the State plan, and if 
such institutions can provide substantially 
equivalent training at a lesser cost or can provide 
equipment or services not available in public 
institutions. 

Includes in the State plan requirements, 
provisions requiring a long-range program plan and 
requiring an annual program plan. Kequires that the 
annual program plan, to be submitted each year with 
the State plan, would describe the content of, and 
the allocation of funds to, programs, services, and 
activities to be carried out under the State plan 
for the fiscal year ahead (whether or not with 
Federal funds) and indicate how and to what extent 
these programs, services, and activities (and 
allocations of funds thereto) will carry out the 
objectives set forth in the long-range program plan, 
and indicate how and to what extent allocations of 
Federal funds allotted to the State take into 
consideration the criteria for allocation of Federal 
funds, 

Adds to the Vocational Education Act of 1963, a 
particular reference to new and emerging manpower 
needs and job opportunities on the local, State, and 
national levels. 

Provides that Federal funds will not be 
allocated to local educational agencies in a manner, 
such as the matching of local expenditures at a 
uniform matching ratio throughout the State, except 
to the extent ‘that the considerations required in 
the above-mentioned criteria are uniform throughout 
the State. Requires that applications from local 
educational agencies for funds to be developed in 
consultation with persons representative of the 
educational and training resources available to the 
area to be served by the applicant, show promise of 
providing the persons to be served with education 
programs designed to make substantial progress 
toward preparing such person for a career, include a 
comprehensive plan for meeting the vocational 
education needs in the area or community served by 
such agency, and indicate how and to what extent the 
vocational education programs, services, and 
activities proposed in the application will meet the 
needs set forth in such comprehensive plan. 
Provides that no local educational agency which is 
making a reasonable tax effort, as defined by 
regulations, will be denied funds for the estab-

lishment of new vocational education programs solely 
because the local educational agencv is unable to 
pay the non-Federal share of the cost of such new 
programs. 

Requires that the State plan provide minimum 
qualifications for teachers, teacher-trainees, 
supervisors, directors, and other personnel having 
responsibilities for vocational education in the 
State and the policies and procedures developed to 
improve the qualifications of such personnel and to 
insure that such qualifications continue to reflect 
a direct relationship with the need for personnel in 
vocational education proprams carried out under the 
State plan. 

Requires the State plan to provide for 
cooperative arrangement with other agencies, 
organizations, and institutions concerned with 
manpower needs and job opportunities, such as 
business and labor organizations, institutions of 
higher education, and community action agencies. 

Sets forth such fiscal control and fund 
accounting procedures as may be necessary to assure 
proper disbursement of, and accounting for, Federal 
funds paid to the State (including such funds paid 
by the State to local educational agencies) under 
this title. 

Provides that any local educational agency 
dissatisfied with final action with respect to any 
application for funds under this title shall be 
given reasonable notice and opportunity for a 
hearing. 

Provides assurance that the requirements will 
be complied with on all construction projects in the 
State assisted under this title. 

Provides for compliance with the requirements 
with respect to the use of funds in State prants. 

Provides for making such reports in such form 
and containing such information as the Commissioner 
may reasonably require to carry out his functions 
under this title, and for keeping such records and 
for affording such access thereto as the 
Commissioner may find necessary to assure the 
correctness and verification of such reports. 

Includes provisions which shall assure that 
funds authorized by this title will not be used for 
any program of vocational education (except 
homemaking programs) which cannot be demonstrated to 
(A) prepare students for employment or (B) be 
necessary to prepare individuals for successful 
completion of such program, or (C) be of significant 
assistance to individuals enrolled in making an 
informed and meaningful occupational choice. 

Provides that the Commissioner shall not 
approve a State plan until he has made specific 
findings as to tiie compliance of such plan with the 
requirements of this part and he is satisfied that 
adequate procedures are set forth to insure that the 
assurances and provisions of such plan will be 
carried out. Requires that tle Commissioner submit 
his findings to the Senate Committee on Labor and 
Public Welfare and the House Committee on Education 
and Labor at least annually. Provides that, if the 
Commissioner finds that the requirement for 


reserving at least fifteen percent of the funds 
available under the State plan for postsecondary 
vocational and technical education will result in a 


State's inability to use the fifteen percent 
reservation for that purpose in any fiscal vear, he 
may waive that requirement, upon application by that 
State. Requires the Commissioner to include in the 
findings which he submits to the congressional 
committees supporting evidence respecting the 
justification of such waiver. 

Provides that whenever the Commissioner, after 
opportunity for hearing has been provided, finds 
that there has been a failure to comply 
substantially with any requirement in the plan of 
that State, or with any requirement in the 
application of a local educational agency, further 
payments shall not be made to the State under this 
title, or, if so determined by the Commissioner, the 
State may not make further amendments to the local 
educational agencies affected by the failure, until 
he is satisfied that there is no longer any such 
failure to comply. 

Contains provisions for judicial review of the 
Commissioner's action with respect to State plans. 

Provides for judicial review of the final 
action of a State board if the local educational 
agency is dissatisfied with the final action of the 
State board with respect to approval of an 
application by the local agency. 

Provides that the Commissioner shall pav_ to 
each State an amount equal to fifty percent of the 
State and local expenditures in carrvine out its 
State plan with the following exceptions: (1) 
allotments for vocational education for persons who 
have academic, socio-economic, or other handicaps 
that prevent them from succeeding in the regular 
program mav be used at the discretion of the 
Commissioner for paying all or part of the State 
expenditures; and (2) in the case of the Trust 
Territory of the Pacific Islands and America Samoa, 
such amount shall be equal to 100 percent of such 
expenditures. 

Provides that no payments shall be made to anv 
local educational agency or to any State unless the 
Commissioner finds that the combined fiscal effort 
of that local agency and the State with respect to 
the provision of vocational education by that agency 
for the preceding fiscal vear was not less than 
such combined fiscal effort for the second preceding 
fiscal vear; and no payments shall be made to any 
State unless the Commissioner finds that the fiscal 
effort of that State for vocational education for 
the preceding fiscal year was not less than it was 
for the second preceding fiscal year. 

Research and Training in Vocational Education - 
Provides that, from sums available to each State for 
grants under this part, the Commissioner is 
authorized to make grants to and contracts with 
institutions of higher education, public and private 
agencies and institutions, State boards, and, with 
the approval of the appropriate State board, to 
local educational agencies in that State to 
encourage research and training in vocational 
education and the development of vocational 
education programs designed to meet special 
vocational education needs of youths and to provide 
euucation of new and emerging careers and 
occupations. 

Provides that the Commissioner may for any 











fiscal year reserve up to fifty percent of the 
allocations for projects which are of national or 
regional importance or interstate projects. 
Requires that if such reservation is made for anv 
fiscal year, special consideration must be given in 
approving applications for the remaining funds to 
applications (1) from State boards, and (2) from 
institutions of higher education to support research 
coordinating units and projects approved by research 
coordinating units. 

Authorizes grants and contracts to be used for 
research in vocational education; training programs 
designed to familiarize persons involved in voca- 
tional education with research finding and 
successful pilot and demonstration projects in 
vocational education; experimental, developmental, 
and pilot programs and projects designed to test the 
effectiveness of research findings; demonstration 
projects; the development of new vocational 
education curriculums; and projects in the 
development of new careers and occupations. 

Includes in projects in the development of new 
careers and occupations, research and experimental 
projects designed to identify new careers in such 
fields as mental and physical health, crime 
prevention and corrections, welfare, education, 
municipal services, child care, and _ recreation 
requiring less training than professional positions 
and to delineate within such careers roles with the 
potential for advancement from one level to another; 
training and development projects designed to 
demonstrate improved methods of securing the 
involvement, cooperation, and commitment of both the 
public and private sectors toward the end of 
achieving greater coordination and more effective 
implementation of programs for the employment of 
persons in the fields described above, including 
programs to prepare professionals (including 
administrators) to work effectively with aides, and 
projects to evaluate the operation of programs for 
the training, developments, and utilization of 
public service aides, particularly their 
effectiveness in providing satisfactory work 
experiences and in meeting public needs. 

Provides that such an application for a project 
must be reviewed by a panel of experts who are not 
employees of the Federal Government before the 
Commissioner may approve it. 

Exemplary Programs and Projects - Authorizes 
the Commissioner to make grants to or contracts with 
State boards of vocational education or local 
educational agencies for exemplary programs and 
projects and with other public or private agencies 
or institutions when such a grant or contract would 
make an especially significant contribution to 
carrying out the purposes of this Act. Authorizes 
the Commissioner to make grants or contracts 
pursuant to this new part to pay all or part of tiie 
cost of (1) planning and developing or (2) 
establishing, operating, and evaluating programs and 
projects to broaden the occupational aspirations and 
opportunities of youtlis, especially those with 
academic, socio-economic, or other handicaps. 

Requires that a grant to a State or local 
educational agency be made only upon a determination 
by the Commissioner (1) that there is satisfactory 
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assurance of participation of manpower agencies and, 
as appropriate, persons broadly representative of 
employers, labor organizations, community action 
organizations, and other community institutions in 
the planning, establishment, and carrying out of the 
program or project, and (2) that there will be 
participation of students enrolled in nonprofit 
private schools in the area to be served by the 
program or project to the extent consistent with the 
number of such students with educational needs of 
the type to be met by the program or project. 

Provides that no grant or contract (other than 
a grant to or contract with a State board) mav be 
made unless the program or project involved has been 
submitted to the State board in the State where it 
is to be conducted and has not been disapproved by 
the board within sixty davs or within such longer 
period as the Commissioner may allow pursuant to 
regulations. 

Provides that the Federal share may not exceed 
ninety percent of the amount expended by the 
applicant in carrying out the approved project. 

Residential Vocational Education - Authorizes 
the Commission to make grants, out of sums 
appropriated to State board, to colleges and univer- 
sities, and with the approval of the appropriate 
State Board, to public educational agencies, 
organizations or institutions for the construction, 
equipment, and operation of residential schools to 
provide vocational education (including room, board, 
and other necessities) for youths, at least fifteen 
years of age and less than twenty-one years of age 
at the time of enrollment, who need full-time study 
on a_ residential basis in order to benefit fully 
from such education. In making such grants, the 
Commissioner shall give special consideration to the 
needs of large urban areas having substantial 
numbers of youths who have dropped out of school or 
are’ unemployed and shall seek to attain, as nearly 


as practicable, an eauitable geographical 
distribution of such schools. 
Homemaking Education - Authorizes 


appropriations for purposes of this section of $25 
million for fiscal year 1970, $35 million for fiscal 
vear 1971, and $50 million. for fiscal year 1972. 

Requires any State participating in this 
section to have in effect an approved State plan and 
to submit a supplementary plan which (1) designates 
the State board as the sole agency for 
administration, or supervision of the 
administration, of the State plan; (2) sets forth a 
program under which Federal funds will be expended 
solely for (A) homemaking education for persons who 
have entered, or are preparing to enter, the work of 
the home, and (B) ancillary services and activities; 
(3) sets forth fiscal control and fund accounting 
procedures; and (4) provides for submitting reports, 
keeping records, and affording the Commissioner 
access to such records. 

Provides that the Commissioner shall pay fifty 
percent of the amount expended for homemaking 
education and ancillary services and activities, but 
in no case more than a State's allotment. 

Cooperative Vocational Education Programs - 
Provides financial assistance for personnel to 
coordinate cooperative works-study programs and to 








provide instruction related to the work experience. 

Authorizes appropriations of $35 million for 
fiscal year 1970, $50 million for fiscal year 1971, 
and $75 million for fiscal year 1972. 

Provides that, in order to participate in the 
program, a State must, through its State board, 
submit a State plan to the Commissioner setting 
forth policies and procedures to be used in 
establishing cooperative work-study nrograms through 
local educational agencies and public and private 
emplovers. 

Title II - Vocational Education Leadership and 
Professional Development Amendment of Higher 
Education Act of 1965 - Provides training and 
development programs for vocational education per- 
sonnel and provides for various leadership awards. 

Provides exchange programs and interservice 
education for vocational-education teachers, 
supervisors, coordinators, and Administrators. 

Miscellaneous Provisions - Requires the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare to 
transmit to the committees having legislative 
jurisdiction and the appropriations committees of 
each House of Congress not later than March 31 of 
each a report evaluating programs and projects 
assisted under such programs, which shall include 
his recommendations relating thereto, including 
legislative recommendations. 

Provides that if Congress has not passed or 
formally rejected legislation extending the 
authorization for any legislation during the regular 
session in which a comprehensive report is required, 
the authorization is automatically extended for one 
fiscal year beyond its expiration date and at the 
same level of the last year's authorization. 

Provides that, notwithstanding any other 
provision of law, unless expressly in limitation of 
these provisions, funds appropriated in any fiscal 
year to carry out any of the programs administered 
by the Office of Education shall remain available 
for obligation until the end of such fiscal year.

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potatoes by increasing consumer acceptance of such 
potatoes and potato products and by improving the 
quality of potatoes and potato products that are 
made available to the consumer, Authorizes 
necessary appropriations, 
S. 2863. Mr. Hollings; 1/23/68 (Int.& Ins. Aff.). 
Provides for the expansion of Cowpens National 
Battleground Site, South Carolina.

Occunational Safety and Health Act - Pequires 
every private employer in a business affecting 
interstate commerce to furnish safe and healthful 
working conditions for his employees. Directs the 
Secretary of Labor, after apvropriate consultation 
with other Federal agencies, to establish by rule 
or regulation, mandatory safety and health standards 
anplicable to such businesses; and authorizes the

Artificial Organ, Transplantation, and 
Technological Development Act - Provides for a 
comprehensive review of the medical, technical, 
social and leeal problems and opportunities which 
the Nation faces as a result of medical pnrorress 
towards making transvlantation of organs, and the 
use of artificial organs a practical alternative in 
the treatrent of disease, 

Establishes a seven-member National Commission 
on Transplantation and Artificial Organs and 
provides that members would be appointed by the 
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President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, with the Chairman and members selected on 
the basis of qualifications in medical, legal, 
social, economic and technical fields. 

Provides that the Commission function over a 
three-year period and requires it to review and 
report on all medical activities in the nation in 
the field of transplantation and the use of 
artificial organs for the treatment of disease and 
to review legal, social and technical problems 
associated with this area of medicine, Provides 
that it also consider various ways by which the 
Federal Government can participate in developing the 
knowledge and facilities for the apnropriate use of 
transplantation and artificial organs in the 
treatment of disease and make projections of the 
public need for readily available facilities for 
this purpose, 

Authorizes the appropriation of $20,000,000 for 
fiscal 1969 and $30,000,000 for each succeeding 
fiscal year until fiscal 1973 to provide funds to be 
used for assistance in providing information, 
services and grants for planning, trainins, 
construction, renovation and nercentage 
contributions towards the operation of Regional 
Kidney Centers and Community Dialysis Units. 

Provide that Federal assistance grants to such 
Centers or Units would be used for the following

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sion and the Commission shall also transmit an 
annual report to the Congress detailing the 
effectiveness of the regional and interrepional 
coordination efforts. 

Provides for the establishment of a National 
Council on the Fnvironment with three members 
appointed by the President. Authorizes this Council 
to pass on all FPC licensing and other actions, from 
the point of their impact upon the environment, 
Provides that the Council would not have a_ veto 
power over FPC actions, but would report on each 
license or other action, and the FPC would be 
required to consider the report in making its final 
decision. 

Further provides for the establishment of a 
National Electric Studies Committee to investigate 
major present and future problems in plannine and 
operating bulk power supply facilities,

Empowers the Commission to order any electric 
system to establish phvsical connection of its 
transmission facilities with the facilities of one

Also prohibits any abandonment or curtailment 
of bulk power supply facilities if such actions 
would effect bulk power supply without approval of 
the Commission, 

Authorizes the Commission to exempt electric 
systems from any requirement of this Act whenever it 
determines that such exemption is necessary and 
appropriate to carry out the objections of this Act. 

Directs the Commission to survey existing and 
planned facilities in the United States providing 
sufficient energy for the testing of extra-high- 
voltage electric equinment and for research into 
problems of high voltage-heavy current electricity. 

Puts the burden of proof on the utility 
desiring to condemn the right-of-way and the burden 
must go not only to establishing that the taking is 
necessary, but that no reasonable alternative 
exists.

Increases the training-incentive payment for 
participants in work-training programs from $30 per 
month to $20 per week, and allows welfare recipients 
to keep the first $50 and half of the remainder of 
earned income (present law allows only $30 and one- 
third of the remainder of earned income). 

Disassociates the employment record of a father 
from his family's need for assistance and repeals

(This would insure that a person working 
alongside another who is receivinrp welfare, but who 
was working all along and never asked for welfare, 
could also receive aid to help hin supnort his 
family if his earnines are below the State welfare 
standard, ) 

Provides that the 133-1/3 percent ceiling on 
Federal reimbursement to States for medical 
assistance to families be related to the States 
welfare standard instead of to its actual level of 
payments (the actual level of ovayments in many 
States is less than the States’ definition of 
minimum family needs. )

Authorizes U.S. tourist to purchase foreign 
currencies at a ten percent discount for use during 
foreien travel to countries where the United States 
owns surplus foreign currencies. 

Removes the provision requiring the United 
States to maintain a 25 percent gold reserve to 
support its currency,

Federal Alaska Native Claims Act - Creates a

and consent of the Senate, Requires the Commission 
to have its offices and hold its meetings within the 
State of Alaska, 

Gives the Commission jurisdiction to determine 
and settle Alaska native land claims, Grants it 
necessary powers. Makes final determinations of the 
Commission binding upon the persons’ affected 
thereby, but does provide for judicial review of 
such determinations before the Federal District 
Court for the District of Alaska.

ante-mortem and post-mortem inspection comparable to 
the Federal laws, 

Authorizes the Secretary to: (1) cooperate with 
appropriate State agencies in developing and 
administering State programs under State laws with 
comparable inspection provisions; (2) cooperate with 
other Federal agencies in carrying out the Federal 
Act; (3) cooperate with the States including 
advisory assistance in developing adequate State 
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programs and technical and laboratory assistance and 
training and financial aid, but limits the Federal 
financial aid to 50 percent of the total cost of 
program; (4) appoint advisory committees of State 
personnel to consult with him on poultry products 
inspection. 

Provides for extending Federal inspection when 
a State has failed to develop or enforce provisions 
of the Act to intrastate activities including 
operations at places slaughtering poultry or 
preparing poultry products solely for intrastate 
commerce. 

Authorizes the Secretary after a 2-year period 
to designate a State as wholly intrastate if it 
fails to meet Federal requirements within 1 
additional year. 

Extends Federal requirements to specific plants 
designated by the Secretary but exempts from 
inspection for traditional types of operations at 
retail stores or restuarants or similar retail 
places. 

Requires the Secretary to review requirements 
of several States with respect to slaughter, 
processing, storage, handling, and distribution of 
poultry products, 

Authorizes the distribution in commerce of 
poultry products marked with a combined State- 
Federal inspection label under State inspection if 
in accordance with Federal requirements, and 
relieves the Secretary of obligation of providing 
Federal regulation at establishments which 
initially processes products solely for intrastate 
commerce under State program. 

Substitutes the labeling provisions of the 
Federal Meat Inspection Act, but provides the label 
must appear on both the product and its container. 

Prohibits sale into commerce any false or 
misleading name or form or size, 

Substitutes prohibitions like those in the 
Federal Meat Inspection Act and makes it unlawful to 
(1) slaughter poultry or process poultry products 
to be used as human food except with compliance with 
this Act; (2) sell, transport for sale or 
transportation in commerce adulterated or misbranded 
poultry products or those requiring inspection; (3) 
adulterated or misbranded poultry products. 

Replaces comparable prohibitions with respect 
to mislabeled or unwholesome or adulterated articles 
and extends coverage now covered only by the 
Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 

Prohibits forgery, unauthorized use or 
distruction or counterfeit official certificates, 
devices, or labels, false statement in certificate 
or label or false representation. 

Limits inspection under the Act to inspection 
of slaughter of poultry and preparation of poultry 
carcasses intended for human use. 

Requires keeping of records fully and correctly 
by persons (1) engaged in business of slaughtering 
poultry or processing, freezing, packaging or 
labeling poultry; (2)persons engaged in business of 
buying or selling or storing poultry; (3) persons 
engaged in the business of buying, selling, or 
transporting or importing any dead, dying, disabled 
or diseased poultry, and requires all such 
operations to allow Federal agents to examine 
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records, facilities or inventories, and further 
requires registration of persons engaged in such 
operations. 

Prohibits the buying, selling or transporting 
of diseased poultry; substitutes provisions 
clarifying the authority to limit the entry into 
official establishments of poultry products; and 
amends the import provisions of section 17 of the 
Act. 

Authorizes formal administrative proceedings 
and opportunity for hearing upon request by adversely 
affected processor, and allows judicial review for 
certain orders; and also authorizes administrative 
detention by Secretary's representative any unfit 
poultry and allows judical proceedings for seizures 
and condemnation of such unfit poultry.

Authorizes the Counsel to represent the 
interests of the Federal Government and the 
consumers of the nation before Federal and State 
regulatory agencies with respect to matters 
pertaining to electric, gas, telephone and telegraph 
utilities. 

Authorizes Counsel to compile and disseminate 
to the public information and reports on utilities 
affecting the consumers’ economic interest; to give 
technical assistance to State and local governments;

Authorizes Counsel to make grants to State and 
local governments that serve a population of 100,000 
persons or more to colleges, universities and other 
nonprofit organizations; to review and audit the 
grant recipient and to terminate grants. 

Requires the Federal Power Commission and the 
Federal Communications Commission to report required 
information concerning utilities under subsection 
(b) to the Congress and the public in a timely and 
convenient manner using automatic data processing 
to the fullest possible extent. 

Authorizes the FPC and the FCC to establish 
such regulations as may be necessary to obtain such 
information, 

Requires the utilities to report to regulatory 
bodies additional information which is pertinent to 
regulation and to public understanding of utility 
rates and procedures, 

Authorizes an annual $40,000,000 appropriation 
to establish the program.

Imposes a Federal severance tax of 5 percent of 
the gross income from all domestic mineral 
properties, but allows full credit against the

Anadromous Fish Conservation Act - Provides 
that whenever two or more States having a common 
interest in any river, lake, or other body of water 
enter into a cooperative agreement to carry out a 
research and development program to conserve, 
develop, and enhance anadromous fishery resources 
of the Nation or in the Great Lakes, the Federal 
share of the program costs shall be increased to 75 
percent (present limit 50 percent). 

Increases from $25 to $30 million the amount 
authorized to be appropriated for the conservation 
of fishery resources, and increases from $1,000,000 
to $1,500,000 the maximum amount that may be obli- 
gated to anv one State in anv one fiscal year. 
{Amends 16 U.S.C. 757a-757f]

Establishes by amending the Federal Food, Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act, a Federal drug compendiun,

overdosage, dosage and the supplier, and includes a 
price information supplement,

Allows the Secreatry to waive any drug-package 
insert requirement when intended solely for use in 
the compendium, and provides that drug shall not be 
deemed misbranded solely for failure to contain all 
information if label is otherwise in full conformity 
with the regulations prescribed by the Secretary.

Directs that imported fish and fishery products 
meet the same requirements as domestic products, and 
requires any firms engaged in the business of 
processing fish and fishery products to maintain 
records and make them available for inspection. 

Encourages the adequate State inspection 
services in intrastate commerce, and grants-in-aid 
would be offered to assist States in developing an 
inspection capability.

Office of Government Procedure Act - Creates 
the Office of Government Procedure as an independent 
office solely responsible to the Congress of the 
United States. Provides that the office shall be 
headed by a Director to be appointed by the 
President by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate for a term of 15 years. 

Assigns it the following specific duties: (1) 
to conduct studies to determine whether the admin- 
istrative procedures of the executive and 
independent agencies of the Government are in all 
respects in compliance with the letter and intent of 
the laws passed by Congress; (2) to conduct studies 
of specific fields of administrative law; (3) to 
report periodically to the Congress, incidents of 
noncompliance by executive and independent agencies 
with laws governing administrative procedures; (4) 
to audit the substance and procedures of 
administrative action of such agencies to ascertain 
the extent to which agency policies are not 
published as rules as required by law; (5) to 
investigate and advise the Congress as to the extent 
to which the policies of the Congress could be more 
effectively carried out; (6) to investigate and 





evaluate complaints made concerning administrative 
procedures of such agencies; (7) to gather and 
transmit to Congress the information necessary to 
effectively evaluate program performance by 
executive and independent agencies of § the 
Government; and (8) to submit recommendations from 
time to time, directly to Congress for additional 
legislation which the Office deems necessary or 
desirable to further the purposes of the Act.

Table Egg Marketing Act - Provides that the 
Secretary of Agriculture establish and carry out a 
program to provide for an orderly flow of baby 
chicks, started pullets, laying hens, and table eggs 
in commerce as will avoid  umreasonable 
fluctuations in supply or of prices of table eggs as 
will tend to constantly provide an adequate supply 
of high-quality products to meet the needs of 
consumers at prices that are reasonable. 

Requires a referendum among producers who, 
during a representative period determined by the 
Secretary, have been engaged in the production of 
table eggs for commerce for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the issuance of an order is 
approved or favored by producers. If the results of 
the referendum show that a majority of the producers 
are against this egg quota legislation, then the 
current practice of producing eggs will continue. 
If, however, the producers are in favor of egg 
quota legislation, then control will be placed on 
the number of hens that each producer may maintain 
by a national egg board that will be composed of 
two producer members from each egg production 
district.

National Agricultural Bargaining Act - Author- 
izes a national program to provide for orderly 
marketing of agricultural commodities. 

Title TI: National Agricultural Bargaining 
Program - Creates an independent 5-member National 
Agricultural Board, appointed by the President with 
Senate confirmation, to provide administrative 
assistance to farmer Marketing Committees and 
Purchases Committees; and authorizes the Board to 
administer farmer referendums and assist the 
Committee in holding meetings, but prohibits the 
Board to represent solely either farmers or buyers. 

Directs the Board to conduct a referendum among 
producers when the Board receives a petition from 
producers of a particular agricultural commodity 
stating that the average market price is below a 
fair and reasonable level, and proceed to determine 
whether a marketing committee should be established 
and who should be elected to that committee. 

Empowers each marketing committee to minimum 
price and nonprice terms of sale pursuant’ to 
agreements in negotiations. If negotiations do not 
result in a minimum price, directs the Board to 
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mediate the dispute; and if there is no agreement 
within 30 days, refers the disputed issues to a 
Joint Settlement Committee composed of a Purchasers’ 
representative, a farmers' representative and a 
neutral selected by each; and directs this Committee 
to decide the dispute after a _ reasonable 
opportunity for all parties to be heard; and 
specifies that its decision to be judicially 
reviewable. 

Provides for termination of a Marketing 
Committee unless approved by referendum every 3- 
years. 

Prohibits the sale or purchase of the commodity 
below the established price. 

Requires farmers to keep certain records to aid 
in carrying out the Marketing Committee's function, 

Requires the Board to pay for and conduct all 
referenda and cost of operating of the Marketing 
Committee. 

Provides for injunctive proceedings through the 
U.S. Attorneys in the U.S. District Courts. 

Provides that the Marketing Committee may 
prepare in consultation with the Board and the 
Secretary of Agriculture a plan of marketing 
allotments, with or without acreage or production 
limitations, for submission to farmers for approval 
in a referendum, and if approved, the Secretary of 
Agriculture would administer the supply control 
program. 

Title II: Marxeting Orders - Amends the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Agreement Act in 8 respects: (1) 
makes any additional commodity or product (except 
canned or frozen products) eligible for a marketing 
order, if after special preliminary referendum of 
affected producers, the Secretary finds the voting 
majority favors it; (2) provides for the minimum 
prices and other terms prior to becoming effective 
would have to be agreed to by the handlers of 50 
percent of commodity and would be subject to 
approval by the Secretary; (3) authorizes’ the 
establishment of minimum prices for milk through 
collective bargaining; (4) makes regulation 
available to livestock and other commodities; (5) 
provides a method for establishing by collective 
bargaining in good faith between producers and 
handlers the minimum price and conditions for 
exchange; (6) authorizes the Secretary to issue 
producer allotment bases for any commodity including 
milk on specified bases; (7) authorizes’ the 
Secretary to establish advisory committee for any 
commodity to provide advice on starting proceedings 
to promulgate a new order and formulate specific 
hearing proposals; (8) provides that orders 
containing price bargaining or produce allotment 
provisions would impose administration assessments 
pro rata on producers, payable through handlers to 
the agency administrating the order. 

Clarifies that new provisions shall not 
supersede other provisions of the statutes relating 
to marketing quotas, acreage allotments or price 
support. 

Title III: Agricultural Fair Practices - 
Protects associations and organizations of producers 
and their members or officers from being held 
responsible for acts where it is not clearly 
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established that they authorized such acts. 

Limits the authority for issuance of 
injunctions to instances where after a full hearing 
the Court finds that such association or person 
actually engaged in acts in question or authorized 
then. 

Outlines prohibited practices and provides for 
enforcement of the program.

Permits a one billion dollar increase in the 
authorized capital stock of the Inter-American 
Development Bank and permits members to subscribe - 
on a callable basis requiring no cash payment - to 
their proportionate share of such increase. 

Authorizes to be appropriated without fiscal 
year limitation, for payment by the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the increased U.S. subscription to the 
capital stock of the Bank, $411,760,000 


S. 2976, Mr. Tydings; 2/15/68 (Dist. of Col.). 


Establishes the Agency for Planning and Devel- 
opment in the D.C. government to be responsible for 
exercising all local planning = and development 
functions. 

Transfers to the Agency the powers and 
functions of the National Capital Housing Authority, 
the Redevelopment Land Agency, and the District 
planning functions of the National Capital Planning 
Commission; and authorizes the Agency to take in 
account social and economic factors as well as 
physical. 

Gives the Zoning Commission power to waive the 
building height limitation and allows the Agency to 
approve the acquisition of land for mixed public 
and private uses, but in both cases, the exercise of 
the powers must comply with the District compre- 
hensive planning objectives. 

Transfers the functions of the Advisory 
Commission on Zoning to the Agency, and also 
transfers the authority of the current Board of 
Zoning adjustment to a single administrator 
appointed by the Mayor and located within the 
Agency. 

Sets up a series of Neighborhood Planning Coun- 
cils based on the existing councils which developed 
the District's 1967 summer youth programs. 

Authorizes the Chairman of the D.C. Council to 
designate members of the Council to maintain contact 
with each neighborhood council. 

Requires the Agency to provide the Neighborhood 
Council and other interest groups full information 
on proposals which it was developing on specific 
neighborhoods. Requires the Agency to consult with 
councils and to hold public hearings prior to any 
action. 

Establishes an Office of Neighborhood Planning 
to service the councils with a director chosen by 
the majority of chairmen of the councils witha 1l- 
year term and subject to the approval of the Mayor. 
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Transfers the Federal agency planning function 
now exercised by the National Capital Planning 
Commission to a new unit, the Office of Federal 
Development in the National Capital Region, in the 
Executive Office of the President; and this Office 
would review all Agency proposals for building 
sites and other Federal facilities in the Washington 
area. 

Establishes an Advisory Commission composed of 
5 planners and architects appointed by the President 
to advise the President on proposals of the Office. 

Requires the Office to refer all Agency 
proposals to the local jurisdictions and the 
Metropolitan Washington Council of Governments for 
comment and also to be responsible for development 
of regional and local planning objectives, and to 
review the Agency's proposals on the basis of their 
conformity to the Federal plan and on basis of 
comments of local jurisdictions and COG. 

Requires the agencies to develop their own 5- 
year Capital improvement programs for their 
facilities needs in the region and to submit these 
to the office for review.

Removes from the exception to coverage of Fed- 
eral regulation of interstate transportation, 
vehicles carrying ordinary livestock, and 
authorizes the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
issue the required permit authorizing operation as 
a common carrier in interstate transportation, 
[Amends 49 U.S.C. (b)(6)] 


S. 2979. Mr. Scott et al.; 2/15/68 
(Lab. & Pub. Wel.). 


Establishes an eleven=-member Commission on 
Negro History and Culture to: (1) conduct a study of 
all proposals to create a better understanding and 
knowledge of Negro history and culture, and (2) make 
recommendations to Congress and the President as_ to 
how these proposals should be effected. 


S, 2980. Mr. McClellan (by req.); 2/16/68 
(Gov't Oper.). 


Extends until December 31, 1972, (now Dec. 
31,1968) the period within which the President may 
transmit to the Congress plans for the 
reorganization of agencies of the executive branch 
of the Government. [Amends 5 U.S.C.905] 


S. 2981. Mr. McClellan; 2/16/68 (Gov't Oper.). 


Joint Funding Simplification Act - Enables 
States, local governments, and other public or 
private organizations and agencies to use Federal 
assistance more effectively and efficiently, to 
adapt that assistance more’. readily to their 
particular needs through the wider use of projects 
drawing upon resources available from more than one 
Federal agency, program, or appropriation and to 








acquire experience which would lead to the 
development of legislative proposals respecting the 
consolidation, simplification, and coordination of 
Federal assistance programs. Provides for Federal- 
State arrangements under which local governments 
and other public or private organizations and 
agencies may more effectively and efficiently 
combine State and Federal resources in support of 
projects of common interest to the government, 
agencies and organizations concerned.

S. 2984, Mr. Yarborough; 2/16/68 (Commerce). 

Prohibits the importation of endangered species 
of fish or wildlife into the United States. Directs 
the Secretary of the Interior from time to time to 
publish the names of the species or subspecies of 
fish or wildlife found to be threatened with 
extinction. Prohibits the interstate shipment of 
reptiles, amphibians, and other wildlife taken 
contrary to State law. Provides criminal penalties 
for violations.

Makes widows of veterans of World War II, the 
Korean conflict, and the Vietnam era eligible for 


educational assistance under the Veterans

Extends for two years the provisions of Public 
Law 480, 83rd Congress (Agricultural and Trade 
Development and Assistance Act). Requires that at 
least 5 percent of the total sales proceeds be made 
available for voluntary population control programs. 
Broadens the provisions of the Act which deal with 
cultural and educational exchanges. Extends the Act 
to any activities which would either assist such 
exchanges or provide for strengthening educational 
agencies for international studies and research 
under the Mutual Reeducational and Cultural Exchange 
Act and other various additional listed Acts.

Internal Security Act: 

Title I - Amendments to Title 18 of the U.S. 
Code. Enlarges the coverage by Federal regulation of 
subversive activities. 

Prohibits the teaching or advocating the 
forceful, violent overthrow of the government and 
against the activities of Communist organizers. 

Extends the Statute of Limitations in cases of 
treason, espionage, sabotage, sedition, and 
subversive activities. 

Makes it a criminal offense to acts which in 
time of war, would constitute treason by the 
Constitution, and defines the new offense as giving 
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aid or comfort to an adversary of the U.S. by an 
overt act performed by a person owing allegiance to 
the U.S. 

Prohibits and fixes penalties for the false 
swearing by government employees concerning 
subversive activities. 

Title IT - Amendments to the Internal Security 
Act. Extends the authority of the Subversive 
Activities Control Board, and provides a forum to 
review determinations of the Board. 

Prohibits employment of known Communists by the 
Federal Government or in defense facilities or in 
educational institutions or systems supported 
chiefly by public funds. 

Prescribes standards for determining Communist- 
infiltrated organizations, and prohibits membership 
in Labor Organizations of any member of the 
Communist party. 

Requires records of Communist infiltrated 
organization to be produced whenever any proceedings 
have been instituted against it. 

Title IIIT - Foreign Agents - Requires that 
agents must register if foreign controlled and 
prohibits them from using the mails for political 
propaganda without marking it as that of registered 
foreign agents. 

Title IV - Immigration and Passport Security 
Act - Prohibits collusion with a foreign government 
or foreign agent to evade passport regulations and 
makes it a criminal offense to refuse to surrender 
passport upon proper demand by the State Department. 

Provides that any person who refuses to swear 
or affirm his allegiance to the U.S. shall not be 
entitled to receive, hold or use any credential 
issued under the authority of the U.S. which 
identifies him as bearing allegiance to the U.S. 

Title V - Courts, Witnesses and Immunities - 
Revises the provisions granting immunity from 
prosecution of the witnesses before Congressional 
Committees in exchange for the privilege against 
self-incrimination. 

Sets up procedures for serving subpenas of 
Congressional Committees upon U.S. nationals abroad, 
and makes failure to respond to such subpenas a 
misdemeanor punishable in any Federal Court district 
to which the offender appeared within 5-year period 
after service. 

Prohibits reprisals by Government agencies or 
officials against Government employees because of 
testimony given or because of the fact of having 
testified before a Congressional committee. 

Provides for accelerated court procedures in 
criminal cases involving espionage, sabotage, 
treason, sedition, and other subversive activities, 

Title VI - Federal Personnel Security Act - 
Creates a centralized Security Administration for 
the Executive Department which would handle all 
investigations and all evaluations in Federal 
personnel security cases, except with respect to 
uniformed personnel of armed services, cases from 
Executive Offices of the President, the National 
Security Agency, the CIA, the FBI, the Atomic 
Energy Commission, and cases involving persons under 
consideration for direct Presidential appointments, 

Prohibits the new Agency from taking away any 
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authority from agency heads with respect to hiring 
of personnel or granting of security clearances. 

Grants the new Agency authority to conduct con- 
ferences and training sessions with security 
officers in other agencies to make surveys and 
inspections of security practices and procedures in 
other agencies and to recommend changes in such 
practices and procedures, or in security regulations 
with a view for greater uniformity. 

Directs the new Agency to compile statistical 
records with respect to loyalty and security 
programs and to make annual reports to Congress, 
including recommendations for any legislation or 
executive or administrative orders. 

Directs the new Agency to take over the powers, 
duties and functions of the International Employees 
Loyalty Board and U.S. citizens would be prohibited 
from accepting employment in the U.N. or other 
multinational organization without having received 
clearance from the Agency. 

Title VII - Disadvantaged Employment Appli- 
cants' Relief Act - Provides relief for those 
refused employment by allowing hearings before the 
Subversive Activities Control Board where the entire 
case can be reviewed. 

Title VIII - Riot Control Act - Enlarges the 
control of riots by Federal authorities by fixing 
penalties of $10,000 or 5 years or both for anyone 
who has traveled in interstate or foreign commerce 
to incite, organize, promote, encourage, participate 
or carry on a riot. 

Title IX - Travel Control Act - Gives the 
Secretary of State with Presidential approval, 
direct legislative authority to impose justifiable 
travel controls and entirely divorces travel control 
from the area of passports, 

Title X - Miscellaneous Provisions - Provides 
for expediting the flow of intelligence directly to 
cabinet officers when the intelligence is highly 
important and of a special concern to a particular 
department. 

Requires that the office of Security of the 
Department of State be staffed entirely by civil 
service employees. 

Denies tax exemption to alleged nonprofit 
organizations which knowingly make donations to 
subversive organizations. 

Creates the Communist Defectors Award Board, 
consisting of the Secretary of State, the Attorney 
General, the Directors of the FBI, and CIA, the 
Chiefs of the Intelligence of Army, Navy, and Air 
Force, to make provisions respecting rights of 
entry and permanent residence in the U.S., and 
guarantees of personal and financial security, in 
cases of defectors from Communist countries who 
provide information of value to the U.S.

Alcoholic and Narcotic Addict Rehabilitation 
Amendments - Alcoholic Rehabilitation Act - 
Authorizes construction grants to public or 
nonprofit private organizations for construction of 
facilities for the prevention and treatment of 


alcoholism, Sets forth a list of conditions which 


must be met by such organizations to be eligible for 
such grants. Limits the construction grant to 66-2/3 
percent of the total costs of any project under this 
Act. 

Authorizes grants for staffing, operation, and 
maintenance of such new facilities for the 
prevention and treatment of alcoholism. Authorizes 
grants for projects for construction, operation, 
staffing, and maintenance of specialized residential 
and other facilities for treatment of homeless 
alcoholics, 

Authorizes grants to public or nonprofit, 
private organizations for constructing, operating, 
staffing, and maintaining treatment centers and 


facilities for narcotic addicts in the United 
States. 
Authorizes appropriations for fiscal year 


ending June 30, 1969, and the next fiscal year such 
sums as may be necessary for project grants for the 
treatment and prevention of alcoholism, 

Authorizes appropriations for fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1971, and each of the next 7 fiscal 
years such sums as may be necessary for project 
grants for the rehabilitation of alcoholics and 
narcotic addicts,

Dangerous Drug Penalty Amendments - Makes it a 
misdemeanor to possess hallucinogenic depressant and 
stimulant drugs (including LSD) for one's own use 
except when prescribed or furnished by a licensed 
practitioner, Makes it a crime to possess such 
drugs for sale or other disposal to another. 

Sets forth a penalty for possession of such 
drugs in violation of this Act of up to $10,000 fine 
and/or 5 years imprisonment. 

Sets forth a penalty for selling or disposing 
of such drugs to a person under age 21 in violation 
of this Act of up to a $15,000 fine and/or 10 years 
imprisonment,

retired military status because Department of 
Defense policy and regulations prohibited persons 
classified as key Federal employees from serving in 
the Ready Reserve, 

Provides that no person transferred or assigned 
to the Standby Reserve under authority of this Act 
may serve in such status for a period of more than 
five years.

National Institutional Grants Program - Set 
forth the Congressional finding that support of 
scientific research and the education of scientists 
are essential to the security and welfare of the 
United States.

Provides for the allocation of funds to such 
institutions: one-third on the basis of project

with respect to Federal savings and loan 
associations to promulgate rules establishing 
minimum standards with which each bank or savings 
and loan association must comply with respect to the 
installation, maintenance, and operation of 
security devices and procedures to discourage 
robberies, burglaries, and larcenies and to assist 
in the identification and apprehension of persons 
who commit such acts, 

Provides civil penalties of up to $100 for each 
day of violations of this act.

Requires that each Federal credit union main- 
tain a regular reserve against losses on defaulted 
loans and other specified loans and regulates the 
entrance fees and charges on the regular reserve, 
Increases the excess amount from $750 to $2500 
which any member can become indebted to the Federal 
Credit Union,

Requires every automobile liability insurance 
policy sold in the District to contain an uninsured 
motorist clause which protects the purchaser 
against any injury caused by uninsured motorists. 

Requires every person who registers an 
uninsured motor vehicle in the District to pay a fee 
of $40 each year. This fee is put into the "fund" 
and is adjusted in amount over the years as loss 
experience of the fund deems adjustment necessary, 

Provides that compensation will be paid from 
the fund to victims who are injured by uninsured 
motorists only after the negligence of the driver 
and innocence of the injured has been proven in 
court in an adversary procedure and after damages 
also have been proven. The victim must also prove 
that he cannot recover his judgment from the 
defendant, 

Recovery is limited to medical expenses and 
lost income. Recovery is further limited to $10,000 
for any one person in any one accident and to 
$20,000 for more than one person in any one 
accident. 

Provides that the fund receive the subrogated 
claim against the uninsured motorist and that the 
uninsured motorist loses his license and 
registration until he (1) pays or agrees to pay to 
the fund the amount paid from the fund with 
interest; and (2) has satisfied all the requirements 
of future financial responsibility as provided in 
the Safety Responsibility Act.

National Housing Act, 

Provides that an Executive Director, appointed 
by the President with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, shall manage the Corporation, but forbids 
him to hold office or stock in any insurance 
company. 

Establishes an Advisory Board consisting of 
nineteen members appointed by the President who 
shall also designate a Chairman and Vice-Chairman to 
the Board. 

Part A creates: (1) statewide plans to assure 
fair access to insurance requirements called "Fair" 
plans, (2) an all-industry placement facility, (3) 
industry cooperation and plan evaluation programs. 

Requires every insurer re-insured by the 
Corporation to cooperate with the State insurance 
authority in each State in which it acquires 
reinsurance in carrying out statewide plans to 
assure fair access to insurance requirements, and 
provides these "Fair" plans be designed to make 
essential property insurance more readily available 
in urban areas, 

Requires all plans to include an All-Industry 
Placement Facility authorized to do business with 
every insurer in the State participating in the 
plan, helping agents and brokers place insurance up 
to full insurable value of a property. 

Requires every insurer participating in a plan 
to file a statement pledging its full participation 
and cooperation in carrying out the plan with the 
State insurance authority and with the Corporation. 

Prohibits an insurance company from 
discouraging in any way its agents and brokers from 
submitting applications for insurance through a 
plan, 

Provides for the State insurance authority to 
transmit copies of a plan and any amendments, to the 
Corporation and to advise it concerning the 
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operation of the plan, and the need to adopt other 
programs to make essential property insurance more 
readily available. 

Authorizes the Corporation to modify the 
criteria for plans if it finds, such action is 
necessary to carry out the purpose of the program, 

Part B provides: (1) reinsurance coverage by 
specifying reinsurance of losses from riots or civil 
disorders, (2) conditions for reinsurance 
agreements, and (3) recovery of premiums, 

Authorizes the Corporation to offer to any 
insurer, subject to conditions of the Act, 
reinsurance against property losses from riots or 
civil disorders. 

Provides that reinsurance will be offered on 
fire and extended coverage; vandalism and malicious 
mischief, other allied lines of fire insurance, the 
property damage portion of homeowners multiple peril 
and commercial multiple peril, and burglary and 
theft, combined. 

Provides that reinsurance coverage may be 
provided immediately following enactment of the Act. 

Authorizes the Corporation to enter into 
reinsurance contracts for riot losses, and to 
establish the amount of losses from riots or civil 
disorders each insurer must retain before the 
Corporation will reimburse the insurer for its 
losses. 

Sets forth various conditions under which the 
Corporation will terminate existing reinsurance and 
provides that the Corporation will not offer 
reinsurance in any State if the State itself does 
not assume a portion of the responsibility for 
assisting the Corporation to reinsure against losses 
resulting from riots or civil disorders within one 
year after the enactment of the Act. 

Authorizes the Corporation to recover any 
unpaid premiums for reinsurance, and imposes a five- 
year statute of limitations on the recovery by an 
insurer of excess premiums paid to the Corporation 
for premiums due to it. 

Part C sets forth general requirements for: 
(1) claims and judicial review, (2) fiscel 
intermediaries and servicing agents, (3) a National 
Insurance Development Fund, (4) records, annual 
statements and audits, (5) study of reinsurance and 
other programs, (6) services and facilities of other 
agencies--utilization of personnel, services, 
facilities, and information, (7) finality of certain 
transactions, (8) taxation, (9) annual report, and 
(10) appropriations, 

Authorizes the Corporation to adjust and pay 
claims for proved and approved losses, and upon 
disallowance of a claim authorizes judicial review 
in the U.S. District Court. 

Authorizes the Corporation to enter into 
contracts with any insurer or private organization 
for performance of many functions. 

Authorizes a National Insurance Development 
Fund to be used by the Corporation to carry out the 
programs authorized. 

Authorizes the Corporation to adopt rules and 
regulations specifying the records which must be 
kept by any person acquiring reinsurance or 
performing inspections under the Plans. 

Authorizes and directs the Corporation to 
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conduct a study of reinsurance to help assure an 
adequate supply of burglary and theft and other 
property insured in urban areas and to help to 
assure adequate availability of surety bonds for 
construction contractors in urban areas, and to 
undertake other studies, 

Authorizes the Corporation to utilize the 
personnel and information and data of any Federal 
agency on a reimbursable basis, 

Exempts the Corporation from taxation by any 
local or State or Federal Government except on real 
property acquired as a result of reinsurance,

Housing and Urban Development Act 

Title I. Low and Moderate Income Housing - 
Establishes a homeownership assistance program for 
low and moderate income families in the form of 
periodic payments to reduce interest costs on a 
market-rate home mortgage or a cooperator's share of 
a cooperative association's mortgage; and make 
eligible to receive such payments to nonprofit 
organization sponsoring the project as well as_ the 
individual lower income purchasers, broadly 
revising the National Housing Act. 

Requires the homeowner to pay twenty percent of 
his monthly income toward the monthly payment due 
under the mortgage, and the difference between this 
amount and total amount would be made up by the 
assistance payments. 

Sets forth qualifications for assistance 
payments, with family income. not to exceed 
prescribed limits, and payments limited to newly 
constructed or substantially rehabilitated units 
with some specified exceptions for existing single- 
family units or condominiums. 

Limits the amount of mortgage to $15,000 
($17,500 in high-cost areas) except that for 
families of five or more persons the limits are to 
be $17,500 and $20,000; and these mortgages are to 
be insured under the new Special Risk Insurance 
Fund. 

Authorizes contracts for assistance payments of 
$75,000,000 annually prior to July 1, 1969, then 
increased by $100,000,000 by July 1, 1969, by 
$125,000,000 on July 1, 1970, by $150,000,000 on 
July 1, 1971, and by $150,000,000 on July 1, 1972. 

Allows assistance payments for both urban and 
rural areas, and assigns administration of the 
payments in rural areas to the Secretary of 
Agriculture, 

Prohibits the insurance of any blanket mortgage 
under the National Housing Act after enactment of 
this Act, but permits mortgages on individual units 
sold by a blanket mortgage under the National 
Housing Act to be insured under the new Act with 
assistance payments, 

Authorizes the Secretary to provide budget debt 
management, and related counseling to homeowners 
with mortgages under the Act, 

Authorizes mortgage insurance for families of 
low and moderate income who cannot qualify for 
mortgage insurance under regular FHA programs 
because of credit histories but who the Secretary 
finds are “reasonably satisfactory credit risks" and 
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capable of homeownership. 

Relaxes the mortgage insurance requirements in 
specified urban neighborhoods and gives the FHA more 
flexible authority in providing financing for the 
rehabilitation of properties located in older, 
declining urban areas, 

Establishes a Special Risk Insurance Fund out 
of which claims would be paid on mortgage insured 
under the new Act and authorizes $5,000,000 to be 
advanced from the General Insurance Fund to 
establish the new fund. 

Allows a low or moderate income purchaser to 
buy an individual family unit and undivided interest 
in the common areas and facilities of the project, 
which could be financed with a mortgage with an 
interest rate no less than the below-market interest 
rate under the National Housing Act, 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to undertake a 
program of assistance to nonprofit sponsors of low 
and moderate income housing, including provisions of 
information and technical assistance with respect to 
construction, rehabilitation and operation of low 
and moderate income housing. 

Title II. 
Income Families- Establishes an assistance progam 
for rental and cooperative housing for low and 
moderate income families in the form of periodic 
payments to the mortgagee on behalf of the 
mortgagor, serving to reduce interest costs on a 
market rate project market; and allows the 
Secretary to reimburse the mortgagee for its 
expenses in handling the mortgage. 

Increases the authorization for the rent 
supplement program and makes available $40,000,000 
in contract authority for rent supplement payments 
in fiscal year 1970, plus an additional 
$100,000,000 in each fiscal year 1971, 1972, and 
1973. 

Increases the authorization for annual 
contributions contracts for the low-rent public 
housing programs by $100,000,000 on the date of 
enactment and by $150,000,000 in 1969 and 1970, and 
by $200,000,000 in 1971 and 1972. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to enter into 
grant contracts to upgrade management and services 
in Public Housing Projects. 

Permits local housing authorities to sell any 
low-rent housing unit to a tenant if suitable for 
individual ownership without regard to the present 
limitations, 

Permits public aid to Indian families without 
regard to the present limitation that such a family 
may not live on property located on or adjacent to 
their farm, 

Title III, FHA Insurance Operations - Permits 
payment of FHA mortgage insurance premiums by the 
Secretary of Transportation in cases where a 
serviceman assumed home mortgage previously insured 
under any other provision of the National Housing 
Act. 

Directs the Secretary of Defense or the 
Secretary of Transportation to continue making the 
premium payment on behalf of the widow of a 
serviceman who dies in service for two years after 
his death or until she sells the house, 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to establish

the interest rates on all FHA mortgage insurance 
programs except the land development program and the 
below-market interest rate program. 

Requires the Secretary of HUD to approve a 
request for the extension of time for curing a 
default on any FHA multifamily or for a modification 
of the terms of such a mortgage only pursuant to 
regulations prescribed by him. 

Authorizes FHA insurance for the individual 
units in a condominium project with two to eleven 
dwelling units without requiring that the project be 
first covered by an FHA insured project mortgage. 

Insures loans to homeowners to finance the 
purchase of fee simple title to property in which 
their homes are located where the homeowner has only 
a leasehold interest on the land, 

Extends the sales housing program for two, 
three, and four family residence to all low and 
moderate income families, and removes dividend 
restrictions for nondwelling facilities. 

Authorizes insurance of supplementary loans to 
finance improvements and additions to multifamily 
projects, 

Increases the maximum loan limitation of $3,500 
to $5,000 and the maximum maturity from 5 years and 
32 days to 7 years and 32 days, and also increases 
the maximum finance fees, 

Makes the experimental housing program 
available for use under all FHA programs, especially 
land development projects and group practice 
facilities, and permits a term longer than seven 
years for FHA insured mortgages for land 
development, 

Permits FHA mortgage insurance under those 
sections for the purchase of multifamily properties 
in urban renewal areas which have been rehabilitated 
in urban renewal areas. 

Authorizes mortgage insurance for supplementary 
loans and housing cooperatives which purchased 
wartime housing from the Federal Government. 

Permits cost of major items of equipment used 
in operation of a nursing home to be included in the 
insured mortgage. 

Title Iv. Guarantees for Financing New 
Community Land Development, The New Communities Act 
~- Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to guarantee the 
bonds, debentures, notes, and other obligations to 
help finance new community development projects, 

Sets forth the requirements to make a new 
community development eligible for assistance, and 
any obligation eligible to be guaranteed under the 
Act, limiting to $50,000,000 any obligation for any 
single new community development project. 

Authorizes the Secretary to establish guarantee 
fees and to make such other charges as he considers 
reasonable and to establish a guarantee revolving 
fund and make any guarantee by the Secretary 
conclusive evidence of the eligibility of the 
obligations. 

Requires the Secretary to adopt measures to 
encourage small builders, and requires payment of 
prevailing rates as determined by the Secretary of 
Labor in accordance with the Davis-Bacon Act to 
laborers and mechanics employed in land development. 

Authorizes the Secretary to make supplementary 
grants to States to local public bodies carrying out 
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new community assistance projects. 

Title V. Urban Renewal - Authorizes’ the 
Secretary of HUD to provide financial assistance to 
local public agencies to assist them in carrying out 
neighborhood development programs. 

Increases the amount of funds available for 
urban renewal by $1,400,000,000 and for urban 
renewal in model cities area by $350,000,000 and 
increases the rehabilitation grant to low-income 
homeowners from $1,500 to $2,500. 

Permits disposition of property for low and 
moderate income housing by lease as well as by sale. 

Permits capital grants for low and moderate 
housing open land projects, limiting the amount, but 
permits a local public agency to borrow funds to 
finance project undertakings on the private market 
at an interest rate in excess of the Federal lending 
rate set out in its loan contract with the 
Government. 

Permits the Secretary of HUD to allow an urban 
renewal project to be closed out under specified 
conditions. 

Title VI. Urban Planning and Facilities - 
Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to make planning 
grants to State planning agencies for assistance to 
district planning agencies for rural and other 
nonmetropolitan areas, and makes planning grants 
directly to tribal planning councils or other bodies 
for planning on Indian reservations. 

Broadens the definitions of comprehensive 
planning to include planning for the provision of 
governmental services and for the development and 
utilization of human and natural resources but not 
to include planning aimed at encouraging businesses 
to relocate from another area. 

Changes supplementary incentive grants 
authorized for "demonstration cities" to "planned 
area wide development." 

Changes the conditions for acquisition of land. 

Provides funding provision for open-space land 
program, 

Authorizes the making of feasibility studies in 
the public works planning advances program. 

Title VII, Urban Mass (Transportation - 
Increases the amount appropriated under the Urban 
Mass Transportation Act by $190,000,000. 

Broadens the definition of "mass 
transportation" to allow greater flexibility and 
scope and eliminates the present requirement that 
such transportation must serve the "general public" 
and operate "over prescribed routes." 

Extends the emergency program from November l, 
1968 to October 1, 1969, 

Title VIII. Secondary Mortgage Market - 
Changes the statutes affecting the Federal National 
Mortgage Association and its function in secondary 
mortgage market in order to transfer its owners of 
the outstanding common stock of the FNMA the assets 
and liabilities in respect to the secondary market 
operations of the FNMA, and makes amendments to the 
FNMA Charter Act to achieve these purposes. 

Permits Government National Mortgage 
Association as a trustee under trusts created for 
sales of participation certificates to issue such 
certificates for refinancing purposes without regard 
to the requirement of appropriation Act authority.

Allows the FNMA to issue and sell securities 
backed by a set-aside portion of its portfolio of 
mortgages. 

Makes certain transitional provisions regarding 
the capital stock of FNMA and provides for the board 
of directors during a transitional period. 

Title Ix. National Housing Partnerships - 
Authorizes the creation of private corporations for 
profit, not to be government agencies, with one to 
be called "the Corporation", which shall have a 
fifteen-member board of Directors, twelve elected by 
stockholders and three appointed for three year 
terms by the President with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. 

Authorizes the President to create additional 
corporations and outline the powers of the 
corporation as well as process of organizations and 
financing of it. 

Authorizes the Corporation to form as separate 
organizations a limited partnership called the 
"Partnership" under the D.C. Uniform Limited 
Partnership Act, in which the Corporation is to be 
the General partner and each stockholder of the 
Corporation, and others to become limited partners, 

Requires the Corporation to report to the 
President for transmittal to Congress and to make 
audits annually. 

Title X. Rural Housing - Authorizes direct and 
insured loans in rural areas (areas with 5,500 
population or less) to low and moderate income 
families, and provides for aid for rental or 
cooperative housing whether no other’ aid is 
available. 

Authorizes financial and technical aid to 
provide in rural areas, housing, and related 
facilities for rural trainees and their families 
enrolled in federally-aided training courses; but 
requires the Secretary of Agriculture to first 
consult with the Secretaries of Labor, HEW and HUD 
and Director of OEO to ascertain that no other aid 
is available. 

Requires a labor area survey and full 
coordination among all Federal, State and local 
government agency administering related programs 
before training and housing sites could be selected, 

Requires that advances for land purchasers be 
payable within periods not longer than 33 years and 
to bear interest but other advances would be 
nonrepayable or repayable without interest. 

Broadens the eligible purposes of domestic farm 
labor housing loans to include the purchase of 
necessary land for building sites. 

Title xi. Miscellaneous - Increases funds 
appropriated for Model Cities by $1,000,000,000 for 
each fiscal years of 1970 and 1971. 

Permits grants for developing and testing urban 
renewal demonstration grant program and authorizes 
funds necessary for urban information and technical 
assistance program, and studies in advances in 
technology in housing and urban development. 

Establishes a new lending rate for college 
housing loans based on the current average market 
yield for U.S. obligations. 

Expands the Federal-State training programs in 
the field of housing and community development. 

Clarifies the authority of HUD concerning 








international housing. 

Extends eligibility for rent supplement payment 
and allows consolidation of low-rent public D.C. 
housing project, and extends time for the earthquake 
studies. 

Makes other technical

Environmental Quality Preservation Act - Serves

Requires the President to make an annual 
Environmental Quality Report to Congress and 
provides that the report set forth: (1) the status 
and condition of the major natural, manmade, or 
altered environmental systems of the Nation, and (2) 
the current and foreseeable trends in management and 
utilization of such environments and the effect of 
those trends on the social, economic, and other 
requirements of the Nation, 

Creates a five member Council on Environmental 
Quality, members to be appointed by the President 
and by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, in the Executive Office of the President 
and directs it to oversee the programs of the 
Federal, State, and local governments to: (1) 
determine to what extent these activities are 
contributing to the achievement of environmental 
quality and (2) gather, analyze, and interpret 
conditions and trends in environmental quality.

a national inventory of waste management needs and 
problems and of waste management technology. 

Establishes a clearinghouse for information on 
all aspects of air, water, and soil pollution and 
waste disposal, and makes this available to 
business, industry, municipalities, and the general 
public,

measles, and rubella,

Authorizes the establishment of the Carl 
Sandburg Home National Historic Site in the State of 
North Carolina,

Selective Service Act - Revises extensively the 
Military Selective Service Act of 1967. 

Requires that the determination of order of 
induction be made by random selection. Provides 
that local and State induction quotas are to be 
replaced by regional quotas or by a national quota 
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depending upon the random selection method employed 
by the President of the United States. 

Makes all male citizens of the United States 
and aliens in the United States between the ages of 
18 years and 6 months and 26 years liable for 
training and service in the Armed Forces of the 
United States. Requires that the selection and 
induction of draft-eligible men be made from among 
the youngest qualified (19 year-olds) and available 
registrants, 

Allows a high school student to be deferred 
until he graduates or drops out, but if such student 
does not graduate until he is 20 or older he shall 
be treated as a 19-year old. 

Gives optional student postponement or student 
deferments to high school graduates who choose to go 
to college or receive occupational training. 
Provides that such deferments cannot extend beyond 
the 26-year old cut-off date for determining draft 
eligibility. Broadens the definition of "student" 
to include not only college students, but also 
students in junior and business colleges and 
students in apprentice and vocational courses. 

Provides for the discontinuance of the student 
optional postponements when the number of combat 
casualties in the Armed Forces reaches ten percent

Defines "conscientious objector" as one who 
by reason of religious training and belief is 
conscientiously opposed to participation in war. 

Requires the adoption of national standards for 
classification and would require these standards be 
administered uniformly. 

Provides for initial hardship deferments as 
determined by an area Selective Service Office 
(local boards make determinations now). Appeals 
regarding this initial classification would be 
presented to local boards, 

Discontinues occupational deferments except 
upon a finding by the President that a particular 
skill or occupation warrants deferment on a uniform 
national basis. 

Requires the Secretary of Defense to study and 
investigate the feasibility of military youth 
opportunity schools which offer special education 
and physical training to volunteers who did not meet 
current induction standards. Requires the Secretary 
to make a report to the President and Congress on 
this one year study. 

Requires the President to conduct a one year 
study of the costs, feasibility, and desirability of 
replacing our present voluntary and involuntary 
inductions with an entirely voluntary system of 
enlistments. 

Requires the President to make a study of the 
feasibility of a National Service Corps in which 
individuals seeking nonmilitary service could 
fulfill their obligation of service to the country. 

Prohibits local boards from reclassifying draft 
protestors as delinquents and subjecting them to 
immediate induction. 

Sets the term for the Director of the Selective 
Service at six years. Requires the President to 
make a new nomination at the end of such term which 
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must be confirmed by the Senate, however, the 
President may renominate the same Director as many 
times as required, Exempts the current Director 
from these provisions. 

Provides that all nonimmigrant aliens should be 
exempt from military service, and that resident 
aliens should not be subject to service until one 
year after their entry into the United States as 
immigrants at which time they are equally eligible 
for the draft with U.S. citizens. Provides that 
aliens who serve twelve months or more in the 
Armed Forces of a country which the United States is 
allied in mutual defense activities should be 
exempted from U.S. military service obligations and 
credit should be given for any such service less 
than twelve months.

Requires the disclosure by each judge of the 
United States to his judicial superior of all his 
financial and nonjudicial business interests, under 
rules promulgated by the Judicial Conference. Makes 
it grounds for removal of a judge from participation 











in a decision if he has a financial interest in the 
outcome of the case.

Changes the name of the National Advisory 
Council on Medical, Dental, Optometric, and 
Podiatric Education to National Advisory Council on 
Health Professions Educational Assistance to be 
composed of fourteen members (now twelve) to assist 
the Secretary in administering this Act. 

Allows schools to assess a change for late 
payment or non-payment of a student loan under this 
Act and limits the change to $1 for the first month 
and $2 for each month thereafter, 

Provides that up to twenty percent of the 
Federal capital contributions under a loan agreement 
with a school for a student loan fund may be 
transferred from such fund for student scholarships.

for the distribution of such funds by distributing 
to such schools a flat sum of $15,000 and of the 
remainder, 75 percent shall be distributed on the 
basis of student enrollment for such year and 
relative increase in enrollment for the previous 
five years, and 25 percent shall be distributed on 
the basis of relative number of graduates for such 
year. Sets forth conditions and qualification for 
such grants. 

Extends the authorization for appropriations 
for traineeships for advanced nurse training to the 
end of fiscal year 1973. 

Provides that up to twenty percent of sums 
appropriated for student aid may be transferred to 
schools of nursing for use in their scholarship 
program. 

Authorizes the Secretary to make scholarship 
grants to public or nonprofit schools of nursing for 
use by students of exceptional financial need.

Establishes a program of grants for 
institutions of higher education having programs 
leading to a degree of doctor of philosophy or its 
equivalent for the purpose of strengthening and 
improving the quality of those doctoral programs, 

Increases the cost-of-education allowance paid 
to institutions enrolling persons participating in 
programs under the Higher Education Act and the 
National Defense Education Act. 

Title IV: Educational Opportunity Act - 
Establishes a Federal program to provide substantial 
assistance to students beyond secondary school to 
insure that no student of ability will be denied an 
opportunity to develop his talents because of 
financial inability to meet basic higher education 
costs. 

Revises the following educational assistance 
programs: (1) Education opportunity grants, (2) 
National Defense student loans, and (3) the work- 
study program. 

Extends the above three programs, as they 
presently exist, for one year, 

Authorizes deferred repayment of insured loans 
under State or nonprofit private student loan 
insurance programs while a student is attending an 
institution of higher education or is in military, 
Peace Corps, or VISTA services. Authorizes under 
either the Federal or State loan program Federal 
payment of the interest accruing during the period 
of deferment, 


Limits the maximum annual authorized loan under 








both the Federal and State programs to $1,500, and 
to $7,500 aggregate maximun, 

Authorizes the Federal guaranty of student 
loans insured by States or nonprofit private 
institutions or organizations, and Federal advances 
to reserve funds of student loan insurance programs 
of such States, institutions, or organizations, 

Provides other loan and interest assistance for 
students, 

Establishes a program of grants to institutions 
of higher education to enable them to provide 
remedial or other special services for their 
students with academic potential but who, by reason 
of deprived educational, cultural, or economic 
background, are in need of such services to assist 
them in pursuing their higher education, 

Extends the National Defense Fellowship program 
for an additional five years to fiscal year 1973, 

Increases the maximum length of fellowships 
from three to four years in special circumstances 
and requires institutional effort to encourage 
recipients to enter or to continue teaching. 

Requires stipends to be set in an amount 
consistent with those awarded for comparable 
fellowships. 

Establishes an Advisory Council on Financial 
Aid to students to assist in the administration of 
student loans, which council shall absorb within 
its jurisdiction other advisory councils on insured 
loans. 

Title V: Provides medical insurance coverage 
for teacher corps members not previously concerned, 

Authorizes State educational agencies to 
administer directly programs of teacher and teacher 
aid recruitment and training. 

Title VI: Extends the program for acquisition 
of equipment and materials for higher education and 
removes the subject limitations on such 
acquisitions. Authorizes loans for these purposes 
to American sponsored schools serving American 
children abroad, 

Title VII: Extends for an additional five 
years to fiscal 1973, the program of Guidance 
Counselling and Testing under the National Defense 
Education Act, 

Title VIII: Extends for an additional five 
years the language development provisions of NDEA. 

Title Ix: Networks for Knowledge Act - 
Establishes a program of grants to enable 
institutions of higher education to share 
educational resources and thus establish "networks 
for knowledge," Provides that these "networks" 
utilize, among other things, such facilities as 
closed-circuit television and electronic computers, 

Title X: Establishes an Advisory Council on 
Graduate Education to aid in the administration and 
enhancement of graduate education in the United 
States. Abolishes the Higher Education Facilities 
Act Advisory Committee, 

Title XI: Extends the duration of the Higher 
Education Facilities Act, and the authorization for 
higher education facilities construction assistance 
in major disaster areas, 

Authorizes the Commissioner to establish loan 
and interest rate requirements under the Higher 
Education Facilities Act. 
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Title XII: Education for the Public Service 
Act - Establishes in the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare a program of grants and 
fellowships to improve the education of students 
attending institutions of higher education in 
preparation for entrance into the service of State, 
local, or Federal Governments, and to attract such 
students to the public service. 

Authorizes the establishment of an Advisory 
Committee to advise the Secretary of policies and 
procedures for implementing this Act.

Provides, however, that such report’ shall 
exclude qualitative judgments or comparable comments 
that in any way involve an evaluation of the 
investment merits of a prospective bond issue or 
reflect a credit evaluation of the State or local 
public body concerned. (Authorizes the Corporation 
to charge a fee for reports provided under this 
section to cover administrative and other necessary 
expenses, ) 

(2) Upon the application of any State or local 
public body, the Corporation is authorized to enter 
into a debt service guarantee contract to guarantee 
the payment of principal and interest on bonds or 
other securities to be issued by such body to 
finance one or more needed public facilities. 
Provides that no such guarantee contract shall be 
entered into unless: (a) a comprehensive economic 
and fiscal report has been prepared by the 
Corporation with respect to the State or local 
public body applying for the guarantee; (b) the 
interest income from the bonds or other securities 
with respect to which the guarantee is entered into 
is subject to Federal taxation, and such bonds or 
other securities are to be issued and sold to 
persons or entities other than the United States or 
any agency thereof; and (c) the Corporation 
determines that (i) such bonds or other securities 
contain satisfactory amortization provisions not in 
excess of the debt-paying capacity of the borrower, 
and (ii) the public facility project to be financed 
is economically sound, (The Corporation is 
authorized to charge and collect an annual fee, as 
consideration for a guarantee of bonds or other 
securities, to cover necessary administrative 
expenses and to provide a reserve for losses.) 

Establishes in the Treasury a revolving fund to 
be known as the "Municipal Debt Service Guarantee 
Fund" which shall be used by the Corporation in 
carrying out this guarantee program, Provides that 
the initial capital for the fund shall be obtained 
through the issuance by the Corporation of 
debenture notes, and notes so issued shall be 
subscribed to as follows: (a) the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation shall subscribe to such notes 
in a principal amount of $1,000,000; (b) The Federal 





Savings and Loan’ Insurance Corporation shall 
subscribe to such notes in a principal amount of 
$100 ,000; (c) each Federal Reserve bank shall 
subscribe to such notes in a principal amount equal 
to two-tenths of 1 percent of the surplus of such 
bank on January 1, 1968.

Authorizes loans under the Rural 
Electrification Act to be made to the territory of 
Guam for financing the improvement and operation of 
generating plants, electric transmission and dis- 
tribution lines or systems in the territory of Guam.

District of Columbia Unclaimed Act - Designates 
which property shall be presumed abandoned in the 
District of Columbia after 7 years in which no 
interest is shown in the property. 

Outlines the requirements for the presumption 
for the following property: (1) property held by 
banking or financial organizations or by business 
associations; (2) unclaimed funds held by life 
insurance corporations; (3) deposits and refunds 
held by utilities; (4) undistributed dividends and 
distributions of business associations; (5) property 
of business associations and banking or financial 
organizations held in course of dissolution; (6) 
property held by fiduciaries; (7) property held by 
the Courts and public officers and agencies; and 
(8) miscellaneous personal property held for another 
person, 

Provides for reciprocity for property presumed 
abandoned or escheated under the laws of a State. 

Directs every person holding funds or property 
presumed abandoned to make a report to the D.C, 
Commissioner and specifies the requirements of such 
reports; and also directs every person who filed 
such report to pay or deliver to the D.C.

Water Quality Improvement Act - Authorizes the 
Secretary of HEW to enter into contracts for the 
construction of sewage treatment works with any 
State, municipality, intermunicipal or interstate 
agency that serves 125,000 people or a _ standard 
metropolitan statistical area, 

Provides for grants of $700,000,000 for 1969, 
$1,000,000,000 for 1970, and $1,250,000,000 for 
1971, and at least fifty percent of first 
$100,000 ,000 appropriated to make grants for the 
construction of treatment works servicing municipal- 
ities of less than 125,000 population. 

Directs the Secretary with the cooperation with 
the Secretaries of Army, Agriculture, the Water 
Resources Council, and with State and local 
organizations to make comprehensive studies about 
water pollution in the estuaries of the United 
States; and submit a report of the study to 
Congress. 

Directs the Secretary to conduct research, 
demonstration, investigation and training programs 
for water pollution control. 

Authorizes the Secretary to: (1) disseminate 
information on water pollution control, (2) make 
grants and enter contracts with water pollution 
control agencies, (3) establish and maintain 
research fellowships in the Department of Interior 
and at public or nonprofit private educational 
institutions, and (4) get aid of experts and

Hazardous Radiation Act - Amends the Public 
Health Service Act by adding thereto the following 
new Act. 

Electronic Products Radiation Control Act - 
Directs the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to establish and carry out a program to 
protect the public from hazardous radiation 
emissions from electronic products (such as color 
televisions) sold to consumers. Sets out standards 
and authorizations to enable him to carry out such 
program, 

Directs the Secretary to prescribe such 
standards for emission of radiation from electronic 
products as he determines to be necessary to protect 
the public health and safety. 

Authorizes the Secretary to conduct such 
investigations and inspections as he may deem 
necessary to carry out this Act. 

Requires manufacturers of electronic products 
to establish and maintain records and reports which 
will enable the Secretary to determine that they 
are acting in compliance with the _ standards 
established under this Act, 

Requires manufacturers who discover a radiation 
safety defect in their products to give the first 
consumer-purchaser the prescribed notice of the 
defect and then to recall or repair the defect at no 
cost to the owner. 

Requires every manufacturer to certify that 
each electronic product he puts on the market 
conforms to the established standards and has been 
tested in compliance with such standards, 

Provides for the following enforcement 
provisions to carry out this Act: (1) injunctions, 
(2) civil penalties of up to $1,000 fine for each 
violation or a maximum of $400,000 fine for any 
related series of violations, and (3) seizure of 
products that do not comply with the established 
standards, 

Requires that imported electronic products meet 
and conform to the same standards, requirements, and 
limitations applicable to those manufactured in the 
United States.

Authorizes Federal assistance in the 
construction and establishment (now only 
establishment) of rehabilitation facilities and 
workshops. 


Makes provisions to enable the Secretary to 
conduct an evaluation of the Federal vocational 
rehabilitation program,

Federal Credit Union Amendments <- Authorizes 
the executive committee of the Federal Credit Union 
to borrow funds. Increases the unsecured loan 
limit. Eliminates the requirement that the super- 
visory committee conduct quarterly audits in 
addition to the annual audit,

Extends the authority of domestic banks to pay 
interest on time deposits made after October 15, 
1962, and prior to October 15, 1971, of foreign 
governments at rates differing from those appli- 
cable to domestic depositors.

designated projects to the extent of the dollar 
amounts designated by this Act.

Authorizes $150 million for fiscal 
1967 and each of the four succeeding years for 
allocation to institutions of higher education. 

Provides for the allocation of funds to such 
institutions: one-third on the basis of project 
awards from certain Federal agencies, one-third to 
be allocated among the States on the basis of high- 
school graduates and used by the States for 
assistance to institutions with accredited programs 
of instruction in certain scientific fields, and 
one-third allocated to institutions of higher 
education based on the number of advanced degrees 
awarded by the institution. 

Provides for the program to be administered by 
the District of the National Science Foundation. 
Sets forth administrative requirements for such 
program,

S. 3235. Mr. Magnuson (by req.); 3/27/68(Commerce). 


Trade Simplification Act - Allows common 
carriers subject to the jurisdiction of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, Federal Maritime Commission, or 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to establish 
joint rates for the movement of freight in 
international commerce. Provides that such a joint 
arrangement shall not prohibit a party from entering 
into similar arrangements with other carriers. 

Requires joint rates established under this Act 
to be set forth in a _ tariff and published 
concurrently by every participating common carrier. 
Sets forth certain information to be contained in 
the tariff. 

Requires common carriers under this Act to 
perform strictly in accordance with the tariff. Sets 
forth a civil penalty of up to $5,000 for violation 
of a tariff by such common carrier.

National Manpower Act - Directs a comprehensive 
national manpower program and places basic 
responsibility for job training and employment with 
the private sector, making extensive amendments to 
the Manpower Development and Training Act. 

Creates a job opportunity survey and a program 
for matching unemployed persons with employer 
requirements and job vacancies on a local, inter- 
area and nationwide basis. 

Establishes a community service employment 
program for the hard-core unemployed, adding new 
title IV to MDTA, 

Creates employment and training opportunities 
in a wide variety of public-service activities, 
operated by public or private organizations. 

Authorizes $400,000,000 for 1969, $500,000,000 
for 1970, creating 80,000 and 100,000 new jobs in 
these years, 

Directs that 40 percent of these amounts be 
allotted to a State allocation formula for use 
within a State plan arrangement, and provides each 
State to get a minimum of $1,000,000 for this 
purpose.

Instructs the Secretary to give preference to 
the funding of programs through local companies. 

Encourages the Secretary to provide Federal aid 
for community service employment programs in public 
safety, and directs the Secretary and the Attorney 
General to jointly prescribe regulations governing 
the program in the public safety area, 

Directs the Secretary to establish procedures 
to offer training in the private sector, 

Reintroduces the proposals of an Economic 
Opportunity Corporation, a Federally chartered 
nonprofit Corporation with a board of directors of 
15 persons, 5 appointed by the President, and 10 
elected by members of the Corporation, 

Includes in the functions of the Corporation 
the authorization to: (1) establish an information 
and research center, (2) organize educational 
programs, (3) conduct training programs, (4) 
coordinate government programs, and (5) develop job 
programs at local levels, 

Directs the U.S. Comptroller General to direct 
a continuing evaluation of all employment programs 
conducted by the Federal government and to make 
annual reports to Congress on his findings,

Authorizes veterans’ benefits for persons who 
served in the Local Security Patrol Force of Guam 
during World War II. 


S. 3251-3253. (Private). 


S. 3254, Mr. Bible (by req.); 3/28/68 (Jud.). 


Includes the Council of the District of Colum 
bia within the definition of a special Government 
employee for purposes of the criminal provisions of 
the United States Code relating to conflict of 
interests unless the member by reason of other 
employment is a Government employee who would not be 
classified as a special Government employee. [Amends 
18 U.S.C. 202)

S. 3255, Mr. Mondale; 3/28/68 (Bank. & Curr.). 


Changes the name of the code enforcement pro- 
gram under the National Housing Act from "code 
enforcement" to “stranger neighborhoods" in order 
to reflect the change in the program from one which 
emphasizes regulatory policy to one which 
concentrates on neighborhood revitalization. 

Broadens the activities which a community could 
undertake in such a neighborhood to allow a public 
agency to purchase and demolish a limited number of 
deteriorated properties when it is not economically 
feasible to save these properties.

Excludes the following persons from coverage 
under the provisions of this Act: (1) the President 
and Vice President, (2) high officials in the 
executive branch of the Federal government, (3) 
members of an independent commission, board, or 
establishment (except members of the U.S. Civil 
Service Commission), and (4) Commissioner of the 
District of Columbia, the assistant to the 
Commissioner, and Members of District of Columbia 
Council, and persons on leave without pay for 1 year 
or more, 

Allows government employees to speak freely in 
public on any political issue or candidate. Permits 
active participation in the affairs of a political 
party and permits Federal employees to become a 
candidate for and serve in a local office. 

Incorporates major provisions from criminal 
statutes to protect Federal employees from corrupt 
political pressures. Permits the administrative 
enforcement of the incorporated statutes by the 
Civil Service Commission, 

Prohibits the following political activities by 
Government employees: (1) partisan political 
fundraising at any level, (2) engaging in political 
activities while on duty or on Government property, 
(3) becoming a candidate or campaigning for or 
holding an office of the United States, a State, or 
other office (except a local office), (4) managing a 
campaign for a candidate seeking such an office, 
(5) acting at any polling place as an official 
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recorder, checker, watcher, or challenger, and (6) 
serving as an officer in a political organization. 

.Extends to all Federal employees the right to 
hold’ local office on a Nationwide basis without 
regard to whether the election is partisan or 
nonpartisan, 

Gives the Civil Service Commission discretion 
in the imposition of penalties for violations of the 
Act depending upon the gravity of the offense, 
Broadens the discretion of the Civil Service 
Commission to ban reemployment of the offending 
employee in any Federal agency for a period to be 
determined by it. Requires unanimous Commission 
approval where the penalty is dismissal. 

Expands the authority of the Civil Service 
Commission to investigate charges of violation and 
to hold hearings. Centralizes the administration 
and enforcement functions in the CSC. Incorporates 
many of the provisions of the Administrative 
Procedures Act in governing the conduct of hearings 
where employees are charged with a violation. 

Requires final decision by the Commission 
within 60 days after the date upon which the record 
was submitted to it for finai decision, 

Authorizes the Commission to issue subpenas in 
Federal cases as well as State cases. Gives the 
Commission authority to grant immunity from 
prosecution after a witness has claimed his 
privilege against self-incrimination. 

Authorizes the Commission to enforce at the 
State and local levels the provisions forbidding 
coercion, solicitation, illegal payment and other 
more serious prohibited activities. Gives greater 
latitude to State and local employees in 
campaigning activity and in holding State or local 
office.

Prohibits mineral exploration and development 
under the Outer Continental Shelf Lands Act within a 
buffer zone adjacent to the Santa Barbara oil 
Sanctuary established by the State of California 
which is specifically described. 


S. 3268. Mr. Talmadge; 4/2/68 (Agric. & For.). 


Honey Promotion and Research Act - Establishes 
a program of research and development into honey 
marketing through assessment system on the 
commercial honey market in the U.S. 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to issue 
orders authorizing the collection of assessments on 
Honey handled, and to use such funds to provide 
research, development, advertising and promotion of 
honey products, 

Allows due notice and opportunity for a hearing 
upon any proposed order of the Secretary. 

Authorizes the Secretary to make regulations 
and issue orders after hearings to carry out 
provisions of the Act. 

Establishes a National Honey Promotion Board 
consisting of 8 members, 5 representing honey 
producers and 3 representing handlers of honey 
selected from 5 districts of the marketing area. 

Authorizes the Board to: (1) administer the 
orders of the Secretary, (2) make rules and 
regulations to effectuate the orders, (3) 
investigate complaints and report to the Secretary,

requires maintaining of books and records which are 
to be confidential, 

Allows any person to petition the Secretary 
concerning any order and the case be reviewed in the 
U.S. District Court, 

Provides for enforcement of orders and 
assessments with a penalty of $1,000 for each 
of fense, 

Gives the Secretary power to make 
investigations with full subpena power, 

Requires the Secretary to conduct a referendum 
among honey producers to determine the approval of 
an order, and unless favored by two-thirds of the 
producers, such order cannot be issued.

Broadens and liberalizes the annuity computation for 
civil service retirement benefits. Provides 
increases in survivorship benefits and provides 
cost-of-living adjustments based upon changes in the 
price index. Increases salary deductions to seven 
percent,

personal appearance proceeding at which time he may 
present evidence in his own behalf; (3) a 
reasonable time to prepare for the proceeding; (4) 
the opportunity to be represented by counsel; and 
(5) a written notice advising him of final action 
which, if adverse, shall specify whether the finding 
has been for or against him with respect to each 
allegation in the statement of reasons. 

Permits the President the right to deny, 
suspend, or revoke an individual's employment at any 
time he determines that these procedures cannot be 
employed with the individual consistently with 
national security. 

Provides for subpena powers, Provides that no 
court of the United States shall have jurisdiction 
of any action or proceeding on the complaint of any 
person adversely affected, except after exhaustion 
of all administrative remedies.

- Makes comprehensive provisions for: (1) the 
mandatory inspection of all poultry and poultry 
products intended for food; (2) the mandatory 
inspection of all fish and fish products; and (3) a 
mandatory program for the Federal inspection and 
grading of eggs and egg products. Sets forth early 
effective dates for these provisions. 

Title I: Amendments to the Poultry Products 
Inspection Act: Revises the Act and (1) provides for 
the cooperation, assistance, and advice of 
appropriate State agencies and other departments and 
agencies of the Federal Government (deleting present 
provisions of the Act for the designation of major 
consuming areas for intrastate commerce) ; (2) 
authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to enter 
into arrangements with State agencies, and other 
agencies of the Federal Government to carry out the 
provisions of this Act; (3) authorizes the Secretary 
to exempt from the provisions of this Act states 
which have State laws at least equal in scope and 
content to the Federal laws, as well as such other 
characteristics as are prescribed by the Secretary; 
(4) authorizes the Secretary to terminate exemptions 
of States upon finding that they are failing to 
administer the program in accordance with the 
Federal standards. (When the exemption is 
withdrawn, the Secretary is authorized to establish 
inspection procedures under the Act for poultry 
processors distributing their products within the 











State); (5) establishes standards and rules with 
respect to labeling; (6) authorizes the Secretary to 
require registration of persons engaged in business 
as poultry and poultry products brokers, renderers, 
animal food manufacturers, wholesalers or public 
warehousemen of poultry carcasses, etc., and 
persons engaged in the business of buying, selling 
or transporting or importing 4 D (dead, dying, 
diseased, disabled) or parts of carcasses of poultry 
that died otherwise than by slaughter; (7) 
authorizes the Secretary to regulate standards of 
sanitation, quality control, storage, and handling, 
in consultation with an advisory committee, for 
persons engaged in processing, shipping and storing 
poultry and poultry products; (8) prohibits the 
importation of adulterated or misbranded poultry 
products; (9) authorizes the withdrawal or refusal 
of inspection service under the Act for any 
establishment, if it is determined that the 
applicant or recipient is determined to be unfit to 
engaged in business because of a lack of integrity 
needed to conduct the operations affecting the 
public health; (10) sets forth conduct that is 
unlawful under the Act and provides methods for 
enforcement; and (11) provides for judicial review 
for persons adversely affected by the enforcement 
of the Act. 

Title II: Mandatory Federal Inspection and 
Grading Program for Eggs and Egg Products: Directs 
the Secretary of Agriculture to formulate and carry 
out an inspection and grading program for all eggs 
and egg products intended for human consumption 
whether they are in interstate, or foreign 
commerce, or travel through intrastate commerce, 

Directs the Secretary to promulgate regulations 
which will keep eggs unfit for human consumption off 
the market, 

Requires the inspection of eggs and egg 
products, and authorizes the seizure and disposal of 
products being processed, sold, transported, or 
otherwise distributed in violation of this title, 

Requires each establishment processing egg pro- 
ducts for human consumption to be operated in 
accordance with standards as are required by the 
Secretary to prevent marketing or transportation of 
adulterated or misbranded egg products. 

Authorizes the Secretary to prescribe regula- 
tions and standards of sanitation and quality 
control for processing, storing, and handling, to 
prevent adulteration or misbranding. 

Provides that no State or territory or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, may (1) impose requirements 
within the scope of the title that are different 
from the title, or (2) establish mandatory 
standards, grades, or weights for eggs or other 
standards, consumer grades, or weight classes 
different from those under this Title. 

Contains provisions similar to those in Title I 
with respect to: (1) labeling, (2) imports, (3) 
prohibited acts, (4) penalties, (5) enforcement, 
and (6) judicial review, 

Title III: Mandatory Inspection of Fish and 
Fish Products: Directs the Secretary of Agriculture 
to develop a comprehensive inspection program for 
fish and fish products to protect the consuming 
public, avoid adverse effects on marketing of fish, 


and avoid losses to fishermen and processors, 
whether or not they enter into the channels of 
interstate or foreign commerce, 

Requires the establishment of: (1) minimum 
standards or requirements for sanitation, equipment, 
and practices for fishing vessels and fish 
processors to assure that products are not 
adulterated, misbranded, and are suitable for human 
consumption; (2) minimum standards of quality and 
good manufacturing processes for processing of fish, 
and for storage and handling; (3) continuous 
inspection of fish processing plants, and adequate 
inspection of domestic fishing vessels; and (4) 
means for assuring that imported fish products meet 
the standards and requirements applicable to 
domestic fish. 

Requires the Secretary to certify vessels and 
processors in order to assure that standards will be 
maintained and forbids the processing of fish or 
fish products unless a certificate is in effect for 
the establishment, 

Authorizes the Secretary to refuse to issue 
certificates of registration or to revoke or suspend 
such certificates, upon determination that the 
applicant or holder is unfit to engage in business 
because be lacks the integrity needed to conduct 
operations affecting public health, 

Provides for the seizure and disposal of 
adulterated and msibranded products. Containes 
provisions similar to those in Title I with respect 
to: (1) labeling, (2) imports, (3) prohibited acts, 
(4) penalties, (5) enforcement, and (6) judicial 
review, 


S. 3384-3393, (Private). 


S, 3394, Mr. Hart et al.; 4/26/68 (Armed, Ser.). 


Selective Service Amendments Act - Provides 
that selection of persons for induction to fill 
National induction quota shall be made from persons 
in the prime selection group, after the selection of 
delinquents and volunteers. This selection shall be 
made in an impartial manner, under such rules and 
regulations as the President may prescribe, and 
shall be made without regard for age of such 
persons. 

Further provides that prime selection group 
means persons who are liable for training and 
service, who at the time of selection are 
registered and classified and who are: (1) between 
ages of 19 and 20 and are not deferred or exempted; 
(2) between ages of 19 and 35, and on or after 
effective date of the Selective Service Amendments 
Act, were in a deferred status, but are no longer in 
such status; or (3) between ages of 20 and 26 on 
effective date of Selective Service Amendments Act 
and are not deferred or exempted. Provides that 
persons shall remain on prime selection group for 1 
year, unless inducted or deferred. Any person 
removed from the group because of a deferment shall 
again become a member of the prime selection group, 
if he qualifies when deferment is terminated. 
Authorizes the President to retain persons in prime 
selection group for a period not exceeding one year 
past the 20 anniversary of their respective births 





if he decides such action is necessary for effective 
administration of this Act.

Authorizes the Director of the Bureau of 
Federal Credit Unions to establish a program of 
experimental, developmental, demonstration, and 
pilot projects, through grants to or contracts with 
public or private nonprofit organizations, including 
credit unions, or through contracts with private 
organizations, to promote the organization and 
operation of Federal credit unions and consumer 
counseling programs among the poor. Further 
authorizes Director to consult where appropriate, 
with other agencies of the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, with Departments of Labor, 
Commerce, Housing and Urban Development, and with 
the Director of the Office of Economic Opportunity 
in the development or coordination of special 
projects to be implemented’ through Federal, 
Federally assisted, State or local programs, which 
have unusual promise in promoting comprehensive and 
coordinated approach to the financial problems of 
the poor. Authorizes necessary appropriations for 
1969 and suceeding years. [Amends 12 U.S.C. 1766]

Authorizes the Federal Aviation Administrator 
to regulate public exposure to sonic booms by: (1) 
prohibiting nonmilitary aircrafts from creating 
sonic booms while in operation over the United 
States, (2) conducting investigations and studies on 
the detrimental effects of exposure to sonic booms, 
(3) making a report within 1 year to Congress on 
findings of these studies, and (4) making a report 
within 2 years on final results of all studies.

General Education Assistance Act - Establishes 
a program of grants to State educational agencies 
for their use in elementary and secondary 
education. The amount of these grants is based on 
two formas as follows: (1) A basic grant equal to 
$100 times the number of children in the States in 
the population group aged 5 to 17 in that State or a 
proportion of all children aged 5 to 17 in the 
United States; (2) A supplemental equalization grant 
in an amount determined by incorporating into the 
formula a resource index factor which takes into 
account the personal income per child in the State 
as a proportion of the personal income per child in 
all the States based upon an average of the 3 most 
recent consecutive years, 

Earmarks 50 percent of the funds for increasing

Federal Railroad Safety Act - Authorizes and 
directs the Secretary of Transportation to promote 
safety in rail commerce by prescribing: (1) minimum 
standards for use, design, materials, workmanship, 
installation, construction, and performance of rail 
facilities and equipment; (2) rules, regulations, 
and—minimum standards for use, inspection, testing, 
and the like, for equipment and facilities to be 
used in such inspection and testing, and for the 
periods and manner in which such testing and 
inspection are to be accomplished; and (3) rules, 
regulations or other standards governing 
qualifications of employees and practices, methods, 
and procedures of rail carriers where required for 
safety in rail commerce, 

Requires the Secretary to prescribe interim 
standards within ninety days of enactment of this 
Act, which standards are to be the requirements 
currently in force under existing rail safety 
statutes to remain in effect for two years, unless 
sooner changed or repealed by action of the 
Secretary. 

Permits the Secretary to grant exemptions, if 
such actions would be in the public interest. 

Authorizes the States to regulate in certain 
specified areas, in a manner not in conflict with 
Federal regulation. Allows State laws relating to 
rail safety to remain in full force and effect for a 
period of two years after the date of enactment of 
this Act, unless they are sooner superseded by the 
courts, State action, or regulations issued by the 
Secretary. 

Requires persons subject to the Act to comply 
with all applicable standards, rules, and 
regulations issued thereunder. Requires them to 
grant access to company records, furnish required 
reports and information, and allow entry upon and 
inspection of carrier facilities. 

Provides a civil penalty of not less then $250 
or more than $1,000 per day for each violation of 
the Act or regulations issued under it. 

Provides criminal penalties of up to $10,000 
fine and up to one year's imprisonment, or both, for 
every knowing and wilful violation of such a 
provision, as well as criminal penalties for the 
assult or killing of any person who is engaged in 
the performance of official duties under the Act, 

Authorizes the Secretary to obtain injunctive 
relief to enforce standards, rules, and regulations 





issued under the Act, 

Provides that in contempt proceedings for 
violation of an injunction or restraining order, 
where the act which constitutes the violation is 
also a violation of the act, the accused has_ the 
option of trial by the court or before a jury. 

Provides for the venue of actions brought under 
the Act and provides that subpenas in such cases may 
run outside the district in which they are issued. 

Requires that every rail carrier designate, by 
filing in writing with the Secretary, an agent upon 
whom all service in administrative and judicial 
proceedings may be made for and on behalf of the 
carrier, Provides that failure to file such a 
designation, valid service may be made upon that 
carrier simply by posting in the Office of the 
Secretary a copy of the material to be served. 

Gives powers to the Secretary to facilitate his 
duties under the Act by: (1) requiring carriers to 
maintain records, to make reports of accidents and 
other reports, and to provide the Secretary with 
information; (2) requiring carriers to permit the 
inspection of books,papers, records, and documents, 
and (3) permitting properly identified officers, 
employees, and agents to enter upon and inspect 
carrier premises. 

Grants to the Secretary a series of general 
powers which he must have to effectively discharge 
his duties under the Act, 

Authorizes the Secretary to investigate 
accidents occurring in rail commerce and to invite 
State participation. 

Provides that no reports required to be made by 
carriers or made by the Secretary or the Board may 
be used in any lawsuit arising out of matters 
mentioned in such reports. Provides that investi- 
gators may testify only as to facts, and may not 
give expert or opinion testimony. 

Authorizes the Secretary to contract with State 
agencies for the provision of inspection and 
surveillance services necessary to enforcement of 
Federal safety regulations.

management field and possesses a _ reputation for 
impartiality. 

Requires that the representation of both the 
employee and the management be agency oriented to 
meet problems and conditions peculiar to the agency. 

Exempts from the provisions of this Act, 
Federal agencies having to do with intelligence, 
investigative, or security functions and the Office 
of the President.

Provides for appellate review, including the 
Supreme Court, of decisions of the Commission, 

Permits a civil action in the appropriate 
United States District Court by the allegedly 
aggrieved party if he has compiled with the filing 
requirements and if his complaint has either been 
dismissed, or proceedings thereon have otherwise 
been terminated by the Commission, 

Directs such action to be decided de novo by 
the court upon affidavits, the charge, the 
investigation report and the Commission's written 
statement of reasons for dismissal, 

Allows the District Court, in civil cases, to 
issue necessary injunctive relief on behalf of the 
plaintiff. 

Gives the Commission full investigatory powers 
including the power to subpena required persons and 
documents. 

Authorizes the Commission to delegate to any 
group of 3 or more members any or all of its powers. 

Directs the President to designate any Federal 
agency to make a study of any duplication of 
functions in all branches of Federal Government 
enforcing the equal employment opportunity policy, 
and submit report to Congress by February 1, 1969. 
[Amends 42 U.S.C. 200e-5)

Appropriates an 
amount not to exceed $250,000,000 to establish 
educational assistance revolving loan fund. 

Provides that administrator shall meet payments 
for veteran's recalled to active duty and continue 
payments as long as veteran is on active duty. 
Further provides that wives of veterans shall be 
given same type of perference with respect to public 
service employment in Federal Government as is 
granted to veterans, but shall not be given 
preference over an eligible veteran, [Adds 38 U.S.C.

Provides that Secretary of Agriculture shall 
submit to Congress a report of operations for 
preceding years and for projected needs of program, 
on or before January 20th of each year, Authorizes 
Secretary to obligate sums in excess of funds 
appropriated if need arises from changes in 
economic conditions, provided that such excess 
obligations in any fiscal year shall not exceed 5 
percent of total appropriation and that such excess 
obligations shall be liquidated by use of 
appropriations from succeeding fiscal year,

(Int. & Ins, Aff.). 


Extends for 25 additional years the period of 
restrictions on lands of the Quapaw Indians, 
Oklahoma. 


S. 3482. Mr. Tower; 5/13/68 (Bank, & Curr.). 


Provides for financial aid to local governments 
where its taxing authorities have been severely 
impaired as result of the U. S. Government 
acquiring lands as part of a national park system or 
miscellaneous area, 

Authorizes the Secretary of Interior, under his 
regulations, to purchase the security and 
obligations or make loans to such local government, 
but limits such purchases and loans to those under 
40 years, and limits the interest rate to 3 percent 
per year. 

Establishes a local government assistance fund, 
available to the Secretary of Interior without 
fiscal year limitations, 

Directs the Secretary of Interior to request 
the investment of excess in obligations issued or 
guaranteed by the U.S.

Authorizes the Secretary of the Army to release 
certain use restrictions on a tract of land in the 
State of Iowa in order that such land may be used 
as a site for the construction of buildings or other 
improvements for the lowa Law Enforcement Academy. 


S. 3496, Mr. Muskie; 5/15/68 (Lab, & Pub, Wel.). 


Removes the two-year time limit applicable _ to 
on-the-job training courses for eligible veterans, 
[Amends 38 U.S.C. 1777(c)] 


S. 3497, Mr. Sparkman; 5/15/68 (Bank, & Curr.). 


Housing and Urban Dvelopment Act: 

Title I. Low Income Housing - Establishes a 
homeownership assistance program for low income 
families in the form of periodic payments to reduce 
interest costs on a market-rate home mortgage or a 
cooperator's share of a cooperative association's 
mortgage; and make eligible to receive such 
payments to nonprofit organization sponsoring the 
project as well as the individual lower income 
purchasers, broadly revising the National Housing 
Act. 

Limits the amount of mortgage to $15,000 ($17,- 
500 in high-cost areas) except that for families of 








five or more persons the limits are to be $17,500 
and $20,000; and these mortgages are to be insured 
under the new Special Risk Insurance Fund, 

Allows assistance payments for both urban and 
rural areas, and assigns administration of the 
payments in rural areas to the Secretary of 
Agriculture, 

Authorizes the Secretary to provide budget debt 
management, and related counseling to homeowners 
with mortgages under the Act, 

Authorizes mortgage insurance for families of 
low and moderate income who cannot qualify for 
mortgage insurance under regular FHA programs 
because of credit histories but who the Secretary 
finds are “reasonably satisfactory credit risks" and 
capable of homeownership, 

Establishes a Special Risk Insurance Fund out 
of which claims would be paid on mortgage insured 
under the new Act and authorizes $5,000,000 to be 
advanced from the General Insurance Fund to 
establish the new fund, 

Allows a low or moderate income purchaser to 
buy an individual family unit and undivided interest 
in the common areas and facilities of the project, 
which could be financed with a mortgage with an 
interest rate no less than the below-market interest 
rate under the National Housing Act, 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to undertake a 
program of assistance to nonprofit sponsors of low 
and moderate income housing, including provisions 
of information and technical assistance with respect 
to construction, rehabilitation and operation of low 
and moderate income housing, 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD, in cooperation 
with the private insurance industry, to develop a 
plan for establishing an insurance program to 
enable homeowners to meet their monthly mortgage 
payments in time of personal economic adversity. 
Directs the Secretary to make a report on his 
actions along with his recommendation for 
establishing such a program within 6 months 
following enactment of this act. 

Establishes a National Advisory Commission on 
Low-Income Housing to undertake a comprehensive 
study and investigation of the resources and 
capabilities in the public and private sectors of 
the economy which may be used to fulfill more 
completely the objectives of the national goal of 
"a decent home and suitable living environment for 
every American family" particularly as such goal 
relates to low-income families, Directs the 
Commission to make an interim report to the 
President and Congress by July 1, 1969, and a final 
report by July 1, 1970, 

Creates a National Homeownership Foundation to 
provide technical and limited financial assistance 
to public and private organizations who provide 
increased homeownership and housing opportunities 
for lower income families, Provides that the 
Foundation would be administered by an 18-member 
Board. Authorizes an appropriation of $10,000,000 to 
carry out the Foundation's functions. 

Title Il. Rental Housing for Low and Moderate 
Income Families - Establishes an assistance program 
for rental and cooperative housing for low and 
moderate income families in the form of periodic 
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payments to the mortgage on behalf of the mortgagor, 
serving to reduce interest costs on a market rate 
project market; and allows the Secretary to 
reimburse the mortgagee for its expenses in handling 
the mortgage. 

Increases’ the authorization for the rent 
supplement program and makes abailable $40,000,000 
in contract authority for rent supplement payments 
in fiscal year 1970, plus an additional 
$100 ,000,000 in fiscal year 1971. 

Increases the authorization for annual contri- 
butions contracts for the low-rent public housing 
programs by $100,000,000 on the date of enactment 
and by $150,000,000 in 1969 and 1970, 

Permits local housing authorities to sell any 
low-rent housing unit to a tenant if suitable for 
individual ownership without regard to the present 
limitations, 

Permits public aid to Indian families without 
regard to the present limitation that such a_ family 
may not live on property located on or adjacent to 
their farm. 

Title III, FHA Insurance Operations - Permits 
payment of FHA mortgage insurance premiums by the 
Secretary of Transportation in cases where a 
serviceman assumed home mortgage previously insured 
under any other provision of the National Housing 
Act. 

Directs the Secretary of Defense or the Secre- 
tary of Transportation to continue making the 
premium payment on behalf of the widow of a 
serviceman who dies in service for two years after 
his death or until she sells the house, 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to establish 
the interest rates on all FHA mortgage insurance 
programs except the land development program and the 
below-market interest rate program. 

Authorizes FHA to insure mortgages on seasonal 
homes not exceeding $15,000 and 75 percent of the 
appraised value on an acceptable risk basis. 

Requires the Secretary of HUD to approve a 
request for the extension of time for curing a 
default on any FHA multifamily or for a modification 
of the terms of such a mortgage only pursuant to 
regulations prescribed by him, 

Extends the sales housing program for two, 
three, and four family residence to all low and 
moderate income families, and removes dividend 
restrictions for nondwelling facilities, 

Increases the maximum loan limitation of $3,500 
to $5,000 and the maximum maturity from 5 years and 
32 days to 7 years and 32 days, and also increases 
the maximum finance fees, 

Permits the Secretary of HUD to establish 
interest rates for new mortgage insurance programs 
at such rates as he believes necessary to meet the 
market, 

Permits the rehabilitation and sale of individ- 
ual units in a multifamily structure, and permits 
the blanket mortgage to cover 4 or more units (now 5 
or more units). 

Title IV. Guarantees for Financing New Commun- 
ity Land Development - The New Communities Act - 
Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to guarantee the 
bonds, debentures, notes, and other obligations to 
help finance new community development projects, 
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Sets forth the requirements to make a new 
community development eligible for assistance, and 
any obligation eligible to be guaranteed under the 
Act, limiting to $50,000,000 any obligation for any 
single new community development project. 

Authorizes the Secretary to establish guarantee 
fees and to make such other charges as he considers 
reasonable and to establish a guarantee revolving 
fund and make any guarantee by the Secretary 
conclusive evidence of the eligibility of the 
obligations. 

Requires the Secretary to adopt measures to 
encourage small builders, and requires payment of 
prevailing rates as determined by the Secretary of 
Labor in accordance with the Davis-Bacon Act to 
laborers and mechanics employed in land development. 

Authorizes the Secretary to make supplementary 
grants to States to local public bodies carrying out 
new community assistance projects. 

Title V. Urban Renewal - Authorizes the Secre- 
tary of HUD to provide financial assistance to local 
public agencies to assist them in carrying out 
neighborhood development programs, 

Increases the amount of funds available for 
urban renewal by $1,400,000,000 and for urban 
renewal in model cities area by $350,000,000 and 
increases the rehabilitation grant to low-income 
homeowners from $1,500 to $2,500. 

Removes the present limitation on the 
acquisition and rehabilitation of residential 
properties by a local urban renewal agency. 

Permits capital grants for low and moderate 
housing open land projects, limiting the amount, but 
permits a local public agency to borrow funds to 
finance project undertakings on the private market 
at an interest rate in excess of the Federal lending 
rate set out in its loan contract with the 
Government, 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to make grants 
for the demolition of nonresidential structures that 
are harborages or protential harborages of rats. 

Permits the carrying out of air rights urban 
renewal projects and the construction of necessary 
foundations and platforms to provide educational 
facilities, 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to contract to 
make grants, in an aggregate amount not to exceed 
$20,000,000 in any fiscal year, to cities and other 
municipalities or counties to assist in taking 
interim steps to alleviate harmful conditions in any 
slum and blighted area of the community which is 
planned for rehabilitation or Federally assisted 
code enforcement in the near future. 

Extends the rehabilitation loan program from 
October 1, 1969, to October 1, 1970, and authorizes 
such loans in areas which are scheduled for 
rehabilitation and where the property is an owner- 
occupied residential structure in violation of local 
housing codes. 

Title VI, Urban Planning and _ Facilities - 
Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to make planning 
grants to State planning agencies for assistance to 
district planning agencies for rural and other 
nonmetropolitan areas, and makes planning grants 
directly to tribal planning councils or other 
bodies for planning on Indian reservations, 
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Broadens the definitions of comprehensive plan- 
ning to include planning for the provision of 
governmental services and for the development and 
utilization of human and natural resources but not 


to include planning aimed at encouraging businesses 
to relocate from another area. 

Changes the conditions for acquisition of land. 

Provides that any funds authorized but not 
appropriated for the basic water and sewer 
facilities, neighborhood facilities, and the advance 
acquisition of land programs will remain available 
for appropriation through fiscal year 1970, 
Authorizes an appropriation of $115,000,000 for 
fiscal year 1970, for grants for water and sewer 
projects. 

Provides funding provision for open-space land 
program, 

Title VII. Urban Mass Transportation - 
Increases the amount appropriated under the Urban 
Mass Transportation Act by $190,000,000, 

Broadens the definition of “mass transporta- 
tion” to allow greater flexibility and scope and 
eliminates the present requirement that such 
transportation must serve the "general public" and 
operate “over prescribed routes." 

Extends the emergency program from November l, 
1968 to October 1, 1970, 

Permits private transit companies to furnish up 
to 50 percent of the local share of the net project 
cost of a mass transit project, or in cases of an 
applicant's (State or local public body) financial 
inability to put up any portion of the local share, 
private companies would be permitted to put up 100 
percent of such share, 

Title VIII. Secondary Mortgage Market - Changes 
the statutes affecting the Federal National Mortgage 
Association and its function in secondary mortgage 
market in order to transfer its owners of the 
outstanding common stock of the FNMA the assets and 
liabilities in respect to the secondary market 
operations of the FNMA, and makes amendments to the 
FNMA Charter Act to achieve these purposes, 

Permits Government National Mort gage 
Association as a trustee under trusts created for 
sales of participation certificates to issue such 
certificates for refinancing purposes without regard 
to the requirement of appropriation Act authority. 

Allows the FNMA to issue and sell securities 
backed by a set-aside portion of its portfolio of 
mortgages, 

Authorizes an additional $500,000,000 for the 
purchase of mortgages by the Government National 
Mortgage Association in its special assistance 
function, 

Makes certain transitional provisions regarding 
the capital stock of FNMA and provides for the board 
of directors during a transitional period. 

Title IX . National Housing Partnerships - 
Authorizes the creation of private corporations for 
profit, not to be government agencies, with one to 
be called "the Corporation", which shall have a 15- 
member board of Directors, 12 elected by 
stockholders and 3 appointed for 3 year terms by 
the President with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, 

Authorizes the President to create additional

corporations and outline the powers of § the 
corporation as well as process of organizations and 
financing of it. 

Authorizes the Corporation to form as_ separate 
organizations a limited partnership called the 
"Partnership" under the D.C. Uniform Limited 
Partnership Act, in which the Corporation is to be 
the General partner and each stockholder of the 
Corporation, and others to become limited partners. 

Requires the Corporation to report to the Pre- 
sident for transmittal to Congress and to make 
audits annually. 

Title X, Rural Housing - Authorizes direct and 
insured loans in rural areas (areas with 5,500 
population or less) to low and moderate income 
families, and provides for aid for rental or 
cooperative housing whether no other aid is 
available. 

Authorizes finanical and technical aid to pro- 
vide in rural areas, housing, and related facilities 
for rural trainees and their families enrolled in 
Federally-aided training courses; but requires the 
Secretary of Agriculture to first consult with the 
Secretaries of Labor, HEW and HUD and Director of 
OEO to ascertain that no other aid is available. 

Requires a labor area survey and full 
coordination among all Federal, State and local 
government agencies administering related programs 
before training and housing sites could be selected, 

Requires that advances for land purchasers be 
payable within periods not longer than 33 years and 
to bear interest but other advances would be 
nonrepayable or repayable without interest. 

Broadens the eligible purposes of domestic farm 
labor housing loans to include the purchase of 
necessary land for building sites, 

Title XI, National Insurance Development Corp- 
oration - Creates within the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, under the authority of the 
Secretary, a body corporation, the National 
Insurance Development Corporation, whose powers 
shall terminate in 1973, and which will be 
liquidated in 1976, amending the National Housing 
Act. 

Provides that an Executive Director, appointed 
by the President with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, shall manage the Corporation, but forbids 
him to hold office or stock in any insurance 
company. 

Part A creates: (1) statewide plans to assure 
fair access to insurance requirements call "Fair" 
plans, (2) an all-industry placement facility, (3) 
industry cooperation and plan evaluation programs. 

Requires every insurer re-insured by the 
Corporation to cooperate with the State insurance 
authority in each State in which it acquires 
reinsurance in carrying out statewide plans to 
assure fair access to insurance requirements, and 
provides these "Fair" plans be designed to make 
essential property insurance more readily available 
in urban areas, 

Requires all plans to include an All-Industry 
Placement Facility authorized to do business with 
every insurer in the State participating in the 
plan, helping agents and brokers place insurance up 
to full insurabl*« value of a property. 
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Requires every insurer participating in a plan 
to file a statement pledging its full participation 
and cooperation in carrying out the plan with the 
State insurance authority and with the Corporation, 

Provides for the State insurance authority to 
transmit copies of a plan and any amendments, to the 
Corporation and to advise it concerning the 
operation of the plan, and the need to adopt other 
programs to make essential property insurance more 
readily available, 

Authorizes the Corporation to modify the 
criteria for plans if it finds, such action is 
necessary to carry out the purpose of the program, 

Part B provides: (1) reinsurance coverage by 
specifying reinsurance of losses from riots or civil 
disorders, (2) conditions for reinsurance 
agreements, and (3) recovery of premiums, 

Authorizes the Corporation to offer to any 
insurers, subject to conditions of the Act, 
reinsurance against property losses from riots or 
civil disorders, 

Provides that reinsurance will be offered on 
fire and extended coverage; vandalism and malicious 
mischief, other allied lines of fire insurance, the 
property damage portion of homeowners multiple peril 
and commercial mltiple peril, and burglary and 
theft, combined. 

Authorizes the Corporation to enter into 
reinsurance contracts for riot losses, and to 
establish the amount of losses from riots or civil 
disorders each insurer must retain before the 
Corporation will reimburse the insurer for its 
losses, 

Sets forth various conditions under which the 
Corporation will terminate existing reinsurance and 
provides that the Corporation will not offer 
reinsurance in any State if the State itself does 
not assume a portion of the responsibility for 
assisting the Corporation to reinsure against 
losses resulting from riots or civil disorders 
within one year after the enactment of the Act, 

Authorizes the Corporation to recover any 
unpaid premiums for reinsurance, and imposes a 5- 
year statute of limitations on the recovery by an 
insurer of excess premiums paid to the Corporation 
for premiums due to it. 

Part C sets forth general requirements for: (1) 
claims and judicial review, (2) fiscal 
intermediaries and servicing agents, (3) a National 
Insurance Development Fund, (4) records, annual 
statements and audits, (5) study of reinsurance and 
other programs, (6) services and facilities of 
other agencies - utilization of personnel, 
services, facilities, and information, (7) finality 
of certain transactions, (8) taxation, (9) annual 
report, and (10) appropriations, 

Authorizes and directs the Corporation to 
conduct a study of reinsurance to help assure an 
adequate supply of burglary and theft and -other 
property insured in urban areas and to help to 
assure adequate availability of surety bonds for 
construction contractors in urban areas, and to 
undertake other studies, 
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Title XII. National Flood Insurance Act - Est- 
ablishes a program of Federal assistance for flood 
insurance, to be related to a unified national 
program for flood plain management. Authorizes 
companies to form pools, in accordance with 
conditions set out by the Secretary of HUD and 
under his supervision. Provides for Federal 
assistance in the form of premium subsidies and 
reinsurance coverage to compensate for heavy 
losses, with contributions of risk capital by 
participating insurance companies. Entitles the 
companies to a certain percentage of profits, and 
imposes on them the payment of a reinsurance premium 
to the Government, in years with light flood losses. 
Allows other insurance compaines to participate on 
other than a risk-sharing basis. Provides that the 
property owner will bear part of the cost of flood 
insurance in the form of a premium, 

Authorizes an alternative program where the 
private insurance companies would act as fiscal 
agents for the Government, with the Government 
taking all financial risks involved, in the event 
that the program of private industry risk 
participation cannot be carried out. 

Limits coverage to $15,000 for single family 
dwellings, with a total of $30,000 coverage for any 
single structure occupied by two- to-four families. 
Insures contents for $5,000 per dwelling unit. 
Provides subsidized coverage of $30,000 for business 
and other properties which would also be eligible 
for a certain amount of unsubsidized coverage. 

Provides that the Federal subsidies to the 
insurance pools represent the difference between the 
actuarial rate and the chargeable premium rate, both 
to be determined by the Secretary. 

Gives preference in providing coverage to those 
areas which give assurance that they will adopt 
effective land use and flood control regulations by 
June 30, 1970, and those which show a positive 
interest in the program. Prohibits the writing of 
policies both after June 30, 1970, unless permanent 
land use .regulations with effective enforcement 
provisions have been adopted, and at any time for 
property declared to be in violation of State or 
local land development ordinances. 

Prohibits the granting of Federal disaster 
assistance with respect to property which is covered 
or could under certain circumstances have been 
covered by flood insurance under this Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary to identify within 5 
years all flood plain areas and within 15 years to 
establish flood risk zones and make estimates of 
flood-caused losses in those zones, 

Title XIII, Interstate Land Sales - Provides 
for the regulation of sales of interests in 
subdivisions in commerce or through the mails. 
Requires a statement to include: the name and 
address of each person having an interest; the 
condition of the title to the land; the terms and 
conditions of the proposed disposal of the land; the 
condition of access to utilities; any blanket 
encumbrances; a copy of articles of incorporation; a 
copy of the deed; a copy of council or title 
insurance policy; copies of forms of conveyance to 
be used in selling parcels; and other information as 
may be deemed necessary, 
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Title XIV. Ten Year Housing Program - Adds new 
provisions to the housing laws requiring the 
President to submit a report, not later than 
January 15, 1969, containing a 10-year plan for the 
national housing needs, along with legislative 
recommendations for fulfilling these _ needs. 
Requires annual reports to be made by the President 
on January 15, 1970, and on each succeeding year 
through 1978, showing the progress made under the 
plan and the reasons why, if any, the goals set 
forth in the plan have not been reached along with 
estimates of the need for the following year. 
Requires a final report to be submitted by January 
15, 1979. 

Title XV. Miscellaneous - Increases funds ap- 
propriated for Model Cities by $12,000,000,000 for 
the fiscal year of 1969, 

Permits grants for developing and testing urban 
renewal demonstration grant program and authorizes 
funds necessary for urban information and technical 
assistance program, and studies in advance in 
technology in housing and urban development. 

Establishes a new program of annual grants to 
the existing college housing direct loan program. 

Expands the Federal-State training programs in 
the field of housing and community development. 

Permits the Secretary of HUD to include the 
study of self-help in the construction, 
rehabilitation, and maintenance of housing for low- 
income persons and families in the low-income 
housing demonstration program. 

Clarifies the authority of HUD 
intermational housing, 

Extends eligibility for rent supplement payment 
and allows consolidation of low-rent public D.C, 
housing project, and extends time for the earthquake 
studies, 

Makes other technical amendments to the Nation- 
al Housing Act, 

Authorizes Federal savings and loan 
associations to invest in time deposits or 
certificates of deposit in banks insured by the 
FDIC under regulations issued by the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board, Broadens the authority of a Federal 
savings and loan association to invest up to l 
percent of its assets in loans guaranteed by the 
Agency for International Development to help finance 
housing projects or home financing institutions in 
developing nations outside of Latin America, 

Permits a Federal savings and loan association 
to make loans for the construction of new structures 
related to residential use of the property under 
the existing exception applicable to property 
improvement loans, 

Authorizes a Federal savings and loan 
association to invest in loans to Federally 
supervised financial institutions secured by 
investments in which the association has statutory 
authority to invest directly.

Disqualifies from the ownership of a firearm 
all: (1) persons under 18 years of age; (2) felons; 
(3) persons convicted of misdemeanors involving 
violence; (4) alcoholics; (5) drug addicts; (6) 
persons mentally incompetent; and (7) aliens. 
Requires that applicants for a license: (1) swear 
or attest to the truth of all statements, 
information and material provided; (2) include in 
their applications a photograph and fingerprints; 
and (3) provide information including without 
limitation, birth date and place, sex, height, 
weight, eye and hair color, and present and previous 
residences, Provides a penalty of not more than 
$10,000 and/or imprisonment for ten years for the 
wrongful use of a firearms license or for the 
failure to return such a license after being dis- 
qualified from the ownership of a firearm, 

Declares every firearm, importation of a fire- 
arm, or transfer of a firearm not registered in 
accordance with this Act as contraband and subject 
to seizure and forfeiture. 

Provides for the disposal of unwanted firearms 
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with a compensation of reasonable value for such 
firearms provided by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Indicates that no provision of this Act is in- 
tended to preempt State gun laws and specifically 
provides that any State can preempt this Act by a 
State law equally as effective for the registration 
and licensing of firearms. 

Allows the Governor of States where the photo- 
graph and fingerprint requirement would be 
impractical to apply for a waiver of either or both 
of these requirements. 

Imposes the following pentalties: (1) a fine of 
not more than $10,000 and/or 5 years imprisonment 
for knowingly and willfully making a false 
statement on any registration certificate or 
firearms license application submitted under this 
Act; 

(2) a fine of not more than $10,000 and/or 10 
years imprisonment for possessing, transferring or 
receiving any firearm or ammunition in violation of 
this Act or intentionally obliterating or changing 
the serial identi.ication number of any firearm; and 

(3) the seizure and forfeiture of any firearm 
or ammunition involved in, or used or intended to be 
used in, any violation of the provisions of this

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Authorizes the Secretary to enter into con- 
tracts for such projects with any State or territory 
of the United States and to make payments to them 
over a fixed period of time to cover not more than 
75 percent of the principal and interest costs 
involved provided that the total amount of such 
contracts shall not exceed $3,000,000,000. 

Authorizes the Secretary to guarantee the 
timely payment of principal and interest on any 
obligation by any State or territory up to 
$3,750,000 for airport development projects. 

Authorizes the Secretary to purchase any obli- 
gation which is secured by a contract for such 
projects if he finds that it can not otherwise be 
sold within a reasonable period of time, in the 
private market, at rates which the Secretary 
determines to be reasonable, provided a profit is 
made upon resale, Limits the total amount of 
purchases of obligations to $250,000,000, 

Establishes in the Treasury of the United 
States a trust fund to be known as the Airport 
Development Trust Fund. Requires that an amount 
equivalent to 100 percent of the taxes received 
after June 30, 1968, under 26 U.S.C. 4265 and such 
additional sums as may be required to carry out 
this Act. 

Requires the Secretary to report to Congress 
each year on the financial condition and operations 
of the trust fund for the past fiscal year and its 
expected conditions and operations in the next 
fiscal year. 

Requires the Secretary to invest the portion of 
the trust fund not needed to meet current 
withdrawals in interest-bearing obligations of the 
United States or in obligations guaranteed as to 
both principal and interest by the United States. 

Establishes A Federal Airport Development Board 
of 9 members, who shall represent air carriers, non- 
air-carrier operators of aircraft, aviation 
industry organizations, financial institutions, and 
airport management which shall advise the Secretary 
on the general policies, plans, rules, and 
regulations in the operation of this Act. 

Provides for apportionment of financial assist- 
ance from the trust funds to air carrier airports in 
relation to the traffic which they handle, 

Adds section 4265 to title 26 of the United 
States Code so as to impose a personal air 
transportation tax of 2 percent of the amount paid 
by any person traveling within the United States and 
a tax of $2 per person for air travel outside the 
United States,

(Int. & Ins, Aff.). 


Provides for approval of Public Law 90-189 of 
the territory of Guam, relative to the Guam Power 
Authority and of Public Law 90-190 of the territory 
relative to Guam Power Authority revenue bonds. 
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S. 3643 


S. 3643. Messrs. Brooke & Hart; 6/13/68 (Jud.). 


Prohibits the sale and delivery of destructive 
devices, machineguns, short-barreled shotguns, and 
short-barreled rifles to any person except research 
organizations designated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. [Amends 18 U.S.C. 922(b)] 


S. 3644. (Private). 


S. 3645. Mr. Monroney (by req.); 6/13/68(Commerce). 


Airport Development Act - Authorizes the Secre- 
tary of Transportation to _ provide financial 
assistance for airport development through airport 
loans and grants to airports served by local service 
carriers. Directs the Secretary to prepare, within 
two years from enactment date, a plan for a national 
airport system to meet the needs of interstate 
commerce, the postal service, and the National 
Defense. 


S. 3646-3647. (Private). 


S. 3648. Mr. Gruening; 6/13/68 (Gov't. Oper.). 


Authorizes the payment of the expenses of pre- 
paring and transporting to his home or place of 
interment the remains of a Federal employee who 
dies while performing official duties in Alaska or 
Hawaii. 


S. 3649, Messrs. Prouty & Scott; 6/17/68 
(Lab. & Pub. Wel.). 


Job Opportunities Act - Provides grants to em- 
ployers to pay 25 percent of employee training 
expenses as an incentive to American business to 
invest in the improvement of the Nation's human 
resources by hiring, training, and employing 
presently unemployed workers lacking needed job 
skills, and by upgrading the job skills of and 
providing new job opportunities for workers 
presently employed. 

Authorizes $450,000,000 in 1969, $600,000,000 
in 1970, and $750,000,000 in 1971 for such grants 
and imposes strict limitations on the use of such 
grants. 

Authorizes funds in the form of grants and 
loans to be provided for community employment and 
training programs. Provides such funds to encourage 
State plans designed to provide employment 
opportunities in public service and other community 
activities in urban and rural areas. Authorizes the 
Secretary of Labor to designate as eligible, such 
areas that contain a high concentration of low- 
income families and individuals and have severe 
problems of unemployment and underemployment. 

Authorizes the Secretary to reserve 40 percent 
of the sums appropriated each year to carry out this 
Act, for direct funding of community employment and 
training programs, granting each State an allotment 
of $1,000,000 and dividing the remainder among the 
States in accordance with standards proscribed by 
the Secretary. 

Limits the funds available to a State council 
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to 50 percent of the cost of such programs and 
prohibits more than 12-1/2 percent of the total sums 
appropriated for any fiscal year to be used within 
one State. Allows 25 percent of the funds available 
to a State to be used in programs under the 
Manpower Development and Training Act of 1962, or 
other Federal programs, if these programs are the 
most effective method of carrying out this Act. 

Requires that application for grants under this 
Act shall: (1) provide that the activities and 
services for which assistance is sought, be 
administered by or under the supervision of the 
applicant and identify the agency designated to 
carry out such acitivites or services; (2) set 
forth a program with adequate procedures to assure 
priority for eligible persons who are heads of 
households; (3) set forth procedures for 
coordinating at the local level the program needing 
assistance and other relevant Federally assisted 
programs; (4) set forth policies and procedures 
which assure that Federal funds under this Act will 
be used to supplement and increase the level of 
funds that would have been available in the area for 
such programs; (5) provides, in the case of direct 
application to the Secretary, that such application 
has been submitted to the State council 30 days 
prior to that made to the Secretary; (6) provide 
proper fiscal control and fund accounting 
procedures; and (7) provide for reports and records 
required by the Secretary to carry out his functions 
under this Act, 

Directs the Secretary of Labor to make a 
program report and recommendations on or before May 
15 and November 15 of each year. 


S. 3650-3653. (Private). 


S. 3654. Mr. Prouty; 6/18/68 (Finance). 


Guarantees every individual, who has attained 
the age of 65 and has an income of less than $1,800, 
the minimum annual income benefits for the aged 
under the Social Security Act. 

Provides that benefits shall be paid on a 
monthly basis and that the amount of monthly benefit 
of any individual shall be equal to one-twelth of 
the amount by which $1,800 (married individual) or 
$1,200 (single individual) exceeds the amount of 
such individual's annual income. 

Determines that annual income means the _ total 
amount of income from all sources received in the 
calendar year. Requires that any individual 
applying for benefits under this title shall submit 
reports of his income with his application. 

Provides that any benefit payable to an 
individual for any month shall not be paid if such 
individual is absent from the United States. Allows 
for proper adjustments for overpayments and under- 
payments. 

Authorizes that such sums be appropriated for 
each fiscal year to carry out these provisions.

Authorizes the Administrator of General Ser- 
vices to establish procedures and regulations that 
will give a preference to the location of Federal 
buildings in eligible poverty areas. 

Requires the Administrator to consider the 
relative costs of acquisition, the accessibility to 
transportation, and the availability of public 
facilities, Requires the Administrator to consult 
with the persons who are representative of the 
various groups in the poverty areas and to hold a 
public hearing in such areas,

Permits the State of New Mexico to modify pro- 
visions of section 218 of the Social Security Act at 
any time prior to January 1, 1970, so as to apply 
such benefits to the services of employees of a 
hospital which is an integral part of a political 
subdivision to which an agreement has not been made 
applicable. [Amends 42 U.S.C, 418] 


S. 3667-3670. (Private). 


S. 3671. Mr. McIntyre; 6/21/68 (Bank. & Curr.). 


Provides for the striking of medals in commen- 
oration of the two hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of Dartmouth College. 


S. 3672, Mr. Monroney; 6/21/68 (P.0. & C.S.). 


Permits the Civil Service Commission to estab- 
lish up to 2,852 positions in professional engine- 
ering positions in grade GS-16, GS-17, and GS-18, 
Permits the Librarian of Congress to place a total 
of 44 positions in GS-16, GS-17, and GS-18. 
Increases to 90 the number of GS-16, GS-17, and GS- 
18 for the General Accounting Office and increases 
to 140 the number of such positions for the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. Revises the provisions 
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relating to supergrade position in the National 
Security Agency. 

Provides for 45 positions in the Government of 
the District of Columbia in GS-16, GS-17, and GS-18, 

Makes a $4,000,000 revolving fund available to 
the Civil Service Commission for financing 
investigations, training, and other functions which 
the Commission is authorized or required to perform 
on a reimbursable basis. 

Directs the Comptroller General to make a 
report and recommendations concerning the activities 
financed through the fund, every three weeks to the 
Committees on Post Office and Civil Service of the 
Senate and the House of Representatives.

Provides that the highway known as United 
States Highway Numbered 70 between Las Cruces, New 
Mexico, and Amarillo, Taxas, shall be designated as 
part of the National System of Interstate and 
Defense Highways. 


S. 3676. Mr. Anderson et al.; 6/24/68 
(Rules & Admin.), 


Authorizes the Smithsonian Institution to plan 
and construct museum support and depository 
facilities and allows appropriations to remain 
available until expended, [Amends 20 U.S.C. 53a) 


S. 3677. Mr. Williams (N.J.) et al.; 6/24/68 
(Lab. & Pub. Wel.). 


Older Americans Act - Authorizes the Secretary 
of Health, Education, and Welfare to make grants or 
contracts with State agencies to pay not more than 
75 percent of the cost of the development and 
operation of areawide model projects for community 
planning services, and training of the aged. Extends 
the period such projects may be assisted with funds 
under this section to 4 years. 

Limits the amount to be used for such projects 
to 10 percent of the sums appropriated under 42 
U.S.C. 3021. 

Authorizes the Secretary to approve State plans 
for such projects provided that they are in 
accordance with the basic criteria established by 
the Secretary, and that there is satisfactory 
assurance that there will be State funds expended 
for each year of such projects not less than the 
amount expended for such projects for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1968, 

Increases the Federal Funds available for costs 
of State Plan Administrations under 42 U.S.C. 3022 
to 10 percent or $100,000 ($50,000 in the case of 
the Virgin Islands, Guam, and American Samoa), 
which-ever is highest for paying 75 percent of the 
costs of such agencies, 

Extends the authority of the Secretary to make 
grants to any organization for the specialized 
training of persons employed or preparing for 
employment in carrying out programs related to the 
purposes of this Act. 
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S. 3678 


Authorizes the Secretary to make grants to or 
contracts with public and nonprofit private agencies 
and organizations to pay 90 percent of the cost of 
projects designed to provide opportunities for 
persons aged 60 or over to render supportive 
services to children and older persons having 
exceptional needs. 

Directs the Secretary to give preference to 
projects in which priority is given to older persons 
of low income no longer in regular work force and 
to cooperate with other Federal agencies to promote 
the coordination of similar projects. 


S. 3678. Mr. Tower; 6/24/68 (Jud.). 


Requires the Administrative Conference of the 
United States to: (1) conduct a continuing study and 
evaluation of administrative determinations made by 
executive, regulatory, and administrative 
departments and agencies of the United States; (2) 
investigate complaints of such determinations; and 
(3) make an annual report to Congress of such 
complaints and studies. [Amends 5 U.S.C. 574] 


S. 3679. Mr. McClellan; 6/25/68 (Jud.). 


Provides for technical changes of the Act of 
June 19, 1968, (Public Law 351, 90th Congress). 


S. 3680. (Private). 
S. 3681. Mr. Dominick; 6/25/68 (Jud.). 


Prohibits the use of firearms in the commission 
of certain crimes of violence as defined by this 
Act. Provides for a penalty of imprisonment for an 
indeterminate number of years up to life, ae 
determined by the Court and prohibits the court from 
giving suspended or probationary sentences to those 
with subsequent convictions under this Act. 


S. 3682. (Private). 


S. 3683. Mr. Bible (by req.); 6/25/68 
(Dist. of Col.). 


District of Columbia Unified Court Act - In- 
creases the number of associate judges on the 
District of Columbia Court of General Sessions from 
20 to 29. Deletes the residence requirements in the 
District of Columbia or surrounding counties in 
Maryland and Virginia for such associate judges, 
and requires such judges to be citizens of the 
United States. Sets out requirements for assigning 
associate judges to the Juvenile Division and the 
Domestic Relations Division of the Court of General 
Sessions. Authorizes the chief judge of the Court 
of General Sessions to appoint an associate judge to 
act in his place during his temporary absence or 
disability. 

Authorizes the District of Columbia Court of 
General Sessions to appoint and remove a Director of 
Social Services, to have charge of all social 
services for the court, including but not limited to 
marital and family counseling, rehabilitation and 
training programs and juvenile counseling. Requires 
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the Director to keep written records of 
investigations and other activities (to be withheld 
from the public but to be available to parties and 
their attorneys) and to identify separate causes 
involving members of the same family. 

Authorizes the appointment of an Administrator 
and Deputy Administrators to assist the chief judge 
of the District of Columbia Court of General 
Sessions, 

Creates a Juvenile Division in the District of 
Columbia Court of General Sessions, to which three 
or more judges are to be assigned. Sets forth the 
jurisdiction and powers of the Division. Abolishes 
the Juvenile Court of the District of Columbia. 

Amends the provisions of law relating to 
juvenile procedures so as to conform to the creation 
of the Juvenile Division and the abolition of the 
District Court. 

Creates the Domestic Relations Division of the 
District of Columbia Court of General Sessions (now 
a branch in the civil division of that court). 
Authorizes a judge of that division, in any 
proceeding where the custody of a child is in 
question, or where an order may be entered 
affecting the rights of a child, to (1) utilize 
records or information concerning the child from any 
division or agency of tthe Court of General 
Sessions, provided that such information is 
disclosed to counsel at the time obtained, (2) 
appoint counsel to represent the interests of the 
child and require the child's appearance, and (3) 
summon any person with knowledge of facts which may 
be pertinent to appear. 


Confers on the Domestic Relations Division of ' 


the Court of General Sessions jurisdiction over 
paternity and nonsupport suits and over civil 
actions for protective orders against persons who 
have committed or evidence an intention to commit an 
offense against members of their families. Provides 
for the confidentiality of records in a paternity 
proceeding and permits the court to authorize blood 
tests in such proceeding. Sets forth further 
procedures for paternity proceedings. Sets forth 
procedures for the issuance of civil protective 
orders, including hearings and circumstances under 
which a temporary order may be issued after an ex 
parte proceeding. Sets forth permissible conditions 
of behavior to be required by an order, and provides 
that a violation of an order shall be a contempt of 
the Court of General Sessions, 

Requires the Commissioner of the District of 
Colubmia to untertake a study to recommend to 
Congress a revised code of juvenile procedure, to 


be completed within one year from the effective date 
of this Act. 


S. 3684, (Private). 


S. 3685. Messrs. Kuchel & Jackson; 6/26/68 
(Agric. & For.). 


Adds pears for canning or freezing to the list 
of commodities to which Federal marketing orders may 
be made applicable. Permits marketing orders for 
such pears to include provisions for marketing 
promotion projects, including paid advertising. 








Provides that pear producers must approve proposed 
marketing orders by a two-thirds vote, except that 
an order shall not be made effective in any State 
where producers fail to approve it. [Amends 7 
U.S.C. 602, 608c]) 


S. 3686. Mr. Pearson; 6/26/68 (Commerce). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Commerce to conduct 
research and development programs to increase 
knowledge of tornadoes, squall lines, and other 
severe local storms, to develop methods for 
detecting storms for prediction and advance warning, 
and to provide for the establishment of a National 
Severe Storm Service, 


S. 3687. Mr. Lausche; 6/26/68 (Agric. & For.). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to release 
on behalf of the United States a condition in a deed 
conveying certain lands to the State of Ohio. 


S. 3688. Mr. Jackson; 6/26/68 (Int. & Ins. Aff.). 


Provides for payments on certain outstanding 
bonds or other obligations secured by lands acquired 
for Federal reclamation projects. 


S. 3689, Mr. Jackson et al.; 6/26/68 
(Int. & Ins. Aff.). 


Authorizes the addition of Federal reclamation 
projects in the Pacific Northwest to participate in 
assistance from the Federal Columbia River power 
systen, 


S. 3690. (Private). 


S. 3691. Mr. Dodd et al. (by req.); 6/26/68 
(Jud.). 


Federal Gun Registration and Licensing Act - 
Title I = Registration of Firearms: Makes it 
unlawful to possess a firearm not registered as 
provided by this Act. Requires a purchaser of a 
firearm to complete and file with the Secretary of 
the Treasury an application for the registration of 
the firearm, 

Authorizes the Secretary to prescribe the form 
for such applications, and sets forth the pertinent 
date to be supplied on the forms. Sets the fee for 
the original application at $1. 

Provides that a registrant of a firearm who 
sells the firearm shall return to the Secretary his 
certificate of registration. Requires the purchaser 
of a firearm to note the number of the seller's 
certificate on his application. 

Prohibits licensed Dealers from: (1) receiving 
firearms by way of pledge or pawn whthout the 
certificate and (2) selling ammunition without 
requiring the purchaser to exhibit his certificate. 

Requires the possessor of a firearm to notify 
the Secretary within 10 days of loss, theft, or 
destruction to the firearm, 

Sets forth a penalty for violation of this Act 
at a maximum of 2 years imprisonment and/or up to 
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$200 fine. Provides that anyone who supplies false 
information pursuant to this Act shall be fined up 
to $10,000 and/or imprisoned up to 5 years. 

Authorizes the Secretary to pay reasonable 
value for firearms relinquished to him, Authorizes 
the Secretary to promulgate rules and regulations to 
carry out this Act. 

Title II - Licensing: Requires the Secretary to 
determine which States have adopted adequate permit 
systems for the possession of firearms, and sets 
forth specific requirements for an adequate permit 
system, 

Makes it unlawful to transfer any firearm or 
ammunition to any person other than a person who has 
a valid permit. 

Sets forth a list of qualifications which must 
be met before a licensed dealer shall issue a 
Federal gun license, Provides that such a license 
shall cost $1 and be valid for a period up to 3 
years. Requires dealers to maintain records of all 
licenses issued by him. 

Title III - Firearms Tax Receipts: Provides 
that up to 8 percent of the firearms tax receipts 
may be used to cover expenses incurred pursuant to 
specific provisions of the Migratory Bird Con- 
servation Act and that this may be apportioned to 
the State fish and game departments. 

Sets forth a method for apportioning the 
remaining revenue to the States, 

Title IV - General Provisions: Provides that 
each provision of this Act is separable from the 
other. Allows States to legislate in this field 
(firearms). 


S. 3692. Mr. Young (N.D.); 6/26/68 (Finance). 


Permits the payment of the lump-sum death pay- 
ment to pay the expenses of a memorial service for 
an insured individual whose body is unavailable for 
burial under the Social Security Act. 


S. 3693-3694, (Private). 


S. 3695. Mr. Sparkman et al.; 6/26/68 
(Bank, & Curr.). 


Permits the exemption of security issues, not 
exceeding $500,000 (now $300,000) in aggregate 
amount, from the provisions of the Securities Act of 
1933. [Amends 15 U.S.C. 77c(b)] 


S. 3696-3698. (Private). 
S. 3699, Mr. Ribicoff; 6/26/68 (Finance). 


Permits State agreements for coverage of all 
individuals in any State retirement system under the 
Medicare hospital insurance program for the aged. 
Prescribes the beginning and ending dates for an 
individual's entitlement benefits under such 
agreements. Provides for voluntary termination of 
an agreement by a State, upon six months notice to 
the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare. 
Authorizes the Secretary of HEW to terminate a State 
agreement, after notice and opportunity for hearing, 
upon a finding that the State has failed to comply 
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with any provision of the agreement or this Act. 
[Adds 42 U.S.C. 1391-2] 


S. 3700. Mr. Dominick; 6/26/68 (Lab. & Pub. Wel.). 


Establishes the U.S. Foreign Service Corps to 
develop a program of professional education, 
training, and research activities designed to build 
and maintain a high degree of competence for U.S. 
employees serving in foreign countries. Creates a 
Board of Trustees composed of 9 members to manage 
and supervise the Corps. 

Authorizes the Board to make arrangements with 
qualified non-Federal institutions of higher 
learning for the admission of members of the Corps 
in their programs relating to the field of foreign 
relations. Limits the number of Corps persons 
eligible for such training to 4300 students. 

Requires the Board to hold annual competitive 
examinations to determine the admission of 
applicants into the Corps from the 8,418 applicants 
nominated each year to take the annual competitive 
examinations. Sets forth qualifications for 
applicants. Provides that applicants will be 
selected for membership in the Corps by merit as 
determined by the examinations. 

Provides for the compensation and payment of 
expenses of student members, 

Authorizes each Government department or agency 
to select officers and employees of such division 
for admission into the Corps and to pay certain 
expenses in the Corps program. 

Provides that persons admitted to the Corps 
shall agree to enter into or continue government 
service after completing the Corps program. 

Allows the Board to assign student members 
during their study courses for field training with 
any Government program relating to foreign 
relations. 

Provides that persons who satisfactorily 
complete their training within a Corps program shall 
be assigned Government duties for a minimum of one 
year during every five that they are employed in any 
Government program in the field of foreign 
relations. 

Provides for a staff of the Board of up to 5 
professional members and such clerical help as 
necessary. 

Authorizes appropriations to carry out this Act 
of $15,000,000 for fiscal year 1969; $30,000,000 for 
fiscal year 1970; $45,000,000 for fiscal year 1971; 
$60,000,000 for fiscal year 1972; and such sums 
thereafter as may be appropriated. 


S. 3701. (Private). 


S. 3702. Mr. Javits et al.; 6/28/68 
(Lab. & Pub. Wel.). 


Requires each State to establish and file with 
the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare a 
drug formulary or listing covering the most 
frequently prescribed drugs paid for under Federal- 
State matching fund programs. 

Provides that each State shall establish a drug 
formulary committee, a majority of whose members 
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must be practicing members of the professions, 
authorized to render services under these programs. 
Provides that the drug formulary committee shall 
recommend, for the approval of the State director 
of welfare or other appropriate State offical, a 
list of the most frequently prescribed drugs by 
generic name and by brand name, 

Provides that each State must distribute its 
drug formulary to all practitioners authorized to 
prescribe drugs under these programs. Requires that 
each formulary be revised at least once a year. 


S. 3703. Mr. Hart; 6/28/68 (Jud.). 


Provides for greater opportunity for partici- 
pation in rulemaking by persons without the 
resources to keep themselves informed of proposed 
rules or to petition for the amendment or repeal of 
rules, 

Directs the Attorney General to enter into 
contracts with such nationally organized nonprofit 
bodies as the National Legal Aid and Defender 
Association that will enable persons of limited 
means to participate in rulemaking. Authorizes the 
Attorney General to adopt such rules as necessary 
for administrative purposes. 

Authorizes the appropriation of such funds that 
are necessary to carry out such provisions. [Adds 5 
U.S.C. 553(f£) ] 


S. 3704, Mr. Magnuson (by req.); 6/28/68(Commerce). 


Provides for the continuation of authority to 
develop American-flag carriers and promote the 
foreign commerce of the United States through the 
use of mobile trade fairs by extending and 
increasing the authorization of appropriations for 
such purposes. [Amends 46 U.S.C. 1122(c)] 


S. 3705. Mr. Magnuson (by req.); 6/28/68(Commerce). 


Repeals the sections in the United States Code 
which: (1) prohibit the Federal Government from 
purchasing a motor vehicle not equipped with 
passenger safety devices; (2) require the commercial 
standards for passenger safety devices to be 
published in the Federal Register; and (3) define 
the terms “motor vehicle" and "Federal Government" 
as used in these sections.

S. 3706. Mr. Jordan (N.C.); 6/28/68 (Pub. Wrks.). 


Public Buildings Amendments - Authorizes the 
Secretary of the Treasury to establish a Federal 
buildings fund. Provides that the Federal buildings 
fund be controlled by the Administrator. Requires 
that parking facilities be financed solely from 
revenues derived from such facilities. 

Authorizes the Administrator to determine rates 
and revise them whenever necessary in regards to 
rent, storage, and fees for parking. Authorizes the 
Administrator to operate Federal parking facilities 
and to maintain and provide services for public 
buildings. Allows the Administrator to provide 
fencing, lighting, guard booths and other facilities 
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to enable the United States Secret Service to 
perform its protective functions, 

Provides that this Act shall become effective 
upon enactment.

Provides that no insured bank may control the 
voting rights of its capital stock. Allows each 
shareholder to vote for directors according to the 
number of shares owned by him, [Amends 12 U.S.C.

(For. Rel.). 


International Peace Institute Act - Authorizes 
the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare to 
establish and maintain the International Peace 
Institute to train and instruct citizens for service 
in programs relating to the field of promoting 
international understanding and peace. 

Allows the Secretary to appoint the staff and 
officers of this Institute. Provides that a Board of 
Trustees be established that will operate the 
Institute with the Secretary. Determines the persons 
who are to be members of such board, 

Authorizes the number of students at the 
Institute to be one hundred and fifty. Provides that 
the Institute shall operate as a co-educational 
institution. Provides for the stipends and 
allowances that are entitled to each student. 

Authorizes the Secretary to prescribe the 
course of instruction and training for students at 
the Institute for one year. Provides that such 
instruction and training be graduate level work. 

Requires that each student admitted to the 
Institute sign an agreement that he will complete 
the course of instruction and accept any 
appointment, if offered, with an organization that 
fosters international understanding and peace. 

Authorizes such appropriations as necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this Act, Grants the 
Institute power to acquire and hold property and to 
receive and accept gifts and trusts.

Permits sums received under the First Morrill 
Act to be invested as the State legislatures may 
prescribe for the benefit of agriculture and the 
mechanic arts colleges. [Amends 7 U.S.C. 304]

River Basin Monetary Authorization Act - Auth- 
orizes the construction, repair, and preservation of 


certain public works on rivers and harbors for 
navigation and flood control. 
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S. 3711. Mr. Talmadge et al.; 7/1/68 
(Agric. & Forest.). 


Peanut Marketing Act - Provides for’ the 
following: (1) the marketing certificate program 
will be in effect for any year in which marketing 
quotas have been approved by producers; (2) eligible 
producers will receive, in addition to proceeds 
from the sale of peanuts, certificates on actual 
production of farmers stock peanuts harvested on the 
farm; (3) in case of crop disaster, certificates 
will be issued on the quantity by which actual 
production is less than 40% of the quantity obtained 
by multiplying the farm acreage allotment by the 
farm normal yeild; (4) producers on a farm will 
receive marketing certificates on the basis their 
respective shares of the crop produced; (5) 
certificates will not be issued for peanuts 
retained for use on the farm where grown; (6) proof 
of production may be required prior to issuance of 
certificates; (7) certificates will be issued for 
peanuts produced on farms for which a peanut 
marketing penalty is assessed or on farms for which 
no peanut acreage allotment is established; (8) for 
cases in which a producer fails to fully comply 
with conditions of the program, the Secretary may 
issue certificate payments in relation to the 
seriousness of the default; (9) any reduction in 
planting by producers up to 20 percent of the 
allotment in excess of the recommended reduction 
will automatically be considered, for history 
purposes, as planted acreage. 

Provides as follows: (1) the Secretary will 
proclaim the face value per ton of marketing 
certificates when he announces the level of price 
support; (2) at the same time, he will proclaim the 
“recommended percentage" or the percentage of the 
national acreage allotment which, when harvested, 
can be expected to produce a quantity of peanuts 
needed to provide an adequate supply of peanuts for 
domestic edible use and for commercial seed plus a 
reasonable reserve; (3) this recommended percentage 
may not be less than 85% in 1969 and for any 
following year may not be reduced below the 
recommended percentage for the preceding year by 
more than 5%; (4) the face value of certificates 
issued to producers on farms on which the harvested 
acreage is equal to or less than the recommended 
percentage, may not be less than 12 of parity for 
each 2% reduction on harvested acreage down to the 
recommended percentage. For producers on farms with 
harvested acreage exceeding the recommended 
percentage, the face value of certificates will be 
less on such scale as the Secretary determines to be 
appropriate; (5) value of certificates to shellers 
or other persons selling peanuts for use or 
consumption as seed or otherwise will be 52% of 
parity in 1969 and, in 1970 and subsequent years 
may be increased by the Secretary, by not more than 
1% in any year, to a level not exceeding 15 percent 
of parity; (6) cost of any certificates issued in 
excess of certificates sold will be borne by CCC; 
(7) if the Secretary determines that the program 
will result in a short supply of any type of 
peanuts in any year, additional certificates will be 
issued to assure adequate supplies of that type. 
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Provides for the handling of peanut marketing 
certificates including purchase by = shellers, 
conditions for refunds, issuance of certificates for 
peanuts received prior to the beginning of a 
marketing year, and posting of bond for receiving 
peanuts without having first acquired marketing 
certificates. 

Authorizes CCC to buy and sell certificates and 
to charge interest on certificates not acquired in 
the time required by the law and regulations. 

Contains authority for the Secretary to take 
action needed to facilitate a smooth transition for 
the current program to the certificate program. 

Provides for reports and record keeping by the 
shellers, exporters, and warehousemen,. 

Provides authority for the Secretary to 
prescribe regulations for operation of the program. 

Changes the peanut marketing year from August 1 
through July 31 to July 1 through June 30, 

Adds section 108 to the Agricultural Act of 
1949 to provide a loan level for the 1968 crop at 
80% of parity and for 1969 and subsequent crops at 
75% of parity. This section also requires the level 
of price support to be announced not later than 
February 15 of the calendar year in which the 
marketing year begins.

Allows the importation of goods bearing 
infringing marks or forbidden names when such goods

Provides for the seizure and forfeiture of such 
goods not included under this personal use exemption 
and for the enjoying of persons dealing in such 
merchandise.

Permits freight forwarders to enter into 
contracts with common carriers by railroad under the 
Interstate Commerce Act. [Amends 49 U.S.C. 1009

S. 3721. Mr. Moss; 7/1/68 (Int. & Insular Aff.). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
proceed with full or supplemental financial 
participation in projects proposed by the following 
organizations: (1) Buttonwillow Improvement 
District, Bakersfield, California; (2) Hidalgo and 
Willacy Counties Water Control and improvement 
District No. 1, Edcouch, Texas; (3) King Hill 
Irrigation District, King Hill Idaho; (4) Mitchell 
Irrigation District, Mitchell, Nebraska; (5) Roy 
Water Conservation Subdistrict, Roy, Utah; and (6) 
Salmon River Canal Company, Limited, Hollister, 
Idaho. 
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S. 3722. (Private). 
S. 3723. Mr. Clark; 7/1/68 (Int. & Insular Aff.). 


Provides for the establishment of a national 
cemetery, to be known as the Robert F. Kennedy 
National Cemetery, on designated lands in Chester 
County in the State of Pennsylvania. 


S. 3724, Mr. Sparkman; 7/1/68 (Bank. & Curr.),. 


Investment Company Amendments Act - Makes 
numerous revisions of the Investment Company Act of 
1940 redefining the equitable standards governing 
relationships between investment companies and their 
investment advisers and principal underwriters. 

Requires that advisory fees and other 
compensation be reasonable and that such 
compensation charged _ the fund for investment 
advisory services be separately described. Requires 
that the investment adviser furnish to the directors 
all information reasonably necessary to determine 
the reasonableness of advisory conpensation. Allows 
suits to enforce the standard of reasonableness to 
be brought only if the SEC has refused or failed to 
bring such suit within 6 months after request by a 
shareholder. 

Permits associations of securities dealers 
registered with the Commission under the Securities 
Exchange Act to adopt rules prohibiting excessive 
mutual funds sales charges. 

Spreads the front-end load out over a 4-year 
period of time allowing no more than 20 percent of 
any one year's payments to be deducted for sales 
loads and limits to 64 percent the total deduction 
allowable during the first 4 years, thereby 
providing a monetary incentive for salesmen to 
encourage increased investor persistence. 

Provides front-end load limitations on face- 
amount certificates which are substantially similar 
to those provided for contracted plans. 

Subjects those bank collective funds known 
as managing agency accounts to full regulation by 
the Commission under the Investment Company Act of 
1940, as well as the Securities Act of 1933 and the 
Securities Exchange Act of 1934. 

Exempts bank collective trust funds and 
insurance company separate accounts for corporate 
pension plans from all but the antifraud provisions 
of the Federal Securities Acts but not from the 
disclosure provisions of the Securities Act of 1933 
or Securities Exchange Act of 1934, 

Provides that no provision of Federal law shall 
prevent a bank from operating a collective fund for 
managing agency accounts in compliance with the 
Comptroller's regulations and the Federal 
securities laws and permits mutual savings banks and 
other banks to distribute securities issued by a 
registered investment company whicn are solely for 
distribution through such banks. 

Provides for further changes which would: (1) 
improve the Commission's administrative disciplinary 
authority over persons affiliated with investment 
companies; (2) enpower the Commission to adopt rules 
and regulations with respect to insider trading and 
investment company portfolio investment securities; 





and (3) prohibit the distribution of capital gains 
by investment companies more often than once a year. 


S. 3725. Mr. Monroney; 7/1/68 (P.0. & C.S.). 


Authorizes postal inspectors to serve warrants 
and subpenas and to make arrests without warrant for 
offenses against the United States committed in 
their presence or which they have reasonable grounds 
to believe has been committed or is being committed 
with respect to violations of law reguarding postal 
service. [Adds 18 U.S.C. 3061] 


S. 3726, Mr. Monroney; 7/1/68 (P.O. & C.S.). 


Postal Modernization Act - Establishes a Postal 
Modernization Authority to improve and modernize the 
administration and operation of the postal service. 
Appoints the Postmaster General as the Administrator 
of the Authority. 

Provides that there shall be an Executive 
Director to discharge some administrative and 
executive functions. 

Lists the various powers that the Authority 
shall have. Requires the Postmaster General to 
transfer to the Authority within one year all real 
property and equipment acquired by the Department. 

Provides that the Authority shall lease to the 
Department such real and personal property as may be 
needed, 

Authorizes the Authority to make advances from 
the funds made available to it and provide credit to 
the Department for modernization, expansion, and 
acquisition of property and equipment. 

Requires that bonds issued by the Authority 
shall be negotiable instruments unless otherwise 
specified. Provides that the bonds shall be in 
such forms and denominations as the Authority may 
determine, Requires that the Secretary of the 
Treasury be advised as to the amount, maturities, 
terms and conditions of each issue of bonds. 

Provides that the General statutes for the 
protection of public moneys and property of the 
United States shall apply to the Authority. 

Provides that all acts that conflict with this 
Act are repealed to the extent that they affect this 
Act and that, if any provision of this Act is held 
unconstitutional, it will not affect the validity of 
the other provisions of this Act. 


S. 3727. Mr. Brooke et al.; 7/2/68 (Commerce). 


Establishes a 50-member Advisory Commission on 
Air Traffic Control, to be appointed by the 
Secretary of Transportation, to make a 
comprehensive study of air traffic control and the 
duties and responsibilities of air traffic 
controllers, including: (1) a determination of the 
best definition of "workloads" of air traffic 
controllers and "high density" airport facilities; 
(2) a review and recommendations concerning air 
traffic control personnel standards and practices; 
and (3) consideration of the desirability and 
feasibility of establishing an academy for air 
traffic control personnel. Directs the Commission 
to submit a report, including such recommendations

for legislation as it deems appropriate, to the 
President and the Congress within one year of the 
date of enactment of this Act.

Authorizes the use of funds arising from a 
judgment in favor of the Kiowa, Comanche, and Apache 
Tribes of Indians of Oklahoma. 


S. 3729-3730. (Private). 
S. 3731. Mr. Case; 7/2/68 (Int. & Ins. Aff.). 


Prohibits the use of certain park and recrea- 
tional lands for public work projects unless such 
lands are replaced by lands of a like kind. 

Establishes a nine man commission to be known 
as the "Park and Recreational Replacement Lands 
Review Commission" which shall determine all 
controversies arising under this Act and to advise 
and make recommendations to the Secretary of 
Interior concerning such problems,

Program Information Act - Directs the President 
to transmit to Congress a catalog of Federal 
assistance programs designed to aid persons in 
determining whether particular assistance or 
support might be available to them, and to transmit 
a report concerning the measures being taken to 
simplify and consolidate the various application 
forms of the different Federal assistance programs, 

Provides for the revision of the catalog every 
month and directs the Superintendent of Documents to 
make it available to the public. 

Transfers the functions of operating the Feder- 
al Information Exchange System and of preparing the 
catalog from the Office of Economic Opportunity to 
the Bureau of the Budget. 


S. 3733-3735. (Private). 
S. 3736, Mr. Montoya; 7/8/68 (Agric. & For.). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to sell 
to the village of Central, State of New Mexico, 
lands administered by him formerly part of the Fort 
Baynard Military Reservation, New Mexico for the 
purpose of residential and business development.

(For. Rel.). 


Provides for Federal Government recognition of 
and participation in international expositions 
proposed to be held in the United States and 
authorizes the Secretary of Commerce to establish 
and maintain standards and criteria for such 
expositions, which will be published in the Federal 
Register. 
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S. 3738. Mr. Ervin; 7/8/68 (Jud.). 


Defines felony, in the case of a Federal law, 
as an offense punishable by imprisonment for a term 
exceeding one year, and, in the case of a State 
law, a felony is to be determined by the laws of 
that State. 


S. 3739-3742, (Private). 
S. 3743. Mr. Hill; 7/9/68 (Lab. & Pub. Wel.). 


Randolph-Sheppard Act Amendments - Assigns the 
revenue from vending machines which are located in 
Federal buildings and are within a reasonable 
proximity to, and are in direct competition with, a 
vending stand operated by a blind person, to the 
vending stand. 

Removes certain limitations in licensing blind 
operators of vending stands. 

Authorizes that the funds set aside from 
proceeds of vending stands be used to provide 
retirement benefits and benefits during leave of 
the operators of such stands. [Amends 20 U.S.C, 107] 


S. 3744, (Private). 


S. 3745. Mr. Harris et al.; 7/9/68 
(Lab. & Pub. Wel.). 


Youth Participation Act - Establishes a 
program, which will largely be planned and 
administered by young people, that will direct 
youth to help solve the needs of this country and 
will encourage more participation of youth in 
American public life. 

Authorizes the establishment in the Department 
of Health, Education, and Welfare, a United States 
Office of Youth Participation, Provides that the 
President shall appoint the Director of the Office. 

Provides that the Office of Youth Participation 
shall establish a program of grants-in-aid to public 
agencies and non-profit private organizations for 
encouragement of youth to get involved in the 
problems facing this country and to participate more 
in the policy making bodies of governmental and 
private organizations. 

Requires that the Office of Youth Participation 
shall cooperate with such other programs as: the 
Peace Corps, the Teacher Corps, and the Job Corps. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare to appoint an Advisory Commission on 
Youth Participation. Provides that the Commission 
shall be composed of nine members, five of whom 
shall be between the ages of 18 and 24, Asserts that 
the purpose of the Commission is to consult with 
officials and advise them on the ways to increase 
involvement of youth in programs of national 
importance. 

Authorizes the sum not to exceed $5,000,000 to 
be appropriated for carrying out the purposes of 
this Act,

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to in- 
vestigate certain water resource developments, such 
as the Missouri River Basin project, Oregon Trail 
Division, Corn Creek unit, Wyoming. 


S. 3749, Mr. Yarborough; 7/9/68 (For. Rel.). 


United States Foreign Service Academy Act - 
Directs the establishment of a United States Foreign 
Service Academy for the instruction and training of 
diplomatic cadets in preparation for services as 
officers in the Foreign Service of the United 
States. Provides for the appointment each year of a 
Board of Visitors to the Academy to be composed of 
five Members of the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs and five Members of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations. 

Requires that each cadet selected for admission 
shall sign an agreement that he will accept an 
appointment and service, as an officer in the 
Foreign service for at least 3 years following the 
granting of his degree,

(Arm, Serv.). 


Directs the Secretary of Defense to pay the 
special pay authorized under the United States Code 
(37 U.S.C. 310), to members of the uniformed 
services aboard the U.S.S. Pueblo and held captive 
in North Korea, 


S. 3751. Mr. Magnuson (by req.); 7/10/68(Commerce). 


United States Nautical Rules - Unifies and con- 
solidates the rules for navigation on the waters of 
the United States pertaining to lights and shapes, 
sound signals and conduct in restricted visibility, 
steering and sailing, sound signals for vessels in 
sight of one another, and distress signals. 


S. 3752. Mr. Tower; 7/10/68 (P.0. & C.S.). 


Limits categories of questions to be asked in a 
census to those essential to accomplish the purpose 
of a census. [Amends 13 U.S.C. 141] 


S. 3753. Mr. Morse; 7/10/68 (Commerce). 


Permits the following additional kinds of mer- 
chandise to be carried by vessels of foreign 
registry between points within the United States, 
if the country of registry extends reciprocal 
privileges to U.S. vessels: (1) equipment for use 
with cargo vans, lift vans, or shipping tanks; (2) 
empty barges designed for carriage aboard a_ vessel; 
(3) certain empty instruments of international

Private Enterprise Employment Incentive Act - 
Provides an incentive for private employers to 
employ and train unskilled individuals certified by 
the Secretary of Labor by allowing an income tax 
credit for wages paid to such individuals. 

Title I - Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to 
issue a limited number of certificates to 
individuals whose skill, training, education, or 
job experience is below that required for employment 
at or above the minimum wage or who have sought but 
failed to obtain employment at or above the minimum 
wage for a period of not less than 5 weeks. 
Authorizes the Secretary to issue certificates to 
those employers who have fulfilled certain 
requirements and who will be entitled to the tax 
credit with respect to wages paid to the certified 
individuals employed by them. 

Title II - Allows to a certified employer as a 
credit against his income tax: (1) 75 percent of the 
qualified wages paid to, or with respect to, each 
certified employee for the first four months of 
employment; (2) 50 percent of the qualified wages 
during the second four months; (3) 25 percent 
during the balance of the individual's first year of 
employment. Limits the credit allowed to $25,000 
plus 50 percent of so much of the liability for tax 
for the taxable year as exceeds $25,000. 

Provides that the amount of credit exceeding 
the limitation for a taxable year shall be: (1) a 
certified employee wage credit carryback to each of 
the 3 taxable years preceding the unused credit 
year, and (2) a certified employee wage credit 
carryover to each of the 7 taxable years following 
the unused credit year and shall be added to _ the 
amount allowable for those years. 

Provides for special rules concerning the num 
ber of certified employees and the early termination 
of employment and make various technical changes to 
the United States Code. [Adds 26 U.S.C. 51, 52] 


S. 3756-3758. (Private). 


S. 3759. Mr. Magnuson (by req.); 7/11/68 
(Commerce). 


Seaman's Act - Requires merchant marine docu- 
ments for identification of seamen, Provides that 
each merchant mariner's document shall identify the 
person to whom it is issued and contain a notation 
as to his nationality and specify the ratings for 
which he has qualified. 

Requires the master of each vessel engaged on a 
voyage between the United States and a foreign 
country to make an agreement in writing with each 
seaman in the crew as to the nature of the voyage, 
as to the termination place of the voyage, and as to 
the length of the time for which each seaman is 
engaged. Provides that, if the agreement is not 
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adequate, a seaman may leave the vessel at any time 
and is entitled to the wages he would have earned. 

Requires each master to deliver to every 
seaman being discharged a certificate of evidence of 
his service. Provides that cumulative records of 
service and crew reports be maintained for each 
holder of a merchant mariner's document. 

Provides that a failure to submit reports of 
seamen as required by this Act can result ina fine 
of not more than $2,000 for each offense. 

Requires that a logbook shall be maintained on 
board each vessel. Provides that each entry in the 
logbook is to be made as soon as possible after an 
occurrence and is to be signed by the master and the 
chief mate. Provides that a failure to maintain a 
logbook can result in a civil penalty of not more 
than $1,000. Asserts that any United States district 
court has jurisdiction over any vessel for any civil 
penalty that it is liable for. 

Requires that seamen be entitled to an allow- 
ance for any rationing and reduction of food and 
water. Allows any seaman to allot any portion of 
his wages to his family or to an account in a 
Federal or State credit union. Provides that the 
clothing of a seaman is exempt from attachments and 
liens. 

Asserts that this Act shall become effective 
180 days after the date of enactment,

Authorizes the waiving of the requirements of 
performance and payment bonds in connection with 
certain contracts entered into by the Secretary of 
Commerce which deal with the construction, 
alteration, or repair, of vessels of any kind or 
nature.

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to ap- 
point an advisory committee to make recommendations 
for improvements in and simplification of tax 
returns and procedures prescribed for filing tax 
returns. Requires that the Advisory Committee shall 
submit its recommendations to the Secretary as soon 
as practicable but not later than one year after the 
members of the Committee are appointed by the 
Secretary. 

Provides that the Advisory Committee shall 
consist of at least 9 members with not more than 2 
of them being officers or employees of the 
Government.

Extension of Education Programs; Higher 
Education Act of 1965 - The Community Service and 
Continuing Education Programs, Extends for 4 years 
and authorizes appropriations of $50 million each 
for the fiscal years 1969 and 1970 and $60 million 
each for the fiscal years 1971 and 1972, 

Extends the authorization for appropriations 
for college library resources for 4 years’ by 
authorizing appropriations of $50 million for the 
fiscal year 1969, $75 million for the fiscal year 
1970, and $90 million each for the fiscal years 1971 
and 1972, 

Extends for 4 years the appropriation 
authorization for library training and research at 
@ level of $15 million for the fiscal year 1969, 
$28 million for the fiscal year 1970, and $38 
million each for the fiscal years 1971 and 1972, 

Extends for 4 years the authorization of appro- 
priations to the Commissioner of Education to enable 
him to transfer funds to the Library of Congress 
for purposes of strengthening college and research 
library resources through the Library of Congress, 
at the level of $10 million for fiscal year 1969 
and $11,100,000 for each of the next 3 fiscal years. 

Extends the appropriation authorization for the 
developing college program for 4 years at the level 
of $55 million for the fiscal year 1969, $70 
million for the fiscal year 1970, $91 million for 
the fiscal year 1971, and $96,500,000 for the fiscal 
year 1972, 

Extends for 4 years the appropriation authori- 
zation for educational opportunity grants at the 
level of $70 million for fiscal year 1969, $100 
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million for fiscal year 1970, and $140 million each 
for the fiscal years 1971 and 1972, 

Extends for 4 years the authorization for Fed- 
eral insurance of student loans. 

Extends for 4 years the terminal dates for mak- 
ing student loans on which the Commissioner may make 
payments to reduce student interest costs under the 
insured loan program, 

Extends for 4 years the appropriations authori- 
zations for the college work-study program, at the 
level of $200 million for the fiscal year 1969, 
$255 million for the fiscal year 1970, and $285 
million each for the fiscal years 1971 and 1972, 

Extends for 2 fiscal years, i.e., through fis- 
cal year 1972, the specific dollar appropriations 
authorizations of education professions develop- 
ment. 

Extends for 4 years (i.e., through fiscal year 
1972) the program of equipment for higher education 
at the current authorization level of $60 million 
per year for equipment other than television 
equipment, and $10 million per _ year for 
instructional television equipment. 

Extends for 4 years, at the current authorized 
level of $5 million per year, the program which 
authorizes grants or contracts for higher education 
workshops or institute (1) for training in the use 
of educational media equipment in institutions of 
higher education or (2) for specialists in 
educational media or librarians or other specialists 
using such media, 

Higher Education Facilities Act - Grants For 
Undergraduate Facilities. Extends for 3 years the 
authorization for appropriations for grants for 
construction of academic facilities under title I 
of the act at the present authorization level of 
$936 million per year. 

Extends for 3 fiscal years, the current author- 
ization for appropriations of $7 million per fiscal 
year for administration of State plans. 

Extends for 3 fiscal years, graduate facilities 
at the present level of $120 million per fiscal 
year. 

Extends for 3 fiscal years, loans for facili- 
ties through the fiscal year 1972, at the current 
annual level of $400 million, the authorization for 
appropriations for payments into the revolving fund 
for loans for construction of academic facilities. 

Permits disaster assistance to public institu- 
tions of higher education if the institution is 
located in an area which suffered a major disaster 
before July 1, 1972. 

National Defense Education Act - Extends for 4 
years the authorization for specific appropriations 
for capital contributions to student loan funds, at 
the level of $250 million for fiscal year 1969, $275 
million for the fiscal year 1970, and $300 million 
each for fiscal years 1971, and 1972, for student 
loans. 

Extends for 4 years the authorizations for ap- 
propriations and allotments for assistance for 
acquisition of equipment and materials and for 
grants for administrative expenses and supervisory 
services of State educational agencies. 

Extends for 4 years the national defense 
fellowship program and would continue through that 








period the present annual limit of 7,500 fellowship 
awards. 

Extends for 4 years (State programs of guid- 
ance, counseling, testing, etc.) by authorizing 
appropriations of $30 million for fiscal year 1969, 
$40 million for fiscal year 1970, and $54 million 
each for fiscal years 1971 and 1972. 

Extends for 4 years the lanaguage development 
programs and authorizes appropriations of $19 
million for fiscal year 1969, $30 million for fiscal 
year 1970, and $38,500,000 each for fiscal years 
1971 and 1972. 

Continues for 4 fiscal years, the appropriation 
authorization for educational media at the level of 
$5 million per year. 

Extends for 4 years, the authorization for ap- 
proriations for improvement of statistical services 
of State educational agencies, 

Continues for 4 years the authorization for ap- 
propriations for institutes for teachers in 
specified subjects or fields and for educational 
media specialists. 

International Education Act - Extends for 3 
years the fiscal year 1969 appropriation ceiling of 
$90 million contained for International education, 

National Vocational Student Loan Insurance - 
Extends for 4 fiscal years the various time-limited 
authorizations under the National Vocational Student 
Loan Insurance Act of 1965. 
ities - Extends for 4 fiscal years the authorization 
for annual appropriations of $500,000 to the 
Commissioner of Education for grants to State 
educational agencies, or loans to nonprofit private 
schools, for equipment suitable for use in 
providing education in the humanities and the arts, 

Student Assistance Programs: Assistance for 
State Educational Opportunity Grant Programs. 
Provides that upon request of a State Governor not 
to exceed 15 percent of the State's apportionment 
(not including any reapportionments) under this part 
for any fiscal year shall, instead of being 
distributed to institutions by the Commissioner, be 
paid to the State for educational opportunity grants 
to such students if (1) the State provides an equal 
amount for this purpose, (2) the amount provided by 
the State represents an increase in expenditures for 
this purpose by the State over the amount expended 
by it for this purpose for the previous fiscal year, 
and (3) such educational opportunity grants are made 
on the same basis of need, and are substantially the 
same in other respects, as educational opportunity 
grants by institutions of higher education under 
this part of the Act. 

Talent Search Provisions- Authorizes the Com- 
missioner to make grants, as well as to enter into 
contracts, for carrying out this section, and by 
making it a purpose of such grants or contracts to 
identify qualified youths of "financial or cultural 
need" with "an exceptional potential for 
postsecondary educational training," rather than 
“exceptional financial need" alone, and to encourage 
them to complete secondary school and to take such 
training. 

Special Services for Disadvantaged Students - 
Authorizes the Commissioner to make grants to or 
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contracts with institutions of higher education and 
other public or private nonprofit organizations for 
the planning, development, or carrying out of 
programs or projects of remedial and other special 
services for students with an academic potential who 
are enrolled or accepted for enrollment at the 
institution concerned and who by reason of deprived 
education, cultural or economic background, or 
physical handicap are in need of such services to 
assist themto initiate, continue, or resume their 
postsecondary education, 

Authorizes to be appropriated $15 million for 
the fiscal year 1970, and $80 million each for the 
fiscal years 1970 and 1971, 

Student Loan Insurance Progams - Authorizes de- 
ferment of repayment of State or privately insured 
loan during attendance of student borrower at 
eligible institution or during military, Peace 
Corps, or VISTA service; and authorizing Federal 
payment of all interest accruing during and such 
attendance or service, 

Increases the interest payments made by the 
Commissioner from 3 percent per annum to the total 
amount of interest which accrues on the loan during 
any period during which payment of principal is 
deferred because the borrower is attending an 
eligible institution or is a member of the Armed 
Forces, or a volunteer in the Peace Corps or VISTA. 

Authorizes deferral of repayment of any such 
loan from a State loan program, or insured under a 
State or private nonprofit program, during such 
attendance or service; and provides for the 
Commissioner to pay interest on any such outstanding 
loan (whether made under a State loan program, or 
insured under a State, Federal, or private nonprofit 
program) during any such attendance or service. 

Provides for coordination between non-Federal 
and Federal programs with respect to maximum amounts 
of individual loans insured, length of installment 
obligations, and minimum amounts of repayment 
installments on such loans. 

Provides that the maximum amount of loans to 
any one student outstanding at any one time that may 
be insured by State and private nonprofit loan 
insurance agencies is $7,500. 

Provides that the maximum amount of loans to 
undergraduate (as well as graduate or professional) 
students that may be insured by the Commissioner in 
an academic year or its equivalent would be $1,500 
rather than $1,000, and that the aggregate amount of 
loans that may be outstanding at any one time for 
such students would be $7,500 rather than $5,000. 

Provides that the State or private nonprofit 
guarantee agency must require the borrower, after 
commencement of the repayment period, to make 
repayments, with respect to the total of his loans 
insured under the programs covered by this part, at 
a rate of not less than $360 per year. 

Provides for Federal guarantee of student loans 
insured by States or nonprofit private institutions 
Or organizations, and Federal advances to reserve 
funds of student loans insurance programs of such 
States, institutions, or organizations. 

Authorizes the Commissioner to enter into a 
guarantee agreement with any State or nonprofit 
private insurer under the program to guarantee on 
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behalf of the United States 80 percent of each 
student loan insured by such insurer. No guarantee 
premium would be charged. 

Provides for increase of Federal advances to 
reserve funds of student loan insurance programs of 
States or nonprofit private institutions or 
organizations. 

Provides for increases of maximum interest rate 
under student loan insurance programs and 
administrative costs. 

Increases from 3 to 4 percent, during the loan 
repayment period, the Federal interest subsidy that 
is payable with respect to loans to students 
(having an adjusted family income of less than 
$15,000) which are made under the Federal or a non- 
Federal student loan insurance program or under a 
State student loan program covered by the Act. 

Enables the Commissioner to pay to lenders, 
from interest subsidy appropriations, a temporary 
"administrative cost allowance" not to exceed the 
rate of 1 percent of unpaid balances of the 
prinicipal of insured student loans made by such 
lenders, in States which have a statutory interest 
limitation (including any such limitation in a 
statute establishing a State student loan insurance 
program) that does not permit an interest rate of 7 
percent, if the Commissioner determines that such 
statutory limitation threatens to impede the 
carrying out of the purpose of the Act. Provides 
that this allowance, when authorized by the 
Commissioner, may be paid on loans insured, and 
installments paid, on or after the date of enactment 
of the bill, but may not continue beyond the fourth 
month after adjournment of the State's first 
regular legislative session adjourning after January 
1, 1969. Permits this allowance to be paid without 
regard to the student's adjusted family income. 

Provides that the amendments made by this 
section shall not apply to (1) any loan made or 
contracted for prior to the date of enactment of 
the bill, or (2) any loan, or part thereof, made to 
consolidate a loan made or contracted prior to - that 
date. 

Provides that each eligible lender that is 
entitled to have the Federal Government pay it 
interest on behalf of student borrowers could elect 
to have the Federal Government retain and accumulate 
the Federal interest payments on student loans, and 
to pay over such accumulation (with interest at a 
rate determined by the Treasury in the light of the 
average yield of U.S. obligations of 5-year 
maturity) when the final payment of prinicipal falls 
due. 

Increases from one-fourth of 1 percent to one- 
half of 1 percent the maximum premium that may be 
charged by the Commissioner for Federal loan 
insurance, 

Permits Federal savings and loan associations 
to invest in loans for vocational education. Makes 
pension funds eligible for lending if approved by the 
commissioner for this purpose. 


Loan Forgiveness and Payments on Insured Loans 


- Provides for increases in loan forgiveness for 
teachers in schools serving children from low- 
income families, and authorization of such 
forgiveness for service in Armed Forces, 
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Provides for loan cancellation for service in 
the Armed Forces of the United States at the rate of 
25 percent of the total amount of the loan (plus 
interest) for each complete year of consecutive 
service, and to provide for increasing the rate of 
cancellation from 15 to 20 percent for each 
complete academic year of service as a full-time 
teacher in a public or other nonprofit elementary of 
secondary school which is in the school district of 
a local educational agency which is eligible in such 
year for assistance under the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act of 1965, and which has been 
determined by the Commissioner, pursuant to 
regulations and after consultation with the State 
educational agency of the State in which the school 
is located, to be a school in which there is a high 
concentration of students from low-income families, 

Provides for cancellation of student loans made 
for service in the Armed Forces at a rate of 25 
percent per annum for each complete year of 
consecutive service for health professions under the 
Public Health Service Act, 

Provides for payment by the Commissioner, on 
behalf of the borrower, of the total amount owed by 
a borrower under Federal and non-Federal loan 
insurance programs in the case of his death, or in 
the case of his permanent and total disability (as 
determined in accordance with regulations of the 
Commissioner. ) 

Enables the Commissioner to make grants to pro- 
prietary schools which otherwise qualify as an 
“institution of higher education" to conduct work- 
study programs whereby students could be employed by 
public or other nonprofit institutions to perform 
work in the public interest, 

Provides that the Federal share of the 
compensation of students employed in work-study 
programs will not exceed 90 percent under the 
Economic Opportunity Act. 

Cooperative Education - Establishes cooperative 
education program. Authorizes to be appropriated $8 
million for fiscal year 1970 and $10 million each 
for fiscal years 1971, and 1972, for grants under 
section 472 by the Commissioner of Education to 
institutions of higher education for planning, 
establishing, expanding, or carrying out programs of 
cooperative education that alternate periods of 
academic study with full-time public or private 
employment which will give the student, so far as 
practicable, work experience related to his academic 
or occupational objective. 

Authorizes appropriations of $500,000 for the 
fiscal year 1969, and $750,000 for each of the next 
3 fiscal years, for making such grants or contracts 
for the training of persons in the administration of 
cooperative education and for research into methods 
of improving the use of cooperative education, 

Prohibits the use of funds appropriated under 
this part for paying the compensation of employed 
students. 

Requires that each application: (1) set forth 
programs or activities for which a grant is 
authorized; (2) provide for maintenance or program 
expenditures to at least the level maintained during 
the fiscal year preceding the year of application; 
(3) provide for the making of reports, in such form 





and containing such information as the Commissioner 
may reasonably require, and the keeping of such 
records and affording such access thereto as the 
Commissioner may find necessary; (4) provide for 
such fiscal control and fund accounting procedures 
as may be necessary; and (5) includes such other 
information that may be necessary. 

Provides that from funds appropriated, the Com 
missioner is authorized to (1) make grants to or 
contracts with institutions of higher education, or 
combinations of such institutions, and (2) make 
grants to other public or private nonprofit agencies 
or organizations, or contracts with public or 
private agencies or organizations when such grants, 
or contracts will make an especially significant 
contribution to attaining the objective of this 
section. 

General Provisions Concerning Student Assist- 
ance = Provides a statement of congressional intent 
on appropriate governmental assistance for 
universal educational opportunity at the post- 
secondary level; and provisions for a study and plan 
with respect thereto by stating that it is the 
intent of Congress that universal educational 
opportunity at the postsecondary level be made 
available through appropriate governmental 
assistance, 

Provides for the appointment of a Presidential 
commission to be known as the Universal Educational 
Opportunity Commission. Requires the commission to 
submit a plan or alternative plans for providing 
universal educational opportunity at the  post- 
secondary level, to be developed on the basis of a 
study or studies which take into account among other 
things various existing financial aid programs, 
income tax devices, and such factors as the cost 
effectiveness and the immediate and longrun economic 
impact of alternative plans. 

Provides that no grant, award, or loan, to any 
student under any act amended by the bill shall be 
considered in duplication of benefits for the 
purpose of section 1781 of title 38, United States 
Code. 

Provides that nothing in this bill, or any act 
amended by the bill, shall be construed to prohibit 
any institution of higher education from refusing 
to award, continue, or extend any financial 
assistance under any such act to any individual 
because of any misconduct which in its judgment 
bears adversely on the individual's fitness for such 
assistance, 

Provides that for purposes of programs assisted 
under titles I, IV, X, XIV, XVI, or XIX of the 
Social Security Act, no grant or loan to an 
undergraduate student which is made or insured under 
any program administered by the Commissioner shall 
be considered income or resources. 

Authorizes to be appropriated $150,000 to be 
used by way of grant to or contract with public or 
private organizations to develop, within a year 
after enactment, improved testing and other 
procedures for (1) determining more accurately the 
capabilities of students with varying social and 
economic backgrounds for postsecondary education and 
(2) for making such determinations initially while 
the student is in his first or second year of 
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secondary education, 

Provides for payment to institutions of higher 
education operating fellowship programs, of an 
amount consistent with prevailing practices under 
similar Federally supported programs. 

Amendments to Other Titles of the Higher Educa- 
tion Act of 1965 - Community Service and Continuing 
Education Programs. Provides that the Federal share 
of costs of State plans under this program, which 
dropped to 50 percent after fiscal year 1967, will 
again be 75 percent for fiscal years 1969 and 1970, 
and will drop to 65 percent for the fiscal year 1971 
and 60 percent for the fiscal year 1972. 

College Library Assistance, Research, and 
Training - Library assistance for new colleges. 
Makes eligible, in accordance with criteria 
prescribed by regulation, new institutions of higher 
education in the fiscal year preceding the first 
year in which students are to be enrolled. 

Authorizes the Commissioner to make grants to 
institutions of higher education and other public or 
private agencies, institutions, and organizations, 
for the planning or development of programs for the 
opening of library or information science schools, 
or of programs intended to lead to the accreditation 
of such existing schools. 

Enables the Commissioner of Education to trans- 
fer funds to the Librarian of Congress for specified 
purposes by: 

(1) making it clear that the purpose of clause 
(1) of the section will be met through acquisition, 
by the Librarian of Congress so far as possible, of 
"copies of" all library materials currently 
published throughout the world which are of value to 
scholarship; 

(2) authorizing the Librarian of Congress to 
compile and distribute catalog and_ general 
bibliographic information about library materials 
forming a part of the collection of the Library 
whether or not such materials were recently acquired 
under the authority of section 231; and 

(3) adding authority to enable the Librarian of 
Congress to pay administrative costs of cooperative 
arrangements for acquiring library materials 
published outside of the United States, its 
territories and possessions, and not readily 
obtainable outside of the country of origin, for 
institutions of higher education, combinations 
thereof, or other public or private nonprofit 
research libraries. 

Strengthening Developing Institutions - In- 
creases the share for junior colleges in title III 
of Higher Education Act of 1965, Authorizes the 
Commissioner of [Education to award grants to 
professors retired from active duty at institutions 
of higher education that do not qualify for 
assistance under title III, to encourage such 
professors to teach and conduct research at 
developing institutions. 

Education Professions Development - Extends 
these programs to poverty areas, Extends the 
provisions of medical insurance coverage to Teachers 
Corps not otherwise covered, 

Allocation of Fellowships Under Title V-C of 
Higher Education Act of 1965. Provides that in 
determining what is an equitable distribution of 
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fellowships the Commissioner may take into account 
such factors as the respective numbers of children 
aged 3 to 17, the undergraduate student enrollments 
in institutions of higher education, and the numbers 
of lower income families, in the States. Provides 
that the basic distribution rule shall not apply to 
the extent that the Council determines that an 
urgent need for a certain category of education 
personnel is not likely to be met without a 
preference in favor of that category, in which 
event the Commissioner may give preference to 
programs designed to meet that need, but that in no 
case may such preferred programs constitute more 
than 50 percent of the total number of fellowships 
awarded in a year. 

Requires the Commissioner, in making grants and 
contracts for programs or projects to seek to 
achieve an equitable geographical distribution of 
training opportunities throughout the Nation, taking 
into account such factors as the relative numbers of 
children aged 3 to 17 and numbers of low-income 
families in the States. 

Instructional Equipment - Provides that in 
order to promote coordination of Federal programs 
for assistance in the purchase of special equipment 
for education in the natural or physical sciences, 
the Commissioner shall consult with the National 
Science Foundation and other agencies in developing 
general policy in respect of such equipment. 

General Provisions Amendments - Conforms defin- 
itions of instituion of higher education in Higher 
Education Act of 1965 and National Defense 
Edcuation Act of 1958. Establishes an Advisory 
Council on Graduate Education chaired by the 
Commissioner of Education, to include - in addition 
to one representative each from the Office of 
Science and Technology in the Executive Office of 
the President, the National Science Foundation, and 
the National Foundation on the Arts and Humanities - 
members appointed by the Commissioner from among 
leading authorities in the field of education, 
except that at least one of the appointed members 
would have to a graduate student. 

Provides that the Council shall advise the Com- 
missioner on matters of general policy arising in 
his administration of programs relating to graduate 
education. 

Authorizes the Commissioner to furnish to the 
Council such technical assistance and to make 
available to it such secretarial, clerical, and 
other assistance and such pertinent data as the 
Council may require. 

Amendments to Higher Education Facilities Act - 
Provides that construction of a facility may be 
considered to result in the expansion of the 
instituion's student enrollment capacity (which is a 
basic condition for eligibility under title I of the 
Act) if the Commissioner finds that the student 
enrollment capacity of an institution would decrease 
if an urgently needed academic facility is not 
constructed, 

Authorizes the Commissioner to enter into 
contracts with institutions of higher education or 
with higher education building agencies to make 
annual grants to reduce costs of securing loans from 
sources other than title III for the construction of 
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academic facilities. 

Requires such contracts to be entered into 
where the Commissioner finds that (1) the applicant 
was umable to secure the necessary funds for 
construction of the facilities upon reasonable terms 
and conditions, and (2) the construction would be 
undertaken in an economical manner and would not be 
of elaborate or extravagant design or materials. 

Amendments to the National Defense Education 
Act - Directs the Commissioner to seek to achieve an 
equitable geographical distribution of graduate 
programs supported under title IV based on such 
factors as students enrollment in institutions of 
higher education and the number of faculty members 
who have not attained the degree of doctor of 
philosophy or its equivalent as compared with the 
number of members, who have such a degree. 

New Educational Programs - This section of the 
bill would amend the Higher Education Act of 1965 by 
redesignating title VIII as title XIII, by making 
appropriate changes in section numbering, and by 
inserting after title VII the following new titles: 

Networks for Knowledge - Authorizes a program 
of project grants to stimulate colleges and 
universities to share their technical and other 
educational and administrative facilities and 
resources through cooperative arrangements while 
maintaining their institutional identities, and to 
test and demonstrate the effectiveness of a variety 
of such arrangements, preferably on a multi- 
institutional basis. Such grants might be made 
directly to the colleges or universities involved 
or, when deemed more effective, to other established 
public or nonprofit private agencies or 
organizations. 

Education for the Public Service - Provides 
grants and contracts to strengthen and improve 
education for the public service, Provides that 
grants or contracts could be made only upon 
application to the Commissioner that sets forth an 
authorized purpose for which such grant or contract 
may be made and relates such purpose to the program 
described in any application of such applicant. 

Authorizes the use of payments for part of the 
compensation of students employed in non-Federal 
public service as part of a program approved for 
assistance under tnis section, and also encourage 
agencies of the Federal Government to enter into 
arrangements with institutions of higher education 
for the employment of students enrolled in approved 
programs. 

Public Service Fellowships - Authorizes the 
Commissioner to award graduate or professional 
fellowships, not to exceed 3 academic years, to 
persons who plan to pursue careers in public 
service, 

Directs the Commissioner to allocate 
fellowships under title IX among institutions of 
higher education with programs approved under the 
provisions of part B, for the use of persons 
accepted into such programs, so as most nearly (1) 
to provide an equitable distribution of such 
fellowships throughout the United States; and (2) to 
attract recent college graduates to pursue public 
service careers. 

Directs the Commissioner to approve a program 





under part B upon application by the institution and 
his findings that the program is significantly 
aimed at education persons for the public service, 
or in a field for whose practitioners there is a 
significant and continuing need in the public 
service; that the program is or may be expected to 
be of high quality; that the application describes 
the relationship of the program to the program 
described in any application of such institution 
submitted; that the application contains 
satisfactory assurance that the institution will 
recommend fellowship awards only for persons of 
superior promise who have demonstrated a serious 
intent to enter the public service, and will make 
reasonable continuing efforts to encourage 
fellowship recipients to enter the public service 
upon completing an approved program. 

General Provisions - Requires the Commissioner 
in administering title IX to give primary emphasis 
to the assistance of programs and activities not 
otherwise assisted by the Federal Government, 

Authorizes payments to be made in installments, 
and in advance or by way or reimbursements, with 
necessary adjustments on account of overpayments or 
underpayments. 

Prohibits grants, contracts, or fellowships 
awarded to, or for study at, a school or department 
of divinity, which term is defined as in the Higher 
Education Facilities Act of 1963 and the Higher 
Education Act of 1965. 

Authorizes the Commissioner in administering 
title X, to utilize the services of any agency of 
the Federal Government and of any other public or 
nonprofit agency or institution, or a reimbursable 
basis or otherwise in accordance with agreements 
between the Commissioner and the head thereof. 

Improvement of Graduate Programs - Strengthens 
and improves the quality of graduate programs 
leading to a doctoral or professional (other than 
medical) degree, and increases the number of such 
quality programs, 

Provides that there be authorized to be appro- 
priated $5 million for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1970, and $10 million for each of the 2 
succeeding fiscal years, for grants. by the 
Commissioner to institutions of higher education 
having programs leading to the Ph. D. or comparable 
professional or other degree to pay part of the cost 
of carrying out projects or activities. 

Provides that payments under this title may not 
exceed 90 percent of the total cost of the project 
or activity; nor may they exceed 50 percent of the 
cost of the purchase or rental of books or equipment 
or other materials (after taking into account sums 
received as Federal financial assistance under 
other programs); nor be used for sectarian 
instruction or religious worship or in connection 
with any part of the program of a school of 
divinity, which term is defined as in the other 
titles of the Higher Education Act of 1965. 

Requires the Commissioner insofar as practic- 
able and consistent with the other purposes of the 
title, to give weight to the objective of having an 
adequate number of graduate and professional schools 
of good quality within each appropriate region, 

Requires the Commissioner to consult with the

National Science Foundation, the National Foundation 
on the Arts and the Humanities, and the Federal 
Judicial Center for the purpose of promoting the 
coordination of Federal programs bearing on the 
purposes of this title. 

Law School Clinical Experience Programs - Auth- 
orizes contracts with law schools accredited by a 
nationally recognized accrediting agency or 
association approved by the Commissioner to pay not 
to exceed 90 percent of the cost (but not more than 
$75,000 in any fiscal year to any one law school) 
of programs to provide their students with clinical 
experience in the practice of law, and preferably 
with experience in the preparation and trial of 
cases, Federal assistance to establish or expand 
such programs might cover necessary expenditures 
for planning, equipment, training of faculty 
members, salary for additional faculty members, 
travel and per diem for faculty and students, 
reasonable stipends to students for public service 
rendered outside the academic year as part of such a 
training program, and any other items allowed 
pursuant to regulations issued by the Commissioner. 

United States Foreign Service Corps - Estab- 
lishes a United States Foreign Service Corps con- 
sisting of students and Government employees 
selected for admission under the provisions of this 
title, and enrolled in a program of education, 
training, or research, or a course of study 
approved by the Board of Trustees established 
hereunder, 
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Vocational Education Amendments ~ General Pro- 
Authorizes appropriations of $575 million 
for fiscal year 1970, $750 million for fiscal year 
1971, and $750 million each for fiscal years 1971 
and 1972, Further provides that of the sums appro- 
priated for any fiscal year, 70 percent shall be 
for grants for State Vocational Education Programs, 
10 percent for grants for Research and Training in 
Vocational Education, 10 percent for grants for 
Exemplary Programs and Projects, and 10 percent for 
grants for State Special Emphasis Programs. 
Authorizes for each fiscal year through 1973, the 
appropriation of such sums as may be necessary to 
pay the cost of administering State plans and of 
the activities of advisory councils under this title 
and of evaluation and dissemination activities 
required by the title. 

Provides for allotting the sums appropriated 
for any fiscal year on the basis of per capita 
income and the number of persons in the various age 
groups, so that, as multiplied by the State's allot- 
ment ratio, 55 percent is based on the population 
aged 15 through 19, 30 percent on the population 
aged 20 through 24, and 15 percent on the population 
aged 25 through 65, so that each State's allotment 
ratio is determined by subtracting from 1.00 the 
product of 0.50 multiplied by the quotient obtained 
by dividing the State per capita income by the 
national per capita income. 

Allows no State to have an allotment ratio 
higher than 0.60 or lower then 0.40, and the 
allotment ratio for Puerto Rico, Guam, American 
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Samoa, the Virgin Islands, and the Trust Territory 
of the Pacific Islands shall be 0.60. 

Creates a National Advisory Council on Voca- 
tional Education consisting of 21 members appointed 
by the President. Includes persons representative 
of labor and management, persons representative of 
new and emerging occupational fields, persons 
familiar with manpower problems and administration 
of manpower programs, persons knowledgeable about 
the administration of State and local vocational 
education programs, persons experienced in the 
education and training of handicapped persons, 
persons familiar with the special problems and 
needs of individuals disadvantaged by their socio- 
economic backgrounds, persons having’ special 
knowledge of postsecondary and adult vocational 
education programs, and (constituting at least one- 
third of the total membership) persons 
representative of the general public, including 
parents and vocational students. 

Directs the National Council: (1) to advise the 
Commissioner concerning the administration of, 
general regulations for, and operation of, 
vocational education programs; (2) to review the 
administration and operation of this title, 
including the effectiveness of such programs in 
meeting their purposes; (3) to review and advise the 
Commissioner on the approval of each State plan and 
application for assistance under the title; (4) to 
review, evaluate, and transmit at least annually to 
Congress and the President all reports, 
evaluations, and materials which the State advisory 
councils are required to submit to the National 
Council; (5) to conduct independent evaluations of 
programs and disseminate the results thereof; (6) to 
make recommendations for the improvement of 
administration and operations, including 
recommendations for legislative changes; (7) and to 
prepare an annual report on its evaluations, recom- 
mendations, and other activities and on vocational 
education and its effectiveness in meeting the need 
for vocational education throughout the Nation and 
submit such report to the Congress and the President 
before January 31 of each year. 

Provides that any State desiring to receive a 
grant under this title for any fiscal year shall 
establish a State advisory council. 

Directs each State advisory council to include 
as members persons who are familar with the 
vocational education needs and the problems of 
management and labor in the State, who represent 
State industrial and economic development and 
planning agencies; who are representative of 
community and junior colleges, area vocational 
schools, technical institutes, and other  post- 
secondary or adult education agencies or 
institutions which may provide programs of 
vocational or technical education and training, and 
other institutions of higher education, who are 
familiar with the administration of State and local 
vocational education programs. 

Provides that the State advisory council shall 
evaluate vocational education programs, services, 
and activities and shall prepare and submit an 
annual evaluation report through the State board to 
the Commissioner and to the National Advisory 
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Council on Vocational Education. 

Authorizes the Commissioner to delegate any of 
his functions (except the making of regulations) 
under the Vocational Education Act of 1963 to any 
subordinate in the Office of Education, Authorizes 
the Commissioner to utilize the services and 
facilities of any Federal or public nonprofit 
agency or institution pursuant to an agreement, and 
to pay for such services in advance or by way of 
reimbursement as agreed upon, Directs the 
Commissioner to consult with the Department of Labor 
and other Federal departments and agencies 
administering programs which may be coordinated with 
those carried out under the Vocational Education Act 
of 1963, and to the extent practicable to 
coordinate such programs on the Federal level with 
those of other Federal departments and agencies and 
to require State and local authorities to coordinate 
their programs and projects of other public or 
private programs with the same or similar purposes, 

Provides that if appropriations for any fiscal 
year do not exceed $300 million, 90 percent of the 
sums appropriated for that fiscal year shall be for 
grants to States under the State plan program and 10 
percent for grants and contracts under the research 
and training authority, and unless the sums 
appropriated for a fiscal year are less than the 
total amount of appropriations for grants under the 
Vocational Education Act and the George-Barden Act 
for fiscal year 1969, the amount allotted to any 
State for the State plan programs shall not be less 
than the amount alloted to such State under such 
acts for fiscal year 1969, 

States that nothing in the Vocational Education 
Act of 1963, shall be construed to authorize any 
payment for religious worship or instruction, or 
for the construction, operation, or maintenance of 
any facility to be used for such purposes. Requires 
that preference in Federally compensated work under 
such programs or projects be given to students from 
low-income families. Provides that such program or 
project will not displace employed workers or 
impair existing contracts for services, and provides 
that no Federal compensation may be paid toa 
student for work for profitmaking employers, except 
that such employers may be reimbursed for the 
reasonable cost of work-experience programs when 
the work performed by students is manifestly unequal 
to the compensation paid to such students. Forbids 
such facilities to be used in such a manner as to 
result in racial segregation. 

State Vocational Education Programs - Author- 
izes the Commissioner to make grants to the States 
to assist them in conducting vocational education 
programs for persons of all ages in all communities 
of the States which are designed to insure that 
educational training programs for career vocations 
are available to all individuals who desire and need 
such education and training. 

Provides that grants to States may be used for 
the following purposes: (1) exploratory occupational 
education programs; (2) vocational education 
programs for high school students which is designed 
to prepare them for advanced or highly skilled 
postsecondary vocational and technical education; 
(3) vocational education for other students 





attending high school; (4) vocational education for 
persons who have already entered the labor market 
and who desire or need training or retraining to 
achieve stability; (5) or to provide such persons 
with opportunities for continuing vocational 
education; (6) vocational education for persons who 
have completed or left high schools and who are 
available for study in a program of postsecondary 
vocational or technical education; special programs 
designed to meet the special vocational education 
needs for persons who have academic or 
socioeconomic disadvantages which hinder them in 
other vocational education programs which may be 
available, or who are handicapped; and (7) 
ancillary services and activities to assure quality 
in all vocational education programs, such as 
teacher training and supervision, guidance and 
counseling, program evaluation, special 
demonstration, and experimental programs, and 
development of instructional materials. 

Provides that funds may be used to provide 
training through contractual arrangements with 
private vocational training institutions if such 
institutions can make a significant contribution to 
attaining the objectives of the State plan, and if 
such institutions can provide substantially 
equivalent training at a lesser cost or can provide 
equipment or serivces not available in public 
institutions. 

Includes in the State plan requirements, pro- 
visions requiring a long-range program plan and 
requiring an annual program plan. Requires that the 
annual program plan, to be submitted each year with 
the State plan, would describe the content of, and 
the allocation of funds to, programs, services, and 
activities to be carried out under the State plan 
for the fiscal year ahead (whether or not with 
Federal funds) and indicate how and to what extent 
these programs, services, and activities (and 
allocations of funds thereto) will carry out the 
objectives set forth in the long-range program 
plan, and indicate how and to what extent 
allocations of Federal funds allotted to the State 
take into consideration the criteria for allocation 
of Federal funds. 

Adds to the Vocational Education Act of 1963, a 
particular reference to new and emerging manpower 
needs and job opportunities on the local, State, 
and national levels. 

Provides that Federal funds will not be allo- 
cated to local educational agencies in a manner, 
such as the matching of local expenditures at a 
uniform matching ratio throughout the State, except 
to the extent that the considerations required in 
the above-mentioned criteria are uniform throughout 
the State. Requires that applications from local 
educational agencies for funds to be developed in 
consultation with persons representative of the 
educational and training resources available to the 
area to be served by the applicant, show promise of 
providing the persons to be served with education 
programs designed to make substantial progress 
toward preparing such person for a career, include 
a comprehensive plan for meeting the vocational 
education needs in the area or community served by 
such agency, and indicate how and to what extent 
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the vocational education programs, services, and 
activities proposed in the application will meet the 
needs set forth in such comprehensive plan. 
Provides that no local educational agency which is 
making a reasonable tax effort, as defined by 
regulations, will be denied funds for the 
establishment of new vocational education programs 
solely because the local educational agency is 
unable to pay the non-Federal share of the cost of 
such new programs, 

Requires that the State plan provide minimum 
qualifications for teachers, teacher-trainees, 
supervisors, directors, and other personnel having 
responsibilities for vocational education in the 
State and the policies and procedures developed to 
improve the qualifications of such personnel and to 
insure that such qualifications continue to reflect 
a direct relationship with the need for personnel in 
vocational education programs carried out under the 
State plan. 

Requires the State plan to provide for 
cooperative arrangements with other agencies, 
organizations, and institutions concerned with 
manpower needs and job opportunities, such as 
business and labor organizations, institutions of 
higher education, and community action agencies. 

Restates the requirement, of the Vocational 
Education Act of 1963, that the State plan shall 
include policies and procedures for allocations of 
Federal funds which insure, among other things, that 
Federal funds will be so used as to supplement, and, 
to the extent practical, increase, but not 
supplant, State or local funds that would otherwise 
have been made available for the purposes for which 
funds may be used under the State plan. Adds a new 
provision providing that final action with respect 
to any application for funds under this part shall 
not be taken without first affording the local 
educational agency reasonable notice and opportunity 
for a hearing. Requires that, of the sums available 
to each State under the State plan, at least 15 
percent shall be used for vocational education for 
persons who have completed or left high school and 
who are available for study in a program of 
postsecondary vocational or technical education, at 
least i5 percent shall be used for special programs 
designed to meet the special educational needs for 
persons who have academic or socioeconomic 
disadvantages which hinder them in other vocational 
education programs which may be available, and at 
least 10 percent shall be used for special programs 
designed to meet the special vocational education 
needs for persons who physically or mentally 
handicapped. 

Provides that the Commissioner shall not ap- 
prove a State plan until he has made specific find- 
ings as to the compliance of such plan with the 
requirements of this part and he is satisfied that 
adequate procedures are set forth to insure that 
the assurances and provisions of such plan will be 
carried out. Requires that the Commissioner submit 
his findings to the Senate Committee on Labor and 
Public Welfare and the House Committee on Education 
and Labor at least annually. Provides that, if the 
Commissioner finds that the requirement for 
reserving at least 15 percent of the funds 
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available under the State plan for postsecondary 
vocational and technical education will result in a 
State's inability to use the 15 percent reservation 
for that purpose in any fiscal year, he may waive 
that requirement, upon application by that State, 
Requires the Commissioner to include in the findings 
which he submits to the congressional committees 
supporting evidence respecting the justification of 
such waiver. 

Provides that whenever the Commissioner, after 
opportunity for hearing has been provided, finds 
that there has been a failure to comply 
substantially with any requirement in the plan of 
that State, or with any requirement in the 
application of a local educational agency, further 
payments shall not be made to the State under this 
title, or, if so determined by the Commissioner, the 
State may not make further payments to the local 
educational agencies affected by the failure, until 
he is satisfied that there is no longer any such 
failure to comply. 

Contains provisions for judicial review of the 
Commissioner's action with respect to State plans. 

Provides for judicial review of the final 
action of a State board if the local educational 
agency is dissatisfied with the final action of the 
State board with respect to approval of an 
application by the local agency. 

Provides that the Commissioner shall pay to 
each State an amount equal to 50 percent of the 
State and local expenditures in carrying out its 
State plan with the following exceptions: 

(1) Allows the 50 percent limitation with re- 
spect to that part of the amount available to any 
State under this part for any fiscal year which 
exceeds 110 percent of the amount paid to the State 
during the preceding fiscal year if the State 
expenditures for carrying out the State plan for 
that fiscal year are at least 110 percent of such 
expenditures for the preceding fiscal year to be 
waived by the Commissioner. The Commissioner must 
find that the State is making a reasonable effort to 
increase its expenditures for carryout out the State 
plan. The Commissioner may waive the 50 percent 
matching requirement under the above-mentioned 
conditions only to the extent that the amount for 
which such matching would not be required will be 
used for new or expanded programs or projects which 
would not otherwise be carried out because of the 
lack of State and local matching funds and if he 
finds that such programs are designed to neet urgent 
vocational education needs. 

(2) Allows the matching requirement with re- 
spect to so much of the amount available to any 
State which exceeds the amount paid to the State 
during fiscal year 1969, as will be used for new 
vocational education programs to be carried out by 
one or more local educational agencies within that 
State having an urgent need for establishing new 
vocational education programs be waived by the 
Commissioner. Requires that the Commissioner must 
find that such local educational agency or agencies 
are making a reasonable effort and cannot otherwise 
provide the matching funds to establish such new 
vocational education programs. 

Provides that no payments shall be made to any 
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local educational agency or to any State unless the 
Commissioner finds that the combined fiscal effort 
of that local agency and the State with respect to 
the provision of vocational education by that agency 
for the preceding fiscal year was not less than 
such combined fiscal effort for the second preceding 
fiscal year; and no payments shall be made to any 
State unless the Commissioner finds that the fiscal 
effort of that State for vocational education for 
the preceding fiscal year was not less than it was 
for the second preceding fiscal year. 

Research and Training in Vocational Education - 
Provides that, from sums available to each State for 
grants under this part, the Commissioner is 
authorized to make grants to and contracts with 
institutions of higher education, public and private 
agencies and institutions, State boards, and, with 
the approval of the appropriate State board, to 
local educational agencies in that State to 


encourage research and training in vocational 
education and the development of vocational 
education programs designed to meet special 


vocational education needs of youths and to provide 
education for new and emerging careers and 
occupations. 

Provides that the Commissioner may for any fis- 
cal year reserve up to 50 percent of the allocations 
for projects which are of national or regional 
importance or interstate projects. Requires that if 
such reservation is made for any fiscal year, 
special consideration must be given in approving 
applications for the remaining funds to applications 
(1) from State boards, and (2) from institutions of 
higher education to support research coordinating 
units and projects approved by research coordinating 
units. 

Authorizes grants and contracts to be used for 
research in vocational education; training programs 
designed to familiarize persons involved in 
vocational education with research finding and 
successful pilot and demonstration projects in 
vocational education; experimental, developmental, 
and pilot programs and projects designed to test the 
effectiveness of research findings; demonstration 
projects; the development of new vocational 
education curriculums; and projects in the 
development of new careers and occupations. 

Includes in projects in the development of new 
careers and occupations, research and experimental 
projects designed to identify new careers in such 
fields as mental and physical health, crime pre- 
vention and corrections, welfare, education, 
municipal services, child care, and recreation 
requiring less training than professional positions 
and to delineate within such careers roles with the 
potential for advancement from one level to 
another; training and development projects designed 
to demonstrate improved methods of securing the 
involvement, coorperation, and commitment of both 
the public and private sectors toward the end of 
achieving greater coordination and more effective 
implementation of programs for the employment of 
persons in the fields described above, including 
programs to prepare professionals (including 
administrators) to work effectively with aides, and 
projects to evaluate the operation of programs for 








the training, developments, and utilization of 
public service aides, particularly their 
effectiveness in providing satisfactory work 
experiences and in meeting public needs. 

Provides that such an application for a project 
must be reviewed by a panel of experts who are not 
employees of the Federal Government before the 
Commissioner may approve it. 

Provides that the Federal share of the amount 
expended by an applicant to carry out an approved 
project may not exceed 90 percent, except that the 
Federal share of projects funded out of the 
reservation for national or regional research 
projects shall be determined in accordance with 
regulations. 

Exemplary Programs and Projects - Authorizes 
the Commissioner to make grants to or contracts with 
State boards of vocational education or local 
educational agencies for exemplary programs and 
projects and with other public or private agencies 
or institutions when such a grant or contract would 
make an especially significant contribution to 
carrying out the purposes of this Act. Authorizes 
the Commissioner to make grants or contracts 
pursuant to this new part to pay all or part of the 
cost of (1) planning and developing, or (2) 
establishing, operating, and evaluating programs 
and projects to broaden the occupational aspirations 
and opportunities of youths, especially those with 
academic, socioeconomic, or other handicaps. 

Requires that a grant to a State or local edu- 
cational agency be made only upon a determination by 
the Commissioner (1) that there is satisfactory 
assurance of participation of manpower agencies and, 
as appropriate, persons broadly representative of 
employers, labor organizations, community action 
organizations, and other community institutions in 
the planning, establishment, and carrying out of 
the program or project, and (2) that there will be 
participation of students enrolled in nonprofit 
private schools in the area to be served by the 
program or project to the extent consistent with the 
number of such students with educational needs of 
the type to be met by the program or project. 

Provides that no grant or contract (other than 
a grant to or contract with a State board) may be 
made unless the program or project involved has 
been submitted to the State board in the State where 
it is to be conducted and has not been disapproved 
by the board within 60 days or within such longer 
period as the Commissioner may allow pursuant to 
regulations. 

Provides that the Federal share may not exceed 
90 percent of the amount expended by the applicant 
in carrying out the approved project. 

State Special Emphasis Programs - Provides 
that, from the sums available for grants, the 
Commissioner shall carry out a program of making 
grants to assist States in the establishment of 
special emphasis programs to meet special 
educational needs in the States, 

Provides that grants may be used in accordance 
with approved applications for planning and 
developing programs designed to provide special 
vocational educational activities, the 
establishment, maintenance, and operation of new 
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vocational education programs (including the lease 
or construction of necessary facilities and the 
acquisition of necessary equipment), designed to 
meet the needs of individuals in the State and to 
offer a diverse range of educational experience to 
persons of varying talents and needs by providing, 
especially through new and improved approaches, 
special vocational education programs. Includes in 
such programs: 

(1) new and expanded vocational education pro- 
grams and services specifically designed for persons 
and students who have academic, social, economic, 
cultural, or other handicaps, and who reside in 
areas with concentrations of persons so 
disadvantaged; 

(2) cooperative work-study programs, designed 
to combine a meaningful work experience with formal 
education; 

(3) residential vocational education schools; 

(4) development of curriculum materials; 

(5) acquisition of vocational library re- 
sources; 

(6) strengthening vocational and technical ed- 
ucation at the postsecondary level in junior and 
community colleges; 

(7) comprehensive guidance and counseling; 

(8) comprehensive vocational guidance and coun- 
seling for adults; 

(9) specialized instruction and equipment for 
students interested in studying vocational education 
subjects which are not taught in the local schools 
or which can be provided more effectively on a 
centralized basis, or for persons who are 
handicapped; 

(10) making available modern vocational educa- 
tion equipment and specially qualified personnel; 

(11) developing, producing, and transmitting 
radio and television programs for classroom and 
other vocational education use; 

(12) providing special educational and related 
services for persons who are in or from rural areas; 

(13) providing support or services for the com 
prehensive and compatible recording, collecting, 
processing, analyzing, interpreting, storing, 
retrieving, and reporting of State and local 
vocational education data, including the use of 
automated date systems; 

(14) research and training programs and experi- 
mental, developmental, or pilot programs designed to 
meet the special vocational education needs of 
youth; 

(15) cooperative arrangements for the training 
or retraining of experienced vocational education 
personnel ; 

(16) encouraging community involvement in voca- 
tional education programs; and 

(17) programs designed to prevent school drop- 
outs and assist all students in bridging the gap 
between school and the world of work. 

Provides that the Commissioner may approve an 
application for a grant under this part only upon 
his determination that each of the proposed 
projects, programs, and activities for which the 
application is approved will make a significant 
contribution to strengthening the ability of the 
State and local educational agencies in that State 
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to participate effectively in meeting the vocational 
education needs of the State, and the application 
has been developed in consultation with the State 
advisory council and sets forth the procedures by 
which the proposed activities will be evaluated by 
such advisory council, 

Homemaking Education - Authorizes appropria- 
tions for purposes of this section of $25 million 
for fiscal year 1970, $35 million for fiscal year 
1971, and $50 million for fiscal year 1972. 

Requires any State participating in this sec- 
tion to have in effect an approved State plan and to 
submit a supplementary plan which (1) designates 
the State board as the sole agency for 
administration, or supervision of the 
administration, of the State plan; (2) sets forth a 
program under which Federal funds will be expended 
solely for (A) homemaking education for persons who 
have entered, or are preparing to enter, the work 
of the home, and (B) ancillary services and 
activities; (3) sets forth fiscal control and fund 
accounting procedures; and (4) provides for 
submitting reports, keeping records, and affording 
the Commissioner access to such records. 

Provides that the Commissioner shall pay 50 
percent of the amount expended for homemaking 
education and ancillary services and activities, but 
in no case more than a State's allotment. 

Cooperative Vocational Education Programs - 
Provides financial assistance for personnel to 
coordinate cooperative work-study programs and to 
provide instruction related to the work experience. 

Authorizes appropriations of $25 million for 
fiscal year 1970, $50 million for fiscal year 1971, 
and $75 million for fiscal year 1972. 

Provides that, in order to participate in the 
program, a State must, through its State board, 
submit a State plan to the Commissioner setting 
forth policies and procedures to be used in 
establishing cooperative work-study programs through 
local educational agencies and public and private 
employers. 

Provides for a Federal share of not more than 
90 percent of the State's expenditures under its 
State plan for the cooperative work-study program. 

Miscellaneous Provisions - Requires the Sec- 
retary of Health, Education, and Welfare to transmit 
to the committees having legislative jurisdiction 
and the appropriations committees of each House of 
the Congress not later than March 31 of each year a 
report evaluating programs and projects assisted 
under such programs, which shall include his 
recommendations relating thereto, including 
legislative recommendations. 

Provides that if Congress has not passed or 
formally rejected legislation extending the 
authorization for any legislation during the 
regular session in which a comprehensive report is 
required, the authorization is automatically 
extended for one fiscal year beyond its expiration 
date and at the same level of the last year's 
authorization. 

Provides that, notwithstanding any other provi- 
sion of law, unless expressly in limitation of these 
provisions, funds appropriated in any fiscal year 
to carry out any of the programs administered by the 
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Office of Education shall remain available for 
obligation until the end of such fiscal year. 

Early Education of Handicapped Children - Au- 
thorizes the Commissioner to arrange by contract or 
grant with appropriate public agencies and private 
nonprofit organizations for developing and carrying 
out experimental preschool and early education 
programs for handicapped children. 

Limits the Federal share to 90 percent of the 
cost of developing, carrying out, or evaluating the 
program, 

Provides that the Commissioner shall conduct 
either directly or by contract with independent 
organizations a thorough and continuing evaluation 
of the effectiveness of each program. 

Authorizes appropriations of $5 million for 
fiscal year 1969, $10 million for fiscal year 1970, 
and such sums as may be authorized for fiscal year 
1971. 

Provides that the Commissioner of Education (1) 
shall prepare and disseminate to all appropriate 
State and local agencies and institutions and 
others concerned with education, complete 
information on programs of Federal assistance; (2) 
shall inform the public on Federally supported 
programs for education by providing information to 
communications media; (3) shall develop, on both 
formal and informal bases, a close liaison for 
interchange of ideas and information with 
representatives of American business and with 
service, labor, or other organizations, both public 
and private, to advance American education; (4) 
shall collect data and information on programs 
qualifying for assistance under programs 
administered by him for the purpose of obtaining 
objective measurements of the effectiveness achieved 
in carrying out the purposes of such programs; (5) 
may upon request provide advice, counsel, technical 
assistance, and demonstrations to State educational 
agencies, local educational agencies, or 
institutions of higher education undertaking to 
initiate or expand programs in order to increase the 
quality of depth or broaden the scope of such 
programs, and shall inform such agencies and 
institutuions of the availability of assistance 
pursuant to this clause; (6) shall prepare and dis- 
seminate to State educational agencies, local 
educational agencies, and other appropriate 
agencies and institutions an annual report setting 
forth developments in the utilization and 
adaptation for programs carried out pursuant to this 
title; and (7) may enter into contracts with public 
or private agencies, organizations, groups, or 
individuals to carry out these provisions. 

Provides that, upon request from a State 
educational agency, the Commissioner shall provide 
counseling and technical assistance to elementary 
and secondary schools in rural areas, as defined by 
the Commissioner, of such State in determining 
benefits available to such agencies and schools 
under Federal laws, and in preparing applications 
and meeting other requirements for such benefits. 
Technical assistance may also be provided to 
institutions of higher education in rural areas, 

Requires the Commissioner of Education to: (1) 
prepare a catalog of all Federal assistance programs 








in the area of education, which must include the 
name of the program, the authorizing statute, the 
specific Federal administering officials and a brief 
description of such program; (2) set forth the 
availability of benefits and eligibility 
restrictions in each such program; (3) set forth 
the budget requests for each such program, past 
appropriations, obligations incurred, the average 
assistance provided under each such program, and 
pertinent financial information indicating the size 
of each such program for selected fiscal years, and 
any funds remaining available; (4) set forth the 
prerequisites, including the cost to the recipient 
of receiving assistance under each such program, 
and any duties required of the recipient after 
receiving benefits; ( 5) identify appropriate 
officials, in Washington as well as in each State 
and locality to whom application or reference for 
information for each such program may be made; (6) 
set forth the application procedures; and (7) 
contain a detailed index designed to assist the 
potential beneficiary to identify all education 
assistance programs related to a particular need or 
category of potential beneficiaries; and contain 
such other programs information and data as the Com 
missioner deems necessary. 

Authorizes appropriations of such sums as may 
be necessary for each of fiscal year 1970 through 
1972, for the collection and dissemination of 
information section. 

Provides that the Commissioner of Education 
shall not in any manner effect or agree to the 
consolidation of any programs which will result in 
the comingling at the Federal, State, or local level 
of funds derived from different appropriations; nor 
shall he transfer fund derived from appropriation 
to the use of any program not covered by that 
appropriation; nor shall he enter into any 
agreement with any State educational agency which 
would have the effect of requiring or providing for 
the approval of programs involving funds from 
different appropriations on any basis other than 
that provided for in the law which authorizes the 
appropriation of funds for each such program; nor 
shall the making of any grant or contract derived 
from any appropriation to the Office of Education 
be conditional upon the receipt of any grant or 
contract from any other such appropriation. 

Provides that the Commissioner of Education 
shall make a_ study of the feasibility of 
consolidation of education programs in order to 
provide for more efficient use of Federal funds at 
the local level and to simplify application 
procedures for such funds.

Food Supplement Amendments - Defines the term 
"food supplement", for the purposes of the Federal 
Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act, to mean food for 
special dietary uses, and defines the meaning of 
“special dietary uses" as used in that definition. 
Sets forth guidelines for administering this change 
in the law. [Amends 21 U.S.C. 321] 
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S. 3772, Messrs. Miller & Fannin; 7/11/68 (Jud.). 


Requires the giving of indemnity bonds to the 
United States and to States and localities of the 
United States in the case of a nonquota immigrant 
who is a child or spouse of a citizen of the United 
States and who is seeking to enter the United States 
to perform skilled or unskilled labor. [Amends 8 
U.S.C. 1182] 
S. 3773-3776. (Private). 

S. 3777. Messrs. Sparkman & Hayden; 7/15/68 
(For. Rel.). 


Establishes the United States Section of the 
United States-Mexico Commission for Border 
Development and Friendship. Directs this Section to: 
(1) conduct a continuing and comprehensive review of 
problems of the border area; (2) develop 
comprehensive and coordinated policies, plans, and 
programs for the border area and recommend 
priorities; (3) conduct or foster surveys, studies, 
and other research required for the identification 
of problems and the preparation of specific plans 
and programs for the border area; (4) develop and 
maintain a comprehensive inventory of natural and 
human resources and of the programs of Federal, 
State and local governments directed toward 
betterment of conditions in that area; (5) conduct 
or foster demonstration or technical assistance 
projects applicable to various localities in the 
border area; (6) stimulate and encourage an 
increased social and cultural interchange among 
institutuions and individuals; (7) promote increased 
participation by the private sector in the 
improvement of conditions in the border areas; and 
(8) work cooperatively with the Mexican Section of 
the Commission in the development and execution of 
plans and proposals for joint, cooperative, or 
paralled activities,

S. 3780, Mr. Hill; 7/15/68 (Lab. & Pub. Wel.). 


Establishes in the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation, and Welfare a Deupty Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare and an Under Secretary for 
Health and Science. Authorizes the President to 
appoint both positions with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare to prescribe the functions of each 
position. Allows the President to authorize the 
Under Secretary of HEW, to act as Deputy Sec. of HEW 
until that office is filled by appointment. Provides 
the compensation to the Under Secretary of HEW at a

Defines the term “industrial development bond" 
and the terms, exempt person, industrial property, 
independent wholesale or retail property, and 
beneficial obligor which are used in the definition 
for purposes of the Internal Revenue Code. 

Provides that the interest income on industrial 
development bonds is to be excluded from gross 
income from Federal income tax purposes if the 
bonds are: (1) part of an issue with an aggrepate 
face value of $5,900,000 or less; (2) to be used to 
alleviate unemployment; (3) not to be used to 
relocate industry from another State. [Amends 26 
U.S.C. 103)

Authorizes the Atomic Energy Commission to 
enter into contracts necessary or desirable for the 
provision of services involving the detonation of 
nuclear explosive devices for peaceful purposes and 
to establish prices for such service. Restricts 
such contracts to insure that all nuclear devices 
used in the performance of such services are kept in 
the control and custody of the Commission, Requires 
that all such contracts: (1) protect health; (2) 
minimize the danger to life or property; and (3) 
require the reporting and permit the inspection of 
work performed. [Adds 42 U.S.C. 2201(w)]

Preliminary Gerontological Research Act - Est- 
ablishes the Aging Research Commission which shall 
prepare a S-vear program designed to promote 
intensive coordinated research into the biological 
origins of aging in human beings. 

Designates that it shall be composed of 5 menm- 
bers to be appointed by the President by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate and that two 
members shall be biological scientists, two shall be 
administrators and one a social scientist. 

Establishes a Biological Research Board within 
the Commission which shall prepare the 
gerontological quinquennial research plan and which 
shall consist of not less than 5 nor more than 8 
members, the majority of which shall be highly 
recognized scientists.

Removes the two-year time limit applicable to 
on-the-job training courses for eligible veterans. 
{Amends 38 U.S.C. 1777(c)]

S. 3835. Mr. Percy; 7/15/68 (Lab. & Pub. Wel). 


The Neighborhood Health Center Act - Authorizes 
$280,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1969, for grants for the construction or 
modernization of public or other nonprofit 
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hospitals, public health centers, comprehensive 
ambulatory care centers, facilities for long-term 
care, diagnostic or treatment centers, and 
rehabilitation facilities. Allots to each State an 
amount bearing the same ratio to the sum 
appropriated as the number of medically indigent 
individuals in such State bears to the sum of the 
medically indigent individuals in all the States. 
Sets the minimum allotment at $175,000 for the 
Virgin Islands, American Samoa, or Guam = and 
$450,000 for any other State. 

Classifies the construction of comprehensive 
ambulatory care centers in areas of low physician 
accessibility as a priority project. 

Limits the proportion of the cost of 
construction of such projects to not more than 66- 
2/3 percent and not less than 33-1/3 percent.

(Commerce). 


Provides for the resolution of fair and 
reasonable wage subsidy disputes by means of an 
administrative hearing by the Secretary of Labor in 
which oral arguments, briefs, or memorandums shall 
be submitted and a decision shall be reached only on 
the basis of material in the record or available to 
all of the parties. 

Requires that the decision shall include a 
statement of findings, conclusions, and reasons for 
the conclusions, 

Directs the Secretery of Labor to consider in 
making his determination; (1) the total effect of 
the agreement reached; (2) the origin of the wage 
cost in collective bargaining; (3) the degree of 
governmental participation in the settlement of any 
controversy; and (4) the bargaining circumstances 
at the time of settlement.

Converts criminal penalties to civil penalties 
in instances of discriminatory rates and acts, 
antitrust violations, and the unlawful execution of 
agreements involving foreign or interstate shipping. 


S. 3847. Mr. Morse; 7/17/68 (Agric. & Fores.). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
purchase and sell such quantities of wheat that is 
necessary in order to prevent the price of wheat 
from declining to a level that would have a_ serious 
adverse effect on the domestic wheat market. 
Provides that the provisions of this Act shall be 
carried out through the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, 








S. 3848, Mr. Ellender; 7/17/68 (Agric. & Fores.). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
formulate and carry out a program to improve the 


nutritional status of needy children in group 
situations away from home, 
Authorizes the appropriations not to exceed 


$50,000,000 per annum for each of the fiscal years 
1969 and 1970, Requires the Secretary to reserve 3 
percent of the funds for apportionment to Guam, 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, American Samoa, and 
the Trust Territory of the Pacific Islands. Directs 
the Secretary to allot to each State an amount in 
proportion to the number of children in the State 
aged three to seventeen in families with incomes 
less than $3,000 per annum and to the number of 
children aged three to seventeen in families with 
incomes in excess of $3,000 per annum from payments 
under the program of aid to families. 

Requires that the State agencies shall use the 
funds to provide meals to children whose parents do 
not have the financial ability to provide for the 
adequate nutrition of their children. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
issue regulations implementing the operation of this 
program, Allows the withholding of funds for and 
disbursement to nonprofit private schools exclusive 
of the apportionment ratio and the matching 
provisions.

S. 3851, Messrs. Anderson & Aiken; 7/17/68 
(Atom, Eng.). 


Authorizes the Atomic Energy Commission to 
control in the national interest the thermal effects 
of the release of liquid effluents to the 
environment. 

Authorizes and directs the Commission to make 
arrangements (including contracts, agreements, and 
loans) for the conduct of research and development 
activities relating to the demonstration of advances 
in the commercial or industrial application of 
atomic energy. 

Authorizes the Commission, subsequent to a 
determination by it that a facility's principal 
purpose is the performance of research activities 
for advances in the commercial or industrial 
application of atomic energy, to issue a _ license 
for such a production facility. 

Directs the Commission to transmit all license 
applications to the Attorney General who will within 
180 days determine whether the issuance of such a 
license will create or maintain a situation 
inconsistent with the antitrust laws. 

Limits the issuance of such licenses to only 
those who are equipped to observe standards for the 
control of the thermal effects of the release of 
liquid effluents from such facilities to the 
environments.

S. 3859. Mr. Gruening; 7/18/68 (Int. & Ins. Aff.). 

Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act - Provides 
for the settlement of aboriginal land claims of 
Alaska Natives. Gives the Secretary of Interior 
powers to carry out this Act, including authority to 
make land grants. 

Provides that title to land granted under this 
Act shall be held in trust by the United States for 
the Native group. 

Establishes a Native Economic Improvement 
Corporation to promote the economic opportunities 
for the Natives. Gives powers to the corporation to 
carry out its objectives under this Act, 

Creates an Alaska Native Commission composed of 
5 members to be appointed by the President by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate to aid the 
Secretary in administering this Act. 

S. 3860, Mr. Magnuson; 7/19/68 (P.O. & C.S.). 

Provides for the mailing of State election 
material to voters free of postage if such material 
conforms to the following requirements: (1) it must 
contain only matter concerning proposals to be voted 
on Statewide or candidates for National or State 
office; (2) it must give equal space to candidates 
and assess them equal publication fees, if any; (3) 
it must be authorized to be printed by State law; 
(4) it must be printed out of funds appropriated for 
the purpose; and (5) it must be mailed so as to 
assure equal availability and maximum distribution 
to all those eligible to vote in the election to 
which the material relates. [Adds 39 U.S.C. 4656]

Establishes a maximum period of two additional 
months during which continued service may be 
required pending the determination of petitions for 
reconsideration of such rulings. 

Authorizes the ICC to order the continuance or 
restoration of operation or service for a period of 
not more than a year if it finds that such operation 
or service is required by public convenience and 
necessity and that such an order will not unduly 
burden interstate or foreign commerce, 

Provides for the judicial review of ICC 
decisions by parties adversely affected thereby. 

Increases the power of the Commission to modify 
petitions for discontinuance of service as the 
public interest may require. 

Directs the Secretary of Transportation to 
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undertake and submit a study of the existing and 
future potential for intercity railroad passenger 
service in the United States to the Committee on 
Commerce of the Senate and the Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce of the House of 
Representatives. {Amends 49 U.S.C. 13a; adds 49 
U.5.C. i3a (3) ) 


S. 3862, Messrs. Mondale & McCarthy; 7/19/68 
(Int. & Ins. Aff.). 


Authorizes the establisment of the Voyageurs 
National Park in the State of Minnesota. Provides 
for land acquistion and park administration by the 
Secretary of the Interior. 


S. 3863, (Private). 


S. 3864, Mr. Smathers; 7/22/68 (Finance). 


Requires the capitalization of costs incurred 
in planting and developing citrus groves under the 
Internal Revenue Code. [Adds 26 U.S.C. 277] 


S. 3865. Mr. Stennis; 7/22/68 (Arm. Serv.). 


National Guard Technicians Act - Makes National 
Guard technicians employees of the Federal 
Government and eligible for all benefits provided to 
such employees. Permits such service to be used as 
creditable service for Retirement purposes under the 
Civil Service Retirement Act. 

Permits the Secretary of the Army to authorize 
the retention in an active status until the age of 
60 any officer of the National Guard who would 
otherwise be removed from such status and who is 
employed as a technician in a position for which 
National Guard membership is prescribed by the 
Secretary. [Amends 32 U.S.C. 709] 


S. 3866, Mr. Magnuson et al.; 7/22/68 (Commerce). 


Extends the Commercial Fisheries Research and 
Development Act of 1964, to the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1969, and for the three succeeding 
fiscal years. Appropriates for each fiscal year 
$650,000 to carry out the provisions of this Act 
which becomes effective on July 1, 1969. 


S. 3867, Mr. Hartke; 7/22/68 (Finance). 


Includes retrospective rate credits under the 
Internal Revenue Code on nonparticipating insurance 
group contracts which are based on experience under 
the contract in return premiums. [Amends 26 U.S.C. 
809(c) (1) ] 


S. 3868. Mr. Moss, et al; 7/23/68 
(Int. & Ins. Aff.). 


Provides that the College of the Virgin Islands 
considered a college established for the benefit of 
agriculture and the mechanic arts, Authorizes an 
appropriation to the Virgin Islands the sum of 
$3,000,000 and other sums to provide cooperative 
agriculture extension work in the Virgin Islands. 
Requires four percent of the sums appropriated for

each fiscal year to be allotted to the Federal 
Extension Service of the Department of Agriculture 
for administrative and technical services. 


S. 3869. Mr. Moss, et al; 7/23/68 
(Int. & Ins, Aff.). 


Provides that the College of Guam be considered 
as a college established for the benefit of 
agriculture and the mechanic arts. Authorizes an 
appropriation of $3,000,000 and other sums that are 
necessary to provide cooperative agricultural 
extension work. Allows four percent of the sums 
appropriated to be allotted to the Federal Extension 
Service of the Department of Agriculture for 
administrative and technical services.

S. 3871. Mr. Hill; 7/23/68 (Lab. & Pub. Welf.). 


National Digestive Diseases and Nutrition Act - 
Establishes in the Public Health Service the 
National Institute of Digestive Diseases and 
Nutrition to study the cause and prevention of the 
diseases of the digestive tract. Provides that the 
Institute in cooperation with the National Advisory 
Digestive Diseases and Nutrition Council conduct 
researches, make grants-in-aid to universities and 
hospitals, and establish information centers on the 
treatments of digestive diseases. 

Grants to the Council the following duties: 
(1) review of research projects, (2) review of 
applications from any university or hospital or non- 
profit institution, and (3) collect information on 
studies being carried out. 

Public Health Service Act - Provides that the 
Council shall consist of: the Secretary, the chief 
medical officer of the Veterans' Administration, 
the Surgeon General of the Army, the Surgeon General 
of the Navy, and twelve other members from medical, 
scientific, and educational fields. 

Authorizes the appropriation of such sums for 
each fiscal year that are necessary to carry out the 
purposes of this Act, Allows for allotments to 
States on the basis of (1) the population and (2) 
the financial need of the respective States. 
Provides that any money paid to any State or to any 
political subdivision or organization must be used 
solely for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 

Provides that all regulations and amendments 
with respect to grants to States shall be made after 
consultation with the State health authorities. 


S. 3872-3873, (Private). 


S. 3874, Mr. Dominick; 7/24/68 (Arm. Serv.). 


Exempts from service in a combat zone, except 
during a period of war or national emergency 
declared by Congress, a member of the Armed Forces; 
(1) whose father or brother or sister was killed in 
action or died in the line of duty while serving in 
the Armed Forces, or died subsequently as the 
result of injuries suffered in such _ service, (2) 
whose father, brother, or sister was killed as the 








result of hostile action while serving in a combat 
zone as a civilian officer or emplovee of the United 
States, or subsequently died as the result of 
injuries suffered in such service, [Adds 10 U.S.C. 
1041) 


S. 3875. Mr. Nelson et al.; 7/24/68 (Finance). 


Community Self-Determination Act - Establishes 
community development corporations, community 
development banks, and supporting programs, 

Title I: National Community Development 
Corporation - Establishes the National Community 
Corporation Certification Board composed of five 
citizens of the United States to charter the 
national community development corporations. Grants 
the Board necessary powers, 

Provides for the appointment of a National 
Advisory Committee on Community Development composed 
of 25 members to advise the Board on policy matters 
in this Act. 

Requires the Board to make an annual report to 
the President on its activities and the progress of 
such corporation, 

Provides that a national community development 
corporation chartered pursuant to this title shall 
be organized by the people of an urban or rural 
community with no fewer than 5,000 residents 
sixteen years of age or older and no more than 
300,000 residents who are generally seeking the 
economic development, social well-being, and 
stability of their community area. 

Requires an initial balloting by shareholders 
of a national community development corporation to 
elect a board of directors and adopt bylaws with 
respect to shareholder balloting, method of electing 
directors, and other matters. 

Gives the board of directors managerial powers 
over the corporation. Sets the number of directors 
at nine for corporations with less than 25,000 
shareholders and provides for two additional 
directors for every 10,000 shareholders in excess of 
25,000, 

Requires the first regularly elected board of 
directors to elect a business management board 
composed of nine members to manage the property and 
assets of the corporation. Requires members of the 
business management board to be residents of the 
community and shareholders. Requires meetings to be 
held within the community. 

Imposes a maximum fine of $5,000 and/or a 
maximum three years imprisonment in addition to 
forfeiture of shareholder rights for anyone 
receiving anything of value which may influence an 
official in performing his duties or may influence 
the commission of a fraud on the corporation, board, 
or United States. 

Gives the corporation power to issue shares of 
one class of stock with par value of $5 to resident 
natural persons sixteen years of age or older. 
Provides that shares shall be nontransferable and 
that a shareholder who ceases to be a_ resident of 
the community tend his share back to the corporation 
within 120 days to receive the par value of the 
stock, 

Requires the business management board to set 
aside from the taxable income each year 20-80 
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percent of such funds for distribution by the board 
of directors in developing and implementing 
programs, Provides that the remaining funds may be 
used as working capital. 

Provides that a corporation which for five 
consecutive years has had a development index of 100 
or more may elect to be treated as a normal business 
corporation and may pay a cash dividend to its 
shareholders. 

Allows a corporation to amend its articles of 
incorporation at a special balloting of the 
shareholders, 

Requires each corporation to have a_ registered 
office or registered agent in any State which it 
exists to receive service of process on the 
corporation, 

Requires each corporation to keep records and 
make annual reports to the Board. Allows 
shareholders of record to examine records kept by 
the corporation, 

Provides that five or more natural persons may 
submit to the Board an application for a charter to 
form a corporation which shall contain the following 
documents: (1) a letter of intent; (2) articles of 
incorporation; (3) an organization certificate; and 
(4) such other document as the Board may prescribe, 
Sets forth requirements that the various documents 
must meet to be acceptable by the Board. 

Reauires that the proceeds of the sale of stock 
by the incorporators be put into an escrow account 
with any State or National bank willing to serve as 
escrow depository. 

Provides that following the issuance of a 
conditional. charter a referendum, wherein at least 
fifteen percent of the resident must vote, shall be 
held in the corporation's proposed community to 
determine if the residents desire a national 
community development corporation and if more than 
one conditionally chartered corporation which 
corporation they prefer. Provides that if the 
referendum is favorable a final certificate of 
incorporation shall be issued,

Title Il: Community Development Banks - The 
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Community Development Bank Act - Authorizes the 
Comptroller of the Currency to promulgate 
regulations to carry out the provisions of this 
title. Requires him to submit an annual report to 
the President and the Congress on the development of 
community development banks. 

Authorizes the formation of a community bank by 
a development corporation having in its community a 
population 25,000 or more with an affirmative vote 
by a majority of the board of directors.

Establishes a national community development 
bank guaranty fund, and requires each community bank 
to pay into the fund one-quarter of one percent of 
its obligations sold or issued under this title. 

Provides that community banks shall be managed 
by 5-15 directors elected by the shareholders. 

Sets forth the powers a community bank shall 
possess. Prohibits a community bank from 
underwriting any issue of security, engaging in 
accepting financing, or transacting any unauthorized 
business. 

Establishes a uniform maximum interest rate for 
all community banks which shall be exempt from the 
State usury laws. 

Limits a bank from lending more than ten 
percent of the amount of capital stock in the bank. 

Extends the application of existing Federal 
banking provisions to community banks. 

Title III: U.S. Community Development Bank - 
U.S. Community Development Bank Charter Act - 
Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to designate 
investment areas which contain unemployed and low 
income persons. 

Creates the U.S. Community Development Bank as 
a secondary financial institution where no community 
bank has been established. 

Sets forth the process of organization and 
provides for the issuance of capital stock, bonds, 
debentures, and indebtedness. 

Provides that the bank have a board of 
directors consisting of eighteen persons. 

Requires the directors to appoint a president 
and such other officers necessary to carry out the

Title IV: Amendments to Internal Revenue Code 
- Imposes a normal tax and surtax on community 
development corporations. Sets out the tax treatment 
of such corporations based on its development index. 

Allows an income tax credit to a taxpayer who 
sells real property to a community development 
corporation equal to fifteen percent of the taxable 
income received by a community development 
corporation from the operation of such facility for 
that tax year and the next five succeeding tax 
years. 

Provides that if the credit for any taxable 
year exceeds the taxpayers liability for tax for 
such year that he may carryback three years or 
carryover five years the unused credits.

Includes community development corporations 
among the business concerns to be strengthened and 
aided by the Economic Opportunity Act. 

Provides for the coordination of loan 
applications by business borrowers located in 
community development board areas. Prohibits 
economic opportunity loans to borrowers in these 
areas until their loan applications have been turned 
down by the Board, 

Authorizes the Small Business Administrator to 
make grants of up to ninety percent of the costs of 
technical and management assistance and training 
programs contracted for these corporations or their 
subsidiaries. 

Requires the Secretary of Labor to collect and 
compile statistics on subemployment in the Nation, 
with the goal of eventually using this more 
sophisticated concept in the computation of the 
development index used in this Act, 

Permits State planning agencies to provide 
assistance under the Housing Act to community 
development corporations in urban area planning, 
using 75 percent Federal matching funds. 

Permits the Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development to make home and business rehabilitation 








loans in such areas, as well as in urban renewal 
areas and concentrated code enforcement areas, 
retaining the present provisions that funds must be 
unavailable on reasonable terms from local sources. 

Permits the designation of these corporations 
as community action agencies, but prohibits 
community action grants to those which have elected 
to be treated as normal business corporations, 
distributing dividends to stockholders.

Full Opportunity Act - Title I. Full Employ- 
ment Opportunity - Authorizes the Secretary of Labor 
to make grants to Federal, State, and local 
governmental agencies or nonprofit organizations to 
provide for employment for up to three million 
eligible unemployed or low-income persons at any one 
time. 
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Reserves one million of the unemployment oppor- 
tunities to persons classified as unemployables, and 
requires the Secretary to give preference in grant 
applications to low-income areas. 

Sets forth requirements for receiving grants 
under this title, Authorizes an appropriation of $16 
billion for fiscal year 1968 and the same amount 
less $2 billion for all subsequent years up to July

Title II. Comprehensive Minimum Wage - Guaran- 
tees a minimum wage ($2 an hour in most cases) to 
any employee or agricultural worker who is employed 
by an individual or enterprise who is engaged in a 
business affecting commerce.

forcement Act = Revises the Civil Rights Act so as 


to guarantee equal employment opportunities to all 
Americans (without exception) regardless of race, 
color, religion, sex, or national origin. Gives the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commission powers to 
issue orders requiring those found to be in 
violation of this title to cease and desist from 
such practices and to take affirmative action to 
correct the effects of these practices.

Provides 
that the allowance is contingent on the child's 
regular school attendance as required by the law of 
the State or local community.

funds to finance an additional 150,090 housing units 
every year for the next ten years. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development to insure mortgage financing of 
individual family units under this title, Allows 
the Secretary to make 150,000 additional 
rehabilitation grants and loans to low and moderate 
income homeowners in designated areas. Allows the 
Secretary to assist 100,000 low and moderate income 
families per year for the next ten years by making 
assistance payments on behalf of such persons to 
mortgagors. 

Provides financial and technical assistance to 
sponsors of low and moderate income housing. 

Title VI, Fair Housing - Makes it unlawful to 
discriminate in housing practices due to race, 
color, religion, or national origin. Establishes a 
National Fair Housing Board to investigate possible 
violations of this title and to make determinations 
and awards for violations. Provides for the 
appointment of a General Counsel of the Board 
appointed by the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate to supervise all 
attorneys employed by the Board with respect to 
prosecution of violations of the Fair Housing 
provisions of this Act.

Department of Peace Act: 

Title I - Department of Peace - Establishes the 
Department of Peace within the Executive Department 
of the Government to promote the advancement of 
peace in this Nation and throughout the world. 
Provides for the appointment of a Secretary of 
Peace, Under Secretary, four Assistant Secretaries, 
and a General Counsel by the President with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. 

Directs the Secretary to: (1) advise the Presi- 
dent with respect to the progress of peace; (2) 
develop and recommend appropriate policies and 
programs designed to foster peace; (3) exercise 
leadership in the coordination of all Federal 
activities affecting the principle of peace; (4) 
provide assistance to certain designated 
institutions which promote an understanding of 
peace; and (5) encourage planning by the Nation 
with a view toward promoting peace among all 
nations. 

Provides for the transfer of functions of cer- 





tain other agencies to the Department of Peace. 

Gives the Secretary powers to administer and 
carry out the provisions and objectives of this Act. 

Requires the Secretary to make an annual 
written report to the President for submission to 
the Congress on the activities of the Department for 
each year. 

Continues in effect all orders, determinations, 
rules, and proceeding regulations, permits, 
contracts, etc., which are in effect at the time of 
this Act and transferred to the Department of Peace 
from another agency. 

Directs the Secretary to submit to the Congress 
within two years of enactment of this Act a proposed 
codification of all laws which contain functions 
transferred to the Secretary. 

Title II - Export-Import Bank of the United 
States - Transfers the Export-Import Bank to the 
Department of Peace and replaces the president of 
the Export-Import Bank with the Secretary of Peace. 

Title III - International Peace Institute - 
Establishes an "International Peace Institute" 
within the Department of Peace to furnish training 
and instruction to prepare U.S. citizens for service 
in positions in the field of international 
understanding and peace. 

Provides for the appointment of officers, 
staff, and instructors by the Secretary as _ the 
Institute may require, 

Creates a Board of Trustees consisting of 12- 
members to administer the operation of the 
Institute. Requires the Board to make an annual 
written report to the President of its action and 
recommendations pertaining to the Institute within 
60 days after its annual visit to the Institute, 

Grants admission to the Institute to 150 
students on the basis of merit who are U.S. citizens 
and have received a _ bachelor's degree from a 
college or university. Grants fellowships and travel 
and transportation allowances to students of the 
Institute, 

Requires each student selected for admission to 
sign an agreement to complete the course of 
instructioh and to accept an appointment and 
service as an officer or employee of the United 
States or employment with an international peace 
organization. 

Authorizes apporpriations to carry out this 
title. Gives the Institute power to acquire and hold 
real and personal property. 

Title IV - Peace by Investment Corporation - 
Establishes a Peace by Investment Corporation to 
purchase the securities and obligations of, or make 
loans to: (a) any underdeveloped country, (b) any 
public agency or instrumentality of such country, or 
(c) any private or semiprivate firm, corporation, or 
association doing or intending to do business in any 
such country. 

Sets forth guidelines the Corporation shall 
follow in carrying out the investment program. 

Authorizes the Corporation to issue 50 shares 
of class A _ stock (only stock with voting power), 
"Peace by investment debentures", class B_ stock, 
and notes and other obligations to finance the 
investment program, Requires one-fifth of the 
debenture proceeds to be placed in a special fund 
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for the retirement of class A stock and the other 
obligations. 

Places the initial management of the 
Corporation in the Department of Peace, Provides 
that when all the class A stock has been retired 
within 6 years the Corporation shall be transferred 
to private ownership and management. 

Gives the Corporation powers to carry out its 
purposes under this title, 

Extends all general penal statutes relating to 
larceny, embezzlement or conversion of public moneys 
or property to moneys and property of the 
Corporation. 

Sets forth a penalty of a fine of $10,000 
and/or 5 years imprisonment for any intentional 
false entry or report in the Corporation books and 
conspiring to defraud the Corporation. 

Requires the Corporation to make (1) an annual 
report to the President for transmission to the 
Congress of its operations and (2) within 3 years 
after its establishment prepare for transmission to 
Congress the initial results of its studies and its 
legislative recommendations with regard to the 
economic and financial policies of the United 
States, 

Title V - Joint Committee on Peace <- Estab- 
lishes a Joint Committee on Peace composed of 14- 
members of Congress (7 from each House) to: (1) 
make a continuing study of matters relating to the 
Department of Peace, (2) study means of coordinating 
programs, and (3) file an annual report with 
Congress containing its findings and recommendations 
with respect to the Department of Peace. Gives the 
Joint Committee power to hold hearings. 

Authorizes an appropriation of $200,000 each 
fiscal year to carry out this title.

(d) the President pro tem is the supervisor of 
the Secretary of the Senate, Sergeant at Arms and 
Doorkeeper, and the employees of the Office of the 
Legislative Counsel; 

(e) the Secretary of the Senate is the 
supervisor of the employees of his office; 

(f) the Sergeant at Arms and Doorkeeper is the 
supervisor of the employees of his office; 

(g) the Majority and Minority Leaders and the 
Majority and Minority Whips are the supervisors of 
the research, clerical, or other assistants assigned 
to their respective offices; 

(h) the Majority Leader is the supervisor of 
the Secretary for the Majority and of the employees 
of the Office of the Secretary for the Majority; and 

(1) the Minority Leader is the supervisor of 
the Secretary for the Minority and of the employees 
of the office of the Secretary for the Minority.

election; or (b) defray the reasonable expenses, 
incurred or contemplated, of his office; and shall 
not use directly or indirectly any part of any 
contribution for any other purposes. 

3. All gifts in the aggregate amount or value 
of $50 or more received by a Senator from any single 
source during a year, except a gift from his 
spouse, child, or parent, and except a contribution 








under sections 1 and 2, shall be reported under rule 
XLIV. 

4. This rule shall take effect ninety days 
after adoption. 


IV. Political Fund Activity by Officers and 


Employees - Provides that: 

1. No officer or employee whose salary is paid 
by the Senate may receive, solicit, be the custodian 
of, or distribute any funds in connection with any 
campaign for the nomination for election, or the 
election, of any individual to be a Member of the 
Senate or to any other Federal office. This 
prohibition does not apply to an assistant to a 
Senator if the assistant, with the express approval 
of the Senator, receives the funds solely to 
transmit them either to the candidate or to the 
treasurer of a political committee, in accordance 
with Federal law. 

2. This rule shall take effect thirty days 
after adoption. 

V. Disclosure of Financial Interests - Provides 
that: 

1. Each Senator, and each officer or employee 
of the Senate who is compensated at a rate in excess 
of $150,000 a year, shall file with the Comptroller 
General of the United States, in a sealed envelope 
marked "Confidential Personal Financial Disclosure 
of (Name)," before the 15th day of May in each 
year, the following reports of his personal 
financial interests: 

(a) a copy of the’ returns of taxes, 
declarations, statements, or other documents which 
he, or he and his spouse jointly, made for the 
preceding year in compliance with the income tax 
provisions of the Internal Revenue Code; and 

(b) the amount or value and source of each fee 
or compensation of $1,000 or more received by him 
during the preceding year from a client for legal 
service; and 

(c) the name and address of each business or 
professional corporation, firm, or enterprise in 
which he was an officer, director, partner, 
proprietor, or employee who was compensated during 
the preceding year; his capacity; and the period of 
time; and 

(d) the identity of each interest in real or 
personal property having a value of $10,000 or more 
which he owned at any time during the preceding 
year; and 

(e) the identity of each trust or other 
fiduciary relation in which he held a beneficial 
interest having a value of $10,000 or more, and the 
identity if known of each interest of the trust or 
other fiduciary relation in real or personal 
property in which the Senator, officer, or employee 
held a beneficial interest having a value of $10,000 
or more, at any time during the preceding year. If 
he cannot obtain the identity of the fiduciary 
interests, the Senator, officer, or employee shall 
request the fiduciary to report that information to 
the Comptroller General in the same manner that 
reports are filed under this rule; and 

(f) the identity of each liability of $5,000 or 
more owed by him, or by him and his spouse jointly, 
at any time during the preceding year; and 

(g) the source and value of each gift received 
by him during the preceding year and required to be 
reported,

any person engaged in enforcement activities under 
the Act. 

Provides that the Secretary of Labor is NOT 
authorized to regulate working conditions of 
employees where another Federal agency has statutory 
authority to prescribe safety regulations; but to 
coordinate the occupational safety and health 
activities of all Federal agencies. 

Encourages the States to assume regulation, 
permits the Secretary to decline jurisdiction in 
matters governed by State law where he finds the 
State law would carry out objectives of the Act. 

Requires that each Federal contract or one 
involving Federal assistance contain requirements 
that the work be performed under safety standards 
set under the Act, and the Secretary of Labor may 
declare any person who violates the Act ineligible 
to receive contracts and may recommend to a 
contracting agency that a contract be cancelled, 
terminated or suspended where a _ contractor or 
subcontractor does not comply with his order, 

Provides that these provisions relating to 
Government contracts shall not apply to contracts 
performed outside the United States, and that 
nothing in the Act shall be construed as _ repealing 
or modifying other Federal laws prescribing safety 
and health requirements. 

Provides for research, demonstrations, and 
experiments relating to occupational safety and 
health, and authorizes the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare to conduct these activities, 
and to develop criteria so as to enable the 
Secretary of Labor to formulate the occupational 
safety and health standards, and to arrange for the 


conduct of studies by public and _ private 
organizations. 
Directs the Secretary of HEW to conduct 


directly or by grants or contracts educational 
programs to carry out purposes of the Act. 
Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to provide either 
directly or by grants or contracts short-term 
training to up-date skills of the personnel already 
engaged in occupational safety and health work. 

Provides for grants to the States to assist 
them in identifying their needs and responsibilities 
in the area of occupational safety and health and 
to develop plans for (1) establishing systems for 
the collection of information on the nature and 
frequency of occupational injuries and diseases; 
(2) increasing the expertise and enforcement 
capabilities of personnel engaged in occupational 
safety and health programs; and (3) improving the 
administration and enforcement of State occupational 
safety and health laws,

Establishes a Government Labor-Management Rela- 
tions Panel composed of a Chairman, Executive 
Secretary and from 4-6 other members appointed by 
the President to adjudicate disputes which cannot be 
settled by the Federal Mediation and Conciliation 
Service.

technical problems associated with this area of 
medicine. Provides that it also consider various 
ways by which the Federal Government can 
participate in developing the knowledge and 
facilities for the appropriate use of 
transplantation and artificial organs in the 
treatment of disease and make projections of the 
public need for readily available facilities for 
this purpose. 

Authorizes the appropriation of $20,000,000 for 
fiscal 1969 and $30,000,000 for each succeeding 
fiscal year until fiscal 1973 to provide funds to 
be used for assistance in providing information, 
services and grants for planning, training, 
construction, renovation and percentage 
contributions towards the operation of Regional 
Kidney Centers and Community Dialysis Units. 
Provides that Federal assistance grants to such 
Centers or Units would be used for the following 
expenses: (1) 100 percent of the costs directly 
related to the training of physicians, staff 
members, patients and their families; (2) 100

Committee on Kidney Disease Programs to advise and 
assist the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare °" regulations, policy and administration of 
this Act as it pertains to the diagnosis, treatment 
and care of patients suffering from kidney disease.

Title IV: Educational Opportunity Act -

assistance to students beyond secondary school to 
insure that no student of ability will be denied an 
opportunity to develop his talents because of 
financial inability to meet basic higher education 
costs. 

Revises the following, educational assistance 
programs: (1) Educational opportunity grants, (2) 
National Defense student loans, and (3) the work- 
study program. 

Extends the above 3 programs, as they presently 
exist, for one year, 

Authorizes deferred repayment of insured loans 
under State or nonprofit private student loan 
insurance programs while a student is attending an 
institution of higher education or is in military, 
Peace Corps, or VISTA services, Authorizes under 
either the Federal or State loan program Federal 








payment of the interest accruing during the period 
of deferment, 

Limits the maximum annual authorized loan under 
both the Federal and State programs to $1,500, and 
to $7,500 aggregate maximum, 

Authorizes the Federal guaranty of student 
loans insured by States or nonprofit private 
institutions or organizations, and Federal advances 
to reserve funds of student loan insurance programs 
of such States, institutions, or organizations, 

Provides other loan and interest assistance for 
students, 

Establishes a program of grants to institutions 
of higher education to enable then to provide 
remedial or other special services for their 
students with academic potential but who, by reason 
of deprived eduational, cultural, or economic 
background, are in need of such services to assist 
them in pursuing their higher education, 

Extends the National Defense Fellowship program 
for an additional 5 years to fiscal year 1973. 

Increases the maximum length of fellowships 
from 3 to 4 years in special circumstances and 
requires institutional effort to encourage 
recipients to enter or to continue teaching. 

Requires stipends to be set in an amount con- 
sistent with those awarded for comparable 
fellowships. 

Establishes an Advisory Council on Financial 
Aid to students to assist in the administration of 
student loans, which council shall absorb within 
its jurisdiction other advisory councils on insured 
loans. 

Title V: Provides medical insurance coverage 
for teacher corps members not previously concerned. 

Authorizes State educational agencies to 
administer directly programs of teacher and teacher 
aid recruitment and training. 

Title VI: Extends the program for acquisition 
of equipment and materials for higher education and 
removes the subject limitations on such 
acquisitions. Authorizes loans for these purposes to 
American sponsored schools serving American children 
abroad, 

Title VII: Extends for an additional 5 years to 
fiscal year 1973, the program of Guidance 
Counselling and Testing under the National Defense 
Education Act, 

Title VIII: Extends for an additional 5 years 
the language development provisons of NDEA,. 

Title IX: Networks for Knowledge Act - Estab- 
lishes a program of grants to enable institutions of 
higher eduaction to share educational resources and 
thus establish "networks for knowledge."

Establishes procedures for mediation of 
disputes upon the application of either side through 
the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service, 

Establishes a Government Labor-Management 
Relations Panel composed of a Chairman, Executive 
Secretary and from four to six other members 
appointed by the President to adjudicate disputes 
which cannot be settled by the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service. Specifies that decisions of 
the Panel are binding on all parties. 

Provides for intermediary arbitration by a 
three-man Board of Arbitration composed of one 
member from each side of the dispute and a third 
chosen from a list submitted to the parties on 
request by the Secretary of Labor.

Extends for an additional five years through 
fiscal 1973 the basic grants to college and 
university libraries for: (1) the purchase of 
books, periodicals, audiovisual aids and related 
library materials, and (2) the increased support of

Liberalizes the matching provision for special 
purpose library grants and provides for planning and 
development grants to assist in the opening of new

Extends for an additional five years through 
fiscal year 1973, the provisions for funds to 
strengthen developing institutions, 

Establishes a program of grants for 
institutions of higher education having programs 
leading to a degree of doctor of philosophy or its 
equivalent for the purpose of strengthening and 
improving the quality of these doctoral programs, 

Increases the cost-of-education allowance paid 
to institutions enrolling persons participating in 
programs under the Higher Education Act and the 
National Defense Fducation Act. 

Title IV 

Education Opportunity Act - Establishes a 
Federal program to provide substantial assistance to 
students beyond secondary school to insure that no 
student of ability will be denied an opportunity to 
develop his talents because of financial inability 
to meet basis higher education costs, 

Revises the following education assistance 
programs: (1) Educational opportunity grants, (2) 
National defense student loans, and (3) the work- 
study program, 

Extends the above three programs, as_ they 
presently exist, for one year, 

Authorizes deferred repayment of insured loans 
under State or nonprofit private student loan 
insurance programs while a student is attending an 
institution of higher education or is in the 
military, Peace Corps, or VISTA service, Authorizes 
under either the Federal or State loan program 
Federal payment of the interest accruing during the 
period of deferment, 

Limits the maximum annual authorized loan under 
both the Federal and State programs to $1,500, and 
to $7,500 aggregate maximum, 





Authorizes the Federal guaranty of student 
loans insured by States or nonprofit private 
institutions or organizations, and Federal advances 
to reserve funds of student loan insurance programs 
of such States, institutions, or organizations, 

Provides other loan and interest assistance for 
students, 

Establishes a program of grants to institutions 
of higher education to enable them to provide 
remedial or other special services for their 
students with academic potential but who, by reason 
of deprived educational, cultural, or economic 
background, are in need of such services to assist 
them in pursuing their higher education, 

Extends the National Defense Fellowship program 
for an additional five years to fiscal year 19/3. 

Increases the maximum length of fellowships 
from three to four years in special circumstances 
and requires institutional effort to encourage 
recipients to enter or to continue teaching, 

Requires stipends to be set in an amount 
consistent with those awarded for comparable 
fellowships. 

Establishes an Advisory Council on Financial 
Aid to Students to assist in the administration of 
student loans, which council shall absorb within its 
jurisdiction other advisory councils on insured 
loans, 

Title V 

Provides medical insurance coverage for teacher 
corps members not previously covered, 

Authorizes State educational agencies to 
administer directly programs of teacher and teacher 
aid recruitment and training. 

Title VI 

Extends the program for acquisition of 
equipment and materials for higher education and 
removes the subject limitations on such 
acquisitions, Authorizes loans for these purposes 
to American sponsored schools serving American 
children abroad, 

Title VIT 

Extends for an additional five years to fiscal 
year 1973, the program of Guidance Counselling and 
Testing under the National Defense Education Act, 
Title VIII 

Extends for an additional five years the 
language development provisions of NDEA. 

Title IX 

Networks for Knowledge Act - Establishes a 
program of grants to enable institutions of higher 
education to share educational resources and thus 
establish "networks for knowledge", Provides that 
these "networks" utilize, among other things, such 
facilities as closed-circuit television and 
electronic computers, 

Title X 

Establishes an Advisory Council on Graduate 
Education to aid in the administration and 
enhancement of graduate education in the United 
States. Abolishes the Higher Education Facilities 
Act Advisory Committee, 

Title XI 

Extends the duration of the Higher Education 
Facilities Act, and the authorization for higher 
education facilities construction assistance in 
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major disaster areas, 

Authorizes the Commissioner to establish loan 
and interest rate requirements under the Higher 
Education Facilities Act, 

Title XII 

Education for the Public Service Act - 
Establishes in the Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare a program of grants and fellowships to 
improve the education of students attending 
institutions of higher education in preparation for 
entrance into the service of State, local, or 
Federal Governments, and to attract such students to 
the public service, 

Authorizes the establishment of an Advisory 
Committee to advise the Secretary on policies and 
procedures for implementing this Act.

payments to any State to ten percent of such 
appropriation and prescribes the programs for which

Title Il = Authorizes the consolidation and 
improvement of existing vocational educational 
programs by: (1) removing the ceiling on authorized 
appropriations; (2) increasing flexibility in 
reallotments; (3) including the trust territory of 
the Pacific islands; (4) eliminating the matching by 
separate categories; (5) requiring the use of State 
allotments; (6) requiring long-range and annual 
programs plans; (7) creating the criteria for 
allocation of Federal funds; (8) requiring the 
cooperative arrangements with other agencies; (9) 
providing for separate authorization for homemaking 
education, 

Authorizes the creation of a State Advisory 
Council which shall submit annually a State plan 
through its State board to the Commissioner of 
Education, which is submitted only after affording 
all local educational agencies in the State 
reasonable notice and opportunity for a public 
hearing thereon, 

Establishes a permanent National Advisory 
Council on Vocational Education which shall consist 
of fifteen members appointed by the Secretary of HEW 
for three-year terms without regard to civil service 
laws, 

Title III = Reduces the age limit in adult 
education program from eighteen years to sixteen 
years, and enlarges the percentage of appropriations 
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granted to the States for special experimental 
projects and teacher training.

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Provides that any application made by an Indian 
requiring the approval of the Secretary of the 
Interior or the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
relating to the employment of legal counsel which is 
neither granted nor denied within ninety days, such 
approval shall be deemed to have been granted.

the treatment of disease, 

Establishes a seven-member National Commission 
on Transplantation and Artificial Organs and 
provides that members would be appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, with the Chairman and members selected on 
the basis of qualification in medical, legal, 
social, economic and technical fields. 

Provides that the Commission function over a 
three-year period and requires it to review and 
report on all medical activities in the nation in 
the field of transplantation and the use of 
artificial organs for the treatment of disease and 
to review legal, social and technical problems 
associated with this area of medicine. Provides that 








it also consider various ways by which the Federal 
Government can participate in developing the 
knowledge and facilities for the appropriate use of 
transplantation and artificial organs in the 
treatment of disease and make projections of the 
public need for readily available facilities for 
this purpose. 

Authorizes the appropriation of $20,000,000 for 
fiscal 1969 and $30,000,000 for each succeeding 
fiscal year until fiscal 1973 to provide funds to be 
used for assistance in providing information, 
services and grants for planning, training, 
construction, renovation and percentage 
contributions towards the operation of Regional 
Kidney Centers and Community Dialysis Units. 

Provides that Federal assistance grants to such 
Centers or Units would be used for the following 
expenses: (1) 100 percent of the costs directly 
related to the training of physicians, staff 
members, patients and their families; (2) 100 
percent of the costs for construction or renovation 
of existing facilities and for the necessary 
equipment to establish a Regional Kidney Center 
under the provisions described above; (3) 60 to 90 
percent of the costs for construction or renovation

enforcement work by providing that 50 percent of the 
amount of a National Defense Education Act loan 
made to a college student may be “worked off" if 
the student spends two years after graduation 
working for a public law enforcement or correctional 
agency. 

Provides payment of tuition and fees for local 
law enforcement and correctional personnel who wish 
to pursue a part-time course of studies leading to 
a degree, but not directly related to police work. 
Requires that the assisted person must have first 
been a member of a State or local law enforcement or 
correctional agency for at least 2 years and must 
agree to remain with that agency for at least 2 
years following the last month in which such aid is 
given. 

Provides full tuition and fee fellowships for 
law enforcement officers whose agency sends them to 
an educational institution for specialized training 
directly related to their police work.

Security Act a mother who is receiving assistance 
under the aid to families with dependent children 
program and who is actually caring for one or more 
children of preschool age cannot be forced to work 
against her will, and a mother who is actually 
caring for one or more children under the age of 16 
who are attending school cannot be forced to work 
except during school hours. 

Gives the State welfare agency the power, to be 
exercised in accordance with criteria established by 
the Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare, to 
exempt other persons whose participation in the work 
incentive program would not serve their own best 
interests and the objectives of the program.

Extends the authority of the Subversive 
Activities Control Board, and provides a forum to 
review determinations of the Board.

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educational institutions or systems supported 
chiefly by public funds. 

Prescribes standards for determining Communist- 
infiltrated organizations, and prohibits membership 
in Labor Organizations of any member of the 
Communist party. 

Requires records of Communist infiltrated 
organization to be produced whenever any proceedings 
have been instituted against it. 

Title III - Foreign Agents - Requires that 
agents must register if foreign controlled and 
prohibits them from using the mails for political 
propaganda without marking it as that of registered 
foreign agents. 

Title IV - Immigration and Passport Security 
Act = Prohibits collusion with a foreign government 
or foreign agent to evade passport regulations and 
makes it a criminal offense to refuse to surrender 
passport upon proper demand by the State Department. 

Provides that any person who refuses to swear 
or affirm his allegiance to the U.S. shall not be 
entitled to receive, hold or use any credential 
issued under the authority of the U.S. which 
identifies him as bearing allegiance to the U.S. 

Title V - Courts, Witnesses end Immunities - 
Revises the provisions granting immunity from 
prosecution of the witnesses before Congressional 
Committees in exchange for the privilege against 
self-incrimination. 

Sets up procedures for serving subpenas of 
Congressional Committees upon U.S. nationals abroad, 
and makes failure to respond to such subpenas a 
misdemeanor punishable in any Federal Court district 
to which the offender appeared within 5-year period 
after service. 

Prohibits reprisals by Government agencies or 
officials against Government employees because of 
testimony given or because of the fact of having 
testified before a Congressional committee. 

Provides for accelerated court procedures in 
criminal cases involving espionage, sabotage, 
treason, sedition, and other subversive activities. 

Title VI - Federal Personnel Security Act - 
Creates a centralized Security Administration for 
the Executive Department which would handle all 
investigations and all evaluations in Federal 
personnel security cases, except with respect to 
uniformed personnel of armed services cases from 
Executive Offices of the President, the National 
Security Agency, the CIA, the FBI, the Atomic 
Energy Commission, and cases involving persons under 
consideration for direct Presidential appointments. 

Prohibits the new Agency from taking away any 
authority from agency heads with respect to hiring 
of personnel or granting of security clearances. 

Grants the new Agency authority to conduct con- 
ferences and training sessions with security 
officers in other agencies to make surveys and 
inspections of security practices and procedures in 
other agencies and to recommend changes in such 
practices and procedures, or in security regulations 
with a view for greater uniformity. 

Directs the new Agency to compile statistical 
records with respect to loyalty and security 
programs and to make annual reports to Congress, 
including recommendations for any legislation or

Directs the new Agency to take over the powers, 
duties and functions of the International Employees 
Loyalty Board and U.S. citizens would be prohibited 
from accepting employment in the U.N. or other 
multinational organization without having received 
clearance from the Agency. 

Title VII - Disadvantaged Employment Appli- 
cants' Relief Act - Provides relief for those 
refused employment by allowing hearings before the 
Subversive Activities Control Board where the entire 
case can be reviewed, 

Title VIII - Riot Control Act - Enlarges the 
control of riots by Federal authorities by fixing 
penalties of $10,000 or 5 years or both for anyone 
who has traveled in interstate or foreign commerce 
to incite, organize, promote, encourage, participate 
or carry on a riot. 

Title IX - Travel Control Act - Gives the 
Secretary of State with Presidential approval, 
direct legislative authority to impose justifiable 
travel controls and entirely divorces travel control 
from the area of passports. 

Title X = Miscellaneous Provisions - Provides 
for expediting the flow of intelligence directly to 
cabinent officers when the intelligence is highly 
important and of a special concern to a particular

guarantees of personal and financial security, in 
cases of defectors from Communist countries who 
provide information of value to the U.S.

Housing and Urban Development Act 

Title I. Low and Moderate Income Housing - 
Establishes a homeownership assistance program for 
low and moderate income families in the form of 
periodic payments to reduce interest costs on a 
market-rate home mortgage or a cooperator's share of 
a cooperative association's mortgage; and make 
eligible to receive such payments to nonprofit 
organization sponsoring the project as well as_ the 
individual lower income purchasers, broadly 
revising the National Housing Act. 

Requires the homeowner to pay twenty percent of 
his monthly income toward the monthly payment due 
under the mortgage, and the difference between this 
amount and total amount would be made up by the 
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assistance payments. 

Sets forth qualifications for assistance 
payments, with family income not to exceed 
prescribed limits, and payments limited to newly 
constructed or substantially rehabilitated units 
with some specified exceptions for existing single- 
family units or condominiums. 

Limits the amount of mortgage to $15,000 
($17,500 in high-cost areas) except that for 
families of five or more persons the limits are to 
be $17,500 and $20,000; and these mortgages are to 
be insured under the new Special Risk Insurance 
Fund, 

Authorizes contracts for assistance payments of 
$75,000,000 annually prior to July 1, 1969, then 
increased by $100,000,000 by July 1, 1969, by 
$125,000,000 on July 1, 1970, by $150,000,000 on 
July 1, 1971, and by $150,000,000 on July 1, 1972. 

Allows assistance payments for both urban and 
rural areas, and assigns administration of the 
payments in rural areas to the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Prohibits the insurance of any blanket mortgage 
under the National Housing Act after enactment of 
this Act, but permits mortgages on individual units 
sold by a blanket mortgage under the National 
Housing Act to be insured under the new Act with 
assistance payments. 

Authorizes the Secretary to provide budget debt 
management, and related counseling to homeowners 
with mortgages under the Act, 

Authorizes mortgage insurance for families of 
low and moderate income who cannot qualify for 
mortgage insurance under regular FHA programs 
because of credit histories but who the Secretary 
finds are "reasonably satisfactory credit risks" and 
capable of homeownership. 

Relaxes the mortgage insurance requirements in 
specified urban neighborhoods and gives the FHA more 
flexible authority in providing financing for the 
rehabilitation of properties located in older, 
declining urban areas. 

Establishes a Special Risk Insurance Fund out 
of which claims would be paid on mortgage insured 
under the new Act and authorizes $5,000,000 to be 
advanced from the General Insurance Fund to 
establish the new fund. 

Allows a low or moderate income purchaser to 
buy an individual family unit and undivided interest 
in the common areas and facilities of the project, 
which could be financed with a mortgage with an 
interest rate no less than the below-market interest 
rate under the National Housing Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to undertake a 
program of assistance to nonprofit sponsors of low 
and moderate income housing, including provisions of 
information and technical assistance with respect to 
construction, rehabilitation and operation of low 
and moderate income housing. 

Title Il, Rental Housing for Low and Moderate 
Income Families- Establishes an assistance progam 
for rental and cooperative housing for low and 
moderate income families in the form of periodic 
payments to the mortgagee on behalf of the 


mortgagor, serving to reduce interest costs on a 
project 


market rate market; and allows the 
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Secretary to reimburse the mortgagee for its 
expenses in handling the mortgage. 

Increases the authorization for the rent 
supplement program and makes available $40,000,000 
in contract authority for rent supplement payments 
in fiscal year 1970, plus an additional 
$100,000,000 in each fiscal year 1971, 1972, and 
1973. 

Increases the authorization for annual 
contributions contracts for the low-rent public 
housing programs by $100,000,000 on the date of 
enactment and by $150,000,000 in 1969 and 1970, and 
by $200,000,000 in 1971 and 1972. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to enter into 
grant contracts to upgrade management and services 
in Public Housing Projects. 

Permits local housing authorities to sell any 
low-rent housing unit to a tenant if suitable for 
indi: ‘a: al ownership without regard to the present 
lin tions. 

Permits public aid to Indian families without 
regard to the present limitation that such a_ family 
may not live on property located on or adjacent to 
their farm. 

Title ITI, FHA Insurance Operations - Permits 
payment of FHA mortgage insurance premiums by the 
secretary of Transportation in cases where a 
serviceman assumed home mortgage previously insured 
under any other provision of the National Housing 
Act. 

Directs the Secretary of Defense or the 
Secretary of Transportation to continue making the 
premium payment on behalf of the widow of a 
serviceman who dies in service for two years afte: 
bis death or unti! she sells the house. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to establish 
the interest rates on all FHA mortgage insurance 
programs except the land development program and the 
below-market interest rate program. 

Requires the Secretary of HUD to approve a 
request for the extension of time for curing a 
default on any FHA multifamily or for a modification 
of the terms of such a mortgage only pursuant to 
regulations prescribed by him. 

Authorizes FHA insurance for the individual 
units in a condominium project with two to eleven 
dwelling units without requiring that the project be 
first covered by an FHA insured project mortgage. 

Insures loans to homeowners to finance the 
purchase of fee simple title to property in which 
their homes are located where the homeowner has only 
a leasehold interest on the land, 

Extends the sales housing program for two, 
three, and four family residence to all low and 
moderate income families, and removes dividend 
restrictions for nondwelling facilities, 

Authorizes insurance of supplementary loans to 
finance imprevements and additions to multifamily 
projects, 

Increases the maximum loan limitation of $3,500 
to $5,000 and the maximum maturity from 5 years and 
32 days to 7 years and 32 days, and also increases 
the maximum finance fees. 

Makes the experimental housing program 
available for use under all FHA programs, especially 
land development projects and group practice 


facilities, and permits a_ term longer than seven 
years for FHA insured mortgages for land 
development. 

Permits FHA mortgage insurance under those 
sections for the purchase of multifamily properties 
in urban renewal areas which have been rehabilitated 
in urban renewal areas. 

Authorizes mortgage insurance for supplementary 
loans and housing cooperatives which purchased 
wartime housing from the Federal Government. 

Permits cost of major items of equipment used 
in operation of a nursing home to be included in the 
insured mortgage. 

Title IV. Guarantees for Financing New 
Community Land Development. The New Communities Act 
- Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to guarantee the 
bonds, debentures, notes, and other obligations to 
help finance new community development projects. 

Sets forth the requirements to make a new 
community development eligible for assistance, and 
any obligation eligible to be guaranteed under the 
Act, limiting to $50,000,000 any obligation for any 
single new community development project. 

Authorizes the Secretary to establish guarantee 
fees and to make such other charges as he considers 
reasonable and to establish a guarantee revolving 
fund and make any guarantee by the Secretary 
conclusive evidence of the eligibility of the 
obligations. 

Requires the Secretary to adopt measures to 
encourage small builders, and requires payment of 
prevailing rates as determined by the Secretary of 


Labor in accordance with the Davis-Bacon Act to 
laborers and mechanics employed in land development. 
Authorizes the Secretary to make supplementary 


grants to States to local public bodies carrying out 
new community assistance projects. 

Title V. Urban Renewal - Authorizes the 
Secretary of HUD to provide financial assistance to 
local public agencies to assist them in carrying out 
neighborhood development programs. 

Increases the amount of funds available for 
urban renewal by $1,400,000,000 and for urban 
renewal in model cities area by $350,000,000 and 


increases the rehabilitation grant to low-income 
homeowners from $1,500 to $2,500, 
Permits disposition of property for low and 


moderate income housing by lease as well as by sale. 

Permits capital erants for low and moderate 
housing open land projects, limiting the amount, but 
permits a local public agency to borrow funds to 
finance project undertakings on the private market 
at an interest rate in excess of the Federal lending 
rate set out in its loan contract with the 
Government, 

Permits the Secretary of HUD to allow an urban 
renewal project to be closed out under specified 
conditions. 

Title VI. Urban Planning and Facilities. - 
Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to make planning 
grants to State planning agencies for assistance to 
district planning agencies for rural and other 
nonmetropolitan areas, and makes planning grants 
directly to tribal planning councils or other bodies 
for planning on Indian reservations. 

Broadens the definitions of 


comprehensive 








planning to include planning for the provision of 
governmental services and for the development and 
utilization of human and natural resources but not 
to include planning aimed at encouraging businesses 
to relocate from another area, 

Changes supplementary incentive grants 
authorized for “demonstration cities" to "planned 
area wide development." 

Changes the conditions for acquisition of land. 

Provides funding provision for open-space land 
program. 

Authorizes the making of feasibility studies in 
the public works planning advances program. 

Title VII. Urban Mass Transportation - 
Increases the amount appropriated under the Urban 
Mass Transportation Act by $190,000,000, 

Broadens the definition of “mass 
transportation" to allow greater flexibility and 
scope and eliminates the present requirement that 
such transportation must serve the "general public" 
and operate “over prescribed routes." 

Extends the emergency program from November 1, 
1968 to October 1, 1969, 

Title VIII, Secondary Mortgage Market - 
Changes the statutes affecting the Federal National 
Mortgage Association and its function in secondary 
mortgage market in order to transfer its owners of 
the outstanding common stock of the FNMA the assets 
and liabilities in respect to the secondary market 
operations of the FNMA, and makes amendments to the 
FNMA Charter Act to achieve these purposes. 

Permits Government National Mort gage 
Association as a trustee under trusts created for 
sales of participation certificates to issue such 
certificates for refinancing purposes without regard 
to the requirement of appropriation Act authority. 

Allows the FNMA to issue and sell securities 
backed by a set-aside portion of its portfolio of 
mort gages. 

Makes certain transitional provisions regarding 
the capital stock of FNMA and provides for the board 
of directors during a transitional period. 

Title IX. National Housing Partnerships - 
Authorizes the creation of private corporations for 
profit, not to be government agencies, with one to 
be called "the Corporation", which shall have a 
fifteen-member board of Directors, twelve elected by 
stockholders and three appointed for three year 
terms by the President with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, 

Authorizes the President to create additional 
corporations and outline the powers of the 
corporation as well as process of organizations and 
financing of it. 

Authorizes the Corporation to form as separate 
organizations a limited partnership called the 
"Partnership" under the D.C. Uniform Limited 
Partnership Act, in which the Corporation is to be 
the General partner and each stockholder of the 
Corporation, and others to become limited partners. 

Requires the Corporation to report to the 
President for transmittal to Congress and to make 
audits annually. 

Title X. Rural Housing - Authorizes direct and 
insured loans in rural areas (areas with 5,500 
population or less) to low and moderate income 
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families, and provides for aid for rental or 
cooperative housing whether no other aid is 
available, 

Authorizes financial and technical aid to 
provide in rural areas, housing, and related 
facilities for rural trainees and their families 
enrolled in federally-aided training courses; but 
requires the Secretary of Agriculture to first 
consult with the Secretaries of Labor, HEW and HUD 
and Director of OEO to ascertain that no other aid 
is available, 

Requires a labor area survey and full 
coordination among all Federal, State and local 
government agency administering related programs 
before training and housing sites could be selected. 

Requires that advances for land purchasers be 
payable within periods not longer than 33 years and 
to bear interest but other advances would be 
nonrepayable or repayable without interest. 

Broadens the eligible purposes of domestic farm 
labor housing loans to include the purchase of 
necessary land for building sites. 

Title XI. Miscellaneous - Increases funds 
appropriated for Model Cities by $10,000,000,000 for 
each fiscal years of 1970 and 1971. 

Permits grants for developing and testing urban 
renewal demonstration grant program and authorizes 
funds necessary for urban information and technical 
assistance program, and studies in advances in 
technology in housing and urban development. 

Establishes a new lending rate for college 
housing loans based on the current average market 
yield for U.S. obligations. 

Expands the Federal-State training programs in 
the field of housing and community development. 

Clarifies the authority of HUD concerning 
international housing. 

Extends eligibility for rent supplement payment 
and allows consolidation of low-rent public D.C. 
housing project, and extends time for the earthquake 
studies. 

Makes other technical 
National Housing Act.

National Insurance Development Corporation Act 
- Creates within the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, under the authority of the Secretary, a 
body corporation, the National Insurance development 
Corporation, whose powers shall terminate in 1973 
and which will be liquidated in 1976, amending the 
National Housing Act. 

Provides that an Executive Director, appointed 
by the President with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, shall manage the Corporation, but forbids 
him to hold office or stock in any insurance 
company. 

Establishes an Advisory Board consisting of 
nineteen members appointed by the President who 
shall also designate a Chairman and Vice-Chairman to 
the Board, 

Part A creates: (1) statewide plans to assure 
fair access to insurance requirements called "Fair" 
plans, (2) an all-industry placement facility, (3)

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industry cooperation and plan evaluation programs. 

Requires every insurer re-insured by the 
Corporation to cooperate with the State insurance 
authority in each State in which it acquires 
reinsurance in carrying out statewide plans to 
assure fair access to insurance requirements, and 
provides these "Fair" plans be designed to make 
essential property insurance more readily available 
in urban areas. 

Requires all plans to include an All-Industry 
Placement Facility authorized to do business with 
every insurer in the State participating in the 
plan, helping agents and brokers place insurance up 
to full insurable value of a property. 

Requires every insurer participating in a plan 
to file a statement pledging its full participation 
and cooperation in carrying out the plan with the 
State insurance authority and with the Corporation, 

Prohibits an insurance company from 
discouraging in any way its agents and brokers from 
submitting applications for insurance through a 
plan. 

Provides for the State insurance authority to 
transmit copies of a plan and any amendments, to the 
Corporation and to advise it concerning the 
operation of the plan, and the need to adopt other 
programs to make essential property insurance more 
readily available. 

Authorizes the Corporation to modify the 
criteria for plans if it finds, such action is 
necessary to carry out the purpose of the program. 

Part B provides: (1) reinsurance coverage by 
specifying reinsurance of losses from riots or civil 
disorders, (2) conditions for reinsurance 
agreements, and (3) recovery of premiums. 

Authorizes the Corporation to offer to any 
insurer, subject to conditions of the Act, 
reinsurance against property losses from riots or 
civil disorders. 

Provides that reinsurance will be offered on 
fire and extended coverage; vandalism and malicious 
mischief, other allied lines of fire insurance, the 
property damage portion of homeowners multiple peril 
and commercial multiple peril, and burglary and 
theft, combined, 

Provides that reinsurance coverage may be 
provided immediately following enactment of the Act. 

Authorizes the Corporation to enter into 
reinsurance contracts for riot losses, and to 
establish the amount of losses from riots or civil 
disorders each insurer must retain before the 
Corporation will reimburse the insurer for its 
losses. 

Sets forth various conditions under which the 
Corporation will terminate existing reinsurance and 
provides that the Corporation will not offer 
reinsurance in any State if the State itself does 
mot assume a portion of the responsibility for 
assisting the Corporation to reinsure against losses 
resulting from riots or civil disorders within one 
year after the enactment of the Act. 

Authorizes the Corporation to recover any 
unpaid premiums for reinsurance, and imposes a five- 
year statute of limitations on the recovery by an 
insurer of excess premiums paid to the Corporation 
for premiums due to it. 


Part C sets forth general requirements for: 
(1) claims and judicial review, (2) fiscal 
intermediaries and servicing agents, (3) a National 
Insurance Development Fund, (4) records, annual 
statements and audits, (5) study of reinsurance and 
other programs, (6) services and facilities of other 
agencies--utilization of personnel, services, 
facilities, and information, (7) finality of certain 
transactions, (8) taxation, (9) annual report, and 
(10) appropriations. 

Authorizes the Corporation to adjust and pay 
claims for proved and approved losses, and upon 
disallowance of a claim authorizes judicial review 
in the U.S. District Court, 

Authorizes the Corporation to enter into 
contracts with any insurer or private organization 
for performance of many functions. 

Authorizes a National Insurance Development 
Fund to be used by the Corporation to carry out the 
programs authorized, 

Authorizes the Corporation to adopt rules and 
regulations specifying the records which must be 
kept by any person acquiring reinsurance or 
performing inspections under the Plans. 

Authorizes and directs the Corporation to 
conduct a study of reinsurance to help assure an 
adequate supply of burglary and theft and other 
property insured in urban areas and to help to 
assure adequate availability of surety bonds for 
construction contractors in urban areas, and to 
undertake other studies. 

Authorizes the Corporation to utilize the 
personnel and information and data of any Federal 
agency on a reimbursable basis. 

Exempts the Corporation from taxation by any 
local or State or Federal Government except on real 
property acquired as a result of reinsurance.

communications, etc, 

Authorizes the President to institute such 
measures, etc., to deny employment in or access to 
any defense facility and to protect classified 
information released to or within any facility 
located in the United States. Gives the President 
the right to establish criteria relating to 
reasonable inquiries directed to an individual 
regarding his membership in, or affiliation with, 
any Communists, Marxist, Fascist, etc. Such 


criteria may include, memberships in organizations, 
associations, habits, activities, etc. 








Provides that no individual may be finally 
denied, suspended, or revoked unless such individual 
has been given: (1) a written 
statement of reasons for the denial, suspension, or 
revocation stated as comprehensively and detailed as 
the national security will permit; (2) an 
opportunity for a personal appearance proceeding at 
which time he may present evidence in his own 
behalf; (3) a reasonable time to prepare for the 
proceeding; (4) the opportunity to be represented by 
counsel; and (5) a written notice advising him of 
final action which, if adverse, shall specify 
whether the finding has been for or against him with 
respect to each allegation in the statement of 
reasons. 

Permits the President the right to deny, 
suspend, or revoke an individual's employment at any 
time he determines that these procedures cannot be 
employed with the individual consistently with 
national security. 

Provides for subpena powers. Provides that no 
court of the United States shall have jurisdiction 
of any action or proceeding on the complaint of any 
person adversely affected, except after exhaustion 
of all administrative remedies.

Urban Property Protection, Rehabilitation, and 
Reinsurance Act - Authorizes the Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Development: (1) to establish a 
cooperative Federal-State-industry program to assure 
that adequate property insurance protection is made 
available for all insurable residential and business 
rehabilitation assistance for property in urban 
areas, (2) to provide rehabilitation assistance for 
property owners whose properties do not meet 


reasonable standards of insurability, and (3) to 
provide adequate reinsurance against abnormally high 
property insurance losses resulting from riots and 
other civil commotion. 

Gives the Secretary power to make a final 
settlement of any disputes arising from financial 
transactions under this Act. Allows arbitration of 
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a dispute if the parties consent to assist the 
Secretary in making a final settlement, 

Authorizes appropriations up to $500 million to 
meet liabilities for excess of loss reinsurance 
claims. Authorizes appropriations necessary to 
carry out the remainder of this Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary to establish in the 
Treasury of the United States a reinsurance fund to 
pay excess of loss reinsurance claims and to repay 
the Secretary of the Treasury such sums borrowed 
from him under this Act, 

Allows the Secretary to enter into contracts 
with any insurer or other private organization in 
order to administer effectively the excess of loss 
reinsurance program and to facilitate payment of any 
Federal funds under the program. 

Provides for the audit by the Secretary or 
Comptroller General of records of any insurer or 
other organization that are pertinent to the cost 
of the excess of loss reinsurance program, 

Establishes an advisory board composed of 15 
members appointed by the Secretary to aid him in 
carrying out this Act.

The Foreign Military Sales Act - Consolidates 
and revises foreign assistance legislation relating 
to reimbursable military exports. Makes it the 
policy of the United States to facilitate the common 
defense by entering into international arrangements 
with friendly countries which further the 
objectives of applying agreed resources of each 
country to programs and projects of cooperative 
exchange of data, research, development, production, 
procurement, and logistics support to achieve 
specific national defense requirements and 
objectives of mutual concern, 

Authorizes sales by the United States to 
friendly countries having sufficient wealth to 
maintain and equip their own military forces at 
adequate strength, or to assume progressively larger 
shares of costs thereof, without undue burden to 
their economics, in accordance with the restraints 
and control measures and in furtherance of the 
security objectives of the United States and of the

Makes it the sense of the Congress that all 
such sales be approved only when they are consistent 
with the foreign policy interests of the United 
States, Directs the President to prescribe 
appropriate procedures to assure coordination among 
representatives of the United States.

Sets up strict military controls of military 
exports. Provides regional ceilings on foreign 
military sales. Requires annual reports.

Legislative Reorganization Act - Title I: The 


Committee System - Legislation: (Appropriations 
Committees and Committee on Rules of House of 
Representative excepted): (1) provides that a 


majority of a committee can call meetings and report 
legislation if the chairman fails to do so within 3 
days of a request by 3 members; (2) provides that 
rollcall votes pertaining to the reporting of any 
measure shall be announced by the committee and 
included in the committee report; (3) provides that 
committee hearings may be open to the public when 
the committee by majority vote so orders; (4) 
provides time (at least 1 day) for Committee 
members to fale a supplemental or minority view of 
the approved measure; and (5) provides that 
commi ttee reports shall be available to the 
membership of each House for at least 3 days before 
any vote is taken upon that measure in that House. 

Hearings: (1) Provides for open hearings except 
if by majority vote the committee determines that 
the testimony may relate to national security 
matters or matters deemed confidential under other 
provisions of law or government regulation, or 
reflect adversely on the character or reputation of 
a witness or others; (2) permits the broadcasting 
and televising of hearings at the option of the 
committee; (3) provides that hearings will normally 
be announced at least one week in advance of their 
commencement; (4) requires witnesses to file written 
statements in advance of their appearance; and (5) 
provides that minority members shall have the right 
to call witnesses of their own choice, 

Conference: (1) Requires that conference com- 
mittee reports shall be printed as a report of each 
House; (2) requires that an explanatory statement 
be prepared by the conferees of each House in their 
report; and (3) grants to the minority one-half of 
the time allotted for floor debate on a _ conference 
report. 

Senate: (A) (1) Redesignates the Committee on 
Banking and Currency as the Committee on Banking, 
Housing and Urban Affairs (15 members); (2) creates 
a Committee on Veterans' Affairs (9 members); (B) 
provides for dividing the workload among Senators 
in subsequent committee assignments by (1) limiting 
each Senator to membership on 2 major committees and 
l minor, joint, select or special committee, with 
certain exceptions; (2) providing that each Senator 
shall be chairman of only one standing, joint, 
select, or special committee, and chairman of only 
one subcommittee of each standing committee; and (3) 
providing that the Committees of Finance, Appro- 
priations, Foreign Relations and Armed Services 
shall be considered exclusive and no Senator shall 
serve on more than one of them, 

Miscellaneous: (1) Creates the position of 
Review Specialist on the staff of each standing 
committee to scrutinize on a continuing basis the 
administration of existing laws under the 


committee's jurisdiction; (2) provides for an annual 
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report from each standing committee with respect to 
the administration of such laws; and (3) authorizes 
standing committees of the Senate to sit for any 
reason while Congress is in session, with the 
consent of the Majority and Minority leaders.

Title II: Fiscal Controls - Provides that part 
(3) (Appropriations process) and part (5) (Legis- 
lative committees) of this Title are enacted in the 
exercise of the rulemaking power of the House and 
Senate with full recognition of the right of either 
House to change provisions relating to that House. 
ects the Compt roller General, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget to establish and maintain a _ standardized 
information and data processing system for 
budgetary and fiscal data to be used by all Federal 
agencies. Directs the Comptroller General to provide 
Members or Committees upon request, with 
information on the location and nature of data 
available in Federal agencies with respect to 
activities and expenditures, and to the extent 
feasible, to prepare summary tables of such data 
upon requests. Directs the Comptroller to have 
available experts in analyzing and conducting cost 
effectiveness studies, and to obtain the services 
of such experts on a temporary basis if necessary. 
Directs the Comptroller to collect and, from time to 
time, to furnish reports to Members and Committees 
on revised budget information, 

Budget: Directs the President to transmit to 
Congress on June 1 of each year, beginning in 1969, 
a supplemental summary of the Budget reflecting all 
changes occurring since the transmittal of the 
Budget. Provides that such budget transmitted to 
Congress should include details as to each proposal 
for new legislation in the budget, 

Appropriations: Directs the Committees on Ap- 
propriations to hold hearings on the Budget within 
30 days after its transmittal and to examine 
particularly the basic recommendations and policies 
presented and the fiscal and economic assumptions 
used in arriving at the total estimates. Provides 
that the Secretary of the Treasury, the Director of 
the Budget, and the Chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisors, among others, shall testify at 
such hearings. Requires committee reports 
accompanying appropriations bills to include an 
analysis of the major factors taken into 
consideration, including cost effectiveness, and for 
supplemental or deficiency appropriations, the 
reason such request was not, or could not have been 
made in the regular appropriation bill. Requires 
yea-and-nay votes on the final passage of 
appropriations bills other than by adoption of 
conference reports. Provides that all reports 
accompanying bills (other than revenue bills) shall 
contain (1) estimates made by the committee 


reporting the bill, of the costs of carrying out the 
bill for the current and for the next 5 fiscal years 
(or the duration, if less than 5 years), and a 
comparison of these cost estimates with any such 
estimates made by an executive agency; or (2) a 
statement by the Committee of the reasons why such a 


cost estimate would be impracticable. Provides that 
without such cost estimates, consideration of the 
bill will not be in order. Directs each 
committee,which has legislative jurisdiction to 
endeavor to insure that all continuing programs and 
activities are appropriated annually. Provides for 
review of the Budget by the Appropriations 
Committees of each House. 

Title III: Sources of Information - Committee 


Staffs:Provides for 6 permanent professional staff 


(formerly 4) on all legislative 
committees. Provides for assignment of 2 
professional staff positions and one clerical 
position to the minority upon their request. 
Provides for employing specialists on a temporary 
basis and for special training and education of 
professional staff members when it will aid in the 
proper discharge of their duties. Raises salary 
ceilings for professional staff members of Senate 
Committees. 

Travel Allowances: Provides for 7 round trips 
annually for Members of the House and Senate for 
travel to their State or district (the provision 
for 2 additional trips for Senators from States with 
a population of 10 million or more is unchanged). 
Provides for 5 round trips for Senators’ employees 
and 4 round trips for House Members' employees. 

Communications: Directs that a study be under- 
taken to develop a plan for participation by 
Congress in the existing government-wide leased 
line telephone service, or developing a _ separate 
leased line service to permit calls from a Member's 
office. 

Legislative Research Service: Redesignates the 
Legislative Reference Service as the Legislative 
Research Service and continues such Service as a 
separate department in the Library of Congress. Sets 
out the policy of Congress that the Librarian shall 
encourage and promote the Service in rendering to 
Congress the most effective and efficient service 
and shall grant to the Service the maximum 
practicable administrative independence consistent 
with such objective. Provides that the Librarian 
shall appoint the Director of the Service after 
consultation with the Joint Committee on the 
Library. Provides that the budget estimates for the 
Service shall be prepared by the Director and 
submitted to the Librarian for inclusion as a 
separate item of the budget estimates of the Library 
of Congress. 

Broadens the duties of the Service by providing 
that upon request made by any Committee or Members 
of the Congress, the Service shall prepare a 
concise memorandum with respect to legislative 
measures upon which hearings by any committee have 
been announced, Directs that such memorandum 
contain a statement of purpose and effect of each 
such measure, a description of other relevant 
measures of similar purpose or effect previously 
introduced in the Congress, and a recitation of all 
prior action. Authorizes the appointment of 
Specialists in particular, broad fields of knowledge 
in addition to the existing Senior Specialists and 
broadens the fields of knowledge to include (a) 
national defense, (b) science, (c) technology, and 

(d) such other broad fields as the Director may deem 


positions 











appropriate. Authorizes the Director to establish 
such method for the classification of requests and 
make such organizational revisions from time to 
time, within the Service as he deems appropriate to 
expedite the handling of requests and _ render 
efficient service. Provides for the temporary 
employment of experts and consultants in specialized 
fields or with special skills. Specifically requires 
that all duties of the Service shall be performed 
without partisan bias. Abolishes the Office of 
Coordinator of Information, Authorizes the 
installation and operation within the Senate 
Chamber an electrical public address system. 

Title IV: Congress as an Institution - Estab- 
lishes a Joint Committee on Congressional Opera- 
tions. Provides for the membership, jurisdiction, 
and staff of such committee. Requires such 
committee to make a continuing study of automatic 
data processing and information retrieval systems in 
relation to the operations of Congress. Authorizes 
such committee to identify and call to the 
attention of Congress any court action or 
proceeding which is of vital interest of either or 
both Houses, and, upon, approval, to arrange for 
appropriate representation in any such action or 
proceeding. Abolishes the Joint Committee on 
Dispositon of Executive Papers and transfers its 
functions to the new committee. Creates the Office 
of Personnel and Office Management of the Congress 
under the jurisdiction of the committee. Provides 
for the formulation of a plan for the conversion of 
the Capitol Police into a professional force. Makes 
changes relating to the service of Senate and House 
Pages and requires such Pages to serve for a_ period 
of at least 3 months. 

Provides for free Capitol Guide Service for 
visitors to the United States Capitol. 

Provides that the Senate and House shall 
adjourn not later than July 31 of each year either 
sine die or to a date subsequent to August 31 of 
that year, [Amends 2 U.S.C. 198] 

Provides that Postmasters shall be appointed in 
accordance with competitive civil service laws and 
rules (presently appointed by the President with 
the advice and consent of the Senate). [Amends 39 
U.S.C. 3311, 3338] 

Makes numerous revisions relating to the com- 
pensation, standards and placement of employees of 
the Congress. 

Title V: Regulation of Lobbying - Provides 
that where contributions are received or ex- 
penditures made in part for lobbying purposes and in 
part for any other purposes, the statements 
required to be filed by persons engaged in lobbying 
activities under the Lobbying Act’ shall include 
only the portions thereof devoted to lobbying 
purposes, except that if the relative proportions 
cannot be ascertained with reasonable certainty, 
such statements shall show total receipts and 
expenditures together with an estimate by the 
registrant of the proportions for each purpose. 
Increases to 5 years (now 2) the period for which 
statements filed under the Act must be retained, 
Requires the registration of individuals or 
organizations who have as a "substantial purpose" 
(now"principal" purpose) the influencing of the 
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passage or defeat of legislation. Requires full 
disclosure of contingent fee arrangements and places 
broadcasting on a parity with the press in regard 
to both exemptions and reporting requirements. 

Places the administration of the Act in the 
hands of the Joint Committee on Congressional 
Operations. Directs that violations be sent to the 
Department of Justice for appropriate action. 
Requires each report and statement filed under this 
Act to be retained up to 5 years. Makes an annual 
report to Congress on the Administration of the Act. 
Makes a violation of the regulations of the 
Comptroller under the Act a misdemeanor punishable 
by a fine up to $5,000 and/or imprisonment up to one 
year. Repeals a provision of the Act which made it 
a felony for any person engaged in lobbying within 3 
years after having been convicted of a violation of 
the Act. 

Title VI: Effective Dates - Provides effective 
dates for the provisions of this Act ranging from 
the thirteenth day after enactment to January l, 
1968,

National Agricultural Bargaining Act - Author- 
izes a national program to provide for orderly 
marketing of agricultural commodities. 

Title I: National Agricultural Bargaining Pro- 
gram - Creates an independent 5-member National 
Agricultural Board, appointed by the President with 
Senate confirmation, to provide administrative 
assistance to farmer Marketing Committees and 
Purchases Committees; and authorizes the Board to 
administer farmer referendums and assist the 
Committee in holding meetings, but prohibits the 
Board to represent solely either farmers or buyers. 

Directs the Board to conduct a referendum among 
producers when the Board receives a petition from 
producers of a particular agricultural commodity 
stating that the average market price is below a 
fair and reasonable level, and proceed to determine 
whether a marketing committee should be established 
and who should be elected to that committee. 

Empowers each marketing committee to minimum 
price and nonprice terms of sale pursuant to 
agreements in negotiations. If negotiations do not 
result in a minimum price, directs the Board to 
mediate the dispute; and if there is no agreement 
within 30 days, refers the disputed issues to a 
Joint Settlement Committee composed of a Purchasers’ 
representative, a farmers’ representative and a 
neutral selected by each; and directs this Committee 
to decide the dispute after a reasonable opportunity 
for all parties to be heard; and specifies that its 
decision to be judicially reviewable. 

Provides for termination of a Marketing 
Committee unless approved by referendum every 3- 
years. 

Prohibits the sale or purchase of the commodity 
below the established price. 

Requires farmers to keep certain records to aid 
in carrying out the Marketing Committee's function. 

Requires the Board to pay for and conduct all 
referenda and cost of operating of the Marketing 
Committee, 

Provides for injunctive proceedings throvgh the 
U. S. Attorneys in the U.S. District Courts. 

Provides that the Marketing Committee may 
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prepare in consultation with the Board and the 
Secretary of Agriculture a plan of marketing 
allotments, with or without acreage or production 
limitations, for submission to farmers for approval 
in a referendum, and if approved, the Secretary of 
Agriculture would administer the supply control 
program. 

Title Il: Marketing Orders - Amends the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Agreement Act in 8 respects: (1) 
makes any additional commodity or product (except 
canned or frozen products) eligible for a marketing 
order, if after special preliminary referendum of 
affected producers, the Secretary finds the voting 
majority favors it; (2) provides for the minimum 
prices and other terms prior to becoming effective 
would have to be agreed to by the handlers of 50 
percent of commodity and would be subject to 
approval by the Secretary; (3) authorizes the 
establishment of minimum prices for milk through 
collective bargaining; (4) makes regulation 
available to livestock and other commodities; (5) 
provides a method for establishing by collective 
bargaining in good faith between producers and 
handlers the minimum price and conditions for 
exchange; (6) authorizes the Secretary to issue 
producer allotment bases for any commodity including 
milk on specified bases; (7) authorizes the 
Secretary to establish advisory committee for any 
commodity to provide advice on starting proceedings 
to promulgate a new order and formulate’ specific 
hearing proposals; (8) provides that orders 
containing price bargaining or produce allotment 
provisions would impose administration assessments 
pro rata on producers, payable through handlers to 
the agency administrating the order. 

Clarifies that new provisions shall not 
supersede other provisions of the statutes relating 
to marketing quotas, acreage allotments or price 
support. 

Title III: Agricultural Fair Practices - Pro- 
tects associations and organizations of producers 
and their members or officers from being held 
responsible for acts where it is not clearly 
established that they authorized such acts. 

Limits the authority for issuance of injunc- 
tions to instances where after a full hearing the 
Court finds that such association or person 
actually engaged in acts in question or authorized 
them, 

Outlines prohibited practices and provides for 
enforcement of the program,

Authorizes appropriations for institutional 
grants for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1970, and 
each of the next three fiscal years as the Secretary 
determines.

the basis of relative number of graduates for such 
year. Sets forth conditions and qualification for 
such grants, 

Extends the authorization for appropriations 
for traineeships for advanced nurse training to the 
end of fiscal year 1973. 

Provides that up to twenty percent of sums 
appropriated for student aid may be transferred to 
schools of nursing for use in their scholarship 
program, 

Authorizes the Secretary to make scholarship 
grants to public or nonprofit schools of nursing for 
use by students of exceptional financial need, 
Limits each individual student scholarship to $1,500 
a year. 
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Provides that up to twenty percent of the sums 
appropriated for such scholarship grants may be 
transferred to the student loan program. 

Title IIIT. Allied Health Professions and 
Public Health Training - Extends generally the 
authorization for appropriations under this title of 
such sums as necessary for an additional fiscal year 
(June 30, 1970). 

Title IV, Health Research Facilities - Extends 
the authorization for appropriations under this 
title to June 30, 1973. 

Limits the Federal share for construction or

Provides for the recognition of the right of Federal 
employees to assemble, discuss and present their 
grievances without fear or reprisal.

dues paying member. 

Provides for the recognition of three 
categories of employee organizations; the exclusive, 
the informal and the formal organization and 
outlines the scope of powers and functions of each 
type of organization. Reserves to management the 
right to hire, transfer, and dismiss an employee for 
lack of work or other valid reasons in order to 
maintain the efficiency of the office concerned. 

Empowers the Secretary of Labor to establish 
intermediary programs where an office fails to 
establish adequate labor-management program. 

Authorizes the promulgation, by the Civil 
Service Commission, in conjunction with the 
Department of Labor, of a code of fair labor 
standards in the employee-management relationship. 

Exempts from the Act the FBI, CIA, or any other 
organization engaged in similar activities in 
connection with the national security. 

Establishes procedures for mediation of 
disputes upon the application of either side through 
the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service. 

Establishes a Government Labor-Management 
Relations Panel composed of a Chairman, Executive 








Secretary and from four to six other members 
appointed by the President to adjudicate disputes 
which cannot be settled by the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service. Specifies that decisions of 
the Panel are binding on all parties. 

Provides for intermediary arbitration by a 
three-man Board of Arbitration composed of one 
member from each side of the dispute and a third 
chosen from a list submitted to the parties on 
request by the Secretary of Labor, 

Gives employees during the entire grievance 
process: (1) the right to be represented through 
their union of Government employees; (2) reasonable 
time limits for a decision at each grievance step; 
(3) the right to call witnesses at each step’ and 
(4) no loss of pay to the employee as a result of 
his participation in the processing of his 
grievances.

Reduces the eligibility requirements for 
annuities which may be payable to persons who are 
the spouse of an employee or Member who died before 


February 29, 1948 and who are unremarried. 

Provides an allowance of up to $500 to cover 
expenses of the last illness and burial of an 
employee who retired to an immediate annuity or 
because of disability, prior to August 17, 1954, 
and who was not entitled to Federal group life 
insurance,

Selective Service Act - Revises extensively the 
Military Selective Service Act of 1967. 

Requires that the determination of order of 
induction be made by random selection. Provides 
that local and State induction quotas are to be 
replaced by regional quotas or by a national quota 
depending upon the random selection method employed 
by the President of the United States. 

Makes all male citizens of the United States 
and aliens in the United States between the ages of 
18 years and 6 months and 26 years liable for 
training and service in the Armed Forces of the 
United States. Requires that the selection and 
induction of draft-eligible men be made from among 
the youngest qualified (19 year-olds) and available 
registrants. 

Allows a high school student to be deferred 
until he graduates or drops out, if such student 
does not graduate until he is 20 or older he _ shall 
be treated as a 19-year old. 

Gives optional student postponements or student 
deferments to high school graduates who choose to go 
to college or receive occupational training. 
Provides that such deferments cannot extend beyond 
the 26-year old cut-off date for determining draft 
eligibility. Broadens the definition of "student" 
to include not only college students, but also 
students in junior and business colleges and 
students in apprentice and vocational courses. 

Provides for the discontinuance of the student 
optional postponements when the number of combat 
casualties in the Armed Forces reaches 10 percent of 
the number of draftees for 3 consecutive months. 

Exempts conscientious objectors from combat 
duty. Defines “conscientious objector" as one who 
by reason of religious training and belief is 
conscientiously opposed to participation in war. 

Requires the adoption of national standards for 
classification and would require these standards be 
administered uniformly. 

Provides for initial hardship deferments as 
determined by an area Selective Service Office 
(local boards make determinations now). Appeals 
regarding this initial classification would be 
presented to local boards. 

Discontinues occupational deferments except 
upon a finding by the Preaident that a particular 
skill or occupation warrants deferment on a uniform 











national basis.

Requires the President to make 
a new nomination at the end of such term which must 
be confirmed by the Senate, however, the President 
may renominate the same Director as many times as 
required, Exempts the current Director from these 
provisions. 

Provides that all nonimmigrant aliens should be 
exempt from military service, and that resident 
aliens should not be subject to service until one 
year after their entry into the United States as 
immigrants at which time they are equally eligible 
for the draft with U.S. citizens. Provides that 
aliens who served 12 months or more in the Armed 
Forces of a country which the United States is 
allied in mutual defense activities should be 
exempted from U.S. military service obligations, 
and credit should be given for any such service less 
than 12 months. 

Allows judicial review of draft classifications 
and processing action. 

Prohibits discrimination by race, color, creed, 
or sex in determining the composition of local 
boards. Requires the membership of a local board to 
represent all elements of the public it serves, 

Reorganizes the Selective Service Systems by 
establishing a national office, a series of regional 
offices, and a series of area offices to administer 
the selective service law.

Vocational Rehabilitation Amendments - Extends 
and expands generally the provisions of the 
Vocational Rehabilitation Act.

Permits the Secretary upon the request of an 
agency to authorize share funding and administrative 
responsibility in order to permit a joint program to 
provide services to handicapped individuals. 
Permits counseling, guidance, adjustments, training, 
maintenance, physical restoration, placement and 
follow-up services to the handicapped. 

Redefines the term “rehabilitation facility” 
under the Act so as to mean a rehabilitation center, 
workshop, or other facility operated for the primary 
purpose of assisting handicapped individuals and

cannot be readily absorbed in competitive labor 
market.

Sets the salary of the 
Chairman of the Subversive Activities Control Board 
at the position of level III of the Executive 
Schedule and other Members at level IV.

comprehensive report detailing the public body's 
economic and fiscal resources. Provides however, 
that such report shall exclude qualitative judgments 
or comparable comments that in any way involve an 
evaluation of the investment merits of a prospective 
bond issue or reflect a credit evaluation of the 
State or local public body concerned. (Authorizes 
the Corporation to charge a fee for reports provided 
under this section to cover administrative and other 
necessary expenses). 

(2) Upon the application of any State or local 
public body, the Corporation is authorized to enter 
into a debt service guarantee contract to guarantee 
the payment of principal and interest on bonds or 
other securities to be issued by such body to 
finance one or more needed public facilities, 
Provides that no such guarantee contract shall be 
entered into unless: (a) a comprehensive economic 
and fiscal report has been prepared by the 
Corporation with respect to the State or local 
public body applying for the guarantee; (b) the 
interest income from the bonds or other securities 
with respect to which the guarantee is entered into 
is subject to Federal taxation, and such bonds or 
other securities are to be issued and sold to 
persons or entities other than the United States or 
any agency thereof; and (c) the Corporation 
determines that (i) such bonds or other securities 
contain satisfactory amortization provisions not in 
excess of the debt-paying capacity of the borrower, 
and (ii) the public facility project to be financed

is economically sound. (The Corporation is 
authorized to charge and collect an annual fee, as 
consideration for a guarantee of bonds or other 
securities, to cover necessary administrative 
expenses and to provide a reserve for losses). 
Establishes in the Treasury a revolving fund to be 
known as the "Municipal Debt Service Guarantee Fund" 
which shall be used by the Corporation in carrying 
out this guarantee program.

Oil Shale and Multiple Minerals Development Act 
- Creates within the Department of the Interior an 
Office of Oil Shale and Multiple Minerals 
Development which shall report annually to Congress. 

Establishes Oil Shale Policy Advisory Committee 
composed of representatives of industry, the 
academic community, and the consumer to make an 
independent review of the development program, 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
conduct a survey through the proposed Oil Shale 





Office, of the location, extent, and value of oil 
shale and intermixed minerals containing sodium and 
aluminum, 

Creates a land-use blueprint on the survey to 
be used in determining where it would be advisable 
to sacrifice other valuable minerals found in the 
deposits in order to get at and extract oil shale, 
where it would be best to exploit the deposits for 
aluminum or sodium alone, where it would be best to 
aim for extraction of all the minerals together 
despite the cost, and where it would be best to 
preserve the land in its natural state for 
conservation reasons. 

Provides an accelerated program of 
administrative and legal steps to be taken by the 
Interior Secretary designed to speed up clearance of 
title to the disputed claims on a large portion of 
the public shale oil lands. 

Establishes a program of research and 
development aimed at developing less destructive 
extraction techniques and at solving, among other 
things, the problem posed by the vast quantities of 
environment- polluting debris which result from 
present methods of oil shale processing. 

Makes it possible for small, independent oil 
companies to compete for a share in the development 
of this resource, 

Provides for the development of a plan, for 
submission to Congress within five years, for the 
construction, operation, and maintenance of a full- 
scale demonstration mining and processing facility. 

Authorizes the Secretary to develop a plan 
within ten years, providing for private leasing to 
insure competition, protect the environment, 
provide the consumer’ with low-cost petroleum 
products and the Federal Government with an adequate 
return, 

Establishes a system of allocating rentals and 
royalties from any leases among the States and the 
Federal Government.

Immigration and Nationality Act - Establishes a 
five-member Board of Visa Appeals as an independent 
office within the Bureau of Security and Consular 
Affairs of the Department of State members, to be 
appointed by the Secretary of State. Gives the 
Board jurisdiction to review the denial revocation 
of an immigrant visa of a relative of a United 
States citizen or permanent resident alien, upon 
the petition of such citizen or alien.

(Currently covered by 
this preference are spouses and unmarried sons or 
unmarried daughters of such aliens.) 

Removes refugees from seventh preference status 
and makes available to the following specified 
groups of aliens, not currently requiring labor 
certification, some 10,200 immigrant visas annually 
on a first-come - first-served basis: (1) those who 
are engaged solely or principally by a _ religious 
denomination and seek admission to the United States 
to perform duties to carry out the objectives of 
such denomination; (2) retired persons; (3) private 
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investors; and (4) fiancees of United States 
citizens and permanent resident aliens. (Such 
aliens currently enter the United States on a 
nonpreference basis.) 

Establishes a new provision for the admission 
of refugees from all over the world. (A refugee is 
defined as one who has fled from a Comnmunist- 
dominated country or area, or has fled from any 
country and is unwilling to return “due to well- 
founded fear of persecution, or danger to his life 
or civil liberties"; or has been uprooted by 
natural calamity or military operations and is 
unable to return to his usual abode.) This 
provision (1) provides 12,000 immigrant visas 
annually to qualified refugees throughout the world, 
notwithstanding any numerical limitations of current 
law; (2) specifically authorizes the Attorney 
General to parole into the United States under Sec. 
212(d)(5) of the basic immigration statute, alien 
refugees, if such is deemed to be in the public 
interest of the United States; and (3) provides a 
permanent authority to adjust the status of refugee 
parolees to that of permanent residence, 

Provides adjustment of status, in cases of 
exceptional hardship, for natives of Western 
Hemisphere countries. 

Establishes a new statute of limitations which 
prevents the deportation: (1) of aliens lawfully 
admitted to the U.S. for permanent residence solely 
by reason of any conduct or conditions which 
occurred or existed ten years prior to the 
institution of deportation proceedings; (2) of 
aliens lawfully admitted to the U.S. for permanent 
resident if such aliens entered the U.S. prior to 
age fourteen and have resided in the U. S. for a 
period of ten years immediately preceding’ the 
institution of deportation proceedings; and (3) of 
aliens lawfully admitted to the U.S. for permanent 
residence if such aliens have resided continuously 
within the U.S. for a period of at least twenty 
years immediately preceding the institution of 
deportation proceedings against him. (The Statute 
of Limitations will not apply to aliens who received 
their resident status illegally.) 

Facilitates the naturalization of (1) persons 
over fifty years who have been living in the U.S. 
for at least twenty years; (2) permanent resident 
aliens employed overseas by an accredited American 
philanthropic organization, or the alien spouse of a 
U.S. citizen employed by such organization; (3) an 
alien child adopted by a U.S. citizen parent who is 
employed overseas by an _ accredited American 
philanthropic organization; and (4) permanent 
resident aliens serving with the armed forces during 
hostilities in Vietnam. 

Permits the derivative acquisition of 
citizenship by a minor child, through his parents’ 
naturalization, through eighteen years of age 
instead of sixteen as currently provided, 

Provides for the issuances of special immigrant 
visas to an applicant whose petition for admission 
was filed prior to December 1, 1965, the effective 
date of the Immigration Act of 1965. 

Provides that final hearings upon petitions for 
naturalization can be held as late as thirty days 
before a pending general election, rather than sixty 
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days as currently provided, 

Eliminates the question of “Country of former 
nationality" from the naturalization certificate. 

Establishes a Select Commission on Nationality 
and Naturalization to make full and complete study 
and investigation of all matters relating to the 
policy and operation of Title III of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act; including, but not limited to, 
the effect of Federal judicial decisions in recent 
years on any of the provisions of such title and an 
analysis and evaluation of the fairness of the 
naturalization policy of the U.S. Provides that the 
Commission shall be composed of nine members -- 
three from the Senate, three from the House and 
three appointed by the President -- and shall file 
its final report one year following enactment of 
this bill.

Authorizes the Secretary of HEW to make loans 
to public and private nonprofit agencies of up to 
ninety percent of the cost of modernization of 
hospitals and other health facilities, to be

Provides that modernization loans shall: (1) 
be repayable in equal monthly installments over a 
maximum 25-year period, (2) bear interest at the 
rate of three percent per annum, and (3) be secured 
by a mortgage or deed of trust on the facility with 
respect to which the loan is made.

Provides that under the program of aid to 
dependent children of unemployed fathers Federal aid 
would be made available to supplement the earnings 
of working fathers whose income is below the State 
AFDC standard. 

(This would insure that a person working 
alongside another who is receiving welfare, but who 
was working all along and never asked for welfare, 
could also receive aid to help him support his 
family if his earnings are below the State welfare 
standard.) 

Provides that the 133-1/3 percent ceiling on 
Federal reimbursement to States for medical 
assistance to families be related to the States 
welfare standard instead of to its actual level of 
payments (the actual level of payments in many 
States is less than the States’ definition of 
minimum family needs.)

Opportunity Corporation, a federally chartered 
nonprofit corporation with a board of directors of 
fifteen persons, five appointed by the President, 
and ten elected by the members of the Corporation, 

Includes in the functions of the Corporation in 
the authorization to: (1) establish an information 
and research center, (2) organize educational 
programs, (3) conduct training programs, (4) 
coordinate government programs, and (5) develop job 
programs at local levels.

Excludes the following persons from coverage 
under the provisions of this Act: (1) the President 
and Vice President; (2) high officials in the 
executive branch of the Federal government; (3) 
members of an independent commission, board, or 
establishment (except members of the U.S. Civil 
Service Commission) ; (4) Commissioner of the 
District of Columbia, the assistant to the 
Commissioner and members of the District of Columbia 
Council, and persons on leave without pay for one 
year or more. 

Allows government employees to speak freely in 
public on any political issue or candidate, Permits 
active participation in the affairs of a political 
party and permits Federal employees to become 
candidates for and serve in a local office, 

Incorporates major provisions from criminal 
statutes to protect Federal employees from corrupt 
political pressures. Permits the administrative 
enforcement of the incorporated statutes by the

Prohibits the following political activities by 
Government employees: (1) partisan political 
fundraising at any level; (2) engaging in political 
activity while on duty or on government property;

Fair Housing Act - Creates a National Fair 
Housing Board to be composed of five members to be 
appointed by the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. Provides for a General 
Counsel to the Board to have final authority on 
behalf of the Board in respect to the investigation 
of charges, etc., for complaints filed under the 
Act.

or (5) to deny any person access to or membership or 
participation in any multiple-listing service, real 
estate broker's organization or other’ service, 
organization, or facility relating to the business 
of selling or renting dwellings, or to discriminate 
against him in the terms or conditions of such 
access, membership, or participation. 

Makes it unlawful to: (1) induce or attempt to 
induce any person to sell or rent any dwelling by 
representations regarding the entry or prospective 
entry into the neighborhood of a person or persons 
of a particular race, color, religion, or national 
origin; (2) to deny a loan to a person relating to 
housing because of race, religion, or national 
origin or to discriminate in interest rates because 
of race, color, religion, or national origin; or 
(3) to coerce, intimidate, threaten, or interfere 
with any person in the exercise of enjoyment of, or 
on account of his having aided or encouraged any 
other person in the exercise or enjoyment of, any 
right granted or protected by this Act. 

Provides for filing before the Board of 
complaints of discrimination of housing practices. 
Grants the Board necessary powers and provides that 
violations shall be misdemeanors and upon conviction 
penalties shall be a fine up to $1,000 and 
imprisonment up to one year, or both. Directs 
government agencies to affirmatively promote fair 
housing.

Title III, Equal Employment 
Enforcement Act - Revises the Civil Rights Act so as 


to guarantee equal employment opportunities to all 
American (without exception) regardless of race, 
color, religion, sex, or national origin. Gives the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commission powers to 
issue orders requiring those found to be in 
violation of this title to cease and desist from 
such practices and to take affirmative action to 
correct the effects of these practices. 

Provides for the appointment of a General 
Counsel of the Commission appointed by the President 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate to 
supervise all attorneys employed by the Commission, 
with respect to prosecution of violations of this 
Act and with respect to unlawful employment 
practices, 

Allows the Commission to award damages to 
aggrieved individuals, and provides for review in 
the appropriate U.S. district court of the 
Commission's findings. 

Title IV. Family Allowances - Authorizes the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare to pay 
an allowance of $10 per month to each eligible child 
for the maintenance, care, training, education, and 
advancement of the child. Provides that the 
allowance is contingent on the child's regular 
school attendance as required by the law of the 
State or local community. 

Sets forth a system of penalties for persons 
who knowingly violate this title, and sets the 
statute of limitations at three years from the 
commission of the offense, 

Authorizes the Secretary to prescribe 
regulations to carry out this title. Authorizes an 
appropriation of $8,600,000,000 to carry out the 
provisions of this title for fiscal year 1968 and 
for subsequent fiscal years the same sum increased 
by $50 million until July 1, 1977, wherein $9 
billion is appropriated per fiscal year. 

Title Vv, Adequate Housing Opportunity - 
Authorizes 300,000 additional public housing units 
per year for the next ten years under the U.S. 
Housing Act by increasing the appropriations under 
such Act. Authorizes 200,000 additional housing 
units under the rent supplements program of the 
Housing and Urban Development Act by increasing the 
appropriations under such Act, 

Makes permanent the multiunit housing program 
under the National Housing Act, and authorizes an 
increase in the Presidential special assistance 
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funds to finance an additional 150,000 housing units 
every year for the next ten years. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development to insure mortgage financing of 
individual family units under this title. Allows 
the Secretary to make 150,000 additional 
rehabilitation grants and loans to low- and 
moderate-income homeowners in designated areas. 
Allows the Secretary to assist 100,000 low- and 
moderate-income families per year for the next ten 
years by making assistance payments on behalf of 
such persons to mortgagors. 

Provides finanical and technical assistance to 
sponsors of low- and moderate-income housing. 

Title VI. Fair Housing - Makes it unlawful to 
discriminate in housing practices due to race, 
color, religion, or national origin. Establishes a 
National Fair Housing Board to investigate possible 
violations of this title and to make determinations 
and awards for violations. Provides for the 
appointment of a General Counsel of the Board 
appointed by the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate to supervise all attorneys 
employed by the Board with respect to prosecution of 
violations of the Fair Housing provisions of this 


Act. Provides for review of the Board's 
determinations by the appropriate U.S. district 
court. 

Provides that federally insured lending 


institutions shall require legally enforceable 
assurance that applicants for a loan are not in 
violation of this title. 

Title VII, More Effective Schools - Makes 
available grants to local educational agencies for 
planning and implementing programs for more 
effective schools in areas of high concentrations 
of children from low-income families. Sets forth 
requirements to be met for Federal assistance under 
this title. Authorizes appropriations of $1 billion 
for fiscal year 1968 and for each subsequent fiscal 
year increased by annual increments of $500 million 
through 1975, and thereafter until 1977 the sum of 
$5 billion. 

Title VIII, Equal Postsecondary Educational 
Opportunity - Requires the Commissioner of Education 
to establish and administer a program of long-term 
low interest rates to students in postsecondary 
educational institutions regardless of financial 
status. 

Allows loans for educational expenses and 
reasonable living expenses up to a maximum rate of 
$4,000 per academic year for a maximum of five 
academic years with the maximum total amount loaned 
during the entire time of enrollment set at $15,000. 

Provides that fifty percent of any loan plus 
interest shall be cancelled for service as a full- 
time teacher in an elementary or secondary school of 
the National Defense Education Act. Allows ten 
percent for each year of service, Provides that 100 
percent of such loan plus interest shall be 
cancelled for service as a full-time teacher in: 
(1) school of high concentrations from low-income 
families or (2) a program of special training to 
combat poverty, unemployment, and cultural 
disadvantages. Allows twenty percent for each year 
of service.

Permits these grants 
to be used to provide funds for wages, employment 
benefits, and other necessary related expenses, 
including equipment and supplies.

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to issue 
orders authorized the collection of assessments on 
honey handled, and to use such funds to provide 
research, development, advertising and promotion of 
honey products. 

Allows due notice and opportunity for a hearing 
upon any proposed order of the Secretary. 

Authorizes the Secretary to make regulations 
and issue orders after hearings to carry out 
provisions of the Act. 

Establishes a National Honey Promotion Board 
consisting of eight members, five representing honey 
producers, and three representing handlers of honey 
selected from five districts of the marketing area. 

Authorizes the Board to: (1) administer the 
orders of the Secretary; (2) make rules and 
regulations to affectuate the order; (3) 
investigate complaints and report to the Secretary; 
(4) recommend amendments to the orders; (5) submit a 
budget; (6) fix assessment rates; (7) develop 
advertising plans; (8) enter into contracts for 
carrying out research and development; (9) maintain 
books and records; and (10) make reports to the 
Secretary on unpaid assessments. 

Prescribes permissive provisions for an order 
as well as regulations on honey marketing, but 
requires maintaining of books and records which are 
to be confidential. 

Allows any person to petition the Secretary 
concerning any order and the case be reviewed in the 
U.S. district court. 

Provides for enforcement of oorders and 
assessments with a penalty of $1,000 for each 
offense. 

Gives the Secretary power to make 
investigations with full subpena power. 

Requires the Secretary to conduct a referendum 
among honey producers to determine the approval of 
an order, and unless favored by two-thirds of the 
producers, -- such order cannot be issued.

Vocational Educational Amendment Act - 
Increases the authorized appropriations for grants 
to States for vocational education to $320 million 
for fiscal 1969; to $400 million for fiscal 1970;

for fiscal 1972 and each subsequent fiscal year 
thereafter. Present authorization is $225 million. 

Reauthorizes the work-study provision by 
appropriating $30 million for each of fiscal years, 
1969 and 1970, and by appropriating $55 million for 
fiscal year 1971 and each proceeding year. Allows 
state-wide matching of Federal funds and eliminates 
matching by separate categories. 

Requires that 25 percent of new appropriations 
under State grant provision be used by the States 
for programs for the academically, socially, 
economically, physically and culturally 








disadvantaged, These funds are to be concentrated 
primarily in large cities and poor rural areas. 

Provides that ten percent of appropriations be 
used by the Commissioner of Education for grants or 
contracts with universities and private and public 
agencies and for contracts and grants approved by 
the bureau administering the vocational program and 
for contracts and grants to State research units. 

Requires that States create advisory councils 
to evaluate State programs and advise State boards 
of vocational education on promulgation of State 
plans. Further requires that States submit to the 
Commissioner annual and five year State plans 
showing projected development of vocational 
education within the States. 

Creates and makes appropriations for the 
following new programs; (1) exemplary programs to 
familiarize students with types of and requirements 
for various occupations; (2) programs to aid 
disadvantaged in areas where there is a high rate of 
school drop-outs and youth unemployment; (3) 
cooperative work-study programs where equal number 
of hours will be spent on-the-job training and in 
classroom instruction; (4) residential vocational 
educational programs to expand and to create job 
opportunities; (5) leadership training programs to 
award fellowships to administrators, teachers, and 
researchers and to organize exchange programs and 
training institutes; (6) grants for construction, 
remodeling, and equipping vocational libraries; (7) 
National Advisory Council to review administration 
and preparation of vocational education programs and 
to make annual reports; and (8) Bureau of 
Vocational Education, created to operate within the 
Office of Education.

Creates the new executive department of Education 
and -Manpower with the Secretary to be appointed by 
the President with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, 

Sets forth the key personnel of the Department 
and their duties, and directs all to be appointed by 
the President with the advice and consent of the 
Senate: an Under Secretary, four Assistant 
Secretaries, and a General Counsel and an Assistant 
Secretary. 

Directs the Assistant Secretary to supervise 
the National Science Foundation and the National 
Foundation for Arts and Humanities. 

Transfers to the new Department all functions 
of the: (1) Office of Education and its 
Commissioner; (2) Department of Labor and its 
Secretary; (3) Office of Economic Opportunity and 
its Director and their work-training programs; (4) 
designated functions of the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare; (5) designated functions of 
the Secretary of Defense and Navy and Secretaries of 
military departments; and (6) Department of National 
Science Foundation and the National Foundation on 
the Arts and Humanities.

Authorizes the new Secretary to establish a 
working capital fund, to accept gifts and bequests 
for work of the Department, and to invest and 
reinvest in securities of the United States. 

Also authorizes the new Secretary to appoint 
advisory committee, to enter contracts with 
educational institutions, public or private 
agencies or individuals for conduct of research, and 
to disseminate pertinent information, 

Directs the Secretary to make an annual written 
report to the President for submission to Congress. 

Directs the Secretary to submit to Congress 
within two years, a proposed codification of all 
laws which contain functions transferred to the 
Secretary by this Act,

States, establishing import quotas which are 
correlated to imports over the past few years. 
Places more stringent restrictions on imports from 
countries not entering into such possible 
agreements. 

Directs the Secretary of Commerce to administer 
the import limitations established under this Act 
and gives him power to: (1) issue necessary 
regulations to carry out its purpose and (2) remedy 
any local injury caused by a shift in geographic 
import patterns. Directs him to review the program 
after quotas have been in effect for five years, and 
recommend to Congress the continuation, 
modification, or termination of quota relief. 
Provides that this Act shall expire on December 31,

National Agricultural Bargaining Act - Author- 
izes a national program to provide for orderly 
marketing of agricultural commodities. 

Title I; National Agricultural Bargaining Pro- 
gram - Creates an independent 5-member National 
Agricultural Board, appointed by the President with 
Senate confirmation, to provide administrative 
assistance to farmer Marketing Committees and 
Purchases Committees; and authorizes the Board to 
administer farmer referendums and assist the 
Committee in holding meetings, but prohibits the 
Board to represent solely either farmers or buyers. 

Directs the Board to conduct a referendum among 
producers when the Board receives a petition from 
producers of a particular agricultural commodity 
stating that the average market price is below a 
fair and reasonable level, and proceed to determine 
whether a marketing committee should be established 
and who should be elected to that committee. 

Empowers each marketing committee to minimum 
price and nonprice terms of sale pursuant to 
agreements in negotiations, If negotiations do not 
result in a minimum price, directs the Board to 
mediate the dispute; and if there is no agreement 
within 30 days, refers the disputed issues to a 
Joint Settlement Committee composed of a Purchasers’ 
representative, a Farmers’ representative and a 
neutral selected by each; and directs this Committee 
to decide the dispute after a reasonable opportunity 
for all parties to be heard; and specifies that its 
decision to be judicially reviewable. 

Provides for termination of a Marketing 
Committee unless approved by referendum every 3- 
years, 

Prohibits the sale or purchase of the commodity 
below the established price. 

Requires farmers to keep certain records to aid 
in carrying out the Marketing Committee's function. 

Requires the Board to pay for and conduct all 
referenda and cost of operating of the Marketing 
Committee. 

Provides for injunctive proceedings through the 
U.S. Attorneys in the U.S. District Courts. 

Provides that the Marketing Committee may 
prepare in consultation with the Board and the 
Secretary of Agriculture a plan of marketing 
allotments, with or without acreage or production 
limitations, for submission to farmers for approval 
in a referendum, and if approved, the Secretary of 
Agriculture would administer the supply control 
program. 

Title II: Marketing Orders ~- Amends the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Agreement Act in 8 respects: (1) 
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H. R. 16514 


makes any additional commodity or product (except 
canned or frozen products) eligible for a marketing 
order, if after special preliminary referendum of 
affected producers, the Secretary finds the voting 
majority favors it; (2) provides for the minimum 
prices and other terms prior to becoming effective 
would have to be agreed to by the handlers of 50 
percent of commodity and would be subject to 
approval by the Secretary; (3) authorizes the 
establishment of minimum prices for milk through 
collective bargaining; (4) makes regulations 
available to livestock and other commodities; (5) 
provides a method for establishing by collective 
bargaining in good faith between producers and 
handlers the minimum price and conditions for 
exchange; (6) authorizes the Secretary to issue 
producer allotment bases for any commodity including 
milk on specified bases; (7) authorizes the 
Secretary to establish an advisory committee for any 
commodity to provide advice on starting proceedings 
to promulgate a new order and formulate specific 
hearing proposals; (8) provides that orders 
containing price bargaining or produce allotment 
provisions would impose administration assessments 
pro rata on producers, payable through handlers to 
the agency administrating the order. 

Clarifies that new provisions shall not 
supersede other provisions of the statutes relating 
to marketing quotas, acreage allotments or price 
support, 

Title III: Agricultural Fair Practices - Pro- 
tects associations and organizations of producers 
and their members or officers from being held 
responsible for acts where it is not’ clearly 
established that they authorized such acts. 

Limits the authority for issuance of 
injunctions to instances where after a full hearing 
the Court finds that such association or person 
actually engaged in acts in question or authorized 
then. 

Outlines prohibited practices and provides for 
enforcement of the program.

with respect to Federal savings and loan 
associations to promulgate rules establishing 
minimum standards with which each bank or savings 
and loan association must comply with respect to the 
installation, maintenance, and operations of 
security devices and procedures to discourage 
robberies, burglaries, and larcenies and to assist 
in the identification and apprehension of persons 
who commit such acts, 

Provides civil penalties of up to $100 for each 
day of violations of this Act.

Auto Theft Prevention Act - Makes it unlawful 
to manufacture, advertise for introduction, or 
introduce into interstate commerce motor vehicle 
master keys. 

Sets forth a penalty of up to $5,000 and/or two 
years imprisonment for knowingly introducing, 
disseminating, or using the Postal Service of the 
United States for the transmission of master keys as 
prohibited by this Act.

Authorizes the Bureau of Prisons to assist to 
the extent of resources available to State and local 
governments in the improvement of their 
correctional systems. [Amends 18 U.S.C. 4042]

Table Egg Marketing Act - Provides that the 
Secretary of Agriculture establish and carry out a 
program to provide for an orderly flow of baby 
chicks, started pullets, laying hens, and table eggs 
in commerce as will avoid unreasonable fluctuations 
in supply or of prices of table eggs as will tend 
to constantly provide an adequate supply of high- 
quality products to meet the needs-of consumers at 
prices that are reasonable. 

Requires a referendum among producers who, 
during a representative period determined by the 
Secretary, have been engaged in the production of 
table eggs for commerce for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the issuance of an order is 
approved or favored by producers. If the results of 
the referendum show that a majority of the producers 
are against this egg quota legislation, then the 
current practice of producing eggs will continue. 
If, however, the producers are in favor of egg quota 
legislation, then control will be placed on the 
number of hens that each producer may maintain by a 
national egg board that will be composed of two 
producer members from each egg production district.

Instructs the Secretary to give preference to 
the funding of programs through local service 
companies. 

Encourages the Secretary to provide Federal aid 
for community service employment programs in public 
safety, and directs the Secretary and the Attorney 
General to jointly prescribe regulations governing 
the program in the public safety area. 

Directs the Secretary to establish procedures 
to offer training in the private sector. 

Reintroduces the proposals of an Economic 
Opportunity Corporation, a federally chartered 
nonprofit corporation with a board of directors of 
fifteen persons, five appointed by the President, 
and ten elected by members of the Corporation. 

Includes in the functions of the Corporation 
the authorization to: (1) establish an information 
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and research center; (2) organize educational 
programs; (3) conduct training programs; (4) 
coordinate government programs; and (5) develop job 
programs at local levels.

Provides that no individual may be finally 
denied, suspended, or revoked unless such individual 
has been given: (1) a written statement of reasons 
for the denial, suspension, or revocation stated as 
comprehensively and detailed as the national 
security will permit; (2) an opportunity for a 
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personal appearance proceeding at which time he may 
present evidence in his own behalf; (3) a 
reasonable time to prepare for the proceeding; (4) 
the opportunity to be represented by counsel; and 
(5) a written notice advising him of final action 
which, if adverse, shall specify whether the finding 
has been for or against him with respect to each 
allegation in the statement of reasons. 

Permits the President the right to deny, 
suspend, or revoke an individual's employment at any 
time he determines that these procedures cannot be 
employed with the individual consistently with 
national security. 

Provides for subpena powers. Provides that no 
court of the United States shall have jurisdiction 
of any action or proceeding on the complaint of any 
person adversely affected, except after exhaustion 
of all administrative remedies.

Authorizes loans under the Small Business Act 
to small buiness concerns in high-risk areas if the 
Small Business Administration determines such 
concern is an acceptable credit risk. [Amends 72 
Stat. 384(7)] 


H. R. 16762, Mr. Horton; 4/24/68 (Educ. & Lab.). 


Vocational Resources Utilization Act - Provides 
for a more effective and economical utilization of 
the Nation's vocational training resources by 
allowing programs under the Vocational Education Act 
to utilize private vocation training institutions 
where such institutions can provide substantially 
equivalent training at a lesser cost. 


H. R. 16763. Mr. Horton; 4/24/68 (Ways & Means). 


Makes it unlawful to ship or to receive a 
firearm in the following situations: (1) where the 
recipient is under indictment or has been convicted 
of a crime punishable for terms exceeding one year; 
(2) where the recipient is a fugitive from justice; 
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(3) where the firearm has been stolen and (4) where 
the manufacturer's serial number has been removed 
from a firearm. 

Requires a manufacturer or dealer to notify any 
common or contract carrier of any package containing 
a handgun and makes it unlawful for a carrier to 
ship such handgun, knowingly, to a person under 
eighteen years of age. 

Provides that no handgun or firearm may be 
shipped by a dealer or manufacturer in the absence 
of a sworn statement by the purchaser of his age 
(over eighteen years of age), his freedom from 
criminal background and present indictment, and the 
name and address of the local law enforcement 
official in the locality in which the gun shall be 
received, 

Provides procedures for verification of these 
facts between the shipper and the State. 

Provides firearm licensing procedures and 
establishes a schedule of fees for manufacturers, 
dealers and pawnbrokers,. 

Requires notification to the Secretary of the 
Treasury by any manufacturer or dealer within thirty 
days thereof, of any indictment pending against such 
manufacturer or dealer charging a crime of violence, 
but allows him to continue his operations pending a 
final determination of the charges against him, 
{Amends 52 Stat. 1250]

Gives the Federal Communications Commission the 
power to permit aliens who are admitted to the 
United States for permanent residence and have filed 
a declaration of intention to become a citizen of 
the United States to serve as radio station 
operators (now limited to citizens or nationals). 

Permits aliens who are admitted to the United 
States for permanent residence and have filed a 
declaration of intention to become a citizen of the 
United States to become radio station owners (now 
prohibited). [Amends 47 U.S.C. 303; 310]

National Insurance Development Corporation Act 
- Creates within the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, under the authority of the Secretary, a 
body corporation, the National Insurance 
Development Corporation, whose powers shall 
terminate in 1973 and which will be liquidated in 
1976, amending the National Housing Act, 

Provides that an Executive Director, appointed 
by the President with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, shall manage the Corporation, but forbids 
him to hold office or stock in any insurance 
company. 

Establishes an Advisory Board consisting of 
nineteen members appointed by the President who 
shall also designate a Chairman and Vice-Chairman to 
the Board. 

Part A creates: (1) statewide plans to assure 
fair access to insurance requirements called "Fair" 
plans, (2) an all-industry placement facility, (3) 
industry cooperation and plan evaluation programs, 








Requires every insurer re-insured by the 
Corporation to cooperate with the State insurance 
authority in each State in which it acquires 
reinsurance in carrying out statewide plans to 
assure fair access to insurance requirements, and 
provides these "Fair" plans to be designed to make 
essential property insurance more readily available 
in urban areas, 

Requires all plans to include an All-Industry 
Placement Facility authorized to do business with 
every insurer in the State participating in the 
plan, helping agents and brokers place insurance up 
to full insurable value of a property. 

Requires every insurer participating in a plan 
to file a statement pledging its full participation 
and cooperation in carrying out the plan with the 
State insurance authority and with the Corporation, 

Prohibits an insurance company from 
discouraging in any way its agents and brokers from 
submitting applications for insurance through a 

plan. 
, Provides for the State insurance authority to 
transmit copies of a plan and any amendments, to the 
Corporation and to advise it concerning the 
operation of the plan, and the need to adopt other 
programs to make essential property insurance more 
readily available, 

Authorizes the Corporation to modify the 
criteria for plans if it finds, such action is 
necessary to carry out the purpose of the program, 

Part B provides: (1) reinsurance coverage by 
specifying reinsurance of losses from riots or civil 
disorders, (2) conditions for reinsurance 
agreements, and (3) recovery of premiums, 

Authorizes the Corporation to any insurer, 
subject to conditions of the Act, reinsurance 
against property losses from riots or civil 
disorders, 

Provides that reinsurance will be offered on 
fire and extended coverage, vandalism and malicious 
mischief, other allied lines of fire insurance, the 
property damage portion of homeowners multiple peril 
and commercial multiple peril, and burglary and 
theft, combined, 

Provides that reinsurance coverage may be 
provided immediately following enactment of the Act. 

Authorizes the Corporation to enter into 
reinsurance contracts for riot losses, and to 
establish the amount of losses from riots or civil 
disorders each insurer must retain before the 
Corporation will reimburse the insurer for its 
losses, 

Sets forth various conditions under which the 
Corporation will terminate existing reinsurance and 
provides that the Corporation will not offer 
reinsurance in any State if the State itself does 
not assume a portion of the responsibility for 
assisting the Corporation to reinsure against losses 
resulting from riots or civil disorders within one 
year after the enactment of the Act. 

Authorizes the Corporation to recover any 
unpaid premiums for resinsurance, and imposes a 
five-year statute of limitations on the recovery by 
an insurer of excess premiums paid to the 
Corporation for premiums due to it. 

Part C sets forth general requirements for: 
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(1) claims and judicial review, (2) fiscal 
intermediaries and servicing agents, (3) a National 
Insurance Development Fund, (4) records, annual 
statements and audits, (5) study of reinsurance and 
other programs, (6) services and facilities of other 
agencies--utilization of personnel, services, 
facilities, and information, (7) finality of certain 
transactions, (8) taxation, (9) annual report, and 
(10) appropriations. 


Authorizes the Corporation to adjust and pay 
claims for proved and approved losses, and upon 
disallowance of a claim authorizes judicial review 
in the U.S. District Court. 


Authorizes the Corporation to enter into 
contracts with any insurer or private organization 
for performance of many functions, 


Authorizes a National Insurance Development 
Fund to be used by the Corporation to carry out the 
programs authorized, 


Authorizes the Corporation to adopt rules and 
regulations specifying the records which must be 
kept by any person acquiring reinsurance or 
performing inspections under the Plans, 


Authorizes and directs the Corporation to 
conduct a study of reinsurance to help an adequate 
supply of burglary and theft and other property 
insured in urban areas and to help to assure 
adequate availability of surety bonds for 
construction contractors in urban areas, and to 
undertake other studies, 


Authorizes the Corporation to utilize the 
personnel and information and data of any Federal 
agency on a reimbursable basis. 


Exempts the Corporation from taxation by any 
local or State or Federal Government except on real 
property acquired as a result of reinsurance, 


H. R. 16766. Mr. Steed; 4/24/68 (P. 0. & C. S.). 


Wage Board Rate Determination and Adjustment 
Act - Provides for establishing in the Federal 
Government and the District of Columbia a uniform 
system of determining and adjusting the rates of 
basic compensation of employees paid out of U.S. 
funds, except officers and members of crews of U.S. 
vessels who are to be paid according to the 
prevailing rates of the Maritime industry. 

Establishes a National Policy Committee, 
composed of eleven members appointed by the Civil 
Service Commissioners with three-year terms, with 
the duty of preparing the most efficient procedures 
for operating a uniform wage-fixing system, and 
making reports to the Commissioners and 
Congressional committees, 

Directs a Federal lead agency to establish an 
Agency Committee, consisting of five members, to 
determine and recommend to the head of the agency 
the local wage areas having Locality Wage Survey 
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Committees for which the Agency Wage Committees 
intends to plan and review wage surveys’ and 
recommend wage schedules, 

Establishes a Locality Wage Survey Committee, 
consisting of three members to make wage rate 
surveys at least every twelve months, which shall 
be forwarded to the lead agency for analysis and 
referral to the Agency Wage Committee. 

Establishes a basic wage rate schedule, divided 
into as many grades and responsibility as the Policy 
Committee shall determine. 

Authorizes the National Wage Policy Committee 
to issue necessary regulations for administration of 
the program.

Authorizes the Secretary of Commerce to conduct 
research and development programs to increase 
knowledge of tornadoes, squall lines, and other 
severe local storms, to develop methods for 
detecting storms for prediction and advance warning, 
and to provide for the establishment of a National 
Severe Storm Service. 


H,. R. 16768, Mr. Burton (Utah); 4/24/68 (P.0.&C.S.) 


Federal Employees Labor-Management Act - 
Provides for the recognition of the right of Federal 
employees to assemble, discuss and present their 
grievances without fear of reprisal. 

Defines the following terms as used in the Act: 
grievance, conditions of employment, union 
representative, union of Government employees and 
dues paying member. 

Provides for the recognition of three 
categories of employee organizations: the 
exclusive, the informal and the formal organization, 
and outlines the scope of powers and functions of 
each type of organization. Reserves to management 
the right to hire, transfer, and dismiss an employee 
for lack of work or other valid reasons in order to 
maintain the efficiency of the office concerned, 

Empowers the Secretary of Labor to establish 
intermediary programs where an office fails to 
establish an adequate labor-management program. 

Authorizes the promulgation, by the Civil 
Service Commission in conjunction with the 
Department of Labor, of a code of fair labor 
standards in the employee-management relationship. 

Exempts from the Act the FBI, CIA, or any other 
organization engaged in similar activities in 
connection with the national security. 

Establishes procedures for mediation of 
disputes upon the application of either side through 
the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service. 

Establishes a Government Labor-Management 
Relations Panel composed of a Chairman, Executive 
Secretary and from four to six other members 
appointed by the President to adjudicate disputes 
which cannot be settled by the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service. Specifies that decisions 
of the Panel are binding on all parties. 

Provides for intermediary arbitration by a 
three-man Board of Arbitration composed of one 
member from each side of the dispute and a _ third

chosen from a list submitted to the parties on 
request by the Secretary of Labor, 

Gives employees during the entire grievance 
process: (1) the right to be represented through 
their union of Government employees, (2) reasonable 
time limits for a decision at each grievance step, 
(3) the right to call witnesses at each step, and 
(4) no loss of pay to the employee as a result of 
his participation in the processing of his 
grievances,

Vocational Rehabilitation Amendments - Extends 
and expands generally the provisions of the 
Vocational Rehabilitation Act.

Allows additional State allotments for the 
innovation of vocational rehabilitation services 
when the _ predetermined fixed allotment is 
insufficient, 

Permits the Secretary upon the request of an 
agency to authorize share funding and administrative 
responsibility in order to permit a joint program to 
provide services to handicapped individuals, 
Permits counseling, guidance, adjustments, training, 
maintenance, physical restoration, placement and 
follow-up services to the handicapped. 

Redefines the term "rehabilitation facility" 
under the Act so as to mean a rehabilitation center, 
workshop, or other facility operated for the primary 
purpose of assisting handicapped individuals and 
providing evaluation and work adjustment services 
for disadvantaged individuals and provides singlely 
or in combination one or more of the following 
services for handicapped individuals: (1) 
management, medical, psychological, social, and 
vocational services; (2) testing, fitting, or 
training in the use of prosthetic devices; (3) 
prevocational conditioning or recreational therapy; 
(4) physical and occupational therapy; (5) speech 
and hearing pathology; (6) psychological and social 
services; (7) evaluation; (8) personal and work 
adjustment; (9) vocational training; (10) 
evaluation or control of special disabilities; and 
(11) extended employment for the severly handicapped 
who cannot be readily absorbed in competitive labor 
market,

Authorizes the appropriation of $480,000,000 
for increased participation in the U.S. 
International Development Association, and further 
authorizes the U.S. Governor to contribute this sum 
to the Association and to favor the second 
replenishment resolution.

Eliminates the system of congressional 
nominations for appointments to the United States 
Military Academy, the United States Naval Academy, 
and the United States Air Force Academy. 

Continues the present categories under which 
applicants may become candidates, but provides that 
the President shall appoint those individuals whom 
the Academic Boards of the respective academies 
consider to be the best qualified.

Sets forth a penalty of up to $5,000 and/or two 
years imprisonment for knowingly introducing, 
disseminating, or using the Postal Service of the 
United States for the transmission of master keys as 
prohibited by this Act.

1968-1971, Makes increases in authorization for the 
housing for the elderly and handicapped, 

Increases generally the authorizations for the 
Demonstration Cities and Metropolitan Development 
Act through 1971, 

Authorizes increases under the Housing Act for 
urban renewal programs and urban planning 
facilities, Increases authorization for water and 
sewer facilities and neighborhood facilities under 
the Housing and Urban Development Act, 

Makes increases in authorization for urban mass 
transportation under the Urban Mass Transportation 
Act.

Allows an officer to use such force as may be 
reasonably necessary under the circumstances to stop 
and detain any person. 

Allows an officer to request any such person to 
cooperate voluntarily, but only if the officer 
effectively advises such person that he is free to 
terminate such cooperation at any time. 

Allows an officer to make a pat down search of 
such person and a search of the area within the 
immediate reach of such person as may be necessary 
to protect himself or others in the vicinity. 
Allows him to seize dangerous weapons discovered in 
this search, but, if the officer has probable cause 
to believe that such person has committed or is 
committing a crime, the officer may search such 
person and may seize whatever evidence is found. 

Provides that any evidence obtained lawfully, 
as provided within the provisions of this Act, shall 
be admissible in any U.S. court. Provides further, 
that any voluntary statement shall be admissible and 
shall not be deemed involuntary as a matter of law 
because the officer did not advise the person who 
made the statements of whatever rights he might have 
under the Constitution and the laws of the United 
States, 

Defines the term "reason to suspect" to mean

that degree of certainty, less than probability and 
more than intuition or impulse, which a reasonable 
law enforcement officer would have under all the 
circumstances before he interfered with a person's 
liberty in the conscientious performance of his 
duties to prevent, detect, and investigate crime and 
to preserve law and order in the community.

Allows any person to petition the Secretary 
concerning any order and the case be reviewed in the 
U.S. district court. 

Provides for enforcement of orders and 
assessments with a penalty of $1,000 for each 
offense. 

Gives the Secretary power to make 
investigations with full subpena power, 

Requires the Secretary to conduct a_ referendum 
among honey producers to determine the approval of 
an order, and unless favored by two-thirds of the 
producers, -- such order cannot be issued.

Authorizes the President to accept the 
amendment to the articles of agreement of the 
International Monetary Fund (April 1968 Report by 
Executive Directors) for the purpose of 
establishing the facility and giving effect to 
modification in present rules and practices of the 
Fund and participate in the special drawing account 
established by the amendment. 

Directs that Special Drawing Rights allocated 
to the U.S. be credited to the account of the 
Exchange Stabilization Fund. 

Directs that proceeds resulting from the use of 
Special Drawing Rights by the U.S. and designated 
payments of interest be deposited in the Exchange 
Stabilization Fund, 

Directs currency payments by the U.S. in return 
for Special Drawing Rights and specified payments of 
charges or assessment be made to the Exchange 
Stabilization Fund, 

Authorizes the Secretary of Treasury to issue 
to the Federal Reserve banks the Special Drawing 
Rights certificates, which such banks_ shall 
purchase in such form and denomination as he may 
determine against any Special Drawing Right held to 
the credit of the Exchange Stabilization Fund. 
Prohibits, however, the amount of the Special 
Drawing Right certificates issued to exceed the 
value of the Special Drawing Rights held against the 
Special Drawing Rights Certificates. 

Directs that the Special Drawing Right 
certificates owned by the Federal Reserve banks be 
redeemed from the resources of the Exchange 
Stabilization Fund at such times and amounts as the 
Secretary determines. 

Forbids the President or agency unless 
authorized by Congress, to vote to allocate Special 
Drawing Rights so that net cumulative allocations to 
the U.S. exceed an amount equal to the U.S. quota 
in the Fund authorized under the Bretton Woods 
Agreement Act.

and regulations as the President may prescribe, and 
shall be made without regard for age of such 
persons. 

Further provides that prime selection group 
means persons who are liable for training and 
service, who at the time of selections are 
registered and classified and who are: (1) between 
the ages of 19 and 20 and are not deferred or 
exempted; (2) between the ages of 19 and 35 and, on 
or after the effective date of the Selective Service 
Aments Act, were in a deferred status, but are no 
longer in such status; or (3) between the ages of 20 
and 26 on the effective date of Selective Service 
Amendments Act and are not deferred or exempted. 
Provides that person shall remain in prime selection 
group for one year, unless inducted or deferred. 
Any person removed from the group because of a 
deferment shall again become a member of the prime 
selection group, if he qualifies when deferment is 
terminated, 

Authorizes the President to retain persons in 
prime selection group for a period not exceeding one 
year past the Twentieth Anniversary of their 
respective births if he decides such action is 
necessary for effective administration of this Act.

Provides for the disposition of funds 
appropriated to pay a judgment in favor of the Creek

protect environmental assets of the country. Sets 








out additional related duties for the Federal Power 
Commission to perform while carrying out the above 
duties, 

Requires the Federal Power Commission to start 
the study within ninety days after enactment of this 
Act and to submit its national powerplant siting 
plan to Congress within two years after that date. 

Sets limitations on the Atomic Energy 
Commission's issuance of licenses for the 
utilization of nuclear energy for the production of 
electric power.

Fair International Trade Act - Requires’ the 
U.S. Tariff Commission upon the request of the 
President, upon resolution of the Committee on 
Finance of the Senate or the Committee on Ways and 
Means of the House of Representatives, upon its own 
motion, or upon the filing of a petition by a trade 
association, a national labor union, or an 
interested party, to investigate and make a 
determination as to whether increased quantities of 
imports are a factor contributing to the economic 
impairment of a domestic industry. Requires the 
Tariff Commission upon an affirmative finding to 
certify a ceiling on such imports to the President 
who shall proclaim an import ceiling up to five 
years on such import. 

Sets forth conditions which the Tariff 
Commission must use ia determining ceilings on 
imports.

Provides for the issuance of a special postage 
stamp in commemoration of the life and work of a man 
of peace, Martin Luther King.

Authorizes the increase of three percent of the 
annuity each retired employee or member is receiving 
from the retirement fund beginning October 1, 1956.

General Education Assistance Act - Establishes 
a program of grants to State educational agencies 
for their use in elementary and secondary education, 
The amount of these grants is based on two formulas 
as follows: (1) a basic grant equal to $100 times 
the number of children in the State in the 
population group aged 5 to 17 in that State as a 
proportion of all children aged 5 to 17 in the 
United States and (2) a supplemental equalization 
grant in an amount determined by incorporating into 
the formulas a resource index factor which takes 
into account the personal income per child in the 
State as a proportion of the personal income per

child in all the States based upon an average of the 
three most recent consecutive years. 

Earmarks fifty percent of the funds for 
increasing teachers’ salaries, and allows the rest 
to be freely applied to other current expenditures, 
including employing additional teachers and 
teacher's aides, preschool and summer programs, and 
State educational expenditures.

Authorizes grants under the Federal Water 
Pollution Control for assisting in improved 
operation of waste treatment plants.

Designates the Gravel Island and Green Bay 
National Wildlife Refuges in Wisconsin as 
wilderness. 


H. R. 16944, Mr. Chamberlain; 5/1/68 
(Ways & Means). 


National Manpower Act - Directs a comprehensive 
national manpower program and places basic 
responsibility for job training and employment with 
the private sector, making extensive amendments to 
the Manpower Development and Training Act, 

Creates a job opportunity survey and a program 
for matching unemployed persons with employer 
requirements and job vacancies on a local, interarea 
and nationwide basis. 

Establishes a community service employment 
program for the hard-core unemployed, adding title 
IV to Manpower Development and Training Act. 

Creates employment and training opportunities 
in a wide variety of public-service activities, 
operated by public or private organizations. 

Authorizes $400,000,000 for 1969, $500,000,000 
for 1970, creating 80,000 and 100,000 new jobs in 
these years. 

Directs that forty percent of these amounts be 
allotted to a State allocation formula for use 
within a State plan arrangement, and provides each 
State to get a minimum of $1,000,000 for this 
purpose. 

Requires that the State under the State plan 
provision retain not more than 25 percent of its

fund for operation of community service employment 
programs directed by State agencies, but allows 
these "pass-through" requirements to be waived. 

Directs the Secretary of Labor to administer 
all community service employment programs, and to 
make continuing evaluation and reports of the 
programs. 

Requires the Secretary to designate urban and 
rural areas high concentrations of unemployed or 
low-income persons as eligible areas for purposes of 
the program. 

Authorizes the Secretary to designate a prime 
sponsor for each eligible area under the program, 

Directs the prime sponsor to receive all 
funding under the various other community service 
employment programs now in existence and to submit 
to the Secretary a community employment plan setting 
forth a program for the disposition of funds. 

Directs the State manpower policy council to 
develop and carry out the State program. 

Requires financial aid be provided both to 
create new jobs and to provide necessary supportive 
services in areas of education, training, day care 
and other services. 

Instructs the Secretary to give preference to 
the funding of programs through local service 
companies. 

Encourages the Secretary to provide Federal aid 
for community service employment programs in public 
safety and directs the Secretary and the Attorney 
General to jointly prescribe regulations governing 
the program in the public safety area. 

Directs the Secretary to establish procedures 
to offer training in the private sector. 

Reintroduces the proposals of an Economic 
Opportunity Corporation, a federally chartered 
nonprofit corporation with a board of directors of 
fifteen persons, five appointed by the President, 
and ten elected by the members of the Corporation. 

Includes in the functions of the Corporation in 
the authorization to: (1) establish an information 
and research center, (2) organize educational 
programs, (3) conduct training programs, (4) 
coordinate government programs, and (5) develop job 
program at local levels. 

Directs the U.S. Comptroller General to direct 
a continuing evaluation of all employment programs 
conducted by the Federal government and make annual 
reports to Congress on his findings. 

Incorporates the Employment Incentive Act which 
establishes a program to enlist private industry to 
employ the disadvantaged worker by allowing a tax 
credit to the employer. 

Sets out rules for computing the tax credit for 
wages paid to the disadvantage employee. 

Allows a tax credit for employers of 75 percent 
of wages paid during the first six months of 
employment of the disadvantaged, fifty percent of 
wages paid during the second six months, and 25 
percent of wages paid during the second year. 

Places a limitation on the credit allowed of 
$25,000 plus fifty percent of so much of the 
liability for tax for the taxable years as exceeds 
$25,000. 

Allows a credit carryback to each of the three 
taxable years preceding the unused year, and also 
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allows a credit carryover for each of seven taxable 
years following the unused credit year.

Directs a per capita distribution of $550 from 
funds arising from a judgment in favor of the 
Confederated Tribes of the Colville Reservation.

Directs the Commissioner of the District of 
Columbia to remove at the expense of the District of 
Columbia buildings destroyed or damaged in riots or 
other civil disorders. 


H. R. 16949, Mr. Gonzalez; 5/1/68 (Vet. Aff.). 


Provides a program of death indemnification for 
specified beneficiaries of members who die while 
serving in combat zones. 


H. R. 16950. Mr. Helstoski; 5/1/68 (Educ. & Lab.). 


Vocational Educational Amendment Act - 
Increases the authorized appropriations for grants 
to States for vocational education to $320 million 
for fiscal 1969; to $400 million for fiscal 1970; 
to $500 million for fiscal 1971; and to $600 million 
for fiscal 1972 and each subsequent fiscal year 
thereafter. Present authorization is $225 million. 

Reauthorizes the work-study provision by 
appropriating $30 million for each of fiscal years, 
1969 and 1970, and by appropriating $55 million for 
fiscal year 1971 and each proceeding year. Allows 
state-wide matching of Federal funds and eliminates 
matching by separate categories, 

Requires that 25 percent of new appropriations 
under State grant provision be used by the States 
for programs for the academically, socially, 
economically, physically and culturally 
disadvantaged. These funds are to be concentrated 
primarily in large cities and poor rural areas. 

Provides that ten percent of appropriations be 
used by the Commissioner of Education for grants or 
contracts with universities and private and public 
agencies and for contracts and grants approved by 
the bureau administering the vocational program and 
for contracts and grants to State research units. 

Requires that States create advisory councils 
to evaluate State programs and advise State boards 











of vocational education on promulgation of State 
plans. Further requires that States submit to the 
Commissioner annual and five-year State plans 
showing projected development of vocational 
education within the States, 

Creates and makes appropriations for the 
following new programs: (1) exemplary programs to 
familiarize students with types of and requirements 
for various occupations; (2) programs to aid 
disadvantaged in areas where there is a high rate of 
school drop-outs and youth unemployment; (3) 
cooperative work-study programs where equal number 
of hours will be spent on-the-job training and in 
classroom instruction; (4) residential vocational 
educational programs to expand and to create job 
opportunities; (5) leadership training programs to 
award fellowships to administrators, teachers, and 
researchers and to organize exchange programs and 
training institutes; (6) grants for construction, 
remodeling, and equipping vocational libraries; (7) 
National Advisory Council to review administration 
and preparation of vocational education programs and 
to make annual reports; and (8) Bureau of 
Vocational Education, created to operate within the 
Office of Education, 


H. R. 16951. Mr. Machen; 5/1/68 (Arm. Serv.). 


Grants Federal or District of Columbia 
employees who are members of the National Guard who 
are called into active service because of riots or 
civil disorders leave without loss of pay not in 
excess of 22 days annually for such service. [Adds 
10 U.S.C. 3505) 


H. R. 16952. Mr. Podell; 5/1/68 (Educ. & Lab.). 


Occupational Safety and Health Act - Requires 
every private employer in a business affecting 
interstate commerce to furnish safe and healthful 
working conditions for his employees. Directs the 
Secretary of Labor, after appropriate consultation 
with other Federal agencies, to establish by rule or 
regulation, mandatory safety and health standards 
applicable to such businesses; and authorizes the 
Secretary to enforce the standards of the Act by 
making inspections and investigations of premises 
and if he finds a violation of the Act he or his 
representative may: (1) hold a hearing which may 
culminate in the issuance of an order by the 
Secretary to correct or remove the violations; (2) 
may immediately issue an administrative cease and 
desist order in the case of any violation which may 
result in imminent harm to safety and health of 
workers; and (3) go immediately to the district 
court to seek an injunction where he finds 
conditions or business practices unsafe. 

Provides for a civil penalty of up to $1,000 
for each violation which shall be assessed and 
collected by the Secretary of Labor and directs that 
it will be a misdemeanor to willfully violate the 
Act's provisions and a felony to use force against 
any person engaged in enforcement activities under 
the Act. 

Provides that the Secretary of Labor is not 
authorized to regulate working conditions of 
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employees where another Federal agency has statutory 
authority to prescribe safety regulations; but to 
coordinate the occupational safety and health 
activities of all Federal agencies, 

Encourages the States to assume regulation, 
permits the Secretary to decline jurisdiction in 
matters governed by State law where he finds the 
State law would carry out objectives of the Act. 

Requires that each Federal contract or one 
involving Federal assistance contain requirements 
that the work be performed under safety standards 
set under the Act, and the Secretary of Labor may 
declare any person who violates the Act ineligible 
to receive contracts and may recommend to a 
contracting agency that a contract be cancelled, 
terminated or suspended where a contractor or 
subcontractor does not comply with his order. 

Provides that these provisions relating to 
Government contracts shall not apply to contracts 
performed outside the United States, and that 
nothing in the Act shall be construed as repealing 
or modifying other Federal laws prescribing safety 
and health requirements, 

Provides for research, demonstrations, and 
experiments relating to occupational safety and 
health, and authorizes the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare to conduct these activities, 
and to develop criteria so as to enable the 
Secretary of Labor to formulate the occupational 
safety and health standards, and to arrange for the 
conduct of studies by public and private 
organizations, 

Directs the Secretary of HEW to conduct 
directly or by grants or contracts educational 
programs to carry out purposes of the Act, 
Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to provide either 
directly or by grants or contracts short-term 
training to up-date skills of the personnel already 
engaged in occupational safety and health work. 

Provides for grants to the States to assist 
them in identifying their needs and responsibilities 
in the area of occupational safety and health and 
to develop plans for: (1) establishing systems for 
the collection of information on the nature and 
frequency of occupational injuries and diseases; 
(2) increasing the expertise and enforcement 
capabilities of personnel engaged in occupational 
safety and health programs; and (3) improving the 
administration and enforcement of State occupational 
safety and health laws. 

Authorizes the Federal financing of the grant 
programs up to ninety percent of their cost and 
gives the Comptroller General express auditing 
authority dealing with the grant programs. 

Provides that no record or determination of any 
administrative proceedings under the Act can be made 
available to any third party or used in evidence in 
any civil action, and trade secrets are also made 
confidential. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to appoint 
advisory committees and to use, with or without pay, 
the services, facilities and employees of Federal 
and State agencies, and to employ outside experts 
and consultants, and to delegate his authority to 
conduct inspections and investigations under the Act 
to either Federal or State agencies, 
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Requires the Secretary of Labor and Secretary 
of HEW to submit once every two years, a joint 
report to the President for transmittal to Congress 
on the progress being made in the field of 
occupational safety and health including with it 
needs and recommendations,

Relocation Assistance Act =- Provides for 
relocation payments to include losses and expenses 
to persons displaced from their places of residence 
or businesses. Extends the requirement of such 
payments to persons displaced under all Federal and 
federally aided programs. Establishes in the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development a 
central relocation agency which will actually make 
such payments. Provides assistance to displaced 
persons in obtaining relocation payments.

Food Supplement Amendment - Defines the term

forth guidelines for administering this change in 
the law. [Amends 21 U.S.C. 321]

Transfers Haywood County from the Western to 
the Eastern Division of the Western District of 
Tennessee. [Amends 28 U.S.C. 123] 


H. R. 16976. Mr. Fuqua; 5/2/68 (Int. & Ins. Aff.). 


Designates the lands of the Sixth Congressional 
District of Oklahoma as wilderness. 


H. R. 16977. Mrs. Kelly; 5/2/68 
(Int. & For. Com.). 


Empowers the Secretary of Transportation and 
the Federal Aviation Administrator to prescribe and 
amend standards for the measurement of aircraft 
noise and to prescribe such rules and regulations as 
they may find necessary to provide for the control 
and abatement of aircraft noise, including the 
application of such standards, rules and regulations 
in the issuance, amendment, modification, 
suspension, or revocation of any’ certificate 
authorized by this title. Requires all such rules 
and regulations to be consistent with the primacy of 
air safety.

Provides for the issuance of a commemorative 
stamp honoring Madam Marie Sklodowska-Curie, the 
discoverer of radium, 


H. R. 16979, Mr. Price (Tex.); 5/2/68 
(Ways & Means). 


Iron and Steel Orderly Trade Act = Limits the 
amount of pig iron and steel mill products which may 
be imported into the United States by giving the 
President authority to negotiate agreements, with 
nations having an interest in supplying such 
products to the United States, establishing import 
quotas which are correlated to imports over the past 
few years. Places more stringent restrictions on 
imports from countries not entering into such 
possible agreements. 

Directs the Secretary of Commerce to administer 
the import limitations established under this Act 
and gives him power to: (1) issue necessary 
regulations to carry out its purpose and (2) remedy 
any local injury caused by a shift in geographic 
import patterns. Directs him to review the program 
after quotas have been in effect for five years, and 
recommend to Congress the continuation, modi- 
fication, or termination of quota relief. 


H. R. 16980. Mr. Staggers; 5/2/68 
(Int. & For. Com.). 


Federal Railroad Safety Act - Authorizes and 
directs the Secretary of Transportation to promote 
safety in rail commerce by prescribing (1) minimum 
standards for use, design, materials, workmanship, 
installation, construction, and performance of rail 
facilities and equipment; (2) rules, regulations, 
and minimum standards for use, inspection, testing, 
and the like for equipment and facilities to be used 
in such inspection and testing, and for the periods 
and manner in which such testing and inspection are 
to be accomplished; and (3) rules, regulations, or 
other standards governing qualifications of 
employees and practices, methods, and procedures of 
rail carriers where required for safety in rail 
commerce, 

Requires the Secretary to prescribe interim 
standards within ninety days of enactment of this 
Act, which standards are to be the requirements 
currently in force under existing rail safety 
Statutes to remain in effect for two years, unless 
sooner changed or repealed by action of the 
Secretary. 

Authorizes the States to regulate in certain 
specified areas, in a manner not in conflict with 
Federal regulation, Allows State laws relating to 
rail safety to remain in full force and effect for 
a period of two years after the date of enactment of 
this Act unless’ they are sooner superseded by the 








courts, State action, or regulations issued by the 
Secretary. 

Requires persons subject to the Act to comply 
with all applicable standards, rules, and 
regulations issued thereunder, Requires them to 
grant access to company records, furnish required 
reports and information, and allow entry upon and 
inspection of carrier facilities. 

Provides a civil penalty of not less than $250 
or more than $1,000 per day for each violation of 
the Act or regulations issued under it, 

Provides criminal penalties of up to $10,000 
fine and up to one year's imprisonment, or both, for 
every knowing and wilful violation of such a 
provision, as well as criminal penalties for the 
assault or killing of any person who is engaged in 
the performance of official duties under the Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary to obtain injunctive 
relief to enforce standards, rules, and regulations 
issued under the Act. 

Provides that in contempt proceedings for 
violation of an injunction or restraining order, 
where the act which constitutes the violation is 
also a violation of the act, the accused has the 
option of trial by the court or before a jury. 

Requires that every rail carrier designate, by 
filing in writing with the Secretary, an agent upon 
whom all service in administrative and judicial 
proceedings may be made for and on behalf of the 
carrier. Provides that failure to file such a 
designation, valid service may be made upon that 
carrier simply by posting in the Office of the 
Secretary a copy of the material to be served. 

Gives powers to the Secretary to facilitate his 
duties under the Act by (1) requiring carriers to 
maintain records, to make reports of accidents and 
other reports, and to provide the Secretary with 
information, (2) requiring carriers to permit the 
inspection of books, papers, records, and documents, 
and (3) permitting properly identified officers, 
employees, and agents to enter upon and inspect 
carrier premises. 

Grants to the Secretary a series of general 
powers which he must have to effectively discharge 
his duties under the Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary to investigate 
accidents occurring in rail commerce and to invite 
State participation, 

Provides that no reports required to be made by 
carriers or made by the Secretary or the Board may 
be used in any lawsuit arising out of matters 
mentioned in such reports. Provides that 
investigators may testify only as to facts, and may 
not give expert or opinion testimony. 

Authorizes the Secretary to contract with State 
agencies for the provision of inspection and 
surveillance services necessary to enforcement of 
Federal safety regulations. 

Authorizes the appropriation of such sums as 
may be necessary to carry out the provisions of the 
Act.

Provides that no Federal authority, officer, or 
employee of the United States or the District of 
Columbia shall issue a permit or authorize use of

Provides for 
proration of credit where more than one taxpayer 
pays expenses and for an adjustment for certain 
scholarships and veterans’ benefits.

Veterans’ Employment and Relocation Assistance 
Act - Establishes a Veterans’ Employment and 
Relocation Assistance Center within the U.S.

Security of the Department of Labor to compile and 
maintain a comprehensive list of available job 
opportunities and on-the-job training and 
apprenticeship training opportunities throughout 
the nation and to provide the education for such 
opportunities. 

Requires the Secretary of Labor to compile 
information regarding the above job opportunities. 

Authorizes the payment of reasonable travel 
expenses for interviews by veterans for job 
placement under this Act, and authorizes reasonable 
moving allowances to veterans who have accepted a 
job or training opportunity in an area outside his 
home area,

Provides that a court may impose conditions on 
the release of a person who poses a danger to any 
other person or to the community.

Table Egg Marketing Act - Provides that the 
Secretary of Agriculture establish and carry out a 
program to provide for an orderly flow of baby 
chicks, started pullets, laying hens, and table eggs 
in commerce as will avoid unreasonable fluctuations 
in supply or of prices of table eggs as will tend to 
constantly provide an adequate supply of high- 
quality products to meet the needs of consumers at 
prices that are reasonable. 

Requires a referendum among producers who, 
during a representative period determined by the 
Secretary, have been engaged in the production of 
table eggs for commerce for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the issuance of an order is 
approved or favored by producers. If the results of 
the referendum show that a majority of the producers 
are against this egg quota legislation, then the 
current practice of producing eggs will continue.

Requires every insurer paicipating in a plan to 
file a statement pledging its full participation and 
cooperation in carrying out the plan with the State 
insurance authority and with the Secretary. 

Prohibits an insurance company from 
discouraging in any way its agents and brokers from 
submitting applications for insurance through a 
plan. 

Provides for the State insurance authority to 
transmit copies of a plan and any amendments, to the 
Secretary and to advise it concerning the operation 
of the plan, and the need to adopt other programs 
to make essential property insurance more readily 
available, 

Authorizes the Secretary to modify the criteria 
for plans if it finds such action is necessary to 
carry out the purpose of the program. 

Part B provides: (1) reinsurance coverage by 
specifying reinsurance of losses from riots or civil 
disorders, (2) conditions for reinsurance 
agreements, and (3) recovery of premiums. 

Authorizes the Secretary to offer to any 
insurer, subject to conditions of the Act, 
reinsurance against property losses from riots or 
civil disorders. 

Provides that reinsurance will be offered on 
fire and extended coverage; vandalism and malicious 
mischief, other allied lines of fire insurance, the 
property damage portion of homeowners multiple peril 
and commercial multiple peril, and burglary and 
theft, combined, 

Provides that reinsurance coverage may be 
provided immediately following enactment of the Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary to enter into 
reinsurance contracts for riot losses, and to 
establish the amount of losses from riots or civil 
disorders such insurer must retain before the 
Corporation will reimburse the insurer for the 
losses. 

Sets forth various conditions under which the 
Secretary will terminate existing reinsurance and 
provides that the Secretary will not offer 
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reinsurance in any State if the State itself does 
not assume a portion of the responsibility for 
assisting the Corporation to reinsure against losses 
resulting from riots or civil disorders within one 
year after the enactment of the Act.

(1) claims and judicial review, (2) fiscal 
intermediaries and servicing agents, (3) a National 
Insurance Development Fund, (4) records, annual 
statements and audits, (5) study of reinsurance and 
other programs, (6) services and facilities of other 
agencies--utilization of personnel, services, 
facilities, and information, (7) finality of certain 
transactions, (8) taxation, (9) annual report, and 
(10) appropriations. 

Authorizes the Secretary to adjust and pay 
claims for proved and approved losses, and upon 
disallowance of a claim authorizes judicial review 
in the U.S. District Court. 

Authorizes the Secretary to enter into 
contracts with any insurer or private organization 
for performance of many functions. 

Authorizes a National Insurance Development 
Fund to carry out the programs authorized. 

Authorizes the Secretary to adopt rules and 
regulations specifying the records which must be 
kept by any person acquiring reinsurance or 
performing inspections under the Plans. 

Authorizes and directs the Secretary to conduct 
a study of reinsurance to help assure an adequate 
supply of burglary and theft and other property 
insured in urban areas and to help to _ assure 
adequate availability of surety bonds for 
construction contractors in urban areas, and to 
undertake other studies. 

Authorizes the Secretary to utilize the 
personnel and information and data of any Federal 
agency on a reimbursable basis. 

Exempts the Secretary from taxation by any 
local or State or Federal Government except on real 
property acquired as a result of reinsurance.

Creates a job opportunity survey and a program 
for matching unemployed persons with employer 
requirements and job vacancies on a local, inter- 
area and nationwide basis. 

Establishes a community service employment 
program for the hard-core unemployed, adding title 
IV to Manpower Development and Training Act. 

Creates employment and training opportunities 
in a wide vareity of public-service activities, 
operated by public or private organizations. 

Authorizes $400,000,000 for 1969, $500,000,000 
for 1970, creating 80,000 and 100,000 new jobs in 
these years, 

Directs that forty percent of these amounts be 
alloted to a State plan arrangment, and provides 
each State to get a minimum or $1,000,000 for this 
purpose. 

Requires that the State under the State plan 
provision retain not more than 25 percent of its 
fund for operation of community service employment 
programs directed by State agencies, but allows 
these "pass-through" requirements to be waived. 

Directs the Secretary of Labor to administer 
all community service employment programs, and to 
make continuing evaluation and reports of the 
programs. 

Requires the Secretary to designate urban and 
rural areas high concentrations of unemployed or 
low-income persons as eligible areas for purposes of 
the progran. 

Authorizes the Secretary to designate a prime 
sponsor for each eligible area under the program. 

Directs the prime sponsor to receive all 
funding under the various other community service 
employment programs now in existence and to submit 
to the Secretary a community employment plan setting 
forth a program for the disposition of funds. 

Directs the State manpower policy council to 
develop and carry out the State program, 

Requires financial aid be provided both to 
create new jobs and to,provide necessary supportive 
services in areas of education, training, day care 
and other services. 

Instructs the Secretary to give preference to 
the funding of programs through local service 
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companies, 

Fncourages the Secretary to provide Federal aid 
for coummunity service employment programs in public 
safety and directs the Secretary and the Attorney 
General to jointly prescribe regulations governing 
the program in the public safety area. 

Directs the Secretary to establish procedure to 
offer training in the private sector. 

Reintroduces the proposals of an _ Economic 
Opportunity Corporation, a federally chartered 
nonprofit corporation with a board of directors of 
fifteen persons, five appointed by the President, 
and ten elected by the members of the Corporation. 

Includes in the functions of the Corporation in 
the authorization to: (1) establish an information 
and research center, (2) organize educational 
programs, (3) conduct training programs, (4) 
coordinate government programs, and (5) develop job 
programs at local levels. 

Directs the U.S. Comptroller General to direct 
a continuing evaluation of all employment programs 
conducted by the Federal government and to make 
annual reports to Congress on his findings. 

Incorporates the Employment Incentive Act which 
establishes a program to enlist private industry to 
employ the disadvantaged worker by allowing a tax 
credit to the employer. 

Sets out rules for computing the tax credit for 
wages paid to the disadvantaged emnlovee. 

Allows a tax credit for employers of 75 percent 
of wages paid during the first six months of 
employment of the disadvantaged, fifty percent of 
wages paid during the second six months, and 25 
percent of wages paid during the second year.

Urban Employment Opportunities Development Act- 
Provides income tax incentives and other benefits 
for taxpayers operating certain commercial and 
industrial facilities in urban poverty areas. 

Allows as a credit against the 
tax an amount equal to 7 percent of expenditures 
which are made: (a) for the manufacture, production, 
construction, purchase, or improvement of real or 
personal property and (b) during the ten-year period 
beginning with the date on which the taxpayer's 
eligibility for the program is established. Limits 
the credit allowed for the taxable year to the 
amount of the tax liability for such year, but pro- 
vides for carryback and carryover or unused credits 
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to the three previous taxable years ( provided that 
the carryback extends only to taxable years ending 
after the date of enactment of this Act) and to the 
ten taxable years following the unused credit year. 

Provides for an increase in tax liability when 
property for which the credit was allowed is 
disposed of under certain circumstances within ten 
years (for real property) and four years (for 
personal property) of the date of the qualified 
expenditures, Increases the tax liability upon 
termination by the Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development of the taxpayer's eligibility for the 
program. 

Provides new regulations for depreciation 
deductions for property of the same type for which 
credits are allowed under this act, and for 
carryover as a deduction of net operating losses for 
business eligible for the tax benefits of this Act. 

Allows a deduction of 25 percent of the 
compensation paid during the taxable year to 
employees who: (a) are in jobs not in existence 
prior to the time of certification of eligibility 
for this program was requested; and (b) at the time 
they became employed, were low income individuals 
who either had resided for six months or more in 
the urban poverty area in which the taxpaying 
industrial or commercial facility is located or had 
been unemployed. If the eligibility of the 
taxpaying facility is terminated under this Act, its 
gross income for the taxable year in which the 
termination occurred is increased by the amount of 
the deductions for employee compensation allowed in 
such taxable year and the two preceding taxable 
years, 

Training Assistance Programs, Authorizes the 
Secretaries of Labor and of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to provide training programs and training 
allowances for low income individuals in urban 
poverty areas who are unemployed and are to be 
employed by a person operating an industrial or 
commercial enterprise certified as eligible for the 
benefits of this Act. Authorizes appropriations of 
$20,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1968, and of such amounts as may be necessary 
thereafter. 

Eligibility for Benefits. Directs the 
Secretary of Housing and Urban Development, after 
consultation with the Secretaries of Labor and of 
Commerce, to issue a certificate of eligibility to a 
person engaged in or desiring to engage in an 
industrial or commercial enterprise located in an 
urban poverty area, Requires for certification: 
(a) written notice from the governing body of the 
city in which the poverty area is located that it 
wishes to participate in the programs of this Act 
for the creation of new employment opportunities; 
(b) approval by such governing body or an agency 
designated by it of the enterprise applying for 
certification; (c) determination by the Secretary 
of HUD that the expected benefits to employment and 
other aspects of the welfare of the area warrant the 
granting of the income tax incentives provided by 
this Act; and (d) agreement by the applicant to 
certain regulations and standards of operation 
prescribed by this Act or by the Secretary of HUD, 
including an agreement to provide jobs for at least 
fifty full-time employees who, prior to employment, 
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were low income individuals and either resided in 
the poverty area for the previous six months or were 
unemployed. Requires that such jobs be new 
employment positions which did not exists prior to 
the time of requesting certification. Requires the 
agency which approved the enterprise to carry out a 
relocation program for individuals, businesses, and 
nonprofit organizations displaced by the enterprise, 
in accordance with certain guidelines established by 
this Act. 

Provides for termination of the certificate by 
the Secretary of HUD and sets up partial criteria 
for termination, Requires all certificates of 
eligibility under this Act to be issued within ten 
years after the date of enactment of this Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to require the 
filing of periodic reports by enterprises certified 
under this Act, and provides criminal sanctions for 
the filing of false reports.

registrants. 

Allows a high school student to be deferred 
until he graduates or drops out, but if such student 
does not graduate until he is 20 or older he shall 
be treated as a 19-year old. 

Gives optional student postponement or student 
deferments to high school graduates who choose to go 
to college or _ receive occupational training. 
Provides that such deferments cannot extend beyond 
the 26 year old cut-off date for determining draft 
eligibility. Broadens the definition of "student" 
to include not only college student, but also 
students in junior and business colleges and 
students in apprentice and vocational courses. 

Provides for the discontinuance of the student 
optional postponements when the number of combat 
casualties in the Armed Forces reaches ten percent 
of the number of draftees for three consecutive 
months. 

Exempts conscientious objectors from combat 
duty. Defines "conscientious objector" as one who 
conscientiously opposed to participation in war. 

Requires the adoption of national standards for 
classification and would require these standards be 
administered uniformly. 

Provides for initial hardship deferments as 
determined by an area Selective Service Office 
(local boards make determinations now). Appeals 
regarding this initial classification would be 
presented to local boards. 
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Discontinues occupational deferments except 
upon a finding by the President that a particular 
skill or occupation warrants deferment on a_ uniform 
national basis. 

Allows judicial review of draft classifications 
and processing action, 

Prohibits descrimination by race, color, creed, 
or sex in determining the composition of local 
boards. Requires the membership of a local board to 
represent all elements of the public it serves. 

Fstablishes a new execution agency which is to 
be known as the Selective Service System and 
provides that it shall be headed by the National 
Selective Service Commission established by the Act. 
Provides that this Commission be composed of seven 
members appointed by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. 

Transfers the function of the Selective Service 
System and the Office of Selective Service Records 
to the National Selective Service Commission. 

Gives the Commission the duty of administering 
this Act.

Prescribes standards for determining Communist- 
infiltrated organizations, and prohibits membership 
in Labor Organizations of any member of the 
Communist party. 

Requires records of Communist infiltrated or- 
ganization to be produced whenever any proceedings 
have been instituted against it. 

Title III = Foreign Agents - Requires’ that 
agents must register if foreign controlled and 
prohibits them from using the mails for political 
propaganda without marking it as that of registered 
foreign agents. 


Title IV = Immigration and Passport Security

Sets up procedures for serving subpenas of 
Congressional Committees upon U.S, national abroad, 
and makes failure to respond to such subpenas a 
misdemeanor punishable in any Federal Court district 
to which the offender appeared within 5-year period 
after service. 

Prohibits reprisals by Government agencies or 
officials against Government employees because of 
testimony given or because of the fact or having 
testified before a Congressional committee. 

Provides for accelerated court procedures in 
criminal cases involving espionage, sabotage,

treason, sedition, and other subversive activities. 

Title VI - Federal Personnel Security Act - 
Creates a centralized Security Administration for 
the Fxecutive Department which would handle all 
investigations and all evaluations in Federal 
personnel security cases, except with respect to 
uniformed personnel or armed services cases from 
Executive Offices of the President, the National 
Security Agency, the CIA, the FBI, the Atomic Energy 
Commission, and cases involving persons under 
consideration for direct Presidential appointments. 

Prohibits the new Arency from taking away any 
authority from agency heads with respect to hiring 
of personnel or of granting security clearances, 

Grants the new Agency authority to conduct con- 
ferences and training sessions with security 
officers in other agencies to make survevs and 
inspections of security practices and procedures in 
other agencies and to recommend changes in such 
practices and procedures, or in security 
regulations with a view for greater uniformity. 

Directs the new Agency to compile statistical 
records with respect to loyalty and security 
programs and to make annual reports to Congress, 
including recommendations for any legislation or 
executive or administrative orders, 

Directs the new Agency to take over the powers, 
duties and functions of the International Fmplovees 
Loyalty Board and U.S. citizens would be prohibited 
from accepting employment in the U.N. or other 
multinational organization without having received 
clearance from the Agency. 

Title VII - Disadvantaged Employment Appli- 
cants' Relief Act - Provides relief for those 
refused employment by allowing hearings before the 
Subversive Activities Control Board where the entire 
case can be reviewed, 

Title VIII - Riot Control Act - Fnlarges the 
control of riots by Federal authorities by fixing 
penalties of $10,000 or 5 years or both for anyone 
who has traveled in interstate or foreign commerce 
to incite, organize, promote, encourage, participate 
or carry on a riot. 

Title IX - Travel Control Act = Gives the 
Secretary of State with Presidential approval, 
direct legislative authority to impose justifiable 
travel controls and entirely divorces travel control 
from the area of passports. 

Title X - Miscellaneous Provisions - Provides 
for expediting the flow of intelligence directly to 
cabinent officers when the intelligence is highly 
important and of a special concern to a particular 
department. 

Requires that the office of Security of the 
Department of State be staffed entirely by civil 
service employees. 

Denies tax exemption to alleged nonprofit or- 
ganizations which knowingly make donations to sub- 
versive orpganizations. 

Creates the Communist Defectors Award Board, 
consisting of the Secretary of State, the Attorney 
General, the Directors of the FBI, and CIA, the 
Chiefs of the Intelligence of Army, Navy, and Air 
Force, to make provisions respecting rights of entry 
and permanent residence in the U.S., and guarantees 
of personal and financial security, in cases of 
defectors from Communist countries who provide

Requires reports from the advisory council on 
intergovernmental and personnel policy to be 
submitted to the President and Congress; but 
requires an initial report to be submitted 18 months 
after enactment and to include recommendations on 
the desirability of extending the merit system 
requirements of the Federal-State grant-in-aid 
programs. 

Title II - Strengthening State and Local Per- 
sonnel Administration - Authorizes the U.S. Civil 
Service Commission to make grants to States for up 
to 50 percent of the costs of development programs 
to strengthen State and local government personnel 
administration. 

Requires, for approval, that a State program 
must include: (1) the designation of a State agency 
for its administration, (2) provision for a merit 
system and for State matching funds, and (3) a 
description of the plan for improving State 
personnel management, (4) provide assurance that 
Federal grants will not reduce relevant State or 
local government expenditures, (5) set forth clear 
actions for improvement of particular aspects of 
personnel administration. 

Authorizes the Commission to make grants to 
general local government with 50,000 or more 
population, up to 50 percent of development 
programs but which must merit requirement similar to 
those required of the State receiving grants. 
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Authorizes the Civil Service Commission to join 
on a shared-cost basis with States and units of 
general local government in cooperative recruitment 
or examinations under mutually agreeable 
regulations, and upon request, certify to the 
States names of potential employees. 

Permits the Commission to furnish technical aid 
on request by the State and local government, and 
allows the Commission to accept payments for such 
aid, 

Directs the Commission after consulting with 
other Federal agencies, (1) to coordinate the 
personnel administration support and technical aid 
given to State and local governments and (2) to make 
arrangements to collect, maintain and disseminate 
data on grants. 

Gives prior congressional consent to interstate 
compacts or other agreements for cooperative efforts 
and mutual assistance relating to the 
administration of personnel and training programs 
for State and local employees, 

Transfers several functions from the Secretary 
of Agriculture, the Secretary of Labor and the 
Secretary of HEW to the Commission. 

Further authorizes the Commission to provide 
technical advice and aid to the State and local 
governments and to advise Federal agencies as to 
personnel standards and to recommend and coordinate 
their actions. 

Title ITT - Training and Developing State and 
Local Employees - Authorizes the admission of State 
and local government employees to Federal employee 
training programs. 

Establishes a training of personnel of State or 
local governments engaged in prants-in-aid, 

Authorizes the Commission to make grants to 
State and local governments to provide Government 
Service Fellowships. 

Title IV - Mobility of Federal, State, and 
Local Employees - Authorizes the assignment of 
Federal employees to positions with State and local 
employees for a period not to exceed 2 years (with 
an additional 2 years allowed) either on regular 
work assignment or leave without pay basis, but 
with a continuation of benefits. 

Also authorizes assignment of employees’ from 
State or local governments. 

Provides for travel expenses for such assign- 
ments of Federal, State, or local government 
employees. 

Title V - General Provisions - Directs the U.S. 
Civil Service Commission to administer this Act. 

Requires a State or local government office 
designated to administer the program to keep records 
and make evaluations of the status of Federal funds 
for operation of the program as the Commission may 
require. 

Allows the Commission, the head of any 
concerned Federal agency, or the Comptroller 
General, to audit and examine the books and_ records 
of any grant recipient. 

Directs the Commission to allocate funds for 
grants among the States. 

Allows the Commission to terminate grants after 
reasonable notice and opportunity for a hearine,. 

Permits the Commission to appoint any necessary 
advisory committees to aid in administration of this 
Act, 





Authorizes the appropriation of $20,000,000 for 
1968, $30,000,000 for 1969, and $40,000,000 for 
1970. 

Establishes a revolving fund for financing 
training and other functions as required by the 
Commission on a reimbursable basis by this Act, 
with its capital consisting of appropriations and 
unexpended balances from related activities. 

Prohibits the Federal funds allocated for other 
State and local government programs to be used for 
the cost-sharing purposes under grant provisions of 
this Act.

Low and Moderate Income Housing - Establishes a 
homeownership assistance program for low and 
moderate income families in the form of periodic 
payments to reduce interest costs on a market-rate 
home mortgage or a cooperator's share of a 
cooperative association's mortgage; and make 
eligible to receive such payments to nonprofit 
organizations sponsoring the project as well as_ the 
individual lower income purchasers, broadly revising 
the National Housing Act, 

Limits the amount of mortgage to $15,000 
($17,500 in high-cost areas) except that for 
families of five mor more persons the limits are to 
be $17,500 and $20,000; and these mortgages are to 
be insured under the new Special Risk Insurance 
Fund, 

Allows assistance payments for both urban and 
rural areas, and assigns administration of the 
payments in rural areas to the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Authorizes the Secretary to provide budget debt 
management, and related counseling to homeowners 
with mortgages under the Act.

Allows a low or moderate income purchaser to

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to undertake a 
program of assistance to nonprofit sponsors of low 
and moderate income housing, including provisions 
of information and technical assistance with respect 
to construction, rehabilitation and operation of low 
and moderate income housing. 

Creates a National Homeownership Foundation to 
provide technical and limited financial assistance 
to public and private organizations who provide 
increased homeownership and housing opportunities 
for lower income families. Provides that the 
Foundation would be administered by an eighteen- 
member Board. Authorizes an appropriation of 
$10,000,000 to carry out the Foundation functions. 

Title IT, Rental Housing for Low and Moderate 
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Income Familes - Establishes an assistance program 
for rental and cooperative housing for low and 
moderate income families in the form of periodic 
payments to the mortgagee on behalf of the 
mortgagor, serving to reduce interest costs on a 
market rate project market; and allows the Secretary 
to reimburse the mortgagee for its expenses in 
handling the mortgage. 

Increases the authorization for the rent 
supplement program and makes available $40,000,000 
in contract authority for rent supplement payments 
in fiscal year 1970, plus an additional $100,000,000 
in fiscal year 1971.

Title III, FHA Insurance Operations - Permits 
payment of FHA mortgage insurance premiums by the 
Secretary of Transportation in cases where a 
serviceman assumed home mortgage previously insured 
under any other provision of the National Housing 
Act. 

Directs the Secretary of Defense or the 
Secretary of Transportation to continue making the 
premium payment on behalf of the widow of a 
serviceman who dies in service for two years after 
his death or until she sells the house. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to establish 
the interest rates on all FHA mortgage insurance 
programs except the land development program and the 
below-market interest rate program. 

Requires the Secretary of HUD to approve a 
request for the extension of time for curing a 
default on any FHA multifamily or for a modification 
of the terms of such a mortgage only pursuant to 
regulations prescribed by him. 

Extends the sales housing program for two, 
three, and four family residence to all low and 
moderate income families, and removes dividend 
restrictions for nondwelling facilities. 

Increases the maximum loan limitation of $3,500 
to $5,000 and the maximum maturity from five years 
and 32 days to seven years and 32 days, and also 
increases the maximum finance fees. 

Permits cost of major items of equipment used 
in operation of a nursing home to be included in the 
insured mortgage. 

Permits the Secretary of HUD to establish 
interest rates for new mortgage insurance programs 
at such rates as he believes necessary to meet the 
market, 
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Permits the rehabilitation and 
individual units in a multifamily structure, and 
permits the blanket mortgage to cover four or more 
units (now five or more units). 

Title IV. Guarantees for Financing New 
Community Land Development. The New Communities Act 
- Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to guarantee the 
bonds, debentures, notes, and other obligations to 
help finance new community development projects. 

Sets forth the requirements to make a new 
community development eligible for assistance, and 
any obligation eligible to be guaranteed under the 
Act, limiting to $50,000,000 any obligation for any 
single new community development project. 

Authorizes the Secretary to establish guarantee 
fees and to make such other charges as he considers 
reasonable and to establish a guarantee revolving 
fund and make any guarantee by the Secretary 
conclusive evidence of the eligibility of the 
obligations. 

Requires the Secretary to adopt measures to 
encourage small builders, and requires payment of 
prevailing rates as determined by the Secretary of 
Labor in accordance with the Davis-Bacon Act to 
laborers and mechanics employed in land development. 

Authorizes the Secretary to make supplementary 
grants to States to local public bodies carrying out 
new community assistance projects, 

Title V. Urban Renewal - Authorizes the 
Secretary of HUD to provide financial assistance to 
local public agencies to assist them in carrying out 
neighborhood development programs. 

Increases the amount of funds available for 
urban renewal by $1,400,000,000 and for urban 
renewal in model cities area by $350,000,000 and 
increases the rehabilitation grant to low-income 
homeowners from $1,500 to $3,000. 

Removes the present limitation on the 
acquisition and rehabilitation of residential 
properties by a local urban renewal agency. 

Permits capital grants for low and moderate 
housing open land projects, limiting the amount, but 
permits a local public agency to borrow funds to 
finance project undertakings on the private market 
at an interest rate in excess of the Federal lending 
rate set out in its loan contract with the 
Government. 

Authorizes grants to families and individuals 
who own real property that is uninsurable due to 
physical hazards in order to make such property meet 
reasonable underwriting standards. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to make grants 
for the demolition of nonresidential structures that 
are harborages or potential harborages of rats. 

Permits the carrying out of air rights urban 
renewal projects and the construction of necessary 
foundations and platforms to provide educational 
facilities. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to contract to 
make grants in an aggregate amount not to exceed $20 
million in any fiscal year, to cities and other 
municipalities or counties to assist in taking 
interim steps to alleviate harmful conditions in any 
slum and blighted area of the community which is 
planned for rehabilitation or federally assisted 
code enforcement in the near future. 
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Extends the rehabilitation program from October 
1, 1969, to October 1, 1970, and authorizes such 
loans in areas which are scheduled for 
rehabilitation and where the property is a owner 
occupied residential structure in violation of local 
housing codes. 

Title VI, Urban Planning and Facilities - 
Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to make planning 
grants to State planning agencies for rural and 
other nonmetropolitan areas, and makes planning 
grants directly to tribal planning councils or other 
bodies for planning on Indian reservations. 

Broadens the definitions of comprehensive 
planning to include planning for the provision of 
governmental services and for the development and 
utilization of human and natural resources but not 
to include planning aimed at encouraging businesses 
to relocate from another area. 

Changes the conditions for acquisition of land. 

Provides that any funds authorized but not 
appropriated for the basic water and sewer 
facilities, neighborhood facilities, and the advance 
acquisition of land program will remain available 
for appropriation through fiscal year 1970, 

Authorizes the making of feasibility studies in 
the public works planning advances program. 

Title VII, Urban Mass Transportation - 
Increases the amount appropriated under the Urban 
Mass Transportation Act by $190,000,000. 

Broadens the definition of "mass 
transportation" to allow greater flexibility and 
scope and eliminates the present requirement that 
such transportation must serve the "general public" 
and operate “over prescribed routes." 

Extends the emergency program from November 1, 
1968 to October 1, 1969. 

Permits private transit companies to furnish up 
to 50 percent of the local share of the net project 
cost of a mass transit project, or in cases of an 
applicant's (State or local public body) financial 
inability to put up any portion of the local share, 
private companies would be permitted to put up 100 
percent of such share, 

Title VIII, Secondary Mortgage Market - 
Changes the statutes affecting the Federal National 
Mortgage Association and its function in secondary 
mortgage market in order to transfer its owners of 
the outstanding common stock of the FNMA the assets 
and liabilities in respect to the secondary market 
operations of the FNMA, and makes amendments to the 
FNMA Charter Act to achieve these purposes. 

Permits Government National Mortgage 
Association as a trustee under trusts created for 
sales of participation certificates to issue such 
certificates for refinancing purposes without regard 
to the requirement of appropriation Act authority. 

Allows the FNMA to issue and sell securities 
backed by a _ set-aside portion of its portfolio of 
mortgages. 

Authorizes an additional $500,000,000 for the 
purchase of mortgages by the Government National 
Mortgage Association in its special assistance 
function, 

Makes certain transitional provisions regarding 
the capital stock of FNMA and provides for the board 
of directors during a transitional period. 
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Title IX, National Housing Partnerships - 
Authorizes the creation of private corporations for 
profit, not to be government agencies, with one to 
be called "the Corporation", which shall have a 
fifteen-member board of directors, twelve elected by 
stockholders and three appointed for three-year 
terms by the President with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. 

Authorizes the President to create additional 
corporations and outline the powers of the 
corporation as well as process of organizations and 
financing of it. 

Authorizes the Corporations to form as separate 
organizations a limited partnership called the 
"Partnership" under the D.C, Uniform Limited 
Partnership Act, in which the Corporation is to be 
the General partner and each stockholder of the 
Corporation, and others to become limited partners, 

Requires the Corporation to report to the 
President for transmittal to Congress and to make 
audits annually. 

Title X. Rural Housing - Authorizes direct and 
insured loans in rural areas (areas with 5,500 
population or less) to low and moderate income 
families, and provides for aid for rental or 
cooperative housing whether no other aid is 
available. 

Authorizes financial and technical aid to 
provide in rural areas, housing, and related 
facilities for rural trainees and their families 
enrolled in federally-aided training courses; but 
requires the Secretary of Agriculture to first 
consult with the Secretaries of Labor, HEW and HUD 
and Director of OEO to ascertain that no other aid 
is available. 

Requires a labor area survey and full 
coordination among all Federal, State and local 
government agency administering related programs 
before training and housing sites could be selected. 

Requires that advances for land purchasers be 
payable within periods not longer than 33 years and 
to bear interest but other advances would be 
nonrepayable or repayable without interest. 

Broadens the eligible purposes of domestic farm 
labor housing loans to include the purchase of 
necessary land for building sites. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to give 
financial assistance to needy low income individuals 
in rural areas and small towns to aid such persons 
in approved mutual and self-help housing programs. 

Title XI. Property Protection and Reinsurance 
Act - Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to establish a 
National program of property insurance protection 
against fire, crime, and other perils by providing 
for Federal reinsurance and direct Federal insurance 
if necessary. Creates a nineteen-member Advisory 
Board to aid the Secretary in carrying out the 
objectives of this Act. 

Requires insurer reinsured under this Act to 
cooperate with statewide plans in each State to 
issue fair access to insurance requirements. 
Provides that all plans shall include an all- 
industry placement facility doing business with 
every insurer participating in the plan in the 
State, 

Allows the Secretary to promulgate regulations 
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to State insurance authorities concerning proposed 
plans and their operation and effectiveness. 

Authorizes the Secretary to offer to any 
insurer or pool reinsurance against property losses 
resulting from riots or civil disorders. Sets forth 
conditions to be met to be eligible for reinsurance 
under this part. 

Provides for the recovery of unpaid premiums 
from a defaulting insurer. Sets forth a five-year 
statute of limitations on such actions. 

Sets forth the procedure for filing reinsurance 
claims and obtaining judicial review for 
disallowance of a claim. 

Establishes a National Insurance Development 
Fund to make payment necessary to carry out the 
programs under this title. 

Requires any insurer or pool to submit to the 
Secretary such records as he may demand. 

Authorizes the Secretary to conduct a study on 
reinsurance and to submit the results of his study 
to the President and Congress within one year of 
enactment of this Act, 


Title XII. Mortgage Insurance for Nonprofit 


Hospitals - Authorizes the Secretary to insure 
mortgage which covers a new or rehabilitated 
hospital subject to specifically enumerated 
conditions. 


Title XIII, Housing Goals and Annual Housing 
Report - Makes it the intent of Congress that the 
National housing goal of Congress shall be met 
within the next decade by the construction or 
rehabilitation of 26,000,000 housing units, 
6,000,000 of these for low and moderate income 
families. 

Requires the Secretary of HUD to submit an 
annual housing report to the President and the 
Council of Economic Advisors. 

Title XIV, Federal Savings Institutions. 
Federal Savings Institutions Act - Authorizes and 
provides for rules and regulations for the 
establishment of Federal savings associations as new 
associations or by conversion of any mutual thrift 
institutions. Sets forth the criteria for the 
establishment of Federal savings association 
branches and for mergers of Federal savings 
associations with mutual thrift institutions. Vests 
the management and control of a Federal savings 
association in a board of directors composed of 
between 7 and 25 members. 

Provides that Federal savings associations may: 
(1) borrow, give security, and issue notes; (2) 
accept savings and time deposits; and (3) act as 
trustees for pension and profit-sharing plans 
qualified under section 401(d) of the Internal 
Revenue Code. Sets forth criteria under which loans 
and investments may be made. 

Requires that sixty percent of the assets of 
such associations be maintained in loans secured by 
real estate. 

Prohibits States or political subdivisions from 
imposing any tax on Federal savings associations or 
their franchises, deposits, assets, reserves, loans, 
or income greater than the least onerous imposed or 
permitted by such State or political subdivision or 
any other financial institution, 

Gives the Federal Home Loan Bank Board power to 
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enforce the provisions of this Act and any 
regulations made thereunder. Authorizes the Board: 
(1) to conduct regular examinations during such 
calendar year, and (2) to conduct special 
examinations at any time into the affairs and 
management of any Federal savings bank. 

Redesignates the Federal Savings and Loan 
Insurance Corporation as the Federal Savings 
Insurance Corporation. Provides penalties for 
officers, directors, examiners, and other employees 


of Federal savings associations who violate 
provisions of this Act.

(4) who willfully fail to disclose required 
information or make false statements in their 
applications; and (5) who do not have or intend to 
have business premises in a State or possession.

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
designate national rrécreation trails and to 
encourage States to consider establishing such 
trails. Directs the Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development, the Secretary of Agriculture and the 
Secretary of the Interior to encourage the planning 
of recreation trails and to encourage States to 
establish such trails. 

Establishes the Appalachian Trail as _ the 
initial national scenic trail and authorizes the 
Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary of 
Agriculture to make studies for establishing other 
national scenic trails. Authorizes these 
secretaries to relocate national scenic trails upon 
a determination that such a revision is necessary 
and allows them to provide public use facilities 
and sufficient access to trails. Prohibits 
motorized vehicles along any national scenic trail. 

Allows heads of Federal agencies to acquire 
lands, and encourages states to acquire lands for 
the national scenic trails. Allows the Secretary of 
the Interior and the Secretary of Agriculture to 
exercise their exchange authority in acquiring 
property. Allows for the appropriate Secretary to 
utilize condemnation proceedings to acquire lands. 

Encourages States to operate, develop, and 
maintain portions of such trails that are located 
outside the boundaries of federally administered 
areas. 

Provides for penalties of up to $500 and/or 
imprisonment of up to six months for a violation of 
a regulation in pursuant to this Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Interior and the 
Secretary of Agriculture in cooperation with other 
government agencies to develop utility rights-of- 
way. 

Authorizes the appropriation of such sums as 
necessary for the acquisition of lands or interests 
in land for the purposes of this Act.

material facts which may aid in the prevention, 
detection, or investigation of a crime. Allows the 
officer to conduct a limited interrogation, which 
includes asking such person to relate any material 
facts relating to the crime in question. 

Allows an officer to use such force as may be 
reasonably necessary under the circumstances to stop 
and detain any person. 

Allows an officer to request any such person to 
cooperate voluntarily, but only if the officer 
effectively advises such person that he is free to 
terminate such cooperation at any time.

failure to return such a license after being 
disqualified from the ownership of a firearm. 

Declares every firearm, importation of a 
firearm, or transfer of a firearm not registered in 
accordance with this act as contraband and subject 
to seizure and forfeiture. 

Provides for the disposal of unwanted firearms 
with a compensation of reasonable value for such 
firearms provided by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Indicates that no provision of this Act is 
intended to preempt State gun laws and specifically 
provides that any State can preempt this Act by a 
State law equally as effective for the registration 
and licensing of firearms. 

Allows the Governor of States where the

Part A creates: (1) statewide plans to assure 
fair access to insurance requirements called "Fair" 
plans, (2) an all-industry placement facility, and

Provides for the State insurance authority to 
transmit copies of a plan and any amendments, to the 
Secretary and to advise it concerning the operation 
of the plan, and the need to adopt other programs 
to make essential property insurance more readily 
available. 

Authorizes the Secretary to modify the criteria 
for plans if it finds such action is necessary to 
carry out the purpose of the program, 

Part B provides: (1) reinsurance coverage by 
specifying reinsurance of losses from riots or civil 
disorders, (2) conditions for reinsurance 
agreements, and (3) recovery of premiums. 

Authorizes the Secretary to offer to any 
insurer, subject to conditions of the Act, 
reinsurance against property losses from riots or 
civil disorders. 

Provides that reinsurance will be offered on 
fire and extended coverage; vandalism and malicious 
mischief, other allied lines of fire insurance, the 
property damage portion of homeowners multiple peril 
and commercial multiple peril, and burglary and 
theft, combined. 

Provides that reinsurance coverage may be 
provided immediately following enactment of the Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary to enter into 
reinsurance contracts for riot losses, and to 
establish the amount of losses from riots or civil 
disorders such insurer must retain before the 
Corporation will reimburse the insurer for the 
losses. 

Sets forth various conditions under which the 
Secretary will terminate existing reinsurance and 
provides that the Secretary will not offer 
reinsurance in any State if the State itself does 
not assume a portion of the responsibility for 
assisting the Corporation to reinsure against losses 
resulting from riots or civil disorders within one 
year after the enactment of the Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary to recover any unpaid 
premiums for reinsurance, and imposes a five-year 
statute of limitations on the recovery by an insurer 
of excess premiums paid to the Corporation for 
premiums due to it.

Authorizes the Secretary of Commerce to conduct 
further investigations and studies as necessary and 
to submit his report and the reports of the States 
to Congress before July 1, 1969. 

Provides that funds may be used to pay the 
administrative expenses of the Secretary of Commerce 
and not to exceed fifty percent of the costs, 

Authorizes the Secretary of Commerce to 
apportion funds among the States in the ratio of the 
number of urban places in each State bears to the 
number of urban places in all States. 

Authorizes the appropriation of a sum not to 
exceed $20,000,000 to be available until expended to 
carry out this Act.

and enforcement of the Federal standards voluntarily 
by the States, and inspection for compliance by the 
States; (3) compliance with Federal standards to be 
certified by the States, with publicizing of 
compliance encouraged in advertising and promotion 
of qualifying camps; and (4) grants to assist 
participating States in developing and carrying out 
this Act.

Housing and Urban Development Act - Directs the 
Secretary of Housing and Urban Development to 
require employment opportunities for lower income 
persons in connection with public housing programs. 

Directs the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development to continue’ efforts to improve 
architectural design in government housing programs. 


Title I. Low and Moderate Income Housing - 
Establishes a homeownership assistance program for 


low and moderate income families in the form of 
periodic payments to reduce interest costs on a 
market-rate home mortgage or a cooperator's share of 
a cooperative association's mortgage; and make 
eligible to receive such payments to nonprofit 
organization sponsoring the project as well as_ the 
individual lower income purchasers, broadly revising 
the National Housing Act, 

Requires the homeowner to pay twenty percent of 
his monthly income (allows deduction of $200 for 
each minor person) toward the monthly payment due 
under the mortgage, and the difference between this 
amount and total amount would be made up by the 
assistance payments. 

Limits the amount of mortgage to $15,000 
($17,500 in high-cost areas) except that for 





families of five or more persons the limits are to 
be $17,500 and $20,000; and these mortgages are to 
be insured under the new Special Risk Insurance 
Fund, 

Allows assistance payments for both urban and 
rural areas, and assigns administration of the 
payments in rural areas to the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Authorizes the Secretary to provide budget debt 
management, and related counseling to homeowners 
with mortgages under the Act. 

Authorizes mortgage insurance for families of 
low and moderate income who cannot qualify for 
mortgage insurance under regular FHA programs 
because of credit histories but who the Secretary 
finds are “reasonably satisfactory credit risks" and 
capable of homeownership. 

Establishes a Special Risk Insurance Fund out 
of which claims would be paid on mortgage insured 
under the new Act and authorizes $5,000,000 to be 
advanced from the General Insurance Fund _ to 
establish the new fund. 

Allows a low or moderate income purchaser to 
buy an individual family unit and undivided interest 
in the common areas and facilities of the project, 
which could be financed with mortgage with an 
interest rate no less than the below-market interest 
rate under the National Housing Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to undertake a 
program of assistance to nonprofit sponsors of low 
and moderate income housing, including provisions of 
information and technical assistance with respect 
to construction, rehabilitation and operation of low 
and moderate income housing. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD, in cooperation 
with the private insurance industry, to develop a 
plan for establishing an insurance program to enable 
homeowners to meet their monthly mortgage payments 
in time of personal economic adversity. Directs the 
Secretary to make a report on his actions along with 
his recommendation for establishing such a program 
within six months following enactment of this Act. 

Establishes a National Advisory Commission on 
Low-Income Housing to undertake a comprehensive 
study and investigation of the resources and 
capabilities in the public and private sectors of 
the economy which may be used to fulfill more 
completely the objectives of the national goal of 
“a decent home and suitable living environment for 
every American family" particularly as such goal 
relates to low-income families. Directs the 
Commission to make an interim report to the 
President and Congress by July 1, 1969, and a final 
report by July 1, 1970. 

Creates a National Homeownership Foundation to 
provide technical and limited financial assistance 
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to public and private organizations who provide 
increased homeownership and housing opportunities 
for lower income families. Provides that the 
Foundation would be administered by an eighteen- 
member Board. Authorizes an appropriation of 
$10,000,000 to carry out the Foundation's functions. 

Title Il. Rental Housing for Low and Moderate 
Income Families - Establishes an assistance program 
for rental and cooperative housing for low and 
moderate income families in the form of periodic 
payments to the mortgage on behalf of the mortgagor, 
serving to reduce interest costs on a market rate 
project market; and allows the Secretary to 
reimburse the mortgagee for its expenses in handling 
the mortgage. 

Increases the authorization for the rent 
supplement program and make available $40,000,000 in 
contract authority for rent supplement payments in 
fiscal year 1970, plus an additional $100,000,000 in 
fiscal year 1971. 

Increases the authorization for annual 
contributions contracts for the low-rent public 
housing programs by $100,000,000 on the date of 
enactment and by $150,000,000 in 1969 and 1970, 

Permits local housing authorities to sell any 
low-rent housing unit to a tenant if suitable for 
individual ownership without regard to the present 
limitations. 

Permits public aid to Indian families without 
regard to the present limitation that such a family 
may not live on property located on or adjacent to 
their farm. 

Directs the Secretary to institute a program to 
encourage new technologies in the Development of 
Housing for lower income families, but limits to 
five plans for utilizing new housing technologies. 

Directs the Secretary to construct at least 
1,000 dwelling units a year over a five-year period 
for each of the various types of technologies 
proposed in the approved plans. 

Authorizes the Secretary to develop a plan for 
the establishment at the earliest and practicable 
date of an insurance program to help homeowners in 
meeting mortgage payments in times of personal 
economic adversity. 

Limits approval of high-rise structures in low- 
rent public housing projects to the elderly rather 
than families with children. 

Makes prohibitions against certain types or 
categories of low-rent housing in private 
accomodations. Places limitations on sale and 
number of units of low-rent housing in private 
accomodations per structure. Gives additional 
subsidy for large families and families of unusually 
low income, 

Title Itt. FHA Insurance Operations ~ Permits 
payment of FHA mortgage insurance premiums by the 
Secretary of Transportation in cases where a 
serviceman assumed mortgage previously insured under 
any other provisions of the National Housing Act. 
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Directs the Secretary of Defense or the 
Secretary of Transportation to continue making the 
premium payment on behalf of the widow of a 
serviceman who dies in service for two years after 
his death or until she sells the house. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to establish 
the interest rates on all FHA mortgage insurance 
programs except the land development program and the 
below-market interest rate program. 

Authorizes FHA to insure mortgages on seasonal 
homes not exceeding $15,000 and 75 percent of the 
appraised value on an acceptable risk basis. 

Requires the Secretary of HUD to approve a 
request for the extension of time for curing a 
default on any FHA multifamily or for a modification 
of the terms of such mortgage only pursuant to 
regulations prescribed by him. 

Extends the sales housing program for two, 
three, and four family residence to all low and 
moderate income families, and removes dividend 
restrictions for nondwelling facilities. 

Increases the maximum loan limitation of $3,500 
to $5,000 and the maximum maturity from 5 years and 
32 days to 7 years and 32 days, and also increases 
the maximum finance fees. 

Permits the Secretary of HUD to establish 
interest rates for new mortgage insurance programs 
at such rates as he believes necessary to meet the 
market. 

Permits the rehabilitation and sale of 
individual wits in a multifamily structure, and 
permits the blanket mortgage to cover four or more 
units (now five or more units). 

Defines terms of "single-family dwellings" and 
"individual dwellings" under FHA section 221(h) 
program. 

Title IV. Urban Renewal - Authorizes the 
Secretary of HUD to provide financial assistance to 
local public agencies to assist them in carrying out 
neighborhood development programs. 

Increases the amount of funds available for 
urban renewal by $1,400,000,000 and for urban 
renewal in model cities area by $350,000,000 and 
increases the rehabilitation grant to low-income 
homeowners from $1,500 to $2,500. 

Removes the present limitation on the 
acquisition and rehabilitation of residential 
properties by a local urban renewal agency. 

Permits capital grants for low and moderate 
housing open land projects, limiting the amount, but 
permits a local public agency to borrow funds to 
finance project undertakings on the private market 
at an interest rate in excess of the Federal lending 
rate set out in its loan contract with the 
Government. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to make grants 
for the demolition of nonresidential structures that 
are harborages or potential harborages of rats. 

Permits the carrying out of air rights urban 
renewal projects and the construction of necessary 
foundations and platforms to provide educational 
facilities. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to contract to 
make grants, in an aggregate amount not to exceed 
$40,000,000 in any fiscal year, to cities and other 
municipalities or counties to assist in taking 
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interim steps to alleviate harmful conditions in any 
slum and blighted aréa of the community which is 
planned for rehabilitation or Federally assisted 
code enforcement in the near future. 

Extends the rehabilitation loan program from 
June 30, 1973 and authorizes such loans in areas 
which are scheduled for rehabilitation and where the 
property is an owner-occupied residential structure 
in violation of local housing codes. Requires a 
workable program in a case of Indian tribes. 

Title VY. Urban Planning and Facilities - 
Authorizes the Secretary of HUD to make planning 
grants to State planning agencies for assistance to 
district planning agencies for rural and other 
nonmetropolitan areas, and makes planning grants 
directly to tribal planning councils or other bodies 
for planning on Indian reservations. 

Broadens the definitions of comprehensive 
planning to include planning for the provision of 
governmental services and for the development and 
utilization of human and natural resources but not 
to include planning aimed at encouraging businesses 
to relocate from another area, 

Changes the conditions for acquisition of land. 

Provides that any funds authorized but not 
appropriated for the basic water and sewer 
facilities, neighborhood facilities, and the adance 
acquisition of land programs will remain available 
for appropriation through fiscal year 1970. 
Authorizes an appropriation of $200,000,000 for 
fiscal year 1970, (or $500,000,000 for any fiscal 
year) for grants for water and sewer projects. 


Provides funding provision for open-space land 
progran. 
Title VI. Urban Mass Transportation - 


Increases the amount appropriated under the Urban 
Mass Transportation Act by $190,000,000. 

Broadens the definition of "mass 
transportation" to allow greater flexibility and 
scope and eliminates the present requirement that 
such transportation must serve the “general public" 
and operate “over prescribed routes." 

Extends the emergency program from November 1, 
1968 to October 1, 1970. 

Permits private transit companies to furnish up 
to fifty percent of the local share of the net 
project cost of a mass transit project, or in cases 
of an applicant's (State or local public body) 
financial inability to put up any portion of the 
local share, private companies would be permitted to 
put up 100 percent of such share. 

Title VII. Secondary Mortgage Market - Changes 
the statutes affecting the Federal National Mortgage 
Association and its function in secondary mortgage 
market in order to transfer its owners of the 
outstanding common stock of the FNMA the assets and 
liabilities in respect to the secondary market 
operations of the FNMA, and makes amendments to the 
FNMA Charter Act to achieve these purposes. 

Permits Government National Mortgage 
Association as a trustee under trusts created for 
sales of participation certificates to issue such 
certificates for refinancing purposes without regard 
to the requirement of appropriation Act authority. 

Allows the FNMA to issue and sell securities 
backed by a set-aside portion of its portfolio of 








mortgages. 

Authorizes an additional $500,000,000 for the 
purchase of mortgages by the Government National 
Mortgage Association in its special assistance 
function. 

Makes certain transitional provisions regarding 
the capital stock of FNMA and provides for the board 
of directors during a transitional period. 

Title VIII. National Housing Partnerships - 
Authorizes the creation of private corporations for 
profit, not to be government agencies, with one to 
be called “the Corporation", which shall have a 15- 
member board of directors, 12 elected by 
stockholders and 3 appointed for 3-year terms by 
the President with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, 

Authorizes the President to create additional 
corporations and outline the powers of the 
corporation as well as process of organizations and 
financing of it. 

Authorizes the Corporation to form as separate 
organizations a limited partnership called the 
"Partnership" under the D.C. Uniform Limited 
Partnership Act, in which the Corporation is to be 
the General partner and each stockholder of the 
Corporation, and others to become limited partners. 

Requires the Corporation to report to the 
President for transmittal to Congress and to make 
audits annually. 

Title IX, Rural Housing - Authorizes direct 
and insured loans in rural areas (areas with 5,500 
population or less) to low and moderate income 
families, and provides for aid for rental or 
cooperative housing whether no other aid is 
available, 

Authorizes financial and technical aid to 
provide in rural areas, housing, and related 
facilities for rural trainees and their families 
enrolled in Federally-aided training courses; but 
requires the Secretary of Agriculture to first 
consult with the Secretaries of Labor, HEW and HUD 
and Director of OEO to ascertain that no other aid 
is available, 

Requires a labor area survey and full 
coordination among all Federal, State and local 
government agencies administering related programs 
before training and housing sites could be selected. 

Requires that advances for land purchasers be 
payable within periods not longer than 33 years and 
to bear interest but other advances would be 
nonrepayable or repayable without interest, 

Broadens the eligible purposes of domestic farm 
labor housing loans to include the purchase of 
necessary land for building sites. 

Makes financial aid available on reasonable 
terms in rural areas and small towns to needly low- 
income individuals and families who participate in 
approved programs of mutual or self-help housing. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to make 
grants or contract with public or private nonprofit 
organizations to pay costs of programs and to make 
loans to low-income individuals in programs of 
mutual or self-help housing. 

Title X. Urban Property and Reinsurance Act - 
Establishes an Advisory Board consisting of nineteen 
members appointed by the Secretary which shall 
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review general policies to advise the Secretary, 
holding at least four regularly scheduled meetings a 
year. 

Part A creates: (1) statewide plans to assure 
fair access to insurance requirements call "Fair" 
plans, (2) an all-industry placement facility, and 
(3) industry cooperation and plan evaluation 
programs. 

Requires every insurer re-insured by the 
Corporation to cooperate with the State insurance 
authority in each State in which it acquires 
reinsurance in carrying out statwide plans to assure 
fair access to insurance requirements, and provides 
these "Fair" plans be designed to make essential 
property insurance more readily available in urban 
areas. 

Requires all plans to include an All-Industry 
Placement Facility authorized to do business with 
every insurer in the State participating in the 
plan, helping agents and brokers place insurance up 
to full insurable value of a property. 

Requires every insurer participating in a plan 
to file a statement pledging its full participation 
and cooperation in carrying out the plan with the 
State insurance authority and with the Corporation. 

Provides for the State insurance authority to 
transmit copies of a plan and any amendments, to the 
Corporation and to advise it concerning the 
operation of the plan, and the need to adopt other 
programs to make essential property insurance mre 
readily available. 

Authorizes the Corporation to modify the 
criteria for plans if it finds such action is 
necessary to carry out the purpose of the program. 

Part B provides: (1) reinsurance coverage by 
specifying reinsurance of losses from riots or civil 
disorders, (2) conditions for reinsurance 
agreements, and (3) recovery of premiums. 

Authorizes the Corporation to offer to any 
insurers, subject to conditions of the Act, 
reinsurance against property losses from riots or 
civil disorders. 

Provides that reinsurance will be offered on 
fire and extended coverage; vandalism and malicious 
mischief, other allied lines of fire insurance, the 
property damage portion of homeowners multiple peril 
and commercial multiple peril, and burglary and 
theft, combined. 

Authorizes the Corporation to enter into 
reinsurance contracts for riot losses, and to 
establish the amount of losses from riots or civil 
disorders each insurer must retain before the 
Corporation will reimburse the insurer for its 
losses. 

Sets forth various conditions under which the 
Corporation will terminate existing reinsurance and 
provides that the Corporation will not offer 
reinsurance in any State if the State itself does 
not assume a portion of the responsibility for 
assisting the Corporation to reinsure against losses 
resulting from riots or civil disorders within one 
year after the enactment of the Act. 

Authorizes the Corporation to recover any 
unpaid premiums for reinsurance, and imposes a five- 
year statute of limitations on the recovery by an 
insurer of excess premiums paid to the Corsoration 
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for premiums due to it. 

Part C sets forth general requirements for: 
(1) claims and judicial review, (2) fiscal 
intermediaries and servicing agents, (3) a National 
Insurance Development Fund, (4) records, annual 
statements and audits, (5) study of reinsurance and 
other programs, (6) services and facilities of other 
agencies - utilization of personnel, services, 
facilities, and information, (7) finality of certain 
transactions, (8) taxation, (9) annual report, and 
(10) appropriations. 

Authorizes and directs the Corporation to 
conduct a study of reinsurance to help assure an 
adequate supply of burglary and theft and other 
property insured in urban areas and to help to 
assure adequate availability of surety bonds for 
construction contractors in urban areas, and to 
undertake other studies. 

Title XI. National Flood Insurance Act - 
Establishes a program of Federal assistance for 
flood insurance, to be related to a unified national 
program for flood plain management. Authorizes 
companies to form pools, in accordance with con- 
ditions set out by the Secretary of HUD and under 
his supervision. Provides for Federal assistance in 
the form of premium subsidies and reinsurance 
coverage to compensate for heavy losses, with 
contributions of risk capital by participating 
insurance companies. Entitles the companies to a 
certain percentage of profits, and imposes on them 
the payment of a reinsurance premium to the 
Government, in years with light flood losses. 
Allows other insurance companies to participate on 
other than a risk-sharing basis. Provides that the 
property owner will bear part of the cost of flood 
insurance in the form of a premium, Authorizes an 
alternative program where the private insurance 
companies would act as fiscal agents for the Govern- 
ment, with the Government taking all financial risks 
involved, in the event that the program of private 
industry risk participation cannot be carried out. 

Limits coverage to $17,500 for single family 
dwellings, with a total of $30,000 coverage for any 
single structure occupied by two- to-four families. 
Insures contents for $5,000 per dwelling unit. 
Provides subsidized coverage of $30,000 for business 
and other properties which would also be eligible 
for a certain amount of unsubsidized coverage. 

Provides that the Federal subsidies to the 
insurance pools represent the difference between the 
actuarial rate and the chargeable premium rate, both 
to be determined by the Secretary. 

Gives preference in providing coverage to those 
areas which give assurance that they will adopt 
effective land use and flood control regulations by 
June 30, 1970, and those which show a positive 
interest in the program. Prohibits the writing of 
policies both after June 30, 1970, unless permanent 
land use regulations with effective enforcement 
provisions have been adopted, and at any time for 
property declared to be in violation of State or 
local land development ordinances. 

Prohibits the granting of Federal disaster 
assistance with respect to property which is covered 
or could under certain circumstances have been 
covered by flood insurance under this Act. 
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Authorizes the Secretary to identify within 
five years all flood plain areas and within fifteen 
years to establish flood risk zones and make 
estimates of flood-caused losses in those zones, 

Title XII. Mortgage Insurance for Nonprofit 
Hospitals - Authorizes the Secretary to insure any 
mortgage, including advances on mortgage during 
construction, which covers a new or rehabilitated 
hospital and equipment. 

Limits principal obligation of the mortgage to 
$25,000,000 and not to exceed ninety percent of 
estimated replacement cost of property or project. 

Requires complete amortization by periodic 
payments within such term as the Secretary 
prescribes and bear such interest (not in excess of 
six percent) as the Secretary prescribes. 

Permits the waiver of labor standards under the 
National Housing Act where laborers voluntarily 
donate their services without compensation for 
purposes of lowering the cost of construction. 

Title XIII. Housing Goals and Annual Housing 
Report - Reaffirms the national housing goal of 
construction or rehabilitation of 26,000,000 housing 
units, 6,000,000 of these for low and moderate 
families, within the next ten years. 

Directs the Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development to annually submit to the President and 
to the Council of Economic Advisers on annual 
housing report. 

Title XIV. Miscellaneous - Increases funds 
appropriated for Model Cities by $12,000,000,000 for 
the fiscal year of 1969. 

Permits grants for developing and testing urban 
renewal demonstration grant program and authorizes 
funds necessary for urban information and technical 
assistance program, and studies in advance in 
technology in housing and urban development.

Broadens the authority of a Federal 
savings and loan association to invest up to one 
percent of its assets in loans guaranteed by the 
Agency for International Development to help finance 
housing projects or home financing institutions in 
developing nations outside of Latin America. 

Permits a Federal savings and loan association 
to make loans for the construction of new structures

Authorizes a Federal savings and loan 
association to invest in loans to Federally 
supervised financial institutions secured by 
investments in which the association has statutory 
authority to invest directly.

Directs coordination of each program with the 
State agency and appropriate local educational 
agencies, 

Provides that no arrangement shall make 
payments of more than ninety percent of developing 
and carrying out such programs, and allows non- 
Federal contributions. 

Directs the Commissioner to conduct with 
independent organizations a continuing evaluation of 
effectiveness of each program. 

Authorizes the appropriation of $1,000,000 for 
1969 and $10,000,000 for 1970, and necessary funds

Federal Employees Labor-Management Act - 
Provides for the recognition of the right of Federal 
employees to assemble, discuss and present their 
grievances without fear of reprisal.

dues paying member. 

Provides for the recognition of three 
categories of employee organizations: the 
exclusive, the informal and the formal organization, 
and outlines the scope of powers and functions of 
each type of organization, Reserves to management 
the right to hire, transfer, and dismiss an employee 
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for lack of work or other valid reasons in order to 
maintain the efficiency of the office concerned. 

Empowers the Secretary of Labor to establish 
intermediary programs where an office fails to 
establish an adequate labor-management program.

Service Commission in conjunction with the 
Department of Labor, of a code of fair labor 
standards in the employee-management relationship. 

Exempts from the Act the FBI, CIA, or any other 
organization engaged in similar activities in 
connection with the national security. 

Establishes procedures for mediation of 
disputes upon the application of either side through 
the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service. 

Establishes a Government Labor-Management 
Relations Panel composed of a Chairman, Executive 
Secretary and from four to six other members 
appointed by the President to adjudicate disputes 
which cannot be settled by the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service. Specifies that decisions of 
the Panel are binding on all parties. 

Provides for intermediary arbitration by a 
three-man Board of Arbitration composed of one 
member from each side of the dispute and a_ third 
chosen from a list submitted to the parties on 
request by the Secretary of Labor. 

Gives employees during the entire grievance 
process: (1) the right to be represented through 
their union of Government employees; (2) reasonable 
time limits for a decision at each grievance step; 
(3) the right to call witnesses at each step; and

Provides that the Central Intelligence Agency 
and the National Security Agency may examine and 
test concerning sexual and religious matters and 
require financial statements when the Directors of 
such agencies consider it necessary to protect 
national security.

treatment as he finds and determines to be 
consistent and adequate to prevent disruption of the 
markets of the United States for the products of 
United States basic manufacturing industries, and 
to assure access to such markets for both 
domestically produced and foreign-produced articles 
on a fair and equitable basis. Specifically 
mentions such markets in iron and steel, electronic 
products, footwear, flat glass, and frozen meats.

Legislative Reorganization Act - Title I. The 
Committee System - Provisions Applicable to Both 
Houses: A, Legislation. (Appropriations Committees 
and House Rules Committee excepted) (1) Provides 
that a majority of a committee can call meetings if 
the chairman fails to do so within three days of a 
request by three members; (2) provides that any 
committee member who gives notice of intention to 
file supplemental or minority views as a part of a 
committee report shall be entitled to at least one 
day in which to do so; (3) requires each committee 
which requires authorization for the expenditure of 
funds in excess of the amount already specified by 
law to offer one annual authorization resolution to 
procure such authorization; (4) creates one 
additional staff position on each standing committee 
to scrutinize on a_ continuing basis the 
administration of existing laws under the 
committee's jurisdiction; and (5) provides for an 
annual report from each standing committee with 
respect to the administration of such laws. 

B. Conference. Requires that conference 
committee reports shall be printed as a report of 
each House and that an explanatory statement be 
prepared by the conferees of each House in their 
report. 

Provision. Applicable to the Senate: A. 
Jurisdiction and Membership. (1) Redesignates the 
Committee on Banking and Currency as the Committee 
on Banking, Housing, and Urban Affairs (15 
members); (2) creates a Committee on Veterans' 
Affairs (9 members); and (3) provides for dividing 
the workload among Senators in subsequent committee 
assignments by (a) limiting each Senator to 
membership on two major committees and one minor, 
joint, select or special committee, with certain 
exceptions; (b) providing that each Senator shall be 
chairman of only one standing, joint, select or 
special committee, and chairman of only one 
subcommittee of each standing committee; and (c) 
providing that the Committees of Finance, Appro- 
priations, Foreign Relations, and Armed Services 
shall be considered exclusive and no Senator shall 
serve on more than one of them. 

B, Legislation, (1) Provides for meetings 
open to the public (other than hearings) except 
during executive sessions for marking up bills or 
for voting or when the committee by a majority vote 
orders an executive session; (2) provides that roll 
call votes (including those taken in executive 
session) shall be announced publicly; (3) provides 
that a majority of a committee may order the filing 
of a committee report within seven days of its 
approval by the committee; (4) authorizes committees 
to prohibit proxy voting and provides that, on a 
vote to report a measure, proxies shall be permitted 
only when the absent member has been informed of the 
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matter and affirmatively asks to be so recorded; 
and (5) provides that committee reports shall be 
available to the Senate membership for at least 
three days before any vote is taken upon the measure 
in the Senate. 

C. Hearings. (1) Provides that hearings will 
normally be announced at least one week in advance 
of their commencement; (2) provides for open 
hearings except if by majority vote the committee 
determines that the testimony may relate to national 
security matters or matters deemed confidential 
under other provisions of law or government 
regulation, or reflect adversely on the character or 
reputation of a witness or others; (3) permits the 
broadcasting and televising of hearings at the 
option of the committee; (4) requires witnesses to 
file written statements at least one day in advance 
of their appearance; (5) provides that the staff, 
upon the request of the committee, shall prepare 
digests of such statements for use by the committee 
and shall also prepare daily summaries of the 
testimony taken; and (6) provides that minority 
members shall have the right to call witnesses of 
their own choice for at least one day of the 
hearings. 

D. Powers. Authorizes standing committees of 
the Senate to sit for any reason while the Senate is 
in session, with the consent of the Majority and 
Minority leaders. 

Title II: Fiscal Controls. Provides that part 
(3) (Appropriations process) and part (5) 
(Legislative committees) of this Title are enacted 
in the exercise of the rulemaking power of the House 
and Senate with full recognition of the right of 
either House to change provisions relating to that 
House, 

Budgetary and Fiscal Information and Data: 
Directs the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
Director of the Bureau of the Budget, in cooperation 
with the Comptroller General, to establish and 
maintain a standardized information and data 
processing system for budgetary and fiscal data to 
be used by all Federal agencies. Directs the 
Comptroller General to provide committees upon 
request with information on the location and nature 
of data available in Federal agencies with respect 
to activities and expenditures and, to the extend 
feasible, to prepare summary tables of such data 
upon requests. Directs the Comptroller General to 
establish and maintain information and data 
processing systems necessary for the effective and 
efficient fulfillment of the substantive 
responsibilities of the Congress, as determined by 
the President pro tempore of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives. Directs 
the Comptroller General to have available experts in 
analyzing and conducting cost effectiveness studies 
for assignment to Congressional Committees on a 
temporary basis. Directs the Comptroller General to 
collect and, from time to time, to furnish reports 


to Committees on revised budget information. 
Provides that nothing in this part shall be 
construed as impairing any authority or 


responsibility of the Secretary of the Treasury, the 
director of the Bureau of Budget, and the 
Comptroller General under the Budget and Accounting 








Act, 1921, the Budget and Accounting Procedures Act 
of 1950, and other legislation. 

Budget, Provides that the annual Budget shall 
contain, in the case of a proposed creation or 
expansion of any function, activity, or authority, 
a tabulation showing the amount proposed for 
appropriation and expenditures for the ensuing 
fiscal year and the estimated appropriation required 
on account of such creation or expansion in each of 
the following four fiscal years during which it is 
to be in effect. Directs the President to transmit 
to Congress on June 1 of each year, beginning in 
1969, a supplemental summary of tthe Budget 
reflecting all changes occurring since the 
transmittal of the Budget, together with his 
recommendations. 

Appropriations. Directs the Committees on 
Appropriations to hold hearings on the Budget within 
thirty days after its transmittal and to examine 
particularly the basic recommendations and policies 
presented and the fiscal and economic assumptions 
used in arriving at the total estimates. Provides 
that the Secretary of the Treasury, the Director of 
the Budget, and the Chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers, among others, shall testify at 
such hearings. Directs the Appropriations 
Committees to review specifically those programs for 
which estimated expenditures or proposed 
appropriations contained in the Budget would be made 
by, or be under the control of, two or more Federal 
agencies. Requires yea-and-nay votes on the final 
passage of appropriations bill other than _ by 
adoption of conference reports. 

Miscellaneous. Directs the Comptroller General 
to explain to any Committee, upon request, any 
report made by the General Accounting Office which 
would assist the Committee in its consideration or 
review of legislation. Requires legislative 
committees to include in their reports estimates of 
the cost to be incurred in carrying the bill 
reported. Directs all legislative committees to 
attempt to insure that as many continuing Federal 
programs as possible are funded on an annual basis. 

Title III: 
Staffs. Provides for six permanent professional 
staff positions (formerly four) on all legislative 
committees. Provides for assignment of two 
professional staff positions and one clerical 
position to the minority upon their request, 
Provides for employing specialists on a temporary 
basis and for special training and education of 
professional staff members when it will aid in the 
proper discharge of their duties, Raises salary 
ceilings for professional staff members of Senate 
committees. 

Members’ Staffs. Authorizes a _ legislative 
assistant for each Senator in addition to his 
present staff. 

Travel Allowances. Provides for seven round 
trips annually for Members of the House and Senate 
for travel to their State or district (the provision 
for two additonal trips for Senators from States 
with a population of ten million or more is 
unchanged). Provides for five round trips for 
Senator's employees and four round trips for House 
Members employees,

Communications. Directs that a _ study be 
undertaken to develop a plan for participation by 
Congress in the existing government-wide leased line 
telephone service, or developing a separate leased 
line service to permit unlimited calls from a 
Member's office. 

Legislative Research Service. Redesignates the 
Legislative Reference Service as the Legislative 
Research Service and continues such Service as a 
separate department in the Library of Congress. 
Sets out the policy of Congress that the Librarian 
shall encourage and promote the Service in rendering 
to Congress the most effective and efficient service 
and shall grant to the Service’ the maximum 
practicable administrative independence consistent 
with such objective. Provides that the Librarian 
shall appoint the Director of the Service after 
consultation with the Joint Committee on the 
Library. Provides that the budget estimates for the 
Service shall be prepared by the Director and 
submitted to the Librarian for inclusion as a 
separate item of the budget estimates of the Library 
of Congress. 

Broadens the duties of the Service by providing 
that upon request made by any Committee or Members 
of the Congress, the Service shall prepare a concise 
memorandum with respect to legislative measures upon 
which hearings by any committee have been announced. 
Directs that such memorandum contain a statement of 
purpose and effect of each such measure, a 
description of other relevant measures of similar 
purpose or effect previously introduced in the 
Congress, and a recitation of all prior action. 
Authorizes the appointment of Specialists in 
particular, broad fields of knowledge in addition to 
the existing Senior Specialists and broadens the 
fields of knowledge to include (a) national defense, 
(b) science, (c) technology, and (d) such other 
broad fields as the Director may deem appropriate. 
Authorizes the Director to establish such method for 
the classification of requests and make such 
organizational revision from time to time, within 
the Service as he deems appropriate to expedite the 
handling of requests and render efficient service. 
Provides for the temporary employment of experts and 
consultants in specialized fields or with special 
skills. Specifically requires that all duties of 
the Service shall be performed without partisan 
bias. Abolishes the Office of Coordinator of 
Information, 

Title Iv: Congress as an Institution. 
Establishes the Offices of Placement and Office 
Management of the Senate and the House of 
Representatives, to be subject to the supervision 
and control of the Secretary of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House of Representatives, respectively. 
Provides that the duty of the two Offices shall be 
to assist, upon request, Members, committees, and 
officers of the Senate or the House of 
Representatives, as the case may be, seeking 
competent personnel and to furnish advice and 
information with respect to office management 
procedures. 

Gives to Officers of the Congress authority to 
prescribe periods of training for their employees 
and to promulgate rules and regulations governing 
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the performance of duties by their employees. 

Authorizes the Capitol Police Board to 
formulate a plan for converting the Capitol Police 
Force into a professional police force. 

Makes changes relating to the service of Senate 
and House Pages. Provides for free Capitol Guide 
Service for visitors to the United States Capitol. 

Provides that Postmasters shall be appointed by 
the Postmaster General in accordance with 
competitive civil service laws and rules (presently 
appointed by the President with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. [Amends 39 U.S.C. 3311] 

Title V: Regulation of Lobbying. Raises the 
minimum expenditures required to be reported by 
lobbyists from $10 to $50. Transfers the 
administration of the Federal Regulation of 
Lobbying Act from the Clerk of the House of 
Representatives and the Secretary of the Senate to 
the Comptroller General of the United States. 
Permits a lobbyist to report only the proportionate 
part of any expenditure or contribution used or made 
for lobbying purposes and to omit the proportionate 
part used or made for other purposes, except that if 
the relative proportions cannot be ascertained with 
reasonable certainty, such statements shall show 
total receipts and expenditures together with an 
estimate by the lobbyist of the proportions for each 
purpose. Requires the Comptroller General to 
preserve lobbyists’ statements of contributions and 
expenditures for five years (now two). Changes the 
legal standard for determining whether lobbying 
regulations are applicable to a person from "the 
principal purpose" to influence legislation to "a 
substantial purpose" to influence legislation. 
Requires a lobbyist employed on a contingent fee 
basis to furnish particulars of the fee arrangement 
(including the event upon the occurrence of which 
the fee is contingent and the amount of the fee) to 
the Comptroller General. Requires lobbyists to 
include in their quarterly reports to the 
Comptroller General the names of broadcasting 
stations from which they have caused to be broadcast 
any editorials or advertisements connected with 
their work (now covers publications only). Permits 
a lobbyist who has’ terminated his lobbying 
activities to furnish written notice thereof to the 
Comptroller General and thereby to terminate his 
registration as a lobbyist. 

Directs the Comptroller General _ to: (1) 
prescribe forms and regulations for its 
administration; (2) make available for public 
inspection all reports and statements filed under 
the Act; (3) assure complete compliance with the 
Act in terms of both the persons required to file 
and the content of the statements filed; (4) refer 
to the Department of Justice for appropriate action 
any violation of the Act; (5) make such studies and 
recommendations as he deems appropriate to further 
the objectives of the Act; (6) to retain and make 
public for five years reports and statements filed 
under the Act; and (7) make an annual report to 
Congress on the Administration of the Act. 

Title VI: Effective Dates. Provides effective 
dates for the provisions of this Act ranging from 
the thirteenth day after enactment to January 1, 
1969,

to render direct assistance to, and to perform 
special services for the Inaugural Committee during 
the inaugural period for the inauguration of the 
President of the United States.

Higher Education Funding Act - Authorizes an 
income deduction for reasonable amounts contributed 
to a qualified higher education fund established by 
the taxpayer for the purpose of funding the higher 
education of his dependents.

Occupational Safety and Health Act - Requires 
every private employer in a business affecting 
interstate commerce to furnish safe and healthful 
working conditions for his employees. Directs the 
Secretary of Labor, after appropriate consultation 
with other Federal agencies, to establish by rule or 
regulation, mandatory safety and health standards 
applicable to such businesses; and authorizes the 
Secretary to enforce the standards of the Act by 
making inspections and investigations of premises 
and if he finds a violation of the Act he or his 
representative may: (1) hold a hearing which may 
culminate in the issuance of an order by the 
Secretary to correct or remove the violations; (2) 








may immediately issue an administrative cease and 
desist order in the case of any violation which may 
result in imminent harm to safety and health of 
workers; and (3) go immediately to the district 
court to seek an injunction where he finds 
conditions or business practices unsafe. 

Provides for a civil penalty of up to $1,000 
for each violation which shall be assessed and 
collected by the Secretary of Labor and directs that 
it will be a misdemeanor to willfully violate the 
Act's provisions and a felony to use force against 
any person engaged in enforcement activities under 
the Act. 

Provides that the Secretary of Labor is not 
authorized to regulate working conditions of 
employees where another Federal agency has statutory 
authority to prescribe safety regulations; but to 
coordinate the occupational safety and health 
activities of all Federal agencies. 

Encourages the States to assume regulation, 
permits the Secretary to decline jurisdiction in 
matters governed by State law where he finds the 
State law would carry out objectives of the Act. 

Requires that each Federal contract or one 
involving Federal assistance contain requirements 
that the work be performed under safety standards 
set under the Act, and the Secretary of Labor may 
declare any person who violates the Act ineligible 
to receive contracts and may recommend to a 
contracting agency that a contract be cancelled, 
terminated, or suspended where a contractor or 
subcontractor does not comply with his order. 

Provides that these provision relating to 
Government contracts shall not apply to contracts 
performed outside the United States, and that 
nothing in the Act shall be construed as _ repealing 
or modifying other Federal laws prescribing safety 
and health requirements, 

Provides for research, demonstrations, and 
experiments relating to occupational safety and 
health, and authorizes the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare to conduct these activities, 
and to develop criteria so as to enable the 
Secretary of Labor to formulate the occupational 
safety and health standards, and to arrange for the 


conduct of studies by public and private 
organizations, 
Directs the Secretary of HEW to conduct 


directly or by grants or contracts educational 
programs to carry out purposes of the Act. 
Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to provide either 
directly or by grants or contracts short-term 
training to up-date skills of the personnel already 
engaged in occupational safety and health work. 
Provides for grants to the States to assist 
them in identifying their needs and responsibilities 
in the area of occupational safety and health and to 
develop plans for: (1) establishing systems for the 
collection of information on the nature and 
frequency of occupational injuries and diseases; (2) 
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increasing the expertise and enforcement 
capabilities of personnel engaged in occupational 
safety and health programs; and (3) improving the 
administration and enforcement of State occupational 
safety and health laws. 

Authorizes the Federal financing of the grant 
programs up to ninety percent of their cost and 
gives the Comptroller General express auditing 
authority dealing with the grant programs. 

Provides that no record or determination of any 
administration proceedings under the Act can be made 
available to any third party or used in evidence in 
any civil action, and trade secrets are also made 
confidential. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to appoint 
advisory committee and to use, with or without pay, 
the services, facilities and employees of Federal 
and State agencies, and to employ outside experts 
and consultants, and to delegate his authority to 
conduct inspections and investigations under the Act 
to either Federal or State agencies. 

Requires the Secretary of Labor and the 
Secretary of HEW to submit once every two years, a 
joint report to the President for transmittal to 
Congress on the progress being made in the field of 
occupational safety and health including with it 
needs and recommendations.

State Firearms Control Assistance Act - Makes 
it unlawful: (1) for any person, except a licensed 
importer, licensed manufacturer, or licensed dealer, 
to engage in the business of importing, 
manufacturing, or dealing in firearms, ammunition, 
or in the course of such business to ship, 
transport, or receive any firearm or ammunition in 
interstate or foreign commerce; (2) for any 
importer, manufacturer, or dealer licensed under 
this Act to ship or transport in interstate or 
foreign commerce, any firearm or ammunition to any 
person other than a licensed importer, licensed 
manufacturer, or licensed dealer; (3) for any 
person, except a licensed importer, licensed 
manufacturer, or licensed dealer to transport into 
or receive in the State where he resides any firearm 
purchased or otherwise obtained outside that State; 
(4) for any person except a licensed import, 
manufacturer,or dealer to transport in interstate or 
foreign commerce any destructive device, machine 
gun, short-barreled shotgun, or short-barreled 
rifle, except as specifically authorized by the 
Secretary of the Treasury; (5) for any person, 
except a licensed importer, manufacturer, or dealer, 
to transfer, sell, trade, give, transport, or 
deliver any firearm to any unauthorized person who 
the transferor knows or has reasonable cause to know 
resides outside the State in which the transferor 
lives or in which his business is located; and (6) 
for any unauthorized person to knowingly make any 
false or fictitious oral or written statement or to 
furnish or exhibit any false or fictitious or 
misrepresented identification, intended to deceive 
an importer, manufacturer, or dealer with respect to 
any fact material to the lawfulness of the sale of 
such firearm or ammunition. 

Makes it unlawful for any licensed importer, 
licensed manufacturer, or licensed dealer to sell or 
deliver: (1) any firearm or ammunition to any 
individual who the licensee knows or has reasonable 
cause to believe is less than 18 years of age and, 
if the firearm or ammunition is other than a shotgun 
or rifle, or ammunition for a shotgun or rifle, to 
any individual less than 21 years of age; (2) any 
firearm or ammunition to any person in any State 
where the purchase or possession by such person of 
them would be in violation of any State or local law 
applicable at the place of sale, delivery, or other 
disposition, unless the licensee knows or reasonably 
believes that the purchase or possession would not 
be in violation of such law; (3) any firearm to any 
person who the licensee knows or reasonably believes 
resides out of State or to a corporation or business 
that does not maintain a place of business within 
the State of the licensee; (4) to any person any 
destructive device, machine gun, short-barreled 
shotgun, or short-barreled rifle, except 
specifically authorized by the Secretary of the 
Treasury ; (5) any firearm or ammunition to any 
person unless the licensee notes in his records the 
mame, age, and place of residence of such person if 
the person is an individual, or the identity and 
principal and local places of business of the person 
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is a corporation or business entity. 

Makes it unlawful: (1) for any licensed 
importer, licensed manufacturer, or licensed dealer 
to sell or dispose of firearms or ammunition to any 
person known to be a fugitive from justice or who 
is under indictment or who is under indictment or 
been convicted of a crime punishable by imprisonment 
for a term in excess of a year; (2) for any person 
to deliver or cause to be delivered to a common or 
contract carrier for shipment in interstate or 
foreign commerce to an unlicensed person, any 
package or container in which there is any firearm 
or ammunition without written notice to the carrier 
that such firearm or ammunition is being 
transported; (3) for any common or contract carrier 
to transport or deliver in interestate or foreign 
commerce any firearm or ammunition with knowledge or 
reasonable cause to believe that to do so, would be 
a violation of the provisions of this Act; (4) for 
any person who is under indictment, has been 
convicted of a felony, or is a fugitive from justice 
to ship or transport any firearm or ammunition in 
interstate or foreign commerce; (5) for any person 
under indictment, or has been convicted of a felony, 
or who is a fugitive from justice, to receive any 
firearm or ammunition which has been shipped or 
transported in interstate or foreign commerce; (6) 
for any person to knowingly transport or ship stolen 
firearms or ammuniton; (7) for any person’ to 
receive, store, barter, sell, dispose of, or accept 
as security for a loan, any stolen firearm or 
ammunition related to interstate or foreign 
commerce, knowing or having reasonable cause to 
believe the same to have been stolen; (8) for any 
person to knowingly transport, ship or receive in 
interstate or foreign commerce, any firearm on which 
the serial number has been removed, obliterated or 
altered; (9) for any person to knowingly import or 
receive as imports into the United States or its 
possessions any firearm or ammunition other than by 
the provisions of this Act; and (10) for any 
licensed importer, licensed manufacturer, or 
licensed dealer knowingly to make any false entry 
in, or to fail to make the appropriate entry in, or 
to fail to properly maintain, any record which is 
required by this Act. 

Requires that no person shall engage in 
business as a firearms or ammunition importer, 
manufacturer, or dealer without a license which is 
issued by the Secretary of the Treasury after a 
proper application has been filed and the prescribed 
fee has been paid. The fees vary according to the 
firearm being manufactured, imported, or sold. 

Denies licenses to applicants: (1) under 21 
years of age; (2) prohibited by this Act from 
transporting, shipping or receiving firearms or 
ammunition in interstate or foreign commerce; (3) 
who have violated any of the provisions of this Act; 
(4) who willfully fail to disclose required 
information or make false statements in their 
applications; and (5) who do not have or intend to 
have business premises in a State or possession, 

Requires that each licensed importer, licensed 
manufacturer, and licensed dealer shall maintain 
records of importation, production, shipment, 
reciept, and sale or other disposition of firearms 








and ammunition as prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Such records may be examined at any time 
by the Secretary or his delegates and may be made 
available to the States, or possessions, or any 
political subdivision of them. 

Requires that the licenses be kept available on 
the business premises and that all licensed importer 
and manufacturers identify each firearm as 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Imposes a $5,000 fine and/or five years 
imprisonment: for violating any provisions of this 
Act and a $10,000 fine and/or ten years imprisonment 
for shipping, transporting, or receiving firearms 
or ammunition in interstate or foreign commerce with 
the intent to commit a felony or with reasonable 
knowledge that such a felony is to be committed. 

Authorizes the seizure and forfeiture of any 
firearm or ammunition involved in any violation of 
the provisions of this Act or in any violation of 
any criminal law of the United States. 

Exempts the United States or any of its 
agencies or departments and the States and 
possessions and any political subdivision of such, 
from the provisions of this Act concerning shipment, 
transportation, receipt, or importation and use of 
firearms and ammunition. 

Establishes various methods by which relief may 
be had from certain provisions of this Act. 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to 
prescribe such rules and regulations as he deems 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

Negates any intention on the part of Congress 
to occupy exclusively this field of regulation 
unless there is a direct and positive conflict 
between a provision of this Act and a law of a 
State or possession so that the two cannot be 
reconciled or stand together. 

Provides that this Act shall be effective 180 
days after the date of enactment of this Act. 

Includes within the provision of the Omibus 
Crime Control and Safe Streets Act the requirement 
that before a firearm can be transferred the 
following information must be furnished: (a) the 
name, age, address, and social security number of 
transferor and transferee; and (b) the name of the 
manufacturer, the gage, model, and the serial number 
of the firearm,

Sets forth the 
manner in which service of notice shall be made upon 
contestee, 

Directs the contestee, upon whom notice of 
contest is served, to answer within thirty days to 
admit or deny the averments of the contestant.

used by the contestee,. 

Requires that every paper shall be served upon 
the attorney representing the party or, if no 
attorney, upon the party himself. Requires that all 
papers after the notice of contest to be filed with 
the Clerk of the House of Representatives either 
before service or within a reasonable time 
thereafter. Directs that all papers’ filed 
subsequent to the notice of contest to be 
accompanied by proof of service showing the time and 
manner of service. 

Provides that any failure of the contestee to 
answer the notice of the contestant shall not be 
deemed as an admission of the averments. Provides 
that the burden is upon the contestant to prove the 
election results are in his favor. 

Allows either party to take the testimony of 
any person for the purpose of discovery or for use 
as evidence in the contested election case. Allows 
either party to examine witnesses regarding any 
manner which is relevant to the subject matter. 
Provides for the order in which the parties may take 
testimony. 

Requires the party that desires to take the 
deposition of any person upon oral examination to 
serve written notice upon the other party not later 
than two days before the date of the examination. 

Provides that a clerk of the United States 
district court or a judge may issue a subpena for 
attendance. Provides that anyone who is subpenaed 
and defaults shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
punishable by fine not more than $100. 

Requires the Committee on House Administration 
to hear contested election cases and to take into 
consideration papers, depositions, and exhibits 
filed with the Clerk of the House of 
Representatives. 

Sets down the procedure for filing pleadings, 
motions, depositions, and briefs. Establishes rules 
to compute any period of time prescribed by this 
Act. Allows the Committee on House Administration 
to reimburse any party for reasonable expenses of 
the contested election case, 

Provides that the provisions and the Repeals 
made by this Act shall apply after the date of the 
enactment of the Act.

programs. Gives the Commission powers to carry out 
the objectives of this Act. 

Provides the appointment of a director and 
staff to aid the Commission. 

Requires the Commission to submit a report to 
each House of Congress and to the President by 
January 1, 1969.

Federal Gun Registration and Licensing Act - 


Title I - Registration of Firearms. Makes it 


unlawful to possess a firearm not registered as 
provided by this Act. Requires a purchaser of a 
firearm to complete and file with the Secretary of 
the Treasury an application for the registration of 
the firearm, 

Authorizes the Secretary to prescribe the form 
for such applications, and sets forth the pertinent 
data to be supplied on the forms. Sets the fee for 
the original application at $l. 

Provides that a registrant of a firearm who 
sells the firearm shall return to the Secretary his 
certificate of registration. Requires the purchaser 
of a firearm to note the number of the seller's 
certificate on his application. 

Prohibits licensed dealers from: (1) receiving 
firearms by way of pledge or pawn without the 
certificate and (2) selling ammunition without 
requiring the purchaser to exhibit his certificate. 

Requires the possessor of a firearm to notify 
the Secretary within ten days of loss, theft, or 
destruction to the firearm. 

Sets forth a penalty for violation of this Act 
at a maximum of two years imprisonment and/or up to 
$2,000 fine. Provides that anyone who supplies 
false information pursuant to this Act shall be 
fined up to $10,000 and/or imprisoned up to five 
years. 

Authorizes the Secretary to pay reasonable 
value for firearms relinquished to hin. Authorizes 
the Secretary to promulgate rules and regulations to 
carry out this Act. 

Title II - Licensing. Requires the Secretary 
to determine which States have adopted adequate 
permit systems for the possession of firearms, and 
sets forth specific requirements for an adequate 
permit system, 

Makes it unlawful to transfer any firearm or 
ammunition to any person other than a person who has 
a valid permit. 

Sets forth a list of qualification which must 








be met before a licensed dealer shall issue a 
Federal gun license. Provides that such a license 
shall cost $1 and be valid for a period of up to 
three years. Requires dealers to maintain records 
of all licenses issued by him. 

Title IIIl - Firearms Tax Receipts. Provides 
that up to eight percent of the firearms tax 
receipts may be used to cover expenses incurred 
pursuant to specific provisions of the Migratory 
Bird Conservation Act and that this may be 
apportioned to the State fish and game departments. 

Sets forth a method for apportioning the 
remaining revenue to the States. 

Title IV - General Provisions. Provides that 
each provision of this Act is separable from the 
other. Allows the States to legislate in the field 
(firearms).

Gives the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commission powers to 
issue orders requiring those found to be _ in 
violation of this title to cease and desist from 
such practices and to take affirmative action to 
correct the effects of these practices, 

Provides for the appointment of a General 
Counsel of the Commission appointed by the President 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate to 
supervise all attorneys employed by the Commission, 
with respect to prosecution of violations of this 
Act and with respect to unlawful employment 
practices. 

Allows the Commission to award damages to 
aggrieved individuals, and provides for review in 
the appropriate U.S. district court of _ the 
Commission's findings. 

Title IV. Family Allowances - Authorizes the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare to pay 
an allowance of $10 per month to each eligible child 
for the maintenance, care, training, education, and 
advancement of the child. Provides that the 
allowance is contingent on the child's regular 
school attendance as required by the law of the 
State or local community. 

Sets forth a system of penalties for persons 
who knowingly violate this title, and sets the 
statute of limitations at three years from the 
commission of the offense. 

Authorizes the Secretary to prescribe 
regulations to carry out this title. Authorizes an 
appropriation of $8,600,000,000 to carry out the 
provisions of this title for fiscal year 1968 and 
for subsequent fiscal years the same sum increased 
by $50 million until July 1, 1977, wherein $9 
billion is appropriated per fiscal year. 

Title V. Adequate Housing Opportunity - 
Authorizes 300,000 additional public housing units 
per year for the next ten years under the U.S. 
Housing Act by increasing the appropriations under 
such Act. Authorizes 200,000 additional housing 
units under the rent supplements program of the 
Housing and Urban Development Act by increasing the 
appropriations under such Act. 

Makes permanent the multiunit housing program 
under the National Housing Act, and authorizes an 
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increase in the Presidential special assistance 
funds to finance an additional 150,000 housing units 
every years for the next ten years. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development to insure mortgage financing of 
individual family units under this title. Allows 
the Secretary to make 150,000 additional rehabili- 
tation grants and loans to low and moderate income 
homeowners in designated areas. Allows’ the 
Secretary to assist 100,000 low and moderate income 
families per year for the next ten years by making 
assistance payments on behalf of such persons to 
mortgagors. 

Provides financial and technical assistance to 
sponsors of low and moderate income housing. 

Title VI. Fair Housing - Makes it unlawful to 
discriminate in housing practices due to race, 
color, religion, or national origin. Establishes a 
National Fair Housing Board to investigate possible 
violations of this title and to make determinations 
and awards for violations. Provides for the 
appointment of a General Counsel of the Board 
appointed by the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate to supervise all attorneys 
employed by the Board with respect to prosecution of 
violations of the Fair Housing provisions of this 
Act. Provides for review of the Board's 
determinations by the appropriate U.S. district 
court. 

Provides that federally insured lending 
institutions shall require legally enforceable 
assurance that applicants for a loan are not in 
violation of this title. 

Title VII. More Effective Schools - Makes 
available grants to local educational agencies for 
planning and implementing programs for more 
effective schools in areas of high concentrations of 
children from low-income families. Sets forth 
requirements to be met for Federal assistance under 
this title. Authorizes appropriations of $1 billion 
for fiscal year 1968 and for each subsequent fiscal 
year increased by annual increments of $500 million 
through 1975, and thereafter until 1977 the sum of 
$5 billion. 

Title VIII. Equal Postsecondary Educational 
Opportunity - Requires the Commissioner of Education 
to establish and administer a program of long-term 
low interest to students in postsecondary 
educational institutions regardless of financial 
status. 

Allows loans for educational expenses and 
reasonable living expenses up to a maximum rate of 
$4,000 per academic year for a maximum of five 
academic years with the maximum total amount loaned 
during the entire time of enrollment set at $15,000. 

Provides that fifty percent of any loan plus 
interest shall be cancelled for service as a full- 
time teacher in an elementary or secondary school of 
the National Defense Education Act. Allows ten 
percent for each year of service. Provides that 100 
percent of such loans plus interest shall be 
cancelled for service as a full-time teacher in (1) 
school of high concentrations for low-income 
families or (2) a program of special training to 
combat poverty, unemployment, and cultural 
disadvantages. Allows twenty percent for each year

Increases the Federal matching share for higher 
educational facilities and community colleges under 
the Higher Education Facilities Act. 

Authorizes appropriations of $1 billion for 
fiscal 1968 and for subsequent fiscal years 
increased by annual increments of $500 million 
through 1976, and thereafter $5 billion,

Requires the Secretary to determine: (1) the 
value of all peanut marketing certificates, and (2) 
the recommended acreage of peanuts to be harvested. 
Sets forth provisions within which the Secretary 
must adhere in making such determinations. 

Authorizes the Secretary to promulgate 
regulations pertaining to marketing certificates. 

Requires all persons engaged in the cleaning in 
shell or shelling of farmers stock peanuts to 
acquire peanut marketing certificates. 

Authorizes the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
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buy and sell marketing certificates. 

Requires any perrson purchasing, selling, or 
otherwise dealing in peanuts or in peanut marketing 
certificates to keep records and make reports to the 
Secretary in such manner as he may prescribe.

Provides that anyone who transports in 
interstate or foreign commerce a firearm and uses it 
in the commission of a crime shall be imprisoned for 
the first crime for a period not less than twenty 
years and no part of such a sentence shall be 
suspended nor shall any person so convicted be 
paroled.

The Single Persons’ Tax Reform Bill - Extends 
the head of household benefits under the Internal 
Revenue Code to all unremarried widows and widowers 
and to all individuals who have attained the age of 
thirty and who have never been married or who have 
been separated or divorced before the close of the 
taxable year. [Amends 26 U.S.C. 1(b)]

Makes additional immigrant visas available for 
immigrants from any foreign state which had less 
than three-fourths of average annual number of visas 
under the quota system during the ten-fiscal-years 
beginning July 1, 1955. 

Directs that the additional number of visas be 
equal to the difference between the number of visas 
made to them and the average made to other 
immigrants under the quota system, but limits the 
total number of visas to any foreign state to 10,000 
in any fiscal year. 

Directs the allocation of the additional visas.

Makes various increases of the Federal income 
tax credit allowed for retirement income, [Amends 
26 U.S.C. 37(d)(1)) 


H, R, 18328, Mr. Dingell; 7/3/68 (Int. & For. Com.) 


Requires that any recording of any song or 
other verbal material set to music which is sold in 
interstate commerce be accompanied by a printed copy 
of the words thereto. Provides criminal penalties 
of not more than $10,000 fine and/or one 
imprisonment for violations.

Excludes from the limitation of immigrants 
allowed under Public Law 89-236 aliens who may apply 
as Cuban refugees for adjustment of status in the 
United States under Public Law 89-750.

Incorporates the Catholic War Veterans of 
America. 


H, R, 18331. Mr. Fuqua; 7/3/68 (P. 0. & C. S.). 


Allows mailable periodical publications of 
State Departments of Agriculture to be mailed at 
"“within-county-of-publication" postal rates. 
[Amends 39 U.S.C. 4356] 


H, R. 18332. Mr. Gurney; 7/3/68 (Jud.). 


Provides that whoever during the commission of 
any robbery, assault, murder, rape, burglary, 
kidnaping, or any homicide (other than involuntary 
manslaughter), uses or carries any firearm shall be 
imprisoned: (1) in case of first offense, for not 
less than ten years; (2) in case of second or more 
offense, for not less than 25 years. 

H. R. 18333. Mr. Kyl; 7/3/68 (Int. & Ins. Aff.). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
study the feasibility and desirability of 
establishing an Upper Mississippi Valley National 
Recreation Area between Wood River, Illinois, and 
Minneapolis, Minnesota.

Provides that visa numbers determined and 
proclaimed by the Secretary of State but not issued 
shall be transferred to an immigration pool.

National Cemeteries Act - Establishes in the 
Veterans’ Administration a national cemetery system 
consisting of all cemeteries of the United States in 
which veterans of any war or conflict or of service 
in the Armed Forces are or may be buried. 

Establishes an eleven-man Commission on 
American Battle Monuments and National Cemeteries 
which shall make reports and recommendations to the 
President concerning the administration of the 
National Cemetery System, the selection of cemetery 
sites, and the erection of appropriate memorials and 
monuments. 

Directs the Veterans’ Administration to conduct 
a study of the planning criteria applicable to 
national cemeteries. 

Specifies who is eligible to be buried in 
National cemeteries and sets aside plots for 
memorials for servicemen missing in action. 

Specifies who is eligible for interment in 
Overseas cemeteries and authorizes the Administrator 
to make all. rules and regulations and conduct 
whatever business necessary to establish and 
maintain such cemeteries, 

Authorizes the Administrator to dispose of 
inactive cemeteries, to acquire land for cemeteries, 
and to accept and maintain suitable memorials for 
the beautification of such cemeteries. 

Prescribes a penalty for defacing cemeteries of 
not less than $25 or more than $100 or imprisonment 
for not less than 15 days or more than 60 days. 

Designates when the Administration shall 
furnish headstones and markers for unmarked graves. 

Repeals numerous provisions of law except with 
respect to rights and duties that matured, 
penalties, liabilities, and forfeitures that were 
incurred and proceedings that were begun, before 
the effective date of this Act, which deal with 
National Cemeteries and monuments.

Hospital and Medical Facilities Construction 
and Modernization Assistance Amendments - Increases 
appropriations under title VI of the Public Health 
Service Act and extends the period of such 
appropriations for an additional four fiscal years 
through fiscal year 1973. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HEW to make loans 
to public and private nonprofit agencies of up to 
ninety percent of the cost of modernization of 
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hospitals and other health facilities, to be 
allotted to the States on the basis of relative 
need, 

Sets a limit on the total amount of loans which 
may remain outstanding for each fiscal year. 

Provides that modernization loans shall: (1) 
be repayable in equal monthly installments over a 
maximum 25-year period, (2) bear interest at the 
rate of 3 percent per annum, and (3) be secured by a 
mortgage or deed of trust on the facility with 
respect to which the loan is made. 

Creates within the Treasury a é separate 
revolving loan fund as an additional source for 
loans for modernization of hospital and other health 
facilities. 

Coordinates the provisions of this Act with the 
Federal National Mortgage Association Charter Act.

Provides for the continuation of authority to 
develop American-flag carriers and promote the 
foreign commerce of the United States through the 
use of mobile trade fairs by extending and 
increasing the authorization of appropriations for 
such purposes. [Amends 46 U.S.C. 1122b(c)] 


H, R. 18341. Mr. Herlong et al.; 7/3/68 
(Ways & Means). 


Fair International Trade Act - Requires the 
U.S. Tariff Commission upon the request of the 
President, upon resolution of the Committee on 
Finance of the Senate or the Committee on Ways and 
Means of the House of Representatives, upon its own 
motion, or upon the filing of a petition by a_ trade 
association, a national labor union, or an interest 
party, to investigate and make a determination as to 
whether increased quantities of imports are a 
factor contributing to the economic impairment of a 
domestic industry. Requires the Tariff Commission 
upon an affirmative finding to certify a ceiling on 
such imports to the President who shall proclaim an 
import ceiling up to five years on such import. 

Sets forth conditions which the _ Tariff 
Commission must use in determining ceilings on 
imports.

Permits a person enforcing the law against 
interstate transportation of stolen vehicles to stop 
a motor vehicle to inspect the serial number of its 
body and motor if he has reason to suspect that the 
motor vehicle has been stolen. {Adds 18 U.S.C. 
2312(b) ] 


H. R. 18343. Mr. McDonald (Mich.); 7/3/68 (Jud.). 


Authorizes the issuance of a search warrant to 
search for and seize any property that may 
constitute evidence of the offense in connection 
with which the warrant is issued. [Adds 18 U.S.C. 
3103a) 


H. R. 18344, Mr. McDonald (Mich.); 7/3/68 (Jud.). 


Makes it a crime to invest intentionally 
unreported income in any business enterprise 
affecting interstate or foreign commerce. 

Sets forth a penalty of a maximum fine of 
$50,000 and/or imprisonment of up to two years. 
{Amends 15 U.S.C. 1] 


H, R. 18345. Mr. McDonald (Mich.); 7/3/68 (Jud.). 


Criminal Activities Profit Act - States that 
any person who has received any income directly or 
indirectly from any criminal activity and invests it 
in business which affects interstate and foreign 
commerce shall be guilty of a felony and fine not 
more than $10,000 and/or imprisoned not more than 
ten years. 

Authorizes the United States attorneys under 
the direction of the Attorney General to institute 
proceedings to prevent such violations. 

Provides that any person who is injured in his 
business or property by such criminal activities to 
be able to institute a civil action in a district 
court of the United States and recover threefold the 
damages sustained by him. 

Asserts that any final judgment in a civil or 
criminal proceeding shall be a prima facie evidence 
against the defendant in any action brought by any 
other party. 

Provides that venue may be brought in any 
district court in which the person resides, is 
found, or has an agent. Allows the Attorney General 
to file with the clerk of a district court a 
certificate stating that a certain case is of public 
importance in order to expedite the case, 

Allows hearings and proceedings to be open to 
the public. Provides that every civil action 
instituted by the United States and granted a final 
judgment in a district court may be appealed only to 
the Supreme Court.

Provides that following procedures for the 
investigative detention and search of persons 
suspected of involvement in, or knowledge of Federal 
crimes. 

Allows a Federal law enforcement officer to

is about to commit a crime, or has knowledge of 
material facts which may aid in the prevention, 
detection, or investigation of a crime. Allows the 
officer to conduct a limited interrogation, which 
includes asking such person to relate any material 
facts relating to the crime in question. 

Allows an officer to use such force as may be 
reasonably necessary under the circumstances to stop 
and detain any person. 

Allows an officer to request any such person to 
cooperate voluntarily, but only if the officer 
effectively advises such person that he is free to 
terminate such cooperation at any time, 

Allows an officer to make a pat down search of 
such person and a search of the area within the 
immediate reach of such person as may be necessary 
to protect himself or others in the vicinity. 
Allows him to seize dangerous weapons discovered in 
this search. But, if the officer has probable cause 
to believe that such person has committed or is 
committing a crime, the officer may search such 
person and may seize whatever evidence is found. 

Provides that any evidence obtained lawfully, 
as provided within the provisions of this Act, shall 
be admissible in any U.S. court. Provides further, 
that any voluntary statement shall be admissible and 
shall not be deemed involuntary as a matter of law 
because the officer did not advise the person who 
made the statements of whatever rights he might have 
under the Constitution and the laws of the United 
States. 

Defines the term “reason to suspect" to mean 
that degree of certainty, less than probability and 
more than intuition or impulse, which a _ reasonable 
law enforcement officer would have under all the 
circumstances before he interfered with a person's 
liberty in the conscientious performance of his 
duties to prevent, detect, and investigate crime and 
to preserve law and order in the community.

Creates a Joint Congressional Committee on 
Organized Crime. Eight members are to be appointed 
by the Speaker of the House from Members of the 
House and eight members appointed from Members of 
the Senate by the President of the Senate. 

Directs the Joint Committee to make a 
continuing investigation and study of all aspects of 
crime in the United States and the effects and 
relationship of international organized crime on 
organized criminal activity within the United 
States. Grants the Committee subpena powers, etc.

Establishes a fifteen-member Advisory 
Commission on Air Traffic Control, to be appointed 
by the Secretary of Transportation, to make a 
comprehensive study of air traffic control and the 
duties and responsibilities of air traffic 
controllers, including: (1) a determination of the 
best definition of "workloads" of air traffic 








controllers and “high density" airport facilities; 
(2) a review and recommendations concerning air 
traffic control personnel standards and practices;

Vocational Educational Amendments - Increases 
the authorized appropriations for grants to States 
for vocational education to $355 million for fiscal

authorization is $225 million. 

Reauthorizes the work-study provision by 
appropriating $35 million for each of fiscal years, 
1969 and 1970, and only such sums as Congress may 


appropriate. Allows State-wide matching of Federal 
funds and eliminates matching by separate 
categories. 


Requires that 25 percent of new appropriations 
under State grant provision be used by the States 
for programs for the academically, socially, 
economically, physically and culturally 
disadvantaged, These funds are to be concentrated 
primarily in large cities and poor rural areas, 

Provides that ten percent of appropriations be 
used by the Commissioner of Education for grants or 
contracts with universities and private and public 
agencies and for contracts and grants approved by 
the bureau administering the vocational program and 
for contracts and grants to State research units. 

Requires that States create advisory councils 
to evaluate State programs and advise State boards 
of vocational education on promulgation of State 
plans. Further requires that States submit to the 
Commissioner annual and five year State plans 
showing projected development of vocational 
education within the States. 

Creates and makes appropriations for the 
following new programs: (1) exemplary programs to 
familiarize students with types of and requirements 
for various occupations; (2) programs to aid 
disadvantaged in areas where there is a high rate of 
school drop-outs and youth unemployment; (3) 
cooperative work-study programs where equal number 
of hours will be spent on-the-job training and in 
classroom instruction; (4) residential vocational

educational facilities to expand and to create job 
opportunities; (5) leadership training programs to 
award fellowships to administrators, teachers, and 
researchers and to organize exchange programs and 
training institutes; (6) construction of residential 
vocational education schools and dormitories; (7) 
National Advisory Council to review administration 
and preparation of vocational education programs and 
to make annual reports; and (8) a study of the 
existing Job Corps facilities and programs and how 
they might be used in conjunction with the programs 
of this Act.

Immigration and Nationality Act - Establishes a 
five-member Board of Visa Appeals as an independent 
office within the Bureau of Security and Consular 
Affairs of the Department of State, members, to be 
appointed by the Secretary of “State. Gives the 
Board jurisdiction to review the denial revocation 
of an immigrant visa of a _ relative of a United 
States citizen or permanent resident alien, upon 
the petition of such citizen or alien. Makes the 
Board's decision final. 

Gives parents of permanent resident aliens 
second preference status. (Currently covered by 
this preference are spouses and unmarried sons or 
unmarried daughters of such aliens). 

Removes refugees from seventh preference status 
and makes available to the following specified 
groups of aliens, not currently requiring labor 
certification, some 10,200 immigrant visas annually 
on a first-come - first-served basis: (1) those who 
are engaged solely or principally by a religious 
denomination and seek admission to the United States 
to perform duties to carry out the objectives of 
such denomination; (2) retired persons; (3) private 
investors; and (4) fiancees of of U.S. citizens and 
permanent resident aliens. (Such aliens currently 
enter the United States on a nonpreference basis.) 

Establishes a new provision for the admission 
of refugees from all over the world. (A refugee is 
defined as one who has fled from a Communist- 
dominated country or area, or has fled from any 
country and is unwilling to return “due to well- 
founded fear of persecution, or danger to his life 
or civil liberties"; or has been uprooted by natural 
calamity or military operations and is unable to 
return to his usual abode.) This provision: (1) 
provides 12,000 immigrant visas annually’ to 


qualified refugees throught the world, 
notwithstanding any numerical limitations of 
current law; (2) specifically authorizes the 


Attorney General to parole into the United States 
under Sec, 212(d)(5) of the basic immigration 
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statute, alien refugees, if such is deemed to be in 
the public interest of the United States; and (3) 
provides a permanent authority to adjust the status 
of refugee parolees to that of permanent residence. 

Provides adjustment of status, in cases of 
exceptional hardship, for natives of Western 
Hemisphere countries. 

, Establishes a new statute of limitation which 
prevents the deportation: (1) of aliens lawfully 
admitted to the U.S. for permanent residence solely 
by reason of any conduct or conditions which 
occurred or existed ten years prior to the 
institution of deportation proceedings; (2) of 
aliens lawfully admitted to the U.S. for permanent 
residence if such aliens entered the U.S. prior to 
age fourteen and have resided in the U.S. for a 
period of ten years immediately preceding the insti- 
tution of deportation proceedings; and (3) of aliens 
lawfully admitted to the U.S. for permanent 
residence if such aliens have resided continuously 
within the U.S. for a _ period of at least twenty 
years immediately preceding the institution of 
deportation proceedings against him, (The Statute 
of Limitations will not apply to aliens who received 
their resident status illegally.) 

Facilitates the naturalization of: (1) persons 
over fifty years who have been living in the U.S. 
for at least twenty years; (2) permanent resident 
aliens employed overseas by an accredited American 
philanthropic organization, or the alien spouse of a 
U.S. citizen employed by such organization; (3) an 
alien child adopted by a U.S. citizen parent who is 
employed overseas by an _ accredited American 
philanthropic organization; and (4) permanent 
resident aliens serving with the Armed Forces during 
hostilities in Vietnam. 

Permits the derivative acquisition of 
citizenship by a minor child, through his parents’ 
naturalization, through eighteen years of age 
instead of sixteen as currently provided. 

Provides for the issuances of special immigrant 
visas to an applicant whose petition for admission 
was filed prior to December 1, 1965, the effective 
date of the Immigration Act of 1965. 

Provides that final hearings upon petitions for 
naturalization can be held as late as thirty days 
before a pending general election, rather than sixty 
days as currently provided. 

Eliminates the question of "Country of former 
nationality" from the naturalization certificate. 

Establishes a Select Commission on Nationality 
and Naturalization to make full and complete study 
and investigation of all matters relating to the 
policy and operation of Title III of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act; including, but not limited to, 
the effect of Federal judicial decisions in recent 
years on any of the provisions of such title and an 
analysis and evaluation of the fairness of the 
naturalization policy of the U.S. Provides that the 
Commission shall be composed of nine members--three 
from the Senate, three from the House and three 
appointed by the President--and shall file its final 
report one year following enactment of this bill. 
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H. R. 18370. Mr. Meskill; 7/8/68 (Jud.). 


Provides that any person who possesses a 
firearm during the commission of certain crimes 
shall receive the maximum sentence prescribed for 
such crime. [Adds 18 U.S.C. 3575]

(Ways & Means). 


Provides that camping equipment, professional 
equipment and tools of trade imported for their own 
use by non-residents sojourning temporarily in the 
United States be admitted free. Provides also for 
the free admission of ATA, ECS, and TIR Carnets.

Provides that any person who possess a firearm

the maximum sentence prescribed. [Adds 18 U.S.C. 
3575]

Fair Farm Price Achievement Act - Provides full 
parity price supports with respect to wheat, corn, 
barley, oats, rye, soybeans, flax, and grain 
sorghums, 

Allows a producer of such grains to qualify for 
incremental price support if he: (1) has reduced 











the acreage on his farm to not less than five 
percent below the acreage allotment for such’ grain 
which is in effect; (2) designates specifically the 
acreage withdrawn from production; (3) doesn't 
harvest any crop from, or graze, the acreage so 
designated; and (4) complies with such regulations 
as the Secretary of Agriculture determines desirable 
to carry out this Act. 

Limits the compensation for withdrawing acreage 
from production to $10 per acre per year for acreage 
of the highest assessed value. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
administer the various provisions of this Act and to 
prescribe such regulations as are necessary to carry 
out this Act, 

Limits the level of price support in the case 
of producers who do not qualify for incremental 
price support to sixty percent of the parity price 
if marketing quotas are in effect.

Defines the term "reason to suspect" to mean 
that degree of certainty, less than probability and 
more than intuition or impulse, which a _ reasonable 
law enforcement officer have under all the 
circumstances before he interfered with a person's 
liberty in the conscientious performance of his 
duties to prevent, detect, and investigate crime 
and to preserve law and order in the community.

Gun Crime Prevention Act - Requires the 
registration of every firearm now in the United 
States and all firearms produced in or imported into 
this country in the future, and the reregistration 
of a firearm each time it changes hands. Includes in 
the registration certificate the name, age, address, 
and social security number of the person owning, 
importing, transferring, or receiving a firearm, as 
well as, the name of the manufacturer, the caliber 
or gage, the model and the type, and the serial 
identification number of such a firearm. 

Requires that the loss or theft of any firearm 
be reported within thirty days after such loss or 
theft is discovered as prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

Requires that all persons have a license to 
possess a firearm or ammunition except for persons 
under 18 years of age when accompanied by his parent 
or guardian, who has a license or persons, who are 
in possession for a lawful purpose for a brief time 
subject to immediate termination upon demand of a 
person who claims legal title or rightful 
possession. 

Disqualifies from ownership of a firearm all: 
(1) persons under 16 years of age; (2) persons under 
18 years of age who do not have a State-issued 
certificate of satisfactory completion of a course 
in safety and hunting and in handling common hunting 
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firearms; (3) felons convicted within the previous 
ten years; (4) persons convicted of misdemeanors 
involving violence within the previous five years; 
(5) alcoholics; (6) drug addicts; (7) mentally 
incompetents; and (8) aliens who show no intention 
of becoming citizens. 

Requires a photograph and fingerprints of 
applicants for a license and provides a $10,000 fine 
and/or ten years imprisonment for the unlawful 
possession or use of a firearms licenses. 

Declares every firearm, importation of a 
firearm, or transfer of a firearm not registered in 
accordance with this Act as contraband and subject 
to seizure and forfeiture. 

Provides for the disposal of unwanted firearms 
with a compensation of reasonable value for such 
firearms provided by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Indicates that no provision of this Act is 
intended to preempt State gun laws and specifically 
provides that any State can preempt this Act by a 
State law equally as effective for the registration 
and licensing of firearms. 

Allows the Governor of States where’ the 
photography and fingerprint requirement would be 
impractical to apply for a waiver of either or both 
of these requirements. 

Imposes the following penalties: (1) a fine of 
not more than $10,000 and/or five years imprisonment 
for knowingly and willfully making a false statement 
on any registration certificate or firearms license 
application submitted under this Act; (2) a fine of 
not more than $1,000 and/or ten years imprisonment 
for possessing, transferring, or receiving any 
firearm or ammunition in violation of this Act or

Provides that a registrant of a firearm who 
sells the firearm shall return to the Secretary his 
certificate of registration. Requires the purchaser 
of a firearm to note the number of the seller's 
certificate on his application,

requiring the purchaser to exhibit his certificate. 

Requires the possessor of a firearm to notify 
the Secretary within ten days of loss, theft, or 
destruction to the firearm. 

Sets forth penalties for violation of this Act 
at a maximum of two years imprisonment and/or up to 
$2,000 fine. Provides that anyone who supplies false 
information pursuant to this Act shall be fined up 
to $10,000 and/or imprisoned up to five years. 

Authorizes the Secretary to pay reasonable 
value for firearms relinquished to him. Authorizes 
the Secretary to promulgate rules and regulations to 
carry out this Act. 

Title II - Licensing. Requires the Secretary 
to determine which States have adopted adequate 
permit systems for the possession of firearms, and 
sets forth specific requirements for an adequate 
permit system. 

Makes it unlawful to transfer any firearm or 
ammunition to any person other than a person who has 
a valid permit. 

Sets forth a list of qualifications which must 
be met before a licensed dealer shall issue a 
Federal gun license, Provides that such a license 
shall cost $1 and be valid for a period up to three 
years. Requires dealers to maintain records of all 
licenses issued by him. 

Title III - Firearms Tax Receipts. Provides 
that up to eight percent of the firearms tax 
receipts may be used to cover expenses incurred 
pursuant to specific provisions of the Migratory 
Bird Conservation Act and that this may be 
apportioned to the State fish and game departments. 

Sets forth a method for apportioning the 
remaining revenue to the States. 

Title IV - General Provisions, Provides that 
each provision of this Act is separable from the 
other. Allows to States the power to legislate in 
this field (firearms),

Community Development Corporation Act - 
Establishes community development corporations, 
community development banks, and supporting 


programs, 

Title I: National Community Development 
Corporation - Establishes the National Community 
Corporation Certification Board composed of five 
citizens of the United States to charter the 
national community development corporations. Grants 
the Board necessary powers, 

Provides for the appointment of a National 
Advisory Committee on Community Development composed 
of 25 members to advise the Board on policy matters 
in this Act. 

Requires the Board to make an annual report to 
the President on its activities and the programs of 
such corporations, 

Provides that a national community development 
corporation chartered pursuant to this title shall 
be organized by the people of an urban or rural 
community with no fewer than 5,000 residents 
sixteen years of age or older and no more than 
300,000 residents who are generally seeking the 
economic development, social well-being, and 
stability of their community area, 

Requires an initial balloting by shareholders 
of a national community development corporation to 
elect a board of directors and adopt bylaws with 
respect to shareholder balloting, method of 
electing directors, and other matters. 

Gives the board of directors managerial powers 
over the corporation. Sets the number of directors 
at nine for corporations with less than 25,000 
shareholders and provides for two additional 
directors for every 10,000 shareholders in excess of

25,000, 

Requires the first regularly elected board of 
directors to elect a business management board 
composed of nine members to manage the property and 
assets of the corporation. Requires members of the 
business management board to be residents of the 
community and shareholders. Requires meetings to be 
held within the community. 

Imposes a maximum fine of $5,000 and/or a 
maximum three years imprisonment in addition to 
forfeiture of shareholder rights for anyone 
receiving anything of value which may influence an 
official in performing his duties or may influence 
the commission of a fraud on the corporation, board, 
or United States. 

Gives the corporation power to issue shares of 
one class of stock with par value of $5 to resident 
natural persons sixteen years of age or older. 
Provides that shares shall be nontransferable and 
that a shareholder who ceases to be a resident of 
the community tend his share back to the corporation 
within twelve days to receive the par value of the 
stock, 

Requires the business management board to set 
aside from the taxable income each year 20-80 
percent of such funds for distribution by the board 
of directors in developing and implementing 
programs. Provides that the remaining funds may be 
used as working capital. 

Provides that a corporation which for five 
consecutive years has had a development index of 100 
or more may elect to be treated as a normal business 
corporation and may pay a cash dividend to its 
shareholders. 

Allows a corporation to amend its articles of 
incorporation at a_ special balloting of the 
shareholders. 

Requires each corporation to have a registered 
office or registered agent in any State which it 
exists to receive service of process on the 
corporation, 

Requires each corporation to keep records and 
make annual reports to the Board, Allows 
shareholders of record to examine records kept by 
the corporation. 

Provides that five or more natural persons may 
submit to the Board an application for a charter to 
form a corporation which shall contain the following 
documents: (1) a letter of intent; (2) articles of 
incorporation; (3) an organization certificate; and 
(4) such other documents as the Board may prescribe. 
Sets forth requirements that the various documents 
must meet to be acceptable by the Board. 

Requires that the proceeds of the sale of stock 
by the incorporators be put into an escrow account 
with any State or National bank willing to serve as 
escrow depository. 

Provides that following the issuance of a 
conditional charter a referendum where in at least 
fifteen percent of the residents must vote, shall be 
held in the corporation's proposed community to 
determine if the residents desire a national 
community development corporation and if more than 
one conditionally chartered corporation which 
corporation they prefer. Provides that if the 
referendum is favorable a final certificate of 
incorporation shall be issued. 
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Requires the Board upon issuance of conditional 
certificates to compute a development index for the 
proposed community by: (1) determining the ratio of 
the national unemployed labor force or standard 
metropolitan area, whichever is lower, to the 
proposed communities unemployed labor force; or (2) 
computing the proposed communities median family 
income to the national family median income or 
median income within a standard metropolitan area, 
whichever is greater. 

Provides for the annexation to corporation by 
residents of an area not part of the corporation 
community upon petition by ten percent of such 
resident and subsequently by a referendum where a 
majority of the residents favor annexation and the 
board of directors of the corporation votes 
favorably for annexation. 

Provides for judicial review of any adverse 
determination by the Board by any aggrieved party. 

Authorizes necessary appropriations to the 
Board and makes initial grants to the corporation 
for purposes of carrying out the objectives of this 
title. 


Title II: Community Development Banks - The 
Community Development Bank Act. Authorizes the 


Comptroller of the currency’ to promulgate 
regulations to carry out the provisions of this 
title. Requires him to submit an annual report to 
the President and the Congress on the development of 
community development banks. 

Authorizes the formation of a community bank by 
a development corporation having in its community a 

population of 25,000 or more with an affirmative vote 
by a majority of the board of directors. 

Requires a development corporation forming a 
community bank to prepare an organization 
certificate which shall be filed before a judge or 
notary public and transmitted to the Comptroller for 
preservation. 

Provides that such a bank have a minimum 
capital of $50,000. Provides for the issuance of 
class A, B, and C stock. Sets forth the information 
to be stated on the certificates representing the 
bank's capital stock shares. 

Limits the liability of shareholders in the 
bank to their investment and sets forth the formula 
for determining if the capital of a bank is 
impaired. 

Allows a bank to increase its capital stock 
with the approval of the Comptroller and a vote of 
the shareholders owning two-thirds of the class C 
stock. 

Gives community banks power to issue bonds, 
debentures, notes, and other capital obligations. 

Establishes a national community development 
bank guaranty fund, and requires each community bank 
to pay into the fund one-quarter of one percent of 
its obligations sold or issued under this title. 

Provides that community banks shall be managed 
by 5-15 directors elected by the shareholders. 

Sets forth the powers a community bank shall 
possess. Prohibits a community bank from 
underwriting any issue of security, engaging in 
accepting financing, or transacting any unauthorized 
business, 

Establishes a uniform maximum interest rate for 
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all community bank which shall be exempt from the 
State usury laws. 

Limits a bank from lending more than ten 
percent of the amount of capital stock in the bank. 

Extends the application of existing Federal 
banking provisions to community banks. 

Title III: U.S. Community Development Bank - 
U.S. Community Development Bank Charter Act. 
Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to designate 
investment areas which contain unemployed and low 
income persons. 

Creates the U.S, Community Development Bank as 
a secondary financed institution where no community 
bank has been established, 

Sets forth the process of organization and 
provides for the issuance of capital stock, bonds, 
debentures, and indebtedness.

Allows an income tax credit to a taxpayer who 
sells real property to a community development 
corporation equal to fifteen percent of the taxable 
income received by a community development 
corporation from the operation of such facility for 
that tax year and the next five succeeding years. 

Allows an income tax credit for human 
investment in facilities purchased for use by a 
community development corporation equal to ten 
percent of the wages of its qualified employees. 
Allows a carryback of three years or carryover of 
seven years of the unused credit.

Fair International Trade Act - Requires’ the 
U.S. Tariff Commission upon the request of the 
President, upon resolution of the Committee on 
Finance of the Senate or the Committee on Ways and 
Means of the House of Representatives, upon its own 
motion, or upon the filing of a petition by a trade 
association, a national labor union, or an 
interested party, to investigate and make a 
determination as to whether increased quantities of 
imports are a factor contributing to the economic 
impairment of a domestic industry. Requires the 
Tariff Commission upon an affirmative finding to 
certify a ceiling on such imports to the President 
who shall proclaim an import ceiling up to five 
years on such import. 

Sets forth conditions which the Tariff 
Commission must use in determining ceilings on 
imports.

Transfers the function of operating the Federal 
Information Exchange System and of preparing the 
catalog from the Office of Economic Opportunity to 
the Bureau of the Budget.

Includes in the registration certificate the name, 
date of birth, address, and social security number 
of the person owning, importing, transferring, or 
receiving a firearm, as well as, the name of the 
manufacturer, the caliber or gage, the model and the 
type, and the serial identification number of such a 
firearm, 

Requires that the loss or theft of any firearm 
be reported within ten days after such loss or theft 
is discovered as prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Requires that all persons have a license for 
the transfer, possession, or purchase of any firearm 
or any ammunition used in a firearm. 

Disqualifies from the ownership of a firearm 
all: (1) persons under eighteen years of age; (2) 
felons; (3) persons committed or sentenced to an 
institution by a court of the United States; (4) 
alcoholics; (5) drug addicts; and (6) persons 
mentally incompetent. Requires that applicants for 
a license swear or attest to the truth of all 
statements, information, and materials provided. 
Provides a penalty of not more than $10,000 and/or 
imprisonment for ten years for the wrongful use of a 
firearms license or for the failure to return such a 
license after being disqualified from the ownership 
of a firearm. 

Declares every firearm, importation of a 
firearm, or transfer of a firearm not registered in 
accordance with this Act as contraband and subject 
to seizure and forfeiture. 

Provides for the disposal of unwanted firearms 
with a compensation of reasonable value for such 
firearm provided by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Indicates that no provision of this Act is 
intended to preempt State gun laws and specifically 
provides that any State can preempt this Act by a 
State law equally as effective for the registration 
and licensing of firearms, 

Imposes the following penalties: (1) a fine of 
not more than $10,000 and/or five years imprisonment 
for knowingly and willfully making a false statement 
on any registration certificate or firearms license 
application submitted under this Act; and (2) a fine 
of not more than $10,000 and/or ten years 
imprisonment for possessing, transferring, or 
receiving any firearm or ammunition in violation of 
this Act or intentionally obliterating or changing 
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the serial identification number of any firearm; the 
seizure and forfeiture of any firearm or ammunition 
involved in, or used or intended to be used in, any 
violation of the provisions of this Act, or any 
other criminal law of the United States. 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to 
borrow the services of other agencies of the 
Government to administer this Act. Allows the 
Secretary to prescribe such rules and regulations as 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this Act, 

Provides that this Act shall be effective one 
year after the date of its enactment and that the 
registration of firearms shall be accomplished 
within one year after the enactment of this Act. 

Exempts the following from this Act: (1) any 
department or agency of the United States; (2) any 
department or agency of a State; (3) any duly 
commissioned officer or agent of the United States; 
and (4) any manufacturer licensed under the Federal 
Firearms Act,

Provides for the payment of overtime and 
standby pay to such personnel who perform duties 
which are critical to the operation of the air 
traffic control system and who work at jobs that are 
very taxing. Provides that the overtime hourly rate 
of pay is equal to one and one-half times the hourly 
rate of basic pay. Provides that the amendments 
shall take effect on the first pay period which 
begins on or after the thirtieth day after the 
enactment of this Act.

Peace by Imvestment Corporation Act - Sets 
forth the purposes of the bill to be: (1) to 
establish and expand people-to-people relationships 
in the international economic field; (2) to 
encourage an expanded flow of private capital 
investment from the United States into economically 
sound enterprise in underdeveloped areas of the 
world in the interest of world peace through mutual 
economic progress; (3) to enlarge the number of 
private investors participating in this flow of 
capital so as to forge more direct links among the 
people of the world; (4) to reduce gradually the 
need for U.S. public investments and grants over 
seas; and (5) to channel the flow of capital so as 
to better manage the U.S. balance-of-payments 
position, 

Establishes a Peace by Investment Corporation 
and provides for its basic functioning by 
authorizing it to purchase the securities and 
obligations of, or make loans to: (a) any 
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underdeveloped country or political subdivision 
thereof, (b) any public agency or instrumentality of 
any such country or (c) any private or semiprivate 
firm, corporation or association doing or intending 
to do business wholly or mainly in any such country 
or countries. (Investment would be confined to 
economically sound undertakings of a profit-making 
nature, with emphasis on the encouragement of small 
and moderate sized enterprises.) Authorizes the 
Corporation to provide technical assistance but not 
to duplicate such assistance already available from 
other sources, 

Establishes the basic criteria for the 
investment program of the Corporation. 

Provides for financing the Corporation by: (1) 
authorizing the issuance of fifty shares of stock 
having a fair value of $1,000,000 per _ share; (2) 
authorizing the public sale of up to $1,250,000,000 
worth of “Peace by Investment Debentures"; and (3) 
authorizing the additional means of financing its 
operations. 

Provides that initially the Corporation shall 
be a Government agency, but also provides for the 
transfer of the corporation to private ownership and 
management, 

Requires the Corporation to submit an annual 
report to the President and Congress and to conduct 
a study of additional measures which would further 
promote the flow of private capital from the United 
States to underdeveloped areas of the world,

(Ways & Means). 


Treats amounts contributed to a “retirement 
plan" by an employer who is a_ charitable 
organization as excludable from gross income of the

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portion of employee death benefits excludable from 
the gross income of the employee's beneficiaries or 
estate. Provides certain limits to and requirements

Provides that income from property transferred 
to a trust before January 1, 1951, by the creator of 
the trust (if the trust was irrevocable on the date 
of transfer, and if the income is required to be 
accumulated by the terms of the trust instrument) 
shall not be taken into account in determining 
whether a charitable exemption or deduction should 
be denied on the’ grounds of unreasonable

Authorizes the Atomic Energy Commission to 
control in the national interest the thermal effects 
of the release of liquid effluents to the 
environment. 

Authorizes and directs the Commission to make 
arrangements (including contracts, agreements, and 
loans) for the conduct of research and development 
activities relating to the demonstration of 
advances in the commercial or industrial application 
of atomic energy.

Directs the Commission to transmit all license 
applications to the Attorney General who will within 
180 days determine whether the issuance of such a 
license will create or maintain a situation 
inconsistent with the antitrust laws. 

Limits the issuance of such licenses to only 
those who are equipped to observe standards for the 
control of the thermal effects of the release of 
liquid effluents from such facilities to the 
environments.

Allows a producer of such grains to qualify for 
incremental price support if he: (1) has reduced 
the acreage on his farm to not less than five 
percent below the acreage allotment for such grain 
which is in effect; (2) designates specifically the 
acreage withdrawn from production; (3) doesn't 
harvest any crop from, or graze, the acreage so 
designated; and (4) complies with such regulations 
as the Secretary of Agriculture determines desirable 
to carry out this Act, 

Limits the compensation for withdrawing acreage 
from production to $10 per acre per year for acreage

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to 
administer the various provisions of this Act and to 
prescribe such regulations as are necessary to carry 
out this Act. 

Limits the level of price support in the case 
of producers who do not qualify for incremental 
price support to sixty percent of the parity price 
if marketing quotas are in effect. 

Authorizes the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
sell such grains at not less than 105 percent of 
parity. 

Establishes a reserve composed of one or more 
of the following crops: wheat, corn, barley, oats, 
rye, soybeans, flax, and grain sorghums. Allows 
this reserve to be disposed of in case of war or 
other national emergency or be sold for unrestricted 
use to meet a need for increased supplies.

Creates a job opportunity survey and a program 
for matching unemployed persons with employer 
requirements and job vacancies on a local, inter- 
area and nationwide basis. 

Establishes a community service employment 
program for the hard-core unemployed, adding new 
title IV to MDTA, 

Creates employment and training opportunities 
in a wide variety of public-service activities, 
operated by public or private organizations. 

Authorizes $400,000,000 for 1969, $500,000,000 
for 1970, creating 80,000 and 100,000 new jobs in 
these years. 

Directs that forty percent of these amounts be 
allotted to a State allocation formula for use 
within a State plan arrangement, and provides each 
State to get a minimum of $1,000,000 for this 
purpose. 

Requires that the State under the State plan 
provisions retain not more than 25 percent of its 
fund for operation of community service employment 
programs directed by State agencies, but allows 
these “pass-through” requirements to be waived. 

Directs the Secretary of Labor to administer 
all community service employment programs, and to 
make continuing evaluation and reports of the 
programs. 

Requires the Secretary to designate urban and 
rural areas with high concentration of unemployment 
or low-income persons as eligible areas for purposes 
of the program. 

Authorizes the Secretary to designate a prime 
sponsor for each eligible area under the program, 

Directs the prime sponsor to receive all 
funding under the various other community service 
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employment programs now in existence and to submit 
to the Secretary a community employment plan setting 
forth a program for the disposition of funds. 

Directs the Secretary and State agencies to 
provide aid through the prime sponsor in each 
eligible area with a by-pass provision if they find 
a different organization would better carry out the 
program, 

Directs the State Manpower Policy Council to 
develop and carry out the State program, 

Requires financial aid be provided both to 
create new jobs and to provide necessary supportive 
services in areas of education, training, day care 
and other services. 

Instructs the Secretary to give preference to 
the funding of programs through local companies. 

Encourages the Secretary to provide Federal aid 
for community service employment programs in public 
safety, and directs the Secretary and the Attorney 
General to jointly prescribe regulations governing 
the program in the public safety area, 

Directs the Secretary to establish procedures 
to offer training in the private sector. 

Reintroduces the proposals of an Economic 
Opportunity Corporation, a federally chartered 
nonprofit corporation with a board of directors of 
fifteen persons, five appointed by the President, 
and ten elected by members of the Corporation. 

Includes in the functions of the Corporation 
the authorization to: (1) establish an information 
and research center; (2) organize educational 
programs; (3) conduct training programs; (4) 
coordinate government programs; and (5) develop job 
programs at local levels. 

Directs the U.S. Comptroller General to direct 
a continuing evaluation of all employment programs 
conducted by the Federal Government and to make 
annual reports to Congress on his findings.

Youth Participation Act ~ Establishes a 
program, which will largely be planned and 
administered by young people, that will direct youth 
to help solve the needs of this country and will 
encourage more participation of vouth in American 
public life. 

Authorizes the establishment in the Department 
of Wealth, Education, and Welfare a United States 
Office of Youth Participation. Provides that the 
President shall appoint the Director of the Office. 

Provides that the Office of Youth Participation 
shall establish a program of grants-in-aid to public 
agencies and nonprofit private organizations for 
encouragement of youth to get involved in the 
problems facing this country and to participate more 
in the policymaking bodies of governmental and 
private organizations. 

Requires that the Office of Youth Participation 
shall cooperate with such other programs as: the 
Peace Corps, the Teacher Corps, and the Job Corps. 

Authorizes the Secretary of HEW to appoint an 
Advisory Commission on Youth Participation, 
Provides that the Commission shall be composed of 
nine members, five of whom shall be between the 
ages of eighteen and twenty-four. 

Asserts that the purpose of the Commission is 
to consult with officials and advise them on the 
ways to increase involvement of youth in programs of 
national importance. 

Authorizes the sum not to exceed $5,000,000 to 
be appropriated for carrying out the purposes of 
this Act.

Rural Jobs Development Incentive Act - Provides 
tax incentives and other benefits for employers 
operating certain industrial or commercial 
enterprises in rural job development areas, 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to 
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designate as a “job development area", areas where 
more than 25 percent of the families residing 
therein have incomes under $3,300 per annum or is an 
Indian reservation. 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to certify 
as eligible for benefits under this Act new 
facilities or new parts of facilities which meet the 
requirements sets forth in this Act, including: 
(1) the creation of new, full-time jobs for at least 
ten persons; (2) employment of persons in at least 
fifty percent of the jobs in such facility who 
reside within the rural job development areas, have 
served at least one year on active duty in the Armed 
Forces, or have been enrolled at least one year in 
the Job Corps; and (3) employment of persons in at 
least 25 percent of the jobs in such facility who 
are heads of families the income of which was less 
than $3,300 in the year immediately preceding their 
employment, individuals whose income was less than 
$1,800 in the year immediately preceding their 
employment, or persons described in (2). Provides 
for termination of the eligibility certificate for 
failure to comply with the eligibility requirements. 

Permits the Secretary to collect, analyze, and 
publish economic and business data for the 
information and guidance of businessmen who may seek 
to establish job-creating enterprise in such job- 
devleopment areas. 

Provides an income tax credit for investment in 
certified, depreciable property in rural job 
development areas. Limits the amount of credit to 
the taxpayer's tax liability for the year, but 
provides for carryback and carryover of excess 
credits. 

Provides for tax increases if property for 
which credits was allowed are disposed of under 
certain circumstances within ten years of the 
expenditures which qualified for the credits, in 
the case of real property, or within four years, in 
the case of personal property. 

Provides new regulations for depreciation 
deductions for property of the same type for which 
credits are allowed under this Act, and for 
carryover as a deduction of net operating losses of 
certified businesses. 

Allows a deduction of 25 percent of the 
compensation paid during the taxable year to 
employees in certified facilities who conform to the 
residence, Armed Forces or Job Corps service, or 
low-income descriptions set forth in the 
certification requirements.

Community Self-Determination Act - Establishes 
community development corporations, community 
development banks, and supporting programs. 

Title I: National Community Development 
Corporation - Establishes the National Community 


Corporation Certification Board composed of five 
citizens of the United States to charter the 


national community development corporations. Grants 
the Board necessary powers, 
Provides for the appointment of a National 


Advisory Committee on Community Development composed 
of 25 members to advise the Board on policy matters 
in this Act. 

Requires the Board to make an annual report to 
the President on its activities and the progress of 
such corporation. 


Provides that a national community development 


corporation chartered pursuant to this title shall 
be organized by the people of an urban or rural 
community with no fewer than 5,000 residents 


older and no more than 
generally seeking the 
well-being, and 


sixteen years of age or 
300,000 residents who are 
economic development, social 

stability of their community area, 

Requires an initial balloting by shareholders 
of a national community development corporation to 
elect a board of directors and adopt bylaws with 
respect to shareholder balloting, method of electing 
directors, and other matters. 

Gives the board of directors managerial powers 
over the corporation. Sets the number of directors 
at nine for corporations with less than 25,000 
shareholders and provides for two additional 
directors for every 10,000 shareholders in excess of 
25,000, 

Requires the first regularly elected board of 
directors to elect a business management board 
composed of nine members to manage the property and 
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assets of the corporation. Requires members of the 
business management board to be residents of the 
community and shareholders. Requires meetings to be 
held within the community. 

Imposes a maximum fine of $5,000 and/or a 
maximum three years imprisonment in addition to 
forfeiture of shareholder rights for anyone 
receiving anything of value which may influence an 
official in performing his duties or may influence 
the commission of a fraud on the corporation, board, 
or United States. 

Gives the corporation power to issue shares of 
one class of stock with par value of $5 to resident 
natural persons sixteen years of age or older. 
Provides that shares shall be nontransferable and 
that a shareholder who ceases to be a resident of 
the community tend his share back to the corporation 
within 120 days to receive the par value of the 
stock. 

Requires the business management board to set 


aside from the taxable income each year 20-80 
percent of such funds for distribution by the board 
of directors in developing and implementing 


programs. Provides that the remaining funds may be 
used as working capital. 

Provides that a corporation which for five 
consecutive years has had a development index of 100 
or more may elect to be treated as a normal business 
corporation and may pay a cash dividend to its 
shareholders. 

Allows a corporation to amend its articles of 
incorporation at a special balloting of the 
shareholders. 

Requires each corporation to have a_ registered 
office or registered agent in any State which it 
exists to receive service of process on the 
corporation, 

Requires each 
make annual reports to the 
shareholders of record 
the corporation. 

Provides that five or more natural persons may 
submit to the Board an application for a charter to 
form a corporation which shall contain the following 
documents: (1) a letter of intent; (2) articles of 
incorporation; (3) an organization certificate; and 
(4) such other document as the Board may prescribe. 
Sets forth requirements that the various documents 
must meet to be acceptable by the Board. 

Requires that the proceeds of the sale of stock 
by the incorporators be put into an escrow account 
with any State or National bank willing to serve as 
escrow depository. 

Provides that 


corporation to keep records and 
Board. Allows 
to examine records kept by 


following the issuance of a 
conditional charter a referendum, wherein at least 
fifteen percent of the resident must vote, shall be 
held in the corporation's proposed community to 
determine if the residents desire a national 
community development corporation and if more than 
one conditionally chartered corporation which 
corporation they prefer. Provides that if the 
referendum is favorable a final certificate of 
incorporation shall be issued, 

Requires the Board upon issuance of conditional 
certificates to compute a development index for the 
proposed community by: (1) determining the ratio of 
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the national unemployed labor force or standard 
metropolitan area, whichever is lower, to the 
proposed communities unemployed labor force; or (2) 
computing the proposed communities median family 
income to the national family median income or 
median income within a standard metropolitan area, 
whichever is greater. 

Provides for the annexation to corporation by 
residents of an area not part of the corporation 
community upon petition by ten percent of such 
resident and subsequently by a referendum where a 
majority of the residents favor annexation and the 
board of directors of the corporation votes 
favorably for annexation, 

Provides for judical review of any adverse 
determination by the Board by any aggrieved party. 

Authorizes necessary appropriations to the 
Board and makes initial grants to the corporation 
for purposes of carrying out the objectives of this 
title. 

Title II: Community Development Banks - The 
Community Development Bank Act - Authorizes the 
Comptroller of the Currency’ to promulgate 
regulations to carry out the provisions of this 
title. Requires him to submit an annual report to 
the President and the Congress on the development of 
community development banks. 

Authorizes the formation of a community bank by 
a development corporation having in its community a 
population 25,000 or more with an affirmative vote 
by a majority of the board of directors. 

Requires a development corporation forming a 
community bank to prepare an organization 
certificate which shall be filed before a judge or 
notary public and transmitted to the Comptroller for 
preservation. 

Provides that such a bank have a minimum 
capital of $50,000. 

Provides for the issuance of class A, B, and C 
stock, Sets forth the information to be stated on 
the certificates representing the bank's capital 
stock shares. 

Limits the liability of shareholders in the 
bank to their investment and sets forth the formula 
for determining if the capital of a bank is 
impaired. 

Allows a bank to increase its capital stock 
with the approval of the Comptroller and a vote of 
the shareholders owning two-thirds of the class C 
stock. 

Gives community banks power to issue bonds, 
debenture, notes, and other capital obligations. 

Establishes a national community development 
bank guaranty fund, and requires each community bank 
to pay into the fund one-quarter of one percent of 
its obligations sold or issued under this title. 

Provides that community banks shall be managed 
by 5-15 directors elected by the shareholders. 

Sets forth the powers a community bank shall 
possess, Prohibits a community bank from 
underwriting any issue of security, engaging in 
accepting financing, or transacting any unauthorized 
business. 

Establishes a uniform maximum interest rate for 
all community banks which shall be exempt from the 
State usury laws. 
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Limits a bank from lending more than ten 
percent of the amount of capital stock in the bank, 

Extends the application of existing Federal 
banking provisions to community banks. 

Title III: U.S. Community Development Bank - 
U.S. Community Development Bank Charter Act - 
Authorizes the Secretary of Labor to designate 
investment areas which contain unemployed and low 
income persons. 

Creates the U.S. Community Development Bank as 
a secondary financial institution where no community 
bank has been established. 

Sets forth the process of organization and 
provides for the issuance of capital stock, bonds, 
debentures, and indebtedness. 

Provides that the bank have a board of 
directors consisting of eighteen persons. 

Requires the directors to appoint a president 
and such other officers necessary to carry out the 
functions of the Bank. Creates an advisory 
committee to aid the Bank on general policy on other 
matters affecting the Bank. 

Gives the Bank necessary powers. 

Exempts the Bank from Federal income taxes. 

Directs GAO to audit the financial transactions 
of the Bank, Requires the Comptroller General to 
make an annual report to Congress on the basis of 
the audit. 

Requires the Bank to submit an annual report to 
the President and Congress of its activities during 
the year. 

Title IV: Amendments to Internal Revenue Code 
- Imposes a normal tax and _ surtax on community 
development corporations. Sets out the tax treatment 
of such corporations based on its development index. 

Allows an income tax credit to a taxpayer who 
sells real property to a community development 
corporation equal to fifteen percent of the taxable 
income received by a community development 
corporation from the operation of such facility for 
that tax year and the next five succeeding tax 
years. 

Provides that if the credit for any taxable 
year exceeds the taxpayers liability for tax for 
such year that he may carryback three years or 
carryover five years the unused credits. 

Allows an income tax credit for human 
investment in facilities purchased for use by a 
community development corporation equal to ten 
percent of the wages of its qualified employees. 
Allows a carryback of three years or carryover of 
seven years of the unused credit. 

Allows an income tax deduction to every 
taxpayer at his election with respect to the 
amortization of the adjusted basis of a_ turnkey 
facility for the allowable period. 

Provides that a trust shall be considered 
organized pursuant to a community corporation plan 
for tax purposes for the exclusive benefit of 
employees regardless that the trust invests in 
stock of the employer or borrows money from a 
community development bank. 

Includes community development corporations 
among the business concerns to be strengthened and 
aided by the Economic Opportunity Act. 

Provides for the coordination of loan 





applications by business borrowers located in 
community development board areas. Prohibits 
economic opportunity loans to borrowers in these 
areas until their loan applications have been turned 
down by the Board, 

Authorizes the Small Business Administrator to 
make grants of up to ninety percent of the costs of 
technical and management assistance and training 
programs contracted for these corporations or their 
subsidiaries. 

Requires the Secretary of Labor to collect and 
compile statistics on subemployment in the Nation, 
with the goal of eventually using this more 
sophisticated concept in the computation of the 
development index used in this Act. 

Permits State planning agencies to provide 
assistance under the Housing Act to community 
development corporations in urban area planning, 
using 75 percent Federal matching funds. 

Permits the Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development to make home and business rehabilitation 
loans in such areas, as well as in urban renewal 
areas and concentrated code enforcement areas, 
retaining the present provisions that funds must be 
unavailable on reasonable terms from local sources. 

Permits the designation of these corporations 
as community action agencies, but prohibits 
community action grants to those which have elected 
to be treated as normal business corporations, 
distributing dividends to stockholders.

Federal Employee Labor-Management Act 
Provides for the recognition of the right of Federal 
employees to assemble, discuss and present their 
grievances without fear of reprisal. 

Defines the following terms as used in this 
Act: grievance, conditions of employment, union 
representative, union of Government employees and 
dues paying member. 

Provides for the recognition of three 
categories of employee organizations: the 
exclusive, the formal and informal organization, and 
outlines the scope of powers and functions of each 
type of organization, Reserves to management the 
right to hire,-transfer, and dismiss an employee for 
lack of work or other valid reasons in order to 
maintain the efficiency of the office concerned. 

Empowers the Secretary of Labor to establish 
intermediary programs where an office fails to 
establish an adequate labor-management program, 

Authorizes the promulgation, by the Civil 
Service Commission in conjunction with the 
Department of Labor, of a code of fair labor 
standards in the employee-management relationship. 

Exempts from the Act the FBI, CIA, or any other 
organization engaged in similar activities in 
connection with the national security. 

Establishes procedures for mediation of 
disputes upon the application of either side through 
the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service. 

Establishes a Government Labor-Management 
Relations Panel composed of a Chairman, Executive 
Secretary and from four to six other members 
appointed by the President to adjudicate disputes 
which cannot be settled by the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service, Specifies that decisions 
of the Panel are binding on all parties. 

Provides for intermediary arbitration by a 
three-man Board of Arbitration composed of one 
member from each side of the dispute and a third 
chosen from a list submitted to the parties on 
request by the Secretary of Labor. 

Gives employees during the entire grievance 
process: (1) the right to be represented through 
their union of Government employees; (2) reasonable 
time limits for a decision at each grievance step; 
(3) the right to call witnesses at each step; and 
(4) no loss of pay to the employee as a result of 
his participation in the processing of his 
grievances.

Establishes within the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation a central repository for written 
judgments of conviction.

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to issue 
peanut marketing certificates for the purpose of

Requires the Secretary to determine: (1) the 
value of all peanut marketing certificates and (2) 
the recommended acreage of peanuts to be harvested. 
Sets forth provisions within which the Secretary 
must adhere in making such determinations.

Requires all persons engaged in the cleaning in 
shell or shelling of farmers stock peanuts to 
acquire peanut marketing certificates. 

Authorizes the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
buy and sell marketing certificates. 

Requires any person purchasing, selling, or 
otherwise dealing in peanuts or in peanut marketing 
certificates to keep records and make reports to the 
Secretary in such manner as he may prescribe.

Establishes the "Commission for the Improvement 
of Government Management and Organization," 
Provides that the Commission shall make a full and 
complete study and evaluation of all Federal 
programs and activities. Requires the Commission to 
submit interim reports to Congress of its studies 
and recommendations. 

Provides that the Commission shall be composed 
of ten members, appointed as follows: two appointed 
by the President from private life, four appointed 
by the President of the Senate, four appointed by 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives. 
Provides for the election of a Chairman and a Vice 
Chairman by a majority vote of all members of the 
Commission, Compensates the members of the 
Commission for each day spent in performing the 
duties of the Commission and for travel expenses. 
Grants the Commission the power to appoint personnel 
and to obtain the services of experts and 
consultants. 

Grants the necessary powers to the Commission 
to hold hearings and issue subpenas requiring the 
attendance and testimony of witnesses and the 
production of evidence. Allows the Commission to 
enter into contracts with other agencies for 
research and surveys. Authorizes the Commission to 
obtain from any department, agency or establishment 
in the executive branch information, suggestions, 
and statistics for the purposes of this Act. 

Authorizes the appropriation of sums necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this Act. Provides 
for the expiration of the Commission ninety days 
after the submission to Congress of its second 
comprehensive report.

Allows 
the Postmaster General to require any person 
proposing to mail such knife to explain in writing 
that the mailing of such knife shall not violate the 
provisions of this Act.

Requires that in determining the 
amount of annual income of any individual who is 
married, the sum of the annual income of the spouse 
of such individual shall be included, 

Requires any individual applying for such 
benefits to report his income or change in income to 
the Secretary. Provides that benefits shall not be 
paid to an individual who is physically absent from 
the United States. Provides for proper adjustment 
of overpayments and underpayments. 

Authorizes the appropriation of such sums as 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this title.

Federal Employees Labor-Management Act - Pro- 
vides for the recognition of the right of Federal 
employees to assemble, discuss and present their 
grievances without fear of reprisal.

grievance, conditions of employment, union repre- 
sentative, union of Government employees and dues 
paying member. 

Provides for the recognition of three 
categories of employee organizations: the exclusive, 
the informal and the formal organization, and 
outlines the scope of powers and functions of each 
type of organization. Reserves to management the 
right to hire, transfer, and dismiss an employee for 
lack of work or other valid reasons in order to 
maintain the efficiency of the office concerned. 

Empowers the Secretary of Labor to establish 
intermediary programs where an office fails to 
establish an adequate labor-management program. 

Authorizes the promulgation, by the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission in conjunction with the Department 
of Labor, of a code of fair labor standards in the 
employee-management relationship. 

Exempts from the Act the FBI, CIA, or any other 
organization engaged in similar activities in 
connection with the national security. 

Establishes procedures for mediation of dis- 
putes upon the application of either side through 
the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service. 

Establishes a Government § Labor-Management 
Relations Panel composed of a Chairman, Executive 
Secretary and from four to six other members 
appointed by the President to adjudicate disputes 
which cannot be settled by the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service. Specifies that decisions of 








the Panel are binding on all parties. 

Provides for intermediary arbitration by a 
three-man Board of Arbitration composed of one 
member from each side of the dispute and a third 
chosen froma list submitted to the parties on 
request by the Secretary of Labor. 

Gives employees during the entire grievance 
process: (1) the right to be represented through 
their union of Government employees, (2) reasonable 
time limits for a decision at each grievance step,

Provides that the Governor of the Farm Credit

Artificial Organ, Transplantation, and Techno- 
logical Development Act - Provides for a comprehen- 
sive review of the medical, technical, social and 
legal problems and opportunities which the Nation 
faces as a result of medical progress towards 
making transplantation of organs, and the use of 
artificial organs a practical alternative in the 
treatment of disease. 

Establishes a seven-member National Commission 
on Transplantation and Artificial Organs and 
provides that members would be appointed by the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, with the Chairman and members selected on 
the basis of qualifications in medical, legal, 
social, economic and technical fields. Provides that 
the Commission function over a 3-year period and 
requires it to review and report on all medical 
activities in the nation in_ the field of 
transplantation and the use of articifical organs 
for the treatment of disease and review legal, 
social and technical problems associated with this 
area of medicine. Provides that it also consider 
various ways by which the Federal Government can 
participate in developing the knowledge and 
facilities for the appropriate use of 
transplantation and artifical organs in _ the 
treatment of disease and make projections of the 
public need for readily available facilities for 
this purpose, 

Authorizes the appropriation of $20,000,000 for 
fiscal 1969 and $30,000,000 for each succeeding 
fiscal year until fiscal 1973, to provide funds to 
be used for assistance in providing information, 
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services and grants for planning, training, 
construction, renovation and percentage 
contributions towards the operation of Regional 
Kidney Centers and Community Dialysis Units. 
Provides that Federal assistance grants to such 
Centers or Units would be used for the following 
expenses: (1) 100 percent of the costs directly 
related to the training of physicians, staff 
members, patients and their families; (2) 100 
percent of the costs for construction or renovation 
of existing facilities and for the necessary 
equipment to establish a Regional Kidney Center 
under the provisions described above; (3) 60 to 90 
percent of the costs for construction or renovation 
of existing facilities and for the necessary 
equipment to establish a Community Dialysis Unit 
under the provisions described above; (4) 90 percent 
in the first year of full operation, 60 percent in 
the second year, and 30 percent in the third year, 
and thereafter of the operation and maintenance 
costs of Regional Kidney Centers and Community 
Dialysis Units established pursuant to this Act. 

Establishes a 12 member National Advisory 
Committee on Kidney Disease Programs to advise and 
assist the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare on regulations, policy and administration of 
this Act as it pertains to the diagnosis, treatment 
and care of patients suffering from kidney disease. 

Makes provisions under the Social Security Act 
to establish that: (1) any individval who upon 
accepted Medical authority, judgment and practice 
requires continuous intermittent dialysis for kidney 
failure would be eligible for both the hospital 
insurance benefits and supplementary medical 
insurance portion of the Medicare program, 
regardless of that individual's age or insured 
status; (2) "medical and other health services" 
which are covered under the supplementary medical 
insurance program would include: "continuous 
intermittent dialysis" and any other items or 
services required for or in connection with the 
treatment of kidney failure; and (3) individuals 
qualifying solely because of the requirement of 
dialysis are limited to receiving payments under 
either the hospital insurance program or the 
supplementary medical insurance program for those 
expenses incurred for items or services which are 
necessitated by such individual's kidney failure or 
by conditions directly or indirectly related thereto 
or caused thereby. 

Directs the Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare to study the effectiveness of the coverage 
extended by this Act to individuals with kidney 
failure. Requires that within 6 months after the 
effective date of this Act, the Secretary transmit 
to the President and Congress a report containing 
his findings of fact and any conclusions or 
recommendations he may have.

Gives parents of permanent resident aliens 
second preference status under the Immigration and 
Nationality Act. (Concurrently covered by this 
preference are spouses and unmarried sons or

Restores entitlement to benefits to veteran's 
widows who have remarried on termination of such 
remarriage by death or divorce, 

Prohibits the denial of benefits to veteran's 
widows, other than insurance, solely because of 
prior restrictions on payment in the nature of 
inference or presumption of marriage, or relating to 
open or notorious adulterous cohabitation or similar 
conduct, if such conduct has terminated, 

Prohibits benefits to the paid to any person by 
reason of the death of more than one person to whom 
he or she was married, 

Establishes the effective date of an award of 
benefits to a widow based upon termination of a 
remarriage by death or divorce as the date of 
termination of such a remarriage, if an application 
is received within a year from such termination. 

Eliminates the oath requirement for hospital- 
ization of veterans.

Authorizes the payment of reasonable travel 
expenses for interviews by veterans for job 
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placement under this Act, and authorizes reasonable 
moving allowances to veterans who have accepted a

Makes a supplemental appropriation for payments

Department of Peace Act: 

Title I - Department of Peace - Establishes the 
Department of Peace within the Executive Department 
of the Government to promote the advancement of 
peace in this Nation and throughout the world. 
Provides for the appointment of a Secretary of 
Peace, Under Secretary, four Assistant Secretaries, 
and a General Counsel by the President with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, 

Provides for the transfer of functions of cer- 
tain other agencies to the Department of Peace. 

Gives the Secretary powers to administer and 
carry out the provisions and objectives of this Act. 

Requires the Secretary to make an annual 
written report to the President for submission to 
the Congress on the activities of the Department for 
each year. 

Continues in effect all orders, determinations, 
rules, proceedings, regulations, permits, contracts, 
etc., which are in effect at the time of this Act 
and transferred to the Department of Peace from 
another agency. 

Directs the Secretary to submit to the Congress 
within two years of enactment of this Act a proposed 
codification of all laws which contain functions 
transferred to the Secretary. 
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Title II - International Peace Institute - Est- 
ablishes an "International Peace Institute” within 
the Department of Peace to furnish training and 
instruction to prepare U.S. citizens for service in 
positions in the field of international 
understanding and peace, 

Provides for the appointment of officers, 
staff, and instructors by the Secretary as the 
Institute may require. 

Creates a Board of Trustees consisting of 12- 
members to administer the operation of the 
Institute, Requires the Board to make an annual 
written report to the President of its action and 
recommendations pertaining to the Institute within 
60 days after its annual visit to the Institute. 

Grants admission to the Institute to 150 
students on the basis of merit who are U.S. citizens 
and have received a bachelor's degree from a 
college or university. Grants fellowships and travel 
and transportation allowances to students of the 
Institute, 

Requires each student selected for admission to 
sign an agreement to complete the course of 
instruction and to accept an appointment and 
service as an officer or employee of the United 
States or employment with an international peace 
organization, 

Authorizes apporpriations to carry out this 
title, Gives the Institute power to acquire and hold 
real and personal property.

Provides that 75 percent of the participants 
in such projects, shall constitute such persons of 
low income. 

Authorizes the appropriation of $10,000,000 for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1969, and such sums 
as necessary for the succeeding fiscal year.

Provides that the term "dependent" for 
deduction purposes under the Internal Revenue Code 
means the following individuals: (1) a son, stepson, 
daughter, or stepdaughter; and (2) a _ surviving 
dependent child under a public retirement system. 

Determines that survivor benefits received by 
such children under public retirement systems shall 
not be taken into account in determining whether the 
child is a dependent for income tax purposes. 

Provides that amounts received by such 
individuals shall be taken into account in 
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determining whether such individuals received more 
than half of his support from the taxpayer only to 
the extent that the total of such amounts during 
the calendar year exceed $600.

company to whom the sales contract is assigned (thus 
shifting the risk that the seller has committed 
unlawful practices or has become insolvent from the 
consumer to the finance company; (4) prohibits the 
use of a number of specific provisions in sales con- 
tracts thought to have been used to take unfair 
advantage of consumers; and (5) prohibits the use of 
contract provisions by which the buyer waivers his 
right to enforce any warranties which the seller may 
have made concerning the goods. 

Establishes, in the District of Columbia 
Government, a department of consumer protection and 
gives it a broad mandate to protect consumers 
against fraudulent or deceptive retail practices, 
in such areas as advertising, sales, credit 
contracts and collection practices. Empowers the

Provides that there shall be an _ [Executive 
Director to discharge some administrative and 
executive functions. 

Lists the various powers. that the Authority 
shall have. Requires the Postmaster General to 
transfer to the Authority within one year all real 
property and equipment acquired by the Department.

Reserves to management 
the right to hire, transfer, and dismiss an employee 
for lack of work or other valid reasons in order to 
maintain the efficiency of the office concerned. 

Empowers the Secretary of Labor to establish 
intermediary programs where an office fails to 
establish an adequate labor-management program. 

Authorizes the promulgation, by the Civil 
Service Commission in conjunction with the 
Department of Labor, of a code of fair labor 
standards in the employee-management relationship. 

Exempts from the Act the FBI, CIA, or any other 
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organization engaged in similar activities in 
connection with the national security. 

Establishes procedures for mediation of 
disputes upon the application of either side through 
the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service. 

Establishes a Government Labor-Management 
Relations Panel composed of four representatives 
from the agency involved, four representatives from 
the union, and three private citizens selected by 
the other members who are not partisan. Provides 
for the Panel as a whole to select a chairman and 
secretary. Authorizes the Panel to settle disputes 
which cannot be settled by the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service and specifies that decisions of 
the Panel are binding on all parties. 

Provides for intermediary arbitration by a 
three-man Board of Arbitration composed of one 
member from each side of the dispute and a third 
chosen from private life who has not been employed 
by the Government or any labor organization for at 
least eighteen months and who shall _ serve as 
chairman of the Board.

Establishes a koard of Trustees of the Center 
composed of fifteen members to maintain and 
administer the Center. Gives the Board powers to 
implement this Act.

Rewrites the section on grants for State and 
interstate planning to include municipalities, 
intermunicipalities, and other local groups. Raises 
from 50 percent to 66-2/3 percent grant limits for 
single municipalities and creates a new ceiling of 
7 percent for plans including more than one 
municipality. Provides that such grants made for 
the development of solid waste disposal plans are to 
include planning for the reuse of solid waste 
disposal areas and studies of the effects of such 
areas upon adjacent sites.

Sets the grant ceiling at 66-2/3 percent for 
single municipality projects and 75 percent for 
areas including more than one municipality. 
Requires the grantee to pay the remainder, and 
provides for allocation of estimated reasonable cost 
between municipalities or States served by one 
project. Requires that provisions be made by the 
grantee for efficient operation and maintenance of 
facilities after completion, and _ that projects 
receiving grants must comply with the purposes of 
the Clean Air Act. 

Directs the Secretary of HEW to consider’ the 
public benefits to be derived and the propriety of 
Federal aid in such construction, and also to take 
into account the ultimate cost relation of the 
project to the public interest, the necessity of the 
project, and the use by the applicant of 
comprehensive regional or metropolitan planning.
